COMMUNICATION FROM THE BOARD OF STREET 
COMMISSIONERS IN REPLY TO AN ORDER OF 
THE COMMON COUNCIL ASKING FOR CERTAIN 
INFORMATION RELATING TO THE LAYING OUT 
AND ACCEPTANCE OF JERSEY, PETERBOROUGH 
AND QUEENSBERRY STREETS, WARD 11.

To the Honorable the Ceaier Council: 


GENTLEMEN,— The Board of Street Commissioners has 
the,honor to reply to the following order, adopted by your 
body on the 11th instant: 


Ordered, That the Board of Street Commissioners be requested to 
furnish this body with a statement of all transactions of said board in 
’ connection with the laying out and acceptance of Jersey, Peterborough 
and Queensberry streets, Ward 11, together with a copy of all agreements, 
correspondence, etc., sums of money awarded and to whom, and the list 
of betterment assessments levied by said board for these improvements. 


Peterborough, Queensberry and Jersey streets were laid 
out under orders of the Board, approved by his Honor the 
Mayor, in the years 1896, 1897 and 1898, respectively. In 
connection with each street an agreement was entered upon 
by the owners of the land through which the streets were to 
pass and the city, in which it was stipulated how much per 
square foot should be paid for the land, the same not to be 
collected until the streets were completed, when, in the 
language of the agreement, “said damages being offset against 
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the proportionate part of said cost which may be levied 
against our respective estates, agree that the payment for 
said damages shall be delayed until the balance due from us 
severally after making said offset has been determined.” 

There was an identical agreement for each street, the fol- 
lowing being a copy: 


We, the undersigned owners of land within the lines of a proposed street 
being the street next south of and parallel with Boylston street extension 
in the City of Boston, and running at a width of fifty feet from Boylston 
road in the Fens southwesterly to Audubon road in said Fens, shown on a 
plan marked ‘‘Back Bay Lands, Pierre Humbert, Jr., City Surveyor, 
April 10, 1894,” on file in the office of the City Engineer of said city, in 
consideration of the immediate laying out and construction of said_pro- 
posed street at the width of fifty feet, under the provisions of chapter 323 
of the Acts of the year 1891, and acts in amendment or addition thereto, 
and of any assessments which may be laid upon our several estates for 
the cost of said laying out and construction being delayed until the 
damages caused to us severally by the taking of said land and the cost of 
the construction of said street shall be determined, and of said damages 
being offset against the proportionate part of said cost which may be 
levied upon our respective estates, agree that the payment for said damages 
shall be delayed until the balance due from us severally after making 
said offset has been determined. 

And we severally agree that we will accept as payment for so much 
of our said land to be taken for said street as lies within one hundred and 
twenty-five (125) feet of said Audubon road or said Boylston road the 
sum of three (3.00) dollars per square foot, and for so much of our said 
land as lies more than one hundred and twenty-five (125) feet from said 
roads the sum of one (1.00) dollar per square foot. 

It being stipulated that the execution of this paper by any owner 
upon any copy of this agreement shall be tantamount to the execution 
of this original agreement. 


PETERBOROUGH STREET. 


Peterborough street, the first of these streets to be laid 
out, was under an order of November 16, 1896. The hearing 
under the order of notice was held on October 3, 1896, at 
which several persons appeared, and for whom John H. Storer 
spoke in favor of the project. Mr Storer’s remarks are in 
manuscript in the files of the Street Laying-Out Department. 
He said: 


Mr. Chairman,— All the gentlemen present know how for many years 
their lands between Brookline avenue and the Back Bay Park have been 
allowed to lie neglected, without streets, without access, unavailable, 
of no value to the owners as an investment or to the city for purposes of 
assessment, and all the while, just beyond in Brookline, streets have been 
laid out and handsome residences built by wealthy citizens of Boston 
who would have been only too glad to build on our lands, if they had been 
available and get-at-able. But as many of the gentlemen present are 
not familiar with the present state of affairs, I will with your permission 
state to them what has been done. ¥ 

The Board of Survey Act of 1891, as you are probably aware, provided 
that the cost of streets laid out under its provisions up to a width of 50 
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feet should fall upon the abutters, but left all above a width of 50 feet 
to be paid for by the city. The streets in Plot 1 as laid out by the Board 
of Survey were 60 feet wide, of which under the act the abutters would 
pay for 50 feet and the city for 10 feet. But the city was without money 
to pay for the 10 feet, and Mayor Matthews was unwilling to borrow 
money for the purpose. Therefore the act as passed was practically 
inoperative as regarded our territory. Then the idea was suggested (by 
Mr. R. T. Paine, I believe) that by laying out the streets 50 feet wide 
but with a setback of 15 feet on each side all the dignity of a 70-foot street 
could be obtained, and yet the city saved from all cost, as the whole cost 
of the street (being 50 feet wide) would fall on the abutters. A plan 
embodying this idea was therefore prepared at great pains by the Street 
Commissioners, with the assistance of Mr. Humbert, the City Surveyor, 
laying out the streets at a width of 50 feet and on a rectangular arrange- 
ment, and an act of the Legislature was obtained in 1894 adopting the 
Street Commissioners’ plan. Then we thought everything would be smooth 
sailing. But as soon as we tried to work under the new plan the difficulty 
cropped up that the city would have to pay for the land taken for any 
street at the time of the taking, whereas the assessments could not be 
collected back from the abutters until the completion of the street, pos- 
sibly years afterwards in case there was any appeal from the assessment. 
Moreover, the city had no funds to invest in that way. Finally, as almost 
a last resort, we hit upon the scheme of postponing the payment by the 
city for the lands taken for a street until the assessment for its laying 
out and construction is made, and the two offset against each other and 
payment made of only the balance due on either side, in each respective 
case. This plan has met with the approval of the Mayor and the Street 
Commissioners and of all the landowners with whom we have been able 
to consult. 

The Street Commissioners have consented to lay out in turn all the 
streets in Plot 1 as fast as all the landowners on any street agree to post- 
pone and offset payment of their damages as above stated. 

With the hearty co-operation and intelligent assistance of Mr. Bailey, 
the Corporation Counsel, an agreement has been prepared embodying 
this arrangement for the construction of Peterborough street, the first 
street south of Boylston street, and this agreement has been signed by 
all the landowners whose land will be taken for this street. 

This hearing is called by the Street Commissioners to assure themselves 
that such a public demand for the construction of Peterborough street 
exists as will justify them in ordering its construction. Mr. Chairman, 
there are over three million feet of land in this territory, situated in the 
very best location in the city, on its most beautiful park, and suited for 
the best and most costly residences of the city. But it has been unim- 
proved, no streets have been built through it, it has been inaccessible, 
and has had little market value and the owners have been losing the 
interest on their investments, and the city has been losing the great 
increase in taxable value that would immediately follow the proper 
improvement of these lands. 

entlemen, it is hoped that under the proposed arrangement the 
streets will be rapidly constructed in succession and an end put to a 
condition of affairs by which both the landowners and the city are such 
great losers.

The following correspondence relating to~ Peterborough 
street is on file in the office of the Street Laying-Out Depart- 
ment: 


Boston, November 5, 1896. 


To the Honorable the Board of Street Commissioners, City of Boston: 


GENTLEMEN, —In examining the restrictions as to setback, etc., 
placed by you on Boylston street extension, and those placed by the 
~ Commonwealth of Massachusetts on Commonwealth avenue, and those 
placed by the Boston and Roxbury Mill Corporation on Beacon street, we 
feel that we should very much prefer to have the restrictions placed 
on Peterborough street similar to those placed on Beacon street by the 
Boston and Roxbury Mill Corporation. The restrictions on Peterborough 
street would then read: 

“And this Board further determine that building lines be established, 
as shown on said plans, parallel to the exterior lines of said Peterborough 
street as hereby laid out and distant fifteen feet therefrom. And no 
building shall be placed at a less distance than fifteen feet from said 
exterior lines of Peterborough street, except that bow and swell fronts, 
porticos, balconies, eaves and bay windows, and similar structures may 
project not more than three and one half feet and steps not more than 
ten (10) feet from said building line into the space between said building 
lines and said street lines.” : 

We think it very important that swell and octagon fronts should be 
allowed to run down to the ground, as from an examination of houses on 
Beacon street and Commonwealth avenue, we are satisfied that a more 
substantial and aristocratic effect is given by this style of architecture 
than merely a bow window on the second or third story, and such a front 
is almost entirely used in the most expensive houses on those two streets.

JERSEY STREET. 


For the laying out of Jersey street two petitions were filed 
with the Board, one under date of November 17, and one 
under date of November 18, 1897, signed by Moses Williams 
and John H. Storer as trustees of the Boston Water Power 
Company, and Francis Peabody, Jr., A. Allen Bent and 
George B. James, trustees of the Boylston Street Land Com- 
pany. 

At the hearing on the order of notice for the laying out of 
Jersey street, which was held on April 22, 1898, Moses 
Williams and Francis Peabody, Jr., appeared, Mr. Peabody 
representing the Boylston Street Land Company, both in 
favor of the project. 

The offsetting agreement for Jersey street was signed and 
executed by the following named: Moses Williams, John 
H. Storer, as sole remaining trustees of the Boston Water 
Power Company, but not individually; Francis A. Hobart, 
A. Allen Bent, as sole remaining trustees of the Boylston 
Street Land Company, but not individually; Mary A. Pelton, 
Charles U. Cotting, releasing as executors and trustees under 
will of F. W. Pelton, mortgagees, but not individually; 
William A. Tappan, Thomas Aspinwall, Arthur Wainwright, 
George C. Barrett, as trustees of Aspinwall Land Trust, but 
not individually; George L. Huntress, Malcolm McLoud, 
trustees of the Aspinwall Land Company, Andrew A. Meyer, 
Georgie J. White. 
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Early in 1908, after the construction of Peterborough 
street had been completed, the Board of Street Commissioners, 
realizing that the change in the law which prohibited an 
- assessment of more than 50 per cent of the cost of laying out 
and constructing the street had placed the city at a serious 
disadvantage in the matter of these Back Bay streets, held 
a conference with the owners of the land on Peterborough 
street for the purpose of trying to adjust the land damage 
awards and the assessments in a way that would be advan- 
tageous to the city and in accordance with the spirit of the 
offset agreement. The conference was attended by William 
H. Lincoln, representing the estate owned by himself and 
J. B. Moors, Judge James R. Dunbar, Maj. Henry Winn and 
Charles French, the three latter, however, as attorneys for 
the landowners. 

The agreement was read by the chairman of the Board, 
who stated it as his belief that it was morally binding on 
the parties concerned notwithstanding that the law did not 
further permit the full cost of the improvement to be assessed. 
The chairman called attention to that part of the agreement 
which stated “that the payment for said damages shall be 
delayed until the balance due from us severally after making 
said offset has been determined,” and suggested that in view 
of the meaning of these words the landowners might at least 
allow the land damages to be offset by the assessments. 
None of those present would agree to do so, but, on the con- 
trary, they all insisted that they should be paid the difference 
between the amount of the land damages and the assessments. 

The following tables show the original land damage awards 
made by the Board on Peterborough, Queensberry and Jersey 
streets, the amounts which would have been paid in assess- 
ments under the law as it was when the agreements were 
made the amounts due from each side after the adjustments 
under the changed law, and the net cost of the three streets 
to the city:

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Some comment on these cases has recently been made by 
beneficiaries under the agreements, who refer to the courts 
in justification of their position. It may be of interest to 
quote from two opinions of the Supreme Court touching on 
the agreements. In Boston Water Power Company v. 
Boston, 194 Mass., 571 at 574, the Supreme Court said: 


The contract assumes that the city will assess betterments, and that 
the amount assessed will be so great that there will be a balance due the 
city after setting off the land damages. 


In Burrage et al., executors, and others v. City of Boston, 
198 Mass., 580 at 588, the Supreme Court said: 


These contracts assumed that there would be a balance due to the city 
from these abutters for betterments, after setting off all the land damages. 


Late last year the Finance Commission asked the Board for 
a history of the laying out and construction of Peterborough, 
Queensberry and Jersey streets. After briefly stating when 
the orders were passed the Board in its report said: 


In connection with each street an agreement was entered upon by the 

landowners and the city in which it was stipulated how much per foot 
should be paid for the land to be taken for each street, the same not to be 
collected until the street was completed, when the damages were to be 
deducted from the assessments, the balance of the assessment to be paid 
to the city by the owners of the property abutting on the street. 
}- At the time the agreement was made the law was that the full cost of 
the improvement should be assessed upon the property benefited within 
125 feet of the improvement. The agreement clearly shows that it was 
never intended that the city should pay a dollar of cash to the owners of 
the land. The consideration of the agreements was that the city should 
“immediately ’’ build the streets. This, however, was not done. Pre- 
sumably it was found that the money then available could be better 
expended in other sections of the city where building operations were 
going on. When the streets were finally built the law relating to assess- 
ments had been changed, and instead of the full cost being assessed back 
upon the property benefited only 50 per cent could be assessed. Two of 
the streets, Queensberry and Jersey streets, were not built until some of ~ 
the property owners had secured a writ of mandamus compelling the 
Superintendent of Streets to do so. Peterborough street was built with- 
out such an order, and on its completion the Board undertook to get the 
property owners to consent to an offset of the damages for the land taken 
by the assessments. A conference was called for this purpose, but none 
of the owners in interest would give his consent. 

Some of them were paid large sums of money, when, by the terms of 
the agreement which they signed, they expected instead to pay the city 
betterments. 

Not only did the owners compel the city to build the streets, but they 
also secured judgment against the city for damages on account of the 
land taken for the streets and interest from the time the streets were 
ordered laid out until they were built. They even objected to the city 
including the interest charge as a part of the cost of the street in the 
making of the assessments, thus keeping the assessments at the lowest 
possible figure. 
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The landowners set up as their claim for exacting every possible advan- 
tage to themselves in this matter that the city was negligent in not 
“immediately ’”’ constructing the streets. This is a good technical defense, 
but it is purely technical. There was no reason, as far as development 
was concerned, why the streets should have been built at the time of the 
agreement, or even now. 

The order of the court to build the streets and to pay for the land taken 
came at a very inopportune time — at a time when the Board had some 
money for new streets, the first for four or five years, and when it had 
made plans to give property owners who had houses in growing districts 
decent streets. All work on proposed streets had to stop because of these 
orders. 


Though all the land damages have been collected, there 
are assessments on these streets aggregating $61,408.02 which 
yet remain unpaid.

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A STATEMENT CONCERNING THE NEEDS OF THE 
NORTHERN MEDICAL EXAMINER. DISTRICT. 


I. INTRODUCTION. 


The following statement is based on the results of two 
years’ experience as medical examiner for Suffolk County, 
a period wherein the writer has studied closely the conditions 
which exist in the “Northern” District, the division under 
his immediate jurisdiction. it embodies facts gathered 
from daily observation while in the discharge of official duty, 
and is accompanied by recommendations designed to offer 
a solution for existing difficulties and to make provision for 
the future needs of an important branch of the public service. 

In order that this statement may be readily understood, 
some explanation is necessary as to the character and duties 
of the office of the Medical Examiner. 


Il. Tar Mepicat EXAMINER AND HIS DUTIES. 


A medical examiner in Massachusetts is an_ official 
created by statutes, enacted in 1877, whereby the office of 
coroner was abolished and the medical examiner system sub- 
stituted therefor. He is a physician appointed by the Gov- 
ernor to serve for a term of seven years within a district 
corresponding with one of the several judicial districts into 
which the counties are subdivided. In counties other than 
Suffolk, his compensation is by fee; in Suffolk he is paid a 
salary. In this county, which is not subdivided by law, there 
are two medical examiners, each of whom serves in one of two 
“districts, ’’ established by city ordinance for convenience of 
administration, and determined by a line running through 
St. Mary’s, Beacon, Park, Tremont, Winter and Summer 
streets. The region lying to the north and west of this line 
constitutes the Northern District; that lying to the east and 
south, the Southern District. 

The duties of the Medical Examiner, as established in 
chapter 24 of the Revised Laws, are primarily to investigate 
and to determine the cause and the manner of the death of 
every person within his district who may be supposed to have 
died from violence, that is, from causes other than disease. 
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In practice this includes all deaths which by virtue of their 
suddenness raise the question of possible violence. The ulti- 
mate object of such investigation is to bring to hght the unlaw- 
ful act of any person which may have been operative in causing 
death, whether such act be the result of intent or of care- 
lessness or negligence. The findings of the Medical Examiner 
in any case where such an act is suspected or proven, and, as 
is required by law, in all cases wherein the death has occurred 
on a railroad, are by him placed in possession of the prosecut- 
ing authorities and of the courts to the end that a formal 
judicial inquiry may be held, known as an “inquest.”’ 

The number of deaths investigated annually by the medical 
examiners is steadily increasing. In 1887 the number investi- 
gated throughout the state was 1,556, and in Suffolk County 
496. In 1907, 4,364 deaths were investigated throughout the 
state and of these 1,409 were in Suffolk County, a number 
nearly equal to the total number of deaths investigated 
throughout the state in 1887. During this year (1907) out 
of 96 homicides in Massachusetts 41 were in Suffolk County; 
out of 462 suicides 154 were in Suffolk County; out of 1,752 
deaths from accident or negligence 631 were in Suffolk 
County; out of 2,054 deaths not due to violence 583 were in 
Suffolk County; out of 550 autopsies made by medical 
examiners throughout the state 376 were made in Suffolk 
County. (See Appendix A.) 

It thus appears that not only have the duties of the medical 
examiners increased nearly threefold within the past twenty 
years, but also that fully one-third of the medico-legal investi- 
gations made in the Commonwealth are made in Suffolk 
County, the population of which is about one-fifth that of the 
state. This increase is due in part to the normal growth in 
population, in part to the increasing number of accidental 
deaths occasioned by the conditions of modern city life involv- 
ing the use of electricity, automobiles, elevators and the like, 
and the increasing risk to life attendant upon the constantly 
extending use of machinery. That the increase in Suffolk 
County proportionately to population is greater than that in 
the state as a whole is accounted for by the presence in the 
City of Boston of several large hospitals, to which are brought 
many persons from points without the county, and who there 
die from injury sustained elsewhere; and also from the fact~ 
that the actual population participating in the daily life of 
the city, and therefore subject to its vicissitudes, is much 
greater than that of the county itself, including, as it does, 
thousands of persons who travel to the city itpre all parts 
of the Metropolitan district. 


r { . 
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It is therefore evident that the demands upon the Medical 

Examiner for service are steadily increasing, and that at the 

- present rate of increase may ,be expected to treble within 
the next twenty years. It is of obvious importance, there- 
fore, that the facilities placed at his disposal for the discharge 
of his duty shall be adapted to these increasing demands. 

The Medical Examiner is. required by law, when notified 
of the death of any person supposedly from violence, which 
includes any death not preceded by recognized disease, to 
proceed to the place where the body lies and take charge of 
the latter, together with such valuables as may be found 
upon or near it. He is personally responsible for the care 
of every such body and for the safe keeping of such valuables, 
and for the delivery of both body and valuables to the person 
or persons authorized to receive them. He is bound in every 
instance where identity is unknown to procure, if possible, 
identification. ‘To this end, and in order to enable the view- 
ing of a dead body by relatives or friends of the deceased, 
whether for the purpose of identification, or for other cause, 
he must make provision for the exhibition of any such body 
under decent and proper conditions. 

In any case where after view and personal inquiry as to the 
cause and manner of death the Medical Examiner is uncertain 
as to the same, and in every case wherein death is the result 
of an unlawful act, he must perform a post mortem examina- 
tion and obtain therefrom all possible knowledge as to the 
cause of death. eae | 

As a public official the Medical Examiner must be accessible 
to all who may have occasion to consult him officially, and 
when on duty is always bound at all times to respond to any 
call for his official services. 

In every instance of homicide wherein judicial inquiry is 
instituted he is called upon to appear in court as an expert 
witness. 

The requirements for the satisfactory discharge of his 
duty in the case of the Medical Examiner for a suburban 
or a rural district are comparatively simple. In such districts 
the official, who is invariably a general practitioner, finds the 
facilities of an undertaker’s rooms and of his private office 
adequate for the handling of the comparatively few cases 
that fall to him to investigate. The larger counties are 
subdivided into several medical examiner districts. The 
total number of such districts, and correspondingly of medical 
examiners in the Commonwealth, is seventy-two districts 
with seventy-three examiners (two in Suffolk). There are 
also seventy-two associate medical examiners, who serve 
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whenever the Medical Examiner is not on duty. The demands 
for service upon any one medical examiner in counties other 
than Suffolk are therefore comparatively few. 

In Suffolk County, wherein about one-third of all of the 
cases annually investigated in the Commonwealth occur, 
and where there are two medical examiners, the conditions 
differ wholly from those in other: counties. The demands 
for their services are so frequent that the medical examiners 
for this county devote virtually their whole time to their 
official duties. The attendance upon cases with all possible 
speed is important, not only for the prompt detection of crime 
or of any unlawful act resulting in death, but also for the 
minimizing of hardship and suffering on the part of relatives 
or friends of the deceased person. 

From this review of the duties of the Medical Examiner, 
the facilities required for their proper discharge may be 
directly deduced. For the purpose of this statement, these 
requirements will be henceforth considered from the stand- 
point of a medical examiner for Suffolk County. 


III. REQUIREMENTS FOR. THE DISCHARGE OF OFFICIAL 
Durty. 


Foremost amongst these facilities are those for the reception 
and care of the bodies of persons whose deaths he is called 
upon to investigate. It does not follow that whenever a 
death is reported to the Medical Examiner the body of the 
dead person is necessarily removed and taken under his 
charge. Notifications of death come to the Medical Examiner 
from many sources, and in not a few cases the circumstances 
of the death are such as to render removal of the body unneces- 
sary. This is true in the case of persons who die suddenly 
‘in their homes, or who die as the result of injury in hospitals, 
wherein suitable facilities for viewing the body are usually 
provided. In any case, however, wherein more than an exter- 
nal examination of the body is necessary, and in every case 
where the circumstances of the death are such as to require 
the immediate removal of the body, as, for example, a sudden 
death upon the street, provision must be made for the transfer 
of the body to premises where it shall lie under the charge 
of the Medical Examiner, subject to such restrictions as he 
may see fit to impose, and under such circumstances as to 
enable his view or further examination of the body, its identi- 
fication, and its proper care pending the appearance of 
claimants. 
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It is of fundamental importance that the premises upon 
which the dead are cared for should be those upon which 
post mortem examination and other investigations pertaining 
thereto may be conducted. 

Searcely less important is the provision upon the same 
premises of suitable offices wherein the Medical Examiner 
may establish his headquarters as a public official; in which 
may be made and preserved the records of his investigations; 
and where there may be deposited and cared for the personal 
effects of the deceased persons which by law he is required 
to take in charge. 

A detailed specification of these facilities is as follows: 

1. Morgue.— General Purposes. A place to which may 
be removed at any hour by day or night, and by whatever 
vehicle, whether undertaker’s wagon, police wagon, or 
ambulance, the body of any person whose death has occurred 
under circumstances such as to occasion medico-legal inquiry. 
Inasmuch as the suddenness of the death of any person who 
is well enough to be up and about the street at the time of his 
decease is sufficiently great to render his death the subject 
of such inquiry, it follows that the removal of the body of 
any person who has so died to a morgue is merely a step 
toward such inquiry. Such premises must be under the 
constant charge of an attendant, who is responsible in the 
discharge of his duty solely to the Medical Examiner, from 
whom he shall receive his orders. They must offer facilities 
for the care and preservation of bodies varying greatly in 
their condition. They must offer facilities for the exhibition 
to properly authorized persons of bodies suitable for view 
under conditions which shall disturb as little as possible the 
feelings of individuals already in a nervous or grief-stricken 
condition. Such facilities should be available for the use 
of two or more sets of would-be viewers at the same time, 
and should in no wise interfere with the receiving and official 
view of another body, should such be necessary, while public 
view is being held. Suitable waiting rooms, of which there 
should be not less than two, for the accommodation of the 
public pending the arrangement of a body for view, are of 
the utmost importance. The provision for the storage of 
bodies, if need be, for several weeks, pending identification, 
should be such as to enable the care of bodies to a greater 
or less degree decomposed without offence or communication 
of foul odors to other bodies. 

Location.— Such a morgue or depository for the dead 
should be so situated as to be readily accessible to the public 
and to the several conveyances whereby bodies are brought 
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to it. To insure a reasonable degree of privacy it should 
not open directly upon the street, and should offer means 
for the reception and delivery of bodies without exposure to 
public view. 

2. Autopsy Room.— For the performance of post mortem 
examinations a room lighted from the north and provided 
with apparatus suitable for all of the technical procedures 
for such examinations, under the best sanitary conditions, 
is indispensable upon the same premises as those whereon 
the bodies are preserved. Such a room need be of no greater 
size than is needed for the accommodation of the necessary 
assistants and of the witnesses required by law. Adjacent 
to such a room should be one or more laboratories, equipped 
for the conduct of the investigations, microscopical and bac- 
teriological, which in the light of modern science in certain 
cases are indispensable for the ascertaining of full data 
concerning the cause of death. Due provision should be 
made for the application of photography in appropriate 
cases. 

3. Office Rooms.— Premises which may serve as official 
headquarters for the Medical Examiner, wherein he may be 
accessible to all persons who may have occasion to consult 
him officially; wherein may be preserved without danger 
of loss from fire his official records, properly indexed; and 
where the personal property of the deceased persons coming 
into his charge may be cared for and delivered to the proper — 
persons. 


IV. Factuirres Now AVAILABLE. 


The facilities at present at the disposal of the medical 
examiners for Suffolk County for the discharge of their 
official duties are such as are offered by the Trustees of the 
Boston City Hospital and by the Board of Health, together 
with such others as are possible under the provisions of chap- 
ter 424 of the Acts of 1908. The County of Suffolk at the 
present time offers no facilities whatever to the medical 
examiners for the discharge of. their official duties. The 
Medical Examiner for the Southern District is tendered the 
use of the morgue and of the autopsy room in the pathological 
building of the Boston City Hospital; certain-of the attendants 
of the building are authorized to render service under his 
direction, and one small autopsy room is set apart for his 
sole use. This arrangement has been operative since the 
establishing of the medical examiner system. 

The Medical Examiner for the Northern District is tendered 
and uses that portion known as the “Morgue” of a building 
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constructed and maintained by the Boston Board of Health 
in North Grove street, the greater part of which is in use as 
stables and headquarters for the disinfecting department 
of the Board. | 

1. The Northern District Morgue-—'The morgue is a por- 
tion of the above-mentioned building, 22 feet wide, 42 feet 
deep, and two stories (with basement) in height. It was com- 
pleted in 1902 at a cost for the entire building (including the 
stables) of about $41,000. It occupies the site of a building 
also known as the “morgue,” constructed in about 1850 on 
what was then known as the “dump.”’ Prior to its removal 
this building had fallen into a state of decline and of disrepute, 
which is doubtless in a large degree responsible for the dis- 
agreeable and obnoxious associations attaching locally to the 
term ‘“‘morgue.”’ Its abolishment and the replacing for it of 
the building now in existence was a distinct public improve- 
ment. The location of the present building is probably to be 
accounted for by the fact that its predecessor, doubtless for 
reasons which at the time of its construction were obvious, 
occupied the same site. 

2. Arrangements.— The present building, or such part of 
it as is employed for morgue purposes, after its completion 
received but little or no use, the then Medical Examiner pre- 
ferring to make other arrangements. The present Medical 
Examiner for the Northern District when tendered the use of 
this building by the Board of Health accepted it and at the 
request of the Board made certain suggestions as to its reno- 
vation and improvement. The autopsy room was poorly 
lighted, and no facilities existed for laboratory work. The 
elevator was so constructed as to descend but part way into 
the basement, and the refrigerating machinery was defective. 
The alterations and improvements were directed towards 
remedying these defects, and the present usefulness of the 
building is largely dependent upon their execution. 

The building opens directly from the sidewalk, and such 
. privacy as is at present possible has been effected mainly by 
the placing of spring locks upon all of the doors. Upon the 
eround floor are a small waiting room, a lavatory, and a 
receiving room, access to which is had from the wagon house 
adjoining, into which are driven the vehicles wherein the 
dead bodies of persons brought thither are conveyed.- Into 
this latter space opens a refrigerator provided with ten slabs, 
but containing only one general compartment. This refriger- 
ator is operated by the ammonia process. This room is used 
for the reception of bodies brought to the morgue, and in it 
they are viewed by the Medical Examiner. (See Appendix B.) 
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The same room is the only space available for the exhibiting 
of bodies for purposes of identification or otherwise to persons 
who may be entitled to view them. It is likewise the only room 
available wherein undertakers may prepare for removal the 
body of any person lying in the morgue which they may be 
called upon to take in charge. No means exists for the exhib- 
iting of bodies elsewhere than in this room, or for the holding 
of funeral services upon the premises. ‘This room receives 
but little daylight, artificial light, which not only is disturbing 
to the public but is also undesirable for official view, being 
indispensable to its use. 

The capacity of the refrigerator on several occasions has 
‘been overtaxed, to the great embarrassment of the Medical 
Examiner. 

The waiting room upon this floor is 74 by 94 feet, and is the 
only available place for the reception of visitors pending the 
arrangements for the view. 

The facilities for the storage of clothing are limited to a 
narrow, dark closet, situated behind the refrigerator. 

The second floor of the building is occupied wholly by an 
autopsy room, and a small room leading from it used as a 
laboratory. The autopsy room is commodious and fairly 
well lighted, the latter feature having been greatly improved 
by the alterations made at the suggestion of the Medical 
Examiner. Although the marble dado and terazzo floor give 
the room a good appearance, and the ampitheater seats are 
suggestive of great commodiousness, it is a fact that the room 
is destitute of essential north light, and that its arrangements 
are by no means as good as they should be. 

The laboratory referred to, which was originally, a small, 
dark anteroom, was made practicable. for its present use by 
alteration. It is altogether too small for the purpose for 
which it is used. 

Adjoining the autopsy room is a room virtually a part of 
the “stables” portion of the building, which was given over for 
use as a living room for the resident attendants. 

In the top of the building, in front, is a room about 6 by 10 
feet, designed as a storage closet, and remodeled for use as a 
laboratory. 

The building contains no rooms available for office 
purposes. 

3. Hquipment.— At the time when the present Medical 
Examiner took charge of the building, the equipment for post 
mortem work was limited to an autopsy table of the best 
possible design. ‘The present equipment, which is complete 
in every respect for post mortem work and such other investi- 
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gations as are related thereto, was provided by the Board of 
Health at his request. The furnishings of the living room 
occupied by the attendants were similarly provided. The 
building, as it now stands,.is as well furnished as it can be for 
the purposes for which it is available. 

4. Administration.—The morgue is under the charge of the 
Medical Examiner for the Northern District. Two attendants, 
and when necessary, a third, are attached to the bulding as 
employees of the Board of Health, one at least being in constant 
attendance to receive bodies whenever they may be brought; 
to deliver the same when demand is made for them, and upon 
request to expose bodies for view. The attendants also take 
full care of the building and assist at autopsies. 

Nobody is released from the morgue save at the order of the 
person authorized to take it in charge, and in the case of an un- 
known person, until the identification of the body, if made, has 
been properly certified. 

The exposure of a body for view is invariably made by plac- 
ing it upon a suitable table and covering it with a sheet. No 
body is ever exhibited for view while lying within the refrig- 
erator, although under the present conditions the view must 
be arranged for within the refrigerator room. 

5. Statistics.—The building in its present form was put in 
commission April 15, 1907. During the interval subsequent 
to that date about 600 bodies have been received into it. The 
largest number of bodies lying there at any one time has 
been fourteen. (The capacity of the morgue is ten.) The 
average daily number of bodies lying at the morgue has been 
from four to five. 

The body of an unknown person after being photographed is 
held pending identification and claim for an interval the limits 
of which are not fixed. Identifications have been made in 
several instances after a period of more than two months, 
during which time the body was kept frozen. 7 

Inasmuch as all bodies recovered from tide water in any part 
of Suffolk County are brought into the Northern Medical 
Examiner District, and therefore to the Northern District 
Morgue, it follows that annually during the spring months 
within which the bodies of persons who have been drowned 
during the winter come to the surface, the number of such 
bodies brought to the morgife is relatively large. Identifi- 
cation of these bodies is often difficult, but out of thirty 
brought to the morgue in 1908 all but six were identified and 
delivered to relatives or friends. 

6. Maintenance.—The expenses connected with the equip- 
ment and operation of the morgue are borne wholly by the 
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Board of Health of the City of Boston, albeit the building is 
used as a county institution. Recommendations for sup- 
plies or for service are made by the Medical Examiner to the 
Board of Health and such recommendations have been invari- 
ably granted although the cost is chargeable to a department 
of the city which is in no wise officially connected with, or re- 
sponsible for, the work on account of which the expenses are 
entailed. These expenses are strictly and definitely such as are 
contingent upon the official discharge of his duty by the Medical 
Hxaminer, and as such have properly no place among the 
expenses of the Board of Health. 

The provisions of chapter 424 of the Acts of 1908 specify 
that ‘the Medical Examiners for Suffolk County and the Asso- 
ciate Medical Examiner for said county shall be provided with 
rooms suitably furnished for the performance of their duties, 
the rent, furnishing and office equipment of which shall be 
paid for by said county upon the approval of the Mayor of the 
City of Boston.”’ This provision, together with that immedi- 
ately following, whereby each of said medical examiners “may, 
in the name of the county, contract such bills for clerical service, 
postage, stationery, printing, telephones, traveling, cost of the 
removal of bodies to appropriate depositories and the care of 
the same, and for such other incidental expenses as may in the 
opinion of the Examiner be necessary for the proper perform- 
ance of his duty to an amount not exceeding five thousand 
dollars in any one year,’ renders possible facilities, certain of 
which were not available prior to the passage of the act. Under 
this the Medical Examiner for the Northern District occupies 
an office provided by the pouty in the building at No. 274 
Boylston street. 


V. RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Any recommendations or suggestions for improvement in 
the facilities whereby the medical examiners for Suffolk 
County may carry on their work must necessarily proceed 
from these officials themselves. It is they only who have 
full knowledge of those facts touching the matter which are 
learned by experience, and who are therefore best qualified 
to express opinions. 

The situation which has called forth the present statement 
is one which concerns more especially the Northern Medical 
Examiner District of the county, but much, if not all, that 
holds true for this district is likewise true of the Southern 
District. 

It is a fact, however, that the facilities offered at the City 
Hospital for the Medical Examiner for the Southern District

are in many respects superior to those available for the 
Northern. The City Hospital Morgue is a part of a large 
public institution, equipped with ample facilities for the 
proper care of the public, and free from unpleasant associa- 
tions; it is provided with the means for conducting post 
mortem examinations by the most modern and _ scientific 
methods in a building wherein there is a pathological labora- 
tory. The plant available for these purposes is, it is true, 
under the jurisdiction of the Hospital Trustees, but it is not 
improbable that some means might be found whereby the 
Medical Examiner of the Southern District should be vested 
with whatever official authority his use of the premises may 
render desirable. 

In the Northern District the premises used by the Medical 
Examiner are necessarily unattached to any hospital,. and 
must be maintained as a separate and individual institution, 
a condition which renders inevitable greater expense than 
would otherwise be the case. It is believed that no good . 
reason exists for the creating of one central or general 
“mofeue.’? Any such plan must presuppose either increased 
convenience or great saving of expense, neither of which 
seems probable. To enable both medical examiners to 
conduct their work properly two autopsy rooms and two sets 
of equipment would inevitably be requisite. There is no 
reason for the belief that the convenience either of the public 
or of the medical examiners would be met by any such plan; 
on the contrary, it would operate to the disadvantage of both. 
This proposition is dismissed without further consideration. 

In view of the situation already outlined, the following 
propositions are offered as furnishing the best solution of the 
problems, both present and future, involving the Northern 
Medical Examiner District. 

1. The construction of a mortuary building, favorably 


- located and suitably equipped for the uses above outlined. 


2. The establishing of this building as a county institution 
on a footing similar to that of a district courthouse, the 
administration of said building to be vested in the Medi- 
cal Examiner, or, in his absence, in the Associate Medical 
Examiner. 

3. The maintenance of this building by the County of 
Suffolk. 


MortTuaRyY BUILDING. 


A structure wherein are provided all of the facilities 
requisite for the proper conduct of the Medical Examiner’s 
work for the Northern District of Suffolk County, so designed 
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and appointed as to permanently eliminate from the public 
mind whatever of odium may attach to any premises bearing 
the term “morgue.” 

1. Location.— The situation of such a building should be 
determined with respect to the following conditions: (a) 
accessibility; (0) privacy; (c) provision for light and air. 

For the convenience of the public this building should be 
favorably placed relatively to lines of transportation. [or 
convenience and economy in the transportation of bodies it 
should be so placed as to be accessible from the North End, 
the business section, the West End, Charlestown, Kast Boston, 
Chelsea, Revere and Winthrop. In view of the fact that to 
this building would be removed all bodies recovered by the 
harbor police, which bodies are frequently decomposed, as 
well as all bodies brought by the harbor police from vessels 
lying in dock or at anchor, it is desirable that it should be 
placed on the water front. 

To insure against unnecessary and undesirable publicity in 
the transfer of bodies to and from the building, it should be so 
placed and arranged as to screen the conveyances employed 
in such transfer from public view. Experience has shown 
that the location of a building used for morgue purposes in a 
thickly populated residential district, and in such a way as 
to open directly upon the sidewalk, is highly undesirable. 

In view of the fact that for the proper conduct of medico- 
legal views and post mortem examinations, and the carrying 
on of the laboratory work connected therewith, abundant 
daylight from the north is indispensable, the mortuary build- 
ing should be so placed as to give full access to such light. 

2. Size and Arrangement (see Appendix C).— The size of 
the building, together with its internal arrangements, is 
necessarily determined by the purposes for which it is to be 
used, foremost among which is the preservation of dead 
bodies. The place for the reception of such, known as a 
columbarium, should offer space cooled by refrigeration for 
the reception of at least twenty bodies, a capacity ample for 
future needs. Economy, efficiency and convenience require 
that such a columbarium be built in sections, the number in 
actual operation at any one time to be determined by the 
demands for use. By such an arrangement decomposed 
bodies could at all times be cared for separately from any 
others, thereby preventing the contamination of the latter 
with obnoxious odors. The fact that whenever the number 
of bodies to be cared for is small only a correspondingly small 
portion of the columbarium need be kept in use, would effect 
very considerable saving in the expense of refrigeration. 
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The building should include at least two rooms adapted for 
the exposure of bodies to the view of relatives or friends, one 
of which should be. of such sort as to be available for simple 
funeral services. These rooms should be wholly separated 
from the columbarium, which latter should at no time be 
opened to the public. Suitable waiting rooms for the con- 
venience of the public should be provided. 

A room for the reception of bodies and their view by the 
Medical Examiner should be provided apart from that avail- 
able for use by undertakers engaged in the removal of bodies 
from the mortuary. These rooms should be in a different part 
of the building from those used by the public in viewing bodies. 

The building should include an autopsy room of moderate 
size provided with north light, cénvenient to which should be 
such laboratory rooms of small size as may be needed for 
scientific investigations consequent upon autopsy. 

Within this building should be two or more rooms for office 
use by the Medical Examiner and his clerical assistants, wherein 
may be lodged all of the official records of his department. 

Storage space for the proper care of clothing and valuables 
found upon the bodies brought to the mortuary, and for such 
supplies as are necessary for maintenance, should be provided. 

These requirements, which are believed to be ample alike 
for present needs, for the demands of the future, and for the 
exigencies of emergency, would be satisfactorily met in a 
building 33 by 72 feet and two stories in height. The internal 
arrangements of such a building which upon careful study 
have suggested themselves as most conducive to usefulness 
and convenience are set forth in the accompanyinng plan. 
(See appendix.) It will be noted that all of the arrangements 
for the reception and care of the public are made at the oppo- 
site end of the building from that devoted to the reception 
and the discharge of dead bodies. Further, that provision 
exists for the accommodation of at least two sets of persons 
desirous of viewing bodies at one time, and that such view 
may be had without any access whatever to the columbarium. 

It is urged that the suggested enlargement in the space 
available for the care of the dead, and the great improvement 
in the facilities for the proper exhibition of such bodies to 
relatives or friends, are matters of public importance sufficient 
to justify the plan as a whole. 


VI. SuMMARY.— CONCLUSIONS. 


From a review of the foregoing statements it appears: 
1. That the medical examiners for Suffolk County are 
officials upon whom devolve the responsibilities of about 
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one-third of all of the medico-legal~ examinations made 
annually in the Commonwealth, and that their duties have 
increased by more than three-fold in the past twenty years. 

2. That certain facilities are indispensable alike for the 
proper discharge of their duties and for the convenience and 
welfare of the public. 

3. That in the case of the Northern Suffolk District these 
facilities, while in certain respects good, are in others notably 
those affecting the public, highly unsatisfactory. 

4. That-the system whereby these facilities are maintained 
is faulty in that it imposes the cost of their maintenance 
upon a city department which has no official interest in, or 
authority over, the work performed on the premises upon 
which they are offered. ‘ 

5. That a solution of the problem is offered by a plan 
which, in addition to other possible merits, would greatly 
favor the convenience and welfare of the public. 

Any consideration as to the ways and means whereby the 
recommendations herein contained might be carried out is 
not properly a part of this statement. It may be observed 
however, that any plan for the remodeling of the building 
now in use by the Medical Examiner for the Northern District 
would carry with it the objection that without extensive and 
costly alterations this building could not be made to meet the 
requirements set forth, and that even if this could be done 
there would yet remain the objection that the building is badly 
situated alike as to locality, possibility of privacy and with 
respect to light. The neighborhood in which it stands, while | 
reasonably accessible, is not highly central for the district. 
it is one in which there are many children some of whom are, 
despite effort, bound to play upon the doorsteps and who 
hang about the doorway at times when bodies are brought 
thither. Should a schoolhouse be erected on the site of the 
present city yards the situation of the morgue would be well 
nigh intolerable from the standpoint of the Medical Examiner. 
The fact that the present morgue building is the property 
of a city department appears to offer a further obstacle to the 
transfer of a part of it for use as a county institution. 

The fact that the building now in use was completed less 
than ten years ago, and that it is described in the report of 
the Board of Health for 1902 as a _ building thoroughly 
equipped for the purposes for which it was designed, might 
perhaps be taken as evidence that it is far too good and too 
valuable to be relinquished. The’ real situation, however, 
which may at any time be verified by inspection, is such as 
to lead to the belief that to abandon this building would be 
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neither unreasonable nor wasteful, but on the contrary an act of 
wisdom should a favorable opportunity for so doing present. 

It is to be noted that all of the equipment in use in the 
present building would be available for use in any future 
building. 

The creating of a building of the general sort herein sug- 
gested would substitute for the “morgue” a publie building 
which would not only free the public mind from the unpleas- 
ant associations attaching to the term ‘“‘morgue,” but should 
be an adornment and a credit to the locality in which it was 
placed. | 

Massachusetts, the first state to abolish the coroner and 
the odium attaching to his office, is to-day the example for 
other states whose citizens are desirous of adopting the Massa- 
chusetts system, which is admittedly the best in existence. 
Suffolk County, as the most important medical examiner 
district in the Commonwealth, and one wherein should be set 
the standard for medico-legal work throughout the country, 
ought to possess facilities for the performance of this work 
which themselves should be of standard quality. Such 
facilities the plan described in this statement would unques- 
tionably yield.

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REPORT OF METCALF & EDDY. 


Cost oF CONSTRUCTING CERTAIN STREETS IN THE FENWAY 
Districr.— CHAPTER 56. 


Boston, October 17, 1908. 


At your request we have made an investigation of the cost 
of constructing certain streets in the Back Bay district, 
known as the “100 Acre Lot,’ and present the following 
report: 

This district is bounded by the Boston & Albany railroad 
tracks, Boylston road, Audubon road and Brookline avenue. 

The streets in this district were originally plotted in 1891, 
and are shown on Sheet 1 on the Board of Survey map for 
that year. 3 

It would seem that the owners of land in this district were 
very much dissatisfied with the layout, as it was very waste- 
ful of land, and had it changed to the present form. 

This land was originally largely a marsh; it is understood 
that much of it was filled in, at the same time that the roads 
were started, with gravel. brought in by the Boston & Albany 
railroad. | 

For this reason the rise in valuation of this area is not due 
entirely to the construction of these streets, and it-is practi- 
cally impossible to separate the increases due to various 
causes. ae te ea 

. The valuation in 1896 was $2,149,400, and in 1908, $3,718,- 
500, showing an increase of $1,569,100. The area as shown 
in the assessors’ books for 1896 corresponds to about seventy- 
five acres. 


BoyLsTON STREET, FRom Boyuston Roap To BROOKLINE 
AVENUE. 


This street was ordered to be laid and constructed at a 
width of eighty feet on October 4, 1904. The commissioners 
say, in their annual report for that year (page 18), that “this 
matter had been before the Board for many years, and action - 
was finally taken under a special act, chapter 339 of the 
Acts of 1893, a piece of legislation which was secured through 
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the combined efforts of the several owners of the large tract 
of land lying between the Fens and Brookline avenue.”’ 
This act allowed the Board to assess the whole benefit wher- 
ever it was found. 

As originally laid out by the Board of Survey in 1891, 
Boylston street was 110 feet wide; there was also a large 
circle in it at the intersection of various cross streets. The 
owners objected to this layout and so had the Board of 
Survey change it, reducing the width to eighty feet and mak- 
ing the circle smaller. This change was allowed by section 5 
of chapter 418 of the Acts of 1892, which provided that 
the Board could change any plan within three months after 
passage of the act. It is understood that this section was 
put in because of this street. 

Still the owners were not satisfied, and got the Board to 
change it again, under authority of chapter 339 of the Acts 
of 1893, which provided that the Street Commissioners 
could lay out Boylston street in any way they saw fit, pro- 
vided it was at least eighty feet wide. The final design was 
made in 1894, and chapter 439 of the Acts of 1894 provided 
that all streets in that district must be laid out in accordance 
with it. 

Later the Board of Survey was abolished (by chapter 449 of 
the Acts of 1895) and the Street Commissioners were given 
authority (by chapter 210 of the Acts of 1898) to make, after a 
public hearing, whatever changes in plans they thought best. 

The city started construction on December 21, 1894, finish- 
ing on June 18, 1897. The assessment was declared June 7, 
1898. 

The auditor’s reports show that damages to the extent of 
$244,938.56 were paid. The highway cost $76,166.05, and the 
sewer $37,840.74, making the total cost $358,945.35. 

The assessment levied was $250,170, of which $241,740 has 
been collected, the remainder being abated for various reasons. 
There is nothing outstanding. The net cost to the city of this 
improvement was $117,205. 

On February 10, 1897, a certain agreement was sent to the 
Street Commissioners with a letter signed by J. H. Storer. In 
this letter he states that the agreement had been approved by 
A. J. Bailey, Esq., the Corporation Counsel, and executed by 
the trustees of the various parcels of land. 

The owners agreed “in consideration of the immediate con- 
struction”’ of the streets mentioned that they would accept as 
land damages $3 per square foot for all land taken by the city 
which was within 125 feet of Audubon road or Boylston street 
and $1 per square foot for all other land. The city was not to 
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pay for the land damages until after the construction of the 
streets and the determination of the assessments. The assess- 
ments were to be offset against the damages and the difference 
only to be paid. The assessments were to be based on the 1891 
law, which allowed the whole cost to be assessed. 

This agreement was the same for Jersey, Queensberry and 
Peterborough streets. 

Work on Peterborough street was started on December 2, 
1896, and completed on September 27, 1899. The work on 
Jersey and Queensberry streets was started on September 22, 
1898, and September 23, 1897, respectively. The work was 
greatly delayed for some reason not readily determined, 
though no engineering difficulty hampered the work, and 
these streets were not completed until May, 1907. 

It is understood that because the streets were not 7mmedi- 
- ately constructed the courts decreed that the agreement was 
not binding, therefore the city could not assess the full cost of 
the work on the abutters underit. Also, the law of 1891, under 
which the streets had been laid out, had been declared uncon- 
stitutional, so no assessment could be levied under that act. 
Advantage was taken of chapter 527 of the Acts of 1902, which 
allowed the commissioners to reassess streets of six years stand- 
ing under chapter 521 of the Acts of 1902. In this way the city 
recovered a portion of the cost. 

A large part of the damages consists of the interest allowed 
by the court on the original damages. It perhaps is not 
strictly correct in figuring the cost to add in the total 
amount allowed, as the city had the use of the money in the 
interval. Money would probably not be worth more than 4 
per cent to the city, and the city probably had to pay 6 per 
cent interest; for this reason 2 per cent interest should perhaps 
be charged on these damages instead of 6 per cent, in order to be 
strictly correct; on the other hand, the 6 per cent was paid 
directly out of the current appropriations. For these reasons 
no corrections have been applied. 

It is understood that many of the owners intended to bring 
suit for interest on the damages, but one or two only brought 
them in time. 


PETERBOROUGH STREET FROM Boytston Roap To AUDUBON 
Roan. 

This street was ordered laid out November 16, 1896. Con- 
struction work was started December 2, 1896, and finished 
September 22, 1899. The assessment was levied June 26, 1903. 

The auditor’s reports show that damages to the extent of 
$39,504.07 have been paid. 
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The highway cost $44,560.73, the sewer $25,219.14, making 
the total cost $109,283.94. The assessment levied was 
$85,457.94, of which $5,848.60 has been paid; $78,983.89 was 
abated to offset the land damages, and $625.45 remains to be 
paid. Assuming that this last will all be paid, the net cost of 
the improvement to the city will be $102,810. | 


(JUEENSBERRY STREET, BOYLSTON RoAp TO AUDUBON Roap. 


This street was laid out July 15, 1897. Construction 
was started September 23, 1897, but was not finished until 
May 23, 1907. The assessment was levied November 25, 
1907. Krom the auditor’s books the land damages amounted 
to $126,946.57. It is understood that a suit with Harvard 
College is pending. . 

The highway cost $50,918.65, and the sewer $50,194.98, 
making a total’ cost of $228,060.20.- The amount levied 
was $87,565.56, of which $4,321.03 has been paid, $27,565.17 
abated to offset land damages, and $55,679.36 remains to 
be collected. Assuming that this latter will be collected, 
the net cost to the city of this improvement will be $168,060. 


JERSEY STREET, FRom AuDUBON RoaApD TO BROOKLINE 
AVENUE. 


This street was laid out July 15, 1898. Construction 
was started September 22, 1898, but was not finished until 
May 25, 1907. The assessment was determined September 
27, 1907. 

From the auditor’s reports $80,597.78 was paid for land 
damages. 

The highway cost $35,368.81, the sewer $98,334.55, making 
a total cost of $214,301.14. There was an assessment of 
$85,970.16, of which $2,925.48 has been collected, $63,850.71 
has been abated to offset land damages, and $19,193.97 
remains to be paid. Assuming that this will all be collected, 
this improvement will cost the city $192,183. 

Considering these four streets above, the total cost to the 
city has been $910,590. | 

The total amounts levied are $509,163.66, or 56 per cent 
of the cost, of which $254,835.11 has been collected and 
$178,829.77 abated, leaving $75,498.78 to be collected. 

These four streets represent a net cost to the city to date 
of $655,755; if all outstanding assessments are paid, the cost 
will be $580,256. 

In addition to these streets, two others have been built, 
as follows: 
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Ipswich STREET, From BoyistTon STREET TO BoYLsTON 
STREET. 


Ordered laid out and constructed October 6, 1897. Con- 
struction was started November 4, 1897, and finished Decem- 
ber 8, 1899. No assessment was levied for this work. The 
land damages appear to be $180,164.06. 

Cost of highway construction, $105,122.50, and of sewers 
$27,387.98, making a total cost to the city of $312,674.54. 

There was no assessment as most of the land was released, 
the damages probably being largely grade damages. 

There will be a sewer assessment of $2 per front foot, as 
an entrance tax. 

This road is not wholly in the area under discussion, and 
the primary reason of its construction is probably that the 
Park Commissioners refused to let the electric cars run 
through the park to Boylston street. 

It seems remarkable that at least a part of the cost should 
not have been assessed. 


LANSDOWNE STREET FRoM IPSWICH STREET TO BROOKLINE 
AVENUE. 


About 180 feet of this road was built by the abutters and 
will not be considered further. The remainder was ordered 
laid out November 7, 1906, the sewer work started September 
14, 1906, and the street was finished October 21, 1907. 

There were no land damages, the abutters releasing their 
property. The highway construction cost $7,433.53, the 
sewer $16,491, making a total of $23,924.53; $1,207.60 has 
- been assessed on the sewers and more will be assessed later. 
The net cost to the city will be in the vicinity of $15,000. 
This street is entirely within the district considered. 

The figures for the several streets mentioned have been 
taken directly from the city records. 

The style of construction of these streets was controlled 
in some degree by the Park Commissioners; this made a 
slightly more expensive design necessary. 

The following tables show in detail the figures presented 
in the above outline.

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SUPPLEMENT. 


Boston, December 1, 1908. 


At your request we present these further comments on the 
“Cost of Certain Streets in the Fenway District,’ reported on 
by us October 17, 1908. 

We can sum up the data given in the report above referred to 
as follows: 

Boylston street within this district was laid out several times 
by authority of various laws; it was finally built, however, 
under chapter 339 of the Acts of 1893. This act differed from 
chapter 323 of the Acts of 1891 in that it allowed the whole 
benefit to be assessed whenever found, instead of distributing 
the whole cost upon a limited area. Attempts were made to 
have the assessment declared illegal, but without success; the 
benefit was determined and nearly 97 per cent of it collected, 
the remainder being abated in settlement of a lawsuit. Only 
67 per cent of the actual cost has, however, been collected, 
owing largely to the excess of awards over estimated land dam- 
ages and to the cost of the sewer in excess of the legal price of 
$4 per linear foot of sewer. 

The conditions affecting the cost of building Jersey, Queens- 
berry and Peterborough streets are quite different. These 
streets were built under chapter 323 of the Acts of 1891 and 
amendments thereto, supplemented by an agreement with the 
abutters that in consideration of the immediate construction 
of these streets they would accept certain land damages (which 
were to be paid by offsetting the assessments where possible), 
and would pay the whole cost of the improvement as deter- 
mined by law. | 

Peterborough street was built within a reasonable length of 
time and the assessments were determined, levied and collected 
without further trouble. | The whole cost of the street was not 
assessed upon the abutters, as proveded for by the original 
agreement, since it was feared that this might prove to be ille- 
gal, but approximately 50 per cent of the “Assessable Cost”’ 
was assessed. . 

Jersey and Queensberry streets, for some reason or other, 
were not completed for many years, in fact, not until after 
order of the court. 

The agreements pertaining to Jersey and Queensberry streets 
were declared to have no force because the streets had not been 
immediately constructed; the old law of 1891 had in the mean- 
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time been declared unconstitutional, so the streets were finally 
assessed under the Act of 1902, which allowed but 50 per cent 
of the cost to be assessed. 

Moreover, while these amounts were assessed, large abate- 
ments were made to offset the land damages. 

The details of these charges are as follows:

which was the assessment levied. 


The actual land damages as shown on the auditor’s books 
were somewhat greater, bringing the actual cost up to 
$358,945.35. An abatement of $8,480 was made by the Law 
Department on account of the injustice of one of the assess- 
ments (not as an offset to land damages). 

The rest of the account, $241,740, has been collected, amount- 
ing to 67 per cent of the total actual cost.

which sum was assessed under the provisions ‘of the Act of 1902. 


No reason is apparent why the whole cost should not have 
been assessed under the ‘“‘agreement,’’ as the street was built 
promptly; but it is understood that the Board feared that the 
change in the highway acts might invalidate the “agreement” 
and therefore preferred to make assessment under the Act of 
1902, providing for assessment of one-half of the cost, than to 
risk the loss of the whole assessment by adverse legal decision 
upon the ‘‘agreement.”’ 

Of the above estimated land damages ($117,485) there was 
paid:

The increase in total over the estimated land damages, 
amounting to $1,003, was due to costs of suits and interest 
payments. 
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The percentage of the total cost collected depends on what 
is taken to be the total cost; if we consider that it is only 
the amount of money actually paid out, then the land damages 
will be $39,504.07, and the added cost of highway and sewer 
construction will bring the total cost to $109,283.94, of 
which $6,474.05, or 5.9 per cent of the total cost, will probably 
be returned; or, as would seem a fairer basis, if we consider 
the total land damages determined, including therein the 
amounts offset by the assessments, and if we consider that the 
abatements made for this purpose are in effect collections, 
then the total cost would be $188,267.88, and the probable 
returns $85,457.94, approximately 45 per cent of the total 
cost. 

The actual net cost would, of course, be the same in both 
cases, $102,810.

The difference between the two values for the land damages 
is due to one year’s interest allowed upon one account. 

The difference between the legal assessment. and that 
actually levied is due to the judgment of the Board. 

The law of 1891 allowed-the assessment of the whole cost 
of the sewers; the 1892 amendment, however, limited the 
assessable cost. of sewers to $4 a foot; the law of 1902 allowed 
only 50 per cent of such cost to be assessed. so that the above 
sewers were assessed under the 1902 law at only $2 a foot, 
though on Jersey street they cost in the neighborhood of 
$20 a foot. This loss in assessable value of sewer construc- 
tion, resulting under the Act of 1902, is avoided at the present 
time by ordering the construction ‘of the highway and the 
sewer at different times, which makes separate assessment 
possible and increases the maximum sewer assessment to 
$4 per foot — double the possible amount under the other 
method of procedure.

The increase in total over the estimated land damages, 
amounting to $16,773, was due to costs of suits and interest.

If we consider only the actual cash payments, then for 
Jand damages there was paid $80,597.78 (the remainder being 
paid by abating the assessments), and adding the actual costs 
of street and sewers the total actual payments amounted to 
$214,301.14; of this amount $2,925.48 has been paid in assess- 
ments and $19,193.97, now outstanding, will probably be 
paid, resulting in a probable return of $22,119.45, or approxi- 
mately 10 per cent of the actual cost; or, as would seem a 
fairer basis, if we consider the total land damages determined, 
including therein the amounts offset by the assessments, and 
if we consider that the abatements made for this purpose are, 
in effect, collections, then the total cost would be $278,151.85, 
and the probable return $85,970.12, approximately 31 per 
cent of the total cost.

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The increase in total over estimated land damages, amount- 
ing to $41,607.74, was due to interest charges and costs 
of suits. 

If we consider only the amount of money actually paid out, 
then the land damages will be $126,946.57, and added cost 
of highway and sewer construction will bring the total 
cost to $228,060.20, of which $60,000.39, or 26 per cent of 
cost, will probably be returned; or, as would seem a fairer 
basis, if we consider the total land damages determined, 
including therein the amounts offset by the assessments, 
and if we consider that the abatements made for this purpose — 
are, in effect, collections, then the total cost would be $255,- 
625.37 and the probable returns $87,565.56, or approximately 
34 per cent of the total cost. 

The net cost would of course be the same in both cases, 
$168,060. 

Ipswich and Lansdowne streets are not included in the 
above discussion, since the conditions under which they 
were built were quite different, and are therefore not com- 
parable. The cost of both will, however, be borne almost 
wholly by the city. 

The following table summarizes these statements, including 
in the total cost the entire land damages whether paid in 
cash or by abatement, and including in the total collections 
the abatements made to offset the land damages:

In the case of Boylston street alone, out of the four streets 
cited, was the public materially benefited, and here the 
public contributed 33 per cent of the cost of construction. 
In the other cases, covering the construction of Peterborough, 
Jersey and Queensberry streets, the abutters alone, and not 
the general public, were benefited. Nevertheless it was 
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the general public that substantially paid the cost involved 
in the construction of these latter streets, which were known 
to be of merely local interest when first planned. 

In support of this last statement we quote from the Annual 
Report of the Board of Survey for the year 1893, page 11, 
the following description of this district: 


This plan (Plan I.) covers the territory bounded by the Boston & Albany 
railroad (main line), the Brookline branch of the same, and the Back 
Bay Fens. It is a peculiarly situated tract of 105 acres of uninviting 
marsh land, separated from the city on the east by the Back Bay Fens, a 
barrier through which no mercantile traffic can penetrate; and, on the 
other hand, hemmed in and prevented from expansion into the growth 
of the city beyond by the surrounding railroads. This tract is divided 
into two sections by Boylston street. 

The portion of this territory lying adjacent to the Back Bay Fens would 
naturally develop into a very desirable quarter for dwellings; in fact,. 
it can scarcely be of value for any other purpose, the park prohibiting all 
through mercantile traffic, the only public entrance for it to this entire 
territory being Brookline avenue. 


Thus it is seen that these streets were originally planned 
for local improvement. 

It may be said, moreover, that even Boylston street was. 
not necessary as a main thoroughfare, being practically 
parallelled on either side by Huntington and Brookline avenues, 
both of which would be far more important as thoroughfares. 
in the road system of the city than Boylston street. But 
with the construction of Ipswich street and the subsequent 
introduction of electric cars, Boylston street assumed far 
ereater importance, and carries at the present time con- 
siderable traffic.

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REPORT OF 8. WHINERY. 


IMPROVEMENTS IN THE FENWAY DISTRICT. 


A report upon this improvement, reciting the leading facts 
in the case, was made to your commission by Messrs. Metcalf 
& Eddy, Consulting Engineers, and was at my request sub- 
mitted to me for my information. A group of six streets, 
Boylston, Jersey, Queensberry, Peterborough, Ipswich and 
Lansdowne, is embraced in the general scheme, though they 
were not all improved at the same time, and the history of 
some differs from that of others. It is intended here to 
consider results only, and reference is made to the report 
of Messrs. Metcalf & Eddy for the facts in detail. 

Briefly, it appears that the owners of a large tract of 
marsh land in the Fens solicited the co-operation and aid 
of the city to improve the property so that they might put 
it on the market. Their proposition was that the city 
should carry out the improvements in accordance with 
plans approved by it, and with the understanding that. 
the whole cost of the improvement should be assessed against 
the property and paid for by its owners. 

The proposition that the whole cost should be assessed 
upon the property seems to have been a fair and equitable 
one, since it was undertaken almost wholly for the benefit 
of the owners of the property, and the public would not be 
ereatly benefited thereby, and whatever benefit did accrue 
to the public would be fully paid for’ by the administrative 
care and the incidental costs that the city would have to 
assume. 

Essentially, the proposition was that the city should 
advance the money necessary, should make the improve- 
ments under the municipal machinery and should accept 
and legalize the improvements when completed. 

The history of the transaction, as outlined in the report 
referred to, is interesting and instructive. Undertaken for 
the benefit of the private owners of the property, no sooner 
was the work under way than these parties began to antag-- 
onize and put the city on the defensive, and no effort was 
apparently spared to compel the city to pay a large part of 
the cost of the improvement. 
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These efforts were eminently successful. Six streets in 
all, with their sewers, were constructed. One of these 
streets extended outside the particular tract of land we 
have referred to, but was substantially a part of the improve- 
ment. 

The city’s account with the improvement is not yet closed, 
as some comparatively minor items are yet to be adjusted, 
but when closed the account will stand about as follows:

Taking the actual cost and assuming that all the above 
valid assessments will be collected by the city, the net result 
will be that only about 37 per cent of the cost was actually 
(or effectively) assessed upon the owners of the property. 
- Of the assessments treated as valid in the above account, 
there remains to be collected by the city nearly $84,400. 
Whether this will all reach the city treasury remains to be 
seen. 

The total cost as shown by the city books is, as given 
above, $1,247,189.70, but certain items that enter into the 
actual cost to the city are not shown by the record. The 
city advanced the funds for the prosecution of the work, 
and provided these funds by the sale of bonds, upon which 
interest was paid. The amount of this interest is not shown 
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in the report, and cannot be determined accurately, as it 
is complicated with questions of interest on deferred pay- 
ments for land damages. Approximate computations indi- 
cate that it amounted to about $67,500. Adding this to 
the balance of $907,955.81 shown in the account above would 
make the net sum invested in the improvement by the city 
$975,456. | 

Furthermore, the city accounts do not show the cost of lay- 
ing out the streets by the Street Commission, the cost of the 
litigation in which the city was involved on account of 
the improvement, the cost of the crushed stone used over 
the price at which it was charged up, and other miscellaneous 
expenses. These items are not shown on the books, and it 
would doubtless be difficult to obtain them. It is probably 
safe to say that they aggregated a sum sufficient to raise the 
above balance to at least $1,000,000, and we may therefore 
say that the actual net investment of the city in this improve- 
ment is about one million dollars. 

The annual interest on this sum at 4 per cent amounts to 

$40,000, and to this amount must be added the cost of main- 
taining the streets, which is small now, but may, in the 
future, amount to quite a considerable sum yearly. 
. Besides this, the city should have established a sinking 
fund to pay off the debt incurred. If we assume that the 
bonds run thirty -years and that 34 per cent can be realized 
upon money in this sinking fund, the annual payment into 
it will amount to $19,370, which, added to the,interest charge 
above, makes the annual cost to the city $59,370. 

What does the city get in return for this large annual 
expenditure? It gets only the increased taxes due to the 
enhancement of the value of the property by the improve- 
ment. 

_ In 1894, or about the time these improvements were begun, 
the whole tract was assessed for taxation at $2,150,800. In 
1906, with the improvements practically completed, the 
same property was assessed at $3,718,500, an increase of 
$1,567,700. A part of this increase was doubtless due to 
the natural enhancement of values which occur in every 
erowing city, and a part to the filling in of low grounds by 
the owners; but if we assume that the whole of it was due 
to the effect of the improvement of the streets, the increased 
taxes received from the property will amount in 1908,. when 
the rate of taxation is $16.50 per thousand, to $25,867, 
leaving an annual deficit, to: be eharged by the city to the 
improvement, of $34,503. “In order that the increased taxes 
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may be sufficient to meet the annual expenses of $59,370, 
the property must reach a taxable value, at the present 
rate of taxation, of nearly six million dollars. 

It is not possible to say when, if ever, the property will 
attain this value, but in the meantime the accumulation of 
interest and sinking fund (less the taxes collected) will go 
on, and it may safely be predicted that it will be a long 
period before the city will come out even on the transaction. 

It is true that no small part of the disastrous outcome 
was chargeable to the mismanagement of the improvements 
by the city and to its failure to comply with agreements and 
obligations entered into, but this does not affect the impor- 
tance of the lesson taught; that a municipality should not 
lend its aid to the making of private improvements, depend- 
ing upon special assessments for repayment of the cost, 
unless the payment of such assessments in full can be amply 
secured. 

It would doubtless be found that while there have been 
few, and perhaps no other similar transactions of equal 
magnitude, this one is fairly typical of hundreds of others, 
the aggregate losses on which to the city would be a very 
large sum. 

Such cases can only be fitly characterized as the improve- 
ment of private property at public expense.

APPROPRIATION AND TAX ORDERS FOR THE FINANCIAL 
YEAR 1909-1910. 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the finan- 
cial year beginning with the first day of February, 1909, of performing 
the duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, 
or by vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston, 
or the County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, and to 
meet their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking fund require- 
ments, and maturing. debt not provided for by sinking fund, the respec- 
tive sums of money hereinafter specified be, and the same are, hereby 
appropriated for the several departments, and for the objects and 
purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered, That the appropriations for Water Department, current 
expenses, and the payments to the state under the provisions of chapter 
488 of the Acts of 1895 and acts in addition or amendment thereto, and 
for the interest requirement for loans issued for water purposes, be met by 
the income from said works and any excess over income from taxes; that 
the other appropriations hereinafter specified be met out of the money 
remaining in the treasury at the close of business on January 31, 1909, 
exclusive of the money raised by loan or needed to carry out the require- 
ments of any statute, gift, trust, or special appropriation, and by the 
income of the financial year, beginning February 1, 1909, and by taxes 
to the amount of $14,687,703.50, and that said amount be raised by taxa- 
tion on the polls and estates taxable in the City of Boston. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income 
of the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury and then credited to the appropriation of the depart- 
ment or division rendering such service or doing such work, and that 
all contributions made to any appropriation be expended for the objects 
and purposes directed by the several contributors thereof. 

Ordered, That to provide temporarily money to meet the appropria- 
tions aforesaid, the City Treasurer issue and sell, at such times and in 
such amounts as he may deem best, notes, or certificates of indebtedness 
of the City of Boston, not exceeding nine million dollars in the total, 
in anticipation of the taxes of the current municipal year; that all such 
notes or certificates of indebtedness be dated the day the money for the 
same is received, be made payable with the interest thereon at the office 
of the City Treasurer within the current financial year, from the taxes 
of said year, and bear interest from their date until the same are made 
payable at such rate as said Treasurer shall deem proper. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the City 
Council, and all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s proportion of the 
state tax of the year 1909, or of any other taxes or assessments payable 
to the Commonwealth, be due and payable on the first day of October, 
1909; that all such taxes paid after the first day of November, 1909, 
bear interest from and including said day until paid, at the rate of six 
per cent. per annum, except the taxes assessed upon shares of stock of 
national banks shall bear interest at the rate of twelve per cent. per annum 
from and including said first day of November until paid; and that all 
interest which shall have become due on taxes shall be added to and be 
a part of such taxes.

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ORDINANCES OF 1909— CHAPTER 5 


CONCERNING 


WATER REGULATIONS. 


In the Year One Thousand Nine Hundred and Nine. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows : 


Section six of chapter forty-two of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1898, as amended by chapter twelve of the Bann ore of 
1908, is hereby further amended as follows: 

In clause 5 of the regulations contained in said section by 
striking out the words “ may cause a meter to be removed 
and the water to be furnished by annual rates,” and insert- 
ing in place thereof the words “ and if a water taker declines 
to have a meter placed on his premises shall cause the water 
to be shut off from the same,” so that said clause, as amended, 
will read as follows: 

“5. The water commissioner may, in his discretion, cause 
a meter to be placed on the premises of any water taker, and 
the water to be furnished by meter rates, and if a water taker 
declines to have a meter placed on his premises shall cause 
the water to be shut off from the same; may, without notice, 
cause the water to be shut off from any premises, or require 
the use of water for any purpose designated by him to be 
stopped; and may —if any water taker, whether supplied 
through an independent service pipe, or a service pipe used 
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in common with another, violates any of these regulations — 
cause the water to be shut off from all premises supplied by 
such pipe, until satisfied that the regulations will be observed 
and all amounts due for water have been paid to the city 
collector, together with such further sum, not exceeding ten 
dollars, as said collector may require.”

Dear Srr,— In your communication of the 19th inst., you 
ask me to advise you at my earliest convenience whether 
there is any action that the city can inaugurate towards the 
recovery of the costs incurred by reason of the acceptance 
and construction of streets in the Fenway district, to wit, 
Jersey, Queensberry, ete. 

In reply I would state that the agreements were the same - 
in legal effect in Peterborough street, yet the litigation which 
has been carried on on account of the laying out and construc- 
tion of these streets has been confined to Jersey and Queens- 
berry streets. 

These streets were laid out and ordered to be constructed, 
one in 1897 and one in 1898. At that time streets were to 
be laid out and constructed in Boston under the provisions of 
chapter 323 of the Acts of 1891 and the amendments thereto, 
which act provided that the whole cost of the street was to 
be assessed proportionally upon the estates fronting on the 
street to the depth of 125 feet. 

I am ignorant as to what, if any, oral promises were made 
to the then Board of Street Commissioners concerning the 
laying out and construction of these streets and the payment 
by the abutters of the cost thereof, but the only papers con- 
cerning the streets were agreements filed by the owners of 
the lands taken for these streets which agreements provided, 
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first, for the amount of money which the Street Commission- 
ers were to award for land damages to the different owners; 
second, the owners agreed in consideration of the immediate 
laying out and construction of the proposed streets that the 
payment of land damages should be delayed until the assess- 
ments were levied upon the several estates for the cost of 
the laying out and construction; that then the damages 
should be offset against a proportionate part of said cost which 
may be levied upon their respective estates. 

Work was commenced on these streets in 1898 and large 
sums of money were expended upon the construction of sewers 
in them and also for filling up the portion of the marsh’ which 
was to be the street. Water pipes were also laid in the street 
and they were left graded but not macadamed, and no side- 
walks, gutters, manholes, etce., were constructed in the streets 
and the order of construction was not complied with. 

For some reason, probably owing to lack of money, no 
further work was done upon these streets until after 1906. 
After a decision of the United States Supreme Court regard- 
ing betterments in 1899, great doubts existed in the minds 
of lawyers and of the community concerning the constitu- 
tionality of the Assessment Act of 1891. As a consequence, 
few payments were made inte the sinking fund, and in 
March, 1902, the act was declared unconstitutional by the 
Massachusetts Supreme Court in the case of White v. Gove, 
the Court deciding among other things that it was uncon- 
stitutional in Massachusetts to levy a special betterment 
tax upon real estate except this tax was founded upon bene- 
fits to the property; that such tax was to be assessed upon 
each estate and only to the extent that that estate was 
benefited or increased in value by the street or other public 
improvement. 

This decision of the Supreme Court probably cost the City 
of Boston at least fourteen or fifteen millions of dollars as 
more than that amount had been expended upon streets 
under this act. There existed no act under which betterments 
could be levied or collected and,the City of Boston applied to 
the Legislature and the Legislature of 1902 passed two acts, 
one providing for the levying of assessments for streets there- 
after laid out, and the other providing for streets which had 
been laid out and constructed within six years prior to the 
passage of the act. These acts, following the opinion of the 
Supreme Court, provided that the betterment tax should be 
for the special and peculiar benefit, which each estate had 
received and also provided that this tax should in no event 
exceed one-half ofthe cost of the street. 
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In 1902, Aspinwall et als., Trustees, and the Boston Water 
Power Company brought suits against the City of Boston to 
recover the amount of their awards for land damages in the 
laying out of Jersey and Queensberry streets on the ground 
that the condition on which the payment of these land dam- 
ages was to be delayed had been broken by the city in not con- 
structing the street immediately or within a reasonable time. 

In January, 1906, the Supreme Court decided that the city 
had not complied with the agreement and that the Aspinwall 
Trustees and others who had brought suit were entitled to 
recover the amount of their awards for land damages with 
interest. Executions were issued and the amounts were paid. 
The decision in this case is to be found in 191 Mass., page 441. 

About the same time other landowners on these streets 
brought a petition for mandamus against the city and the 
Superintendent of Streets, praying that the city and the 
superintendent should be ordered to finish these streets forth- 
with. This petition was granted by the Supreme Court and 
the mandamus issued. The opinion of the Court in this case 
is to be found in 191 Mass., page 447. 

After the decision of the Supreme Court in the Aspinwall 
case, Tappan and many other owners on the street brought 
suit ‘against the city to recover the amount of their awards 
with interest, on the ground that the agreement had been 
broken and that they were entitled to the damages and that, 
although more than six years had elapsed from the date of 
the award, the breach of the agreement by the city which 
entitled them to bring suit was not made until 1900, and that 
they were not barred by the statute of limitations. The 
Supreme Court, however, decided in favor of the city in these 
cases, and held that the plaintiffs’ causes of action for dam- 
ages accrued when the construction of the street was begun; 
that if, waiving the City’s delay in the work of construction, 
they elected to avail themselves of the instrument signed by 
them as being a binding contract, they must abide by all the 
terms of such contract and could not sue for damages until 
the betterments were assessed. The decision ‘of the Court 
in this case is found in 193 Mass., page 488. — 

As it was obvious under the Assessment Act of 1902 that 
at the outside not more than half the cost of the street con- 
struction could be assessed, the city authorities levied a sewer 
assessment on these estates on account of the construction 
of the sewers in these streets. The payment of these’ sewer 
assessments was resisted by the owners and that case 
went to the Supreme Court and was decided in 193 Mass., 
page 449. 


‘ 
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The Court decided in that case two points,— first, that as 
the sewer was built as a part of the street and was paid for 
out of a loan for highway construction and not as a sewer, 
no assessment could be levied for it and the cost of the sewer 
must be included as part of the cost of the street. It was 
also held that the assessments should be made in accordance 
with the provisions of the Statute of 1902, chapter 521, 
after the completion of the improvements of which the 
sewer was only a part. The decision of the Court in this 
case is found in 193 Mass., page 498. 

Jersey and Queensberry streets were finished by the city 
in accordance with a mandate of the Supreme Court and an 
assessment was levied upon the estates under the Statute 
of 1902, the aggregate of these betterment assessments being 
one-half the cost of the work. As the Supreme Court had 
already decided that these betterments should be assessed 
under this Statute of 1902, and that the old assessment 
statute was unconstitutional and void, the then Board of 
Street Commissioners had no power to assess for any more 
than one-half the cost. 

Upon these assessments being laid, many of the land- 
owners on the street claimed that the amounts which should 
be offset against the betterments were the amounts of their 
land damages, together with the interest on the said amounts 
from the time of the laying out of the streets in 1897 and 
1898 to the time when the assessments were levied in 1906, 
and they took this also to the Supreme Court. 

These actions were brought by substantially all the land- 
owners on these streets except the Aspinwall people and the 
Water Power Company, who had already received the amounts 
of their land damages with interest. The decision of the 
Supreme Court in these cases is to be found in 198 Mass., 
page 580. ; 

The Court held in that case that under this agreement no 
claim was to be made on either side until the time had come 
for setting off the betterments against the damages and a 
balance had been struck, and that until then nothing was 
payable by either party, so that the landowners could claim 
no interest on thefamounts respectively awarded to them as 
damages. Bia 

As you will see by} this report, these agreements have 
already been before the*full bench of the Supreme Court of 
Massachusetts five times. Every possible effort has been 
made by the present Board of Street Commissioners and by 
the Law Department to get the most money possible for 
the city out of this matter, but the decisions of the Supreme 
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Court that the Betterment Act of 1891 was unconstitutional 
and that the betterment in this case must be levied under 
the Act of 1902, inevitably caused large pecuniary loss to 
the city. | 
I know of nothing which ean be done further by the Law 
Department in the matter.

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ORDINANCES OF 1909—CHAPTER 7. 


CONCERNING 


HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS. 


In the Year One Thousand Nine Hundred and Nine. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


Section 86 of chapter 47 of the Revised Ordinances of 
1898 as amended by chapter 10 of the Ordinances of 1908 is 
hereby further amended by inserting after the words “pro- — 
vided, however,” in the thirteenth and fourteenth lines 
thereof, the following words: “that the presence on the team, 
cart or person of said hawker or peddler of unsealed weights 
or measures shall terminate permission to hawk or peddle 
under said registration; and further provided,” and by strik- 
ing out the words “further provided” in the fifteenth and 
sixteenth lines thereof, so that said section 86 as amended 
will read as follows: 

“Section 86. No person shall hawk or peddle any of the 
articles enumerated in chapter 345 of the Acts of 1906 until 
he has recorded with the board of health his name and resi- 
dence and, if he hawks or peddles any articles which are 
sold by weight or measure, a certificate from the sealer of 
weights and measures that all weights, measures and balances 
to be used by him have been properly inspected and sealed, 
and has been assigned by said board a number: provided, 
however, that the presence on the team, cart or person of 
said hawker or peddler of unsealed weights or measures shall 
terminate permission to hawk or peddle under said registra- 
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tion; and further provided, that the foregoing provisions 
shall not apply to minors hcensed by the mayor and alder- 
men, and that the mayor and aldermen may restrain the sale 
by minors of any or all such articles.”

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REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE TO INVES- 
TIGATE THE CONDITIONS OF THE ACCOMMO- 
DATIONS FOR PERSONS AWAITING TRIAL IN 
VARIOUS MUNICIPAL COURT BUILDINGS. 


City oF Boston, 
Boarp or ALDERMEN, April 26, 1909. 


The Special Committee of the Board of Aldermen appointed 
to make an investigation of the conditions of the accommo- 
dations for persons awaiting trial in the various municipal 
court buildings of the city begs leave to submit the follow- 
ing partial report: 

The Committee on Finance of the City Council has included 
in its loan bill for the present year three items of great interest 
to the public: 


New combination courthouse and police station, Charlestown . $80,000 
New combination courthouse and police station, East Boston . $80,000 
New courthouse in South Boston : ; : 2 : } . $65,000 


At a recent meeting of the Board of Aldermen a special 
committee, consisting of the undersigned, was appointed with 
instructions to investigate the conditions of prisoners await- 
ing trial throughout the city. 

As a result of its investigations, this special committee is_ 
heartily in favor of the three items mentioned above, and 
feels certain that every thoughtful citizen will be in favor 
of them when all the facts are known. In order that the 
public and the city government may realize what is at issue, 
the special committee has decided to issue this preliminary 
report. Its final report will be published at an early date. 

Lest anyone should underestimate the importance of the 
subject under discussion, we shall quote from the proceedings 
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of a prison reform conference held at Newport, R. I., as long 
ago as 1877. At this conference an “outline draft,” formu- 
lated by Dr. Wines, the eminent specialist on prison reform, 
was submitted and adopted by the conference. 

Section 8 of this outline draft begins as follows: 


The station house or lock-up.— We now come to the treatment of adult 
criminality. Here the first institution of the series is the station house, 
or police station; a class of prisons whose population exceeds, probably, 
twice told, if not more, that of all others put together. No further state- 
ment is required to show their importance and need of attention. 

The multitude perhaps scarcely realize the existence of such prisons, 
and the few who do, knowing that the inmates are put there for a night, 
or a day, or, it may be, a few hours only, think it a matter of small moment 
how they are treated, or under what circumstances of discomfort placed. 
It is here, emphatically, in these primary schools of corruption and degra- 
dation, that the first work of prison reform must begin; and the increased 
attention they have been receiving of late is a pleasing token of progress 
in the humanities of prison discipline. 

The right construction and management of lock-ups are subjects that 
challenge careful thought and study. If the principle, obsta principiis — 
stop the beginnings of evil— be a law of moral government, then the 
lock-up is the point where the prison reformer must commence his work, 
if he would do it well; since on the, moral condition in which his previous 
imprisonments have left the culprit will depend, in great measure, the 
reformatory action of the house of correction or the state prison; for how 
can we raise a man up, in whom there is nothing left of moral stamina, 
upon which we can lay hold. 

The needed reform here requires that these prisons be constructed and 
managed on the following principles: 

1. Such an enlargement of accommodations, at whatever cost (for it 
will be the cheapest in the end), as will furnish a separate cell for each 
inmate. 

2. A complete fulfillment of the laws of sanitary science in respect to 
ventilation, cleanliness, ete. 


Section 9 of the draft, speaking of the distinction between 
prisoners who have been condemned and prisoners awaiting 
trial, reads as follows: 

“This doctrine is as old as the Roman jurisprudence, which 
distinguished sharply between the suspected and the con- 
victed, calling the former the hostage of justice, the latter 
the slave of punishment. It also distinguished between the 
places in which they were detained, naming the prison of 
the former carcer; that of the latter vincula publica; and 
declaring the carcer to be simply a prison for safe custody, 
the vincula publica a prison for punishing. Of course, there 
is the same reason, only stronger, for throwing around the 
detention prison all the moral and material guards which 
were claimed in the last section in behalf of the police prison, 
or lock-up. The indiscriminate association of persons held 
for trial we believe to be a prolific source of crime; and, further, 
that all prisons used for detention and safe custody of such 
persons should be constructed and administered in such man- 
ner as to prevent such association.”’ 


/ 
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We also make certain quotations from a pamphlet issued 
by the Howard Association, in London, in 1887, entitled 
“Unconvicted Prisoners”’ | 


In October, 1886, the Committee of the Howard Association in their 
Annual Report, then issued, stated as follows in reference to the shocking 
state of the ‘‘accommodation” of prisoners awaiting trial (many of whom, 
it must be remembered, are quite innocent) in a considerable proportion 
of the courthouses in which the assizes and sessions are held, in England 
and Wales: ‘There remain in some localities, underground places of 
detention for prisoners awaiting trial, where there is hardly a glimmer 
of daylight, and in which poor wretches are crowded, perhaps for days, 
with horrid insanitary arrangements, and this, too, at the times when 
their lives and liberties are at stake, and should require the accused to 
have all their faculties about them. This is an abominable state of things. 
But it actually exists in England at the present time. And meanwhile some 
of the local authorities who are responsible for vt resist injunctions to vmprove 
these places on the score of expense. 


A London police officer states in the Pall Mall Gazette 
that the cells at the Old Bailey, ‘below the Old Court,” are 
“unfit for beasts to herd in.”’ But both at the Old Bailey 
and at the Middlesex Sessions House, as in many similar 
courts elsewhere, the innocent and the guilty awaiting trial 
are exposed to filthy and blasphemous remarks from their 
fellow-prisoners. The officer just quoted adds — “The 
passages resound with “God blind me,” the boxes are little 
hells, and the women are worse than the men.’ 

One of the most experienced of English Prison Governors 
informed the Secretary of the Howard Association that he 
had known serious evils to result to innocent persons merely 
in consequence of their being for a short time exposed to the 
gaze or companionship of habitual criminals whilst waiting 
together in the Court House before trial. 

The persons awaiting trial should in general be accom- 
modated with separate cells, accessible to daylight. These 
should not be such as the Home Office Committee style 
“closets which permit scarcely even a change of position, 
and combine long exposure to damp and cold, either for 
hours in the dark or in a highly vitiated atmosphere.’’ The 
seats should not be of metal or stone. The requirements 
of common decency should be provided. But the committee 
state that ‘Tried by these tests, there are few, indeed, of the 
places in which prisoners are confined when awaiting trial 
which satisfy all, or even any considerable portion of them.” 

These principles enunciated years ago are undeniable 
- and fundamental, yet they are being violated every day in 
almost all the station houses of the City of Boston. This 
is due not to the management of the Police Department 
but to the fact that the station houses were built by men 
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unfamiliar with the elementary principles of prison reform. 
In brief the situation in Boston is as follows: 

1. Often each cell has to accommodate two or more per- 
SONS. 3 

2. The cells are so dark that artificial light is necessary 
and even this is usually inadequate. 

3. There is practically no fresh air since the cells are 
below the level of the ground. 

4. The sanitary arrangements are vile. 

5. The cells for women and minors are close to the cells 
for men. 

6. There is no adequate protection against the spread 
of disease. 

It would cost the city over a million dollars to get the 
police stations in the condition demanded by decency and 
humanity. Almost all of the present stations should be 
torn down and rebuilt. in accordance with modern ideas. 

The three places where the start should be made are 
Charlestown, East Boston and South Boston. Charlestown 
has one of the oldest station houses, where the conditions 
are as bad as could be. It serves a large district, so that 
the cells are frequently overcrowded. There is no way to 
remedy this except by tearing down the old building and 
putting up a new building. Any attempt to rémodel would 
be mere patchwork and money thrown away. A new model 
combination courthouse and police station would correct the 
evils connected with the present system of cells and would 
also relieve the cramped condition now existing in the rest » 
of the police station and courthouse. 

In East Boston the conditions are nearly as bad in this 
respect, and, in addition, the station house and the court- 
house are on opposite sides of the street, and the courthouse 
is in the same building as a public school, so that the prisoners 
are led through the school yard in the presence of the children 
every time they go to the courthouse. 

In South Boston the conditions are a little different. The 
station house is not in the same building as the courthouse. 
The cells in the courthouse are used only in the daytime, 
pending trial, yet the conditions are very bad. There are 
only four cells in all, with practically no light, no air, and 
decent sanitary system. There is one cell for women and 
one cell for minors immediately adjacent to the cells for 
men. As there are often twenty men awaiting trial, each - 
of the two small cells reserved for men has frequently to 
accommodate ten people at a time. These conditions should 
certainly be changed. Since the accommodations of the court

are much too limited, the committee advises tearing down the 
whole building and erecting a new one with more room for 
the court and a decent system of cells. 

The money called for by the three items is $225,000. This 
will by no means do all that should be done throughout 
Boston, but it will make a start in the right direction. Action 
should be taken at once and all good citizens should join in 
removing this blot on Boston’s name, no matter what the cost.

TWO HUNDRED AND EIGHTY-SEVENTH 
LOCATION. 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, April 12, 1909. 


The Committee on Railroads, to whom was recommitted — 
March 29 — the petition of the West End Street Railway 
Company for an alteration of its existing tracks from the 
northerly end of Charlestown Bridge across City square to 
Park street and Chelsea street, having further considered . 
the subject, respectfully recommend the passage of the 
accompanying order.

Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore 
granted to the West End Street Railway Company for loca- 
tions for tracks in the streets of the City of Boston, said 
company shall have the right to construct, maintain and 
use an alteration of its existing locations as follows: The 
easterly track on Charlestown Bridge and in City square, 
Charlestown district, from the existing track on the northerly 
end of Charlestown Bridge to and connecting the existing 
track in Park street; also a single curved track from the 
proposed relocated track to and connecting with the south- 
erly of the existing tracks on Chelsea street; also of the 
existing curved track connecting the northerly track from 
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Chelsea street with the westerly track on said Charlestown 
Bridge; all as shown by red lines on plan of A. L. Plimpton, 
Civil Engineer, dated January 18, 1909, deposited in the 
office of the Superintendent of Streets, and in substitution 
for existing tracks as shown by dotted black lines on the 
aforesaid, plan; together with all necessary curves, crossovers, 
switches and connections. 

And the consent of the Board of Aldermen is granted to said 
company to establish and maintain the overhead single trolley 
electric system of motive power in the operation of its cars 
on said location, and to erect, maintain and use iron poles, 
not less than twenty feet in height, at, places indicated by 
red dots or circles on the aforesaid plan, or at such other 
places, to be shown by blue dots:or circles on said plan, as 
may be approved by the Superintendent of Streets, and to 
place on said poles such wires and other appliances as the 
Commissioner of Wires shall approve. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order 
is upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, 
the form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of mate- 
rial used in paving said tracks, and the kind and locations 
of poles, shall be under the direction and to the satisfaction 
of the Superintendent of Streets, and shall be approved by 
him. Also upon condition that said railway company shall 
accept this order, and shall file such acceptance with the 
City Clerk in accordance with the provisions of Statute Law;

To the Gentlemen of the City Council: 


I return herewith loan order passed April 15 and 26, 1909, 
having approved sixteen of the items contained therein and 
disapproved the following:

Such action as I have taken on the loan bill has been based 
absolutely on the attitude of the executive officers or boards 
in charge of departments affected. My approval of the Bath 
Department items is thus based on the action of the trustees 
in recommending the same. My disapproval of the Park 
Department Playground loans is because of the commis- 
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sioners’ announcement that they never requested or do not 
desire the money. The veto of the Oak Square Fire Station 
is at the request: of the Fire Commissioner, who maintains 
the district is amply protected, and it is at his suggestion I 
have substituted an item for a station in the Lauriat avenue 
district, which he certifies is an immediate necessity. It is 
important, I believe, that some system of the sort be estab- 
lished in the final consideration of loan measures. In no 
other way can a uniformity in the development of the city 
be brought about. If the changes suggested are adopted 
there is not an item in the measure but can stand without 
criticism as a proper loan expenditure. Furthermore, if 
the Council is agreeable to a transfer of $30,000 available 
from loans made for certain bridges and now no _ longer 
necessary because of the completion of the work, the total 
of loan items will be only $849,500, which will leave a reserve 
borrowing capacity of $361,000. 

With reference to the fire station item, the commissioner 
is positive in his stand that there is ample protection at Oak 
square, but that the need in the Lauriat avenue district is 
most urgent. 

The opposition of the Park Commissioners to the play- 
eround items in Wards 7, 12 and 16 is based in part on the 
fact that they now have under consideration the acquisition 
of playground territory in Wards 17 and 19. The amount 
necessary for the latter purposes ($140,000) has already been 
provided, and the commissioners advise me, considering this 
total, we can well rest for a while, at least, from the further 
acquisition of new territory. It was because of this feeling 
they refrained from asking for new playground purchase 
appropriations. They do, however, earnestly request that 
funds be provided for the completion or erection of suitable 
shelters and sanitaries on existing playgrounds. I heartily 
agree with their view, and I recommend the adoption of the 
accompanying form of orders, transferring $30,000 from 
balances of bridge loans to take care of items set forth 
below.

struction of the present buildings. They are both in a good 
state of preservation, and the conditions complained of can 
be remedied by additions and alterations, for which the 
smaller amounts will be ample. 

I urgently recommend the passage of the item in the 
accompanying draft of loan order for a public landing at the 
Northern Avenue Bridge, a need so urgent I feel I can rely © 
on your ready appreciation. 

I regard it as advisable at this time to inform you that 
there is now being prepared an additional loan item of possibly 
$150,000 for the installation of high pressure service, and 
which will be placed before you for consideration as soon as 
certain arrangements now being made are completed. 

The adoption of the accompanying loan and _ transfer 
orders, containing the changes and additions, as set forth 
above, is earnestly recommended.

In event of such extension of the, con- 
tract the limit placed upon the number of new poles to be 
installed for the Magnetite and General Electric lamps is to 
be abolished. 

And said municipality agrees to be bound by the street- 
lighting terms and conditions of the company, printed here- 
with, except as aforesaid, and to pay the prices called for in 
the company’s schedule M C 5, printed herewith, until April 1, 
1914, and thereafter until one year after written notice by 
either party to the other of its election to terminate this agree- 
ment, which notice may be given at any time after the begin- 
ning of the one-year period next preceding the expiration of 
the original period above fixed. 

This agreement shall take effect as of April 1, 1909, and is 
subject to appropriations for street lighting. This agreement 
is in substitution for and in place of a preceding agreement 
between the same parties dated April 1, 1909.

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STREET LIGHTING TERMS AND CONDITIONS. 


The foregoing agreement is subject to the following terms 
and conditions: 

1. The lamps, poles, wires, fixtures and other apparatus, 
appliances and materials necessary for the performance of this 
agreement, except posts for incandescent lamps supplied from 
underground circuits, shall be furnished by the company and 
kept in good order and condition by it. The lamps shall givea 
clear and steady light. The company shall furnish electrodes 
(carbons) for and trim all are lamps, and will renew incan- 
descent lamps whenever they become dim, broken or burned 
out. 

2. Payments hereunder shall be made monthly on the 
regular pay day of the municipality. 

3. The company will give the municipality the benefit of 
any lower prices for service such as that herein provided for, 
or of any better quality or efficiency of service, which may at 
any time during the continuance of this agreement be enjoyed 
by any municipality served by it, such relative prices, quality 
and efficiency to be determined by taking into consideration all 
the circumstances and conditions in both cases. Upon written . 
demand by the municipality the company shall thereafter 
give to the municipality the benefit of two thirds of any general 
reduction in the present cost to the company, including 
depreciation and interest on investment, of supplying the ser- 
vice called for by this agreement, but only so long as and to the 
extent that such decreased cost shall continue. If at any 
time during the continuance of this agreement the company 
and the municipality shall disagree upon any matter embraced 
in this term and condition, it shall be referred to the arbitra- 
tion of three disinterested persons, selected one by the munici- 
pality, one by the company, and the third by the other two, a 
decision of a majority of whom shall be binding upon the par- 
ties, provided the constitutional rights of either party shall 
not thereby be infringed. 

4. The company will indemnify and save harmless the 
municipality against any and all claims for damages, loss, cost 
and expense on account of injury to persons or property arising 
in any way out of the erection, construction, maintenance or 
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use of any of the lamps, poles, wires, fixtures and other appa- 
ratus and appliances furnished by the company hereunder, 
except where such injury is the result, in whole or in part, of 
the fault or neglect of the municipality, its officers, servants or 
agents, while acting as agents of the municipality ; and against 
any and all claims for damages by reason of any alleged 
infringement of patent rights in the use of lamps, poles, wires, 
fixtures, machinery and other apparatus, appliances and 
material supplied by the company hereunder; and will, at its 
own expense, assume the defence of all actions at law or in 
equity which may be brought against the municipality upon 
any claims as aforesaid, and also against all decrees, judgments 
and orders of any court based thereon. 

5. The municipality may at all times, with or without 
the company’s knowledge, employ a competent person to 
examine and test the electrical currents and apparatus 
employed in furnishing the lighting service herein provided 
for, to ascertain whether or not the company is complying 
with the terms of this agreement, and for such purpose the 
company agrees that such person may have access at all 
reasonable times to said lamps, poles, wires, fixtures and 
other apparatus of the company used in carrying out this 
agreement. 

The municipality will indemnify and save harmless the com- 
pany against any and all claims for damages, loss, cost and 
expense on account of injury to persons or property arising in 
any way out of the employment, act or neglect of any such 
person, except such as may arise, in whole or in part, from 
the fault or neglect of the company, its agents or servants, 
while acting as agents of the company. 

In case two tests of any circuit or lamp shall be made, sepa- 
rated by an interval of not less than one hour, during any one 
night, and both of said tests shall prove that the company is 
not furnishing the electrical energy or light required by this 
agreement, then such circuit or such lamp shall be deemed to 
be outages as provided herein. 

6. Such additional lamps shall be installed, without charge 
to the municipality, as may be designated by the municipality 
at any time before notice is given to terminate this agreement, 
provided the company shall not be required to extend its 
lines more than 400 feet overhead, or in localities served 
by underground construction more than 100 feet under- 
ground, to reach any lamp; but the municipality may 
require extension of lines for additional lamps at any time 
during the term of this agreement by paying the cost of so 
much of the extension as exceeds that herein required to be 
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made by the company, such payments to apply as credits on 
future bills for lighting on such additional lines. Whenever 
requested by the municipality, the company will change the 
location of any lamps at the expense of the municipality, not 
exceeding, however, $5 for each arc lamp and $3 for each 
incandescent lamp so moved, unless new lines or poles are 
required. 

7. The discontinuance of any street or highway shall have 
the effect of discontinuing whatever lamps may have been 
located on such street or way. The municipality may at any 
time discontinue a lamp or lamps for reasonable cause, but the 
number of lamps of any type in service at any time shall 
not, except as hereinbelow provided, be less than 95 per 
cent of the maximum number of such lamps in service under 
this agreement at any time prior thereto. In case of such dis- 
continuance the installation of any lamps at other locations 
shall be charged for the same as changes of locations under 
Article 6 hereof until the original number installed shall again 
have been reached. Lamps of any type may be substituted 
for lamps of any other type if the municipality pays the total 
expense of making the change and the total amount of pay- 
ments by the municipality hereunder at the then standard 
rates is not thereby diminished. 

8. Should the municipality at any time find that the com- 
pany is not complying fully with the terms and. requirements 
of this agreement, the municipality shall immediately notify 
the company of such fact, and the company shall at once 
remedy the fault, but failure to give such notice shall not 
impair any obligation of the company. But the company 
shall not be responsible for any failure to supply electricity if 
such failure is without default or neglect on its part. 

9. If the municipality shall at any time during the con- 
tinuance of this agreement be required to purchase the whole 
or any part of the plant of the company located within the 
limits of said municipality, under the present law, or any 
amendment thereof, the municipality shall not be holden for 
the unexpired term of this agreement, nor shall this agreement 
or the unexpired term thereof be in any way considered as an 
element of value in such purchase; provided, however, that in 
case of such purchase the municipality shall not be entitled to 
the full discount provided for in this agreement unless it shall 
have been in operation for the full period thereof. If the 
agreement shall not have been in operation for the full period 
thereof, because of such purchase, the accounts between the 
municipality and the company shall be adjusted so as to make 
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the total net payments by the municipality to the company 
what they would have been if the agreement had been made 
for the period during which it was actually in operation.

The Clerk read the following: 


Whereas, There is very great interest manifested by the 
citizens generally in the proposed amended charter of this city, 
which is now being considered by the General Court, and 

Whereas, It seems to be proper that the provisions of such 
amended charter should be given the greatest publicity, there- 
fore it is 

Ordered, That the Common Council be requested to meet 
this Board in convention on Monday, May 24th inst., at 7:30 
o’clock, in the Common Council Chamber, to discuss the several 
provisions of said proposed amended charter.

Dear S1r,— I acknowledge the hénor of your invitation to address a 
joint session of the Aldermen and Common Councilmen of the City of 
Boston in City Hall this evening on the subject of the proposed new 
charter for the city, and regret, as already explained to you, that a pre- 
vious engagement, from which I cannot escape, forbids my acceptance. 
In compliance, however, with your request I will state briefly why in 
some of its provisions I am convinced that it is a bad charter. 

There are three important objections to the bill as reported by the 
Committee on Metropolitan Affairs which should be removed. The first 
of these is that it does not carry full and complete submission to the voters 
of the city. They may not favor either of the two schemes which alone 
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are grudgingly submitted to them, and they should not be forced to a 
choice between them. « No reason is given, and none can be given, why 
the people who are competent to pass upon selected portions of the pro- 
posed charter are not competent to pass upon the whole of it; and, as it is 
the general policy of the Commonwealth to submit changes in municipal 
charters to the people of the municipality, it is an undeserved humiliation 
to put upon Boston that it be singled out and held up to the world as the 
only city in the state unfit to decide upon its own government. No 
charter will work well which is not acceptable to the people who are to 
live under it; and, if it be forced upon the city, it is hampered seriously 
in the very beginning. If it be true, as it is said, that the bill was submitted 
to and approved by the Republican committees of the city and state, 
then the only way to dispel the belief that it is to be enacted for partisan 
purposes is to submit it to the vote of the people. 

Two other of its provisions ought to be changed, because here again 
Boston is singled out for distinct treatment. If the Commonwealth is 
to inspect or control the financial affairs of its cities this should be done 
by laws applicable to all of them; and, if the certificate of its civil service 
commissioners is to be considered a requisite for the appointment of 
municipal officers, then this also should be provided by general law appli- 
cable to all:cities. There is no reason why Boston should be made an 
exception. 

It is not a bad or corrupt city, and neither is its government. Its people, 
both of native and foreign birth, are honest and public-spirited, and 
competent to manage their own affairs. Moreover, every item of extrava- 
gance and waste disclosed in the report of the Finance Commission 
has happened under the rule of an autocratic and irresponsible mayor, 
and not in one instance through the fault or corruption of the legislative 
portion of the city government. It is a strange remedy for an evil to 
continue and aggravate the conditions under which it now exists. The 
committee appointed by the Economic Club to consider questions relative 
to a new city charter for Boston unanimously reported ‘that the intrust- 
ing of so large powers to one man, as has been the case with the Mayor 
of Boston since the change in the city charter in the year 1885, has not 
proved wise and expedient in practice.” Two of the members of this 
committee were Charles W. Eliot, President of Harvard University, and 
John D. Long, ex-Governor of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

It is idle in a free community, whenever anyone, however humble he may 
be, ventures to doubt the wisdom and policy of any proposed legislation, no 
matter how eminent the body which reported it, to call him a boodler and a 
grafter. All experience teaches, our own for the last twenty years as well 
as that of all history, that graft and partisan control find their best soil when 


-matters of public interest, such as the coal contracts, the cemetery pur- 


chases, and the bridge contracts, disclosed by the Finance Commission, 
formerly debated in a public assembly, now are determined in the secret 
conclaves of the private office of some official. There is no system more 
easily subject to control by political factions, and to reckless extravagance 
for the advantage of powerful selfish interests. The boss is a natural evolu- 
tion, and he can establish his power so firmly as only to be shaken off by a 
revolution. 

Everywhere else in the civilized world cities are administered, and 
administered well, by large councils, and the mayor is only the chairman 
of the council, as in Great Britain, or its paid servant, as in Germany, and 
never its master. Of all peoples we are the last who should abandon home 
rule and democratic principles and seek refuge in state control and sov- 
ereign magistrates. The smaller the number of people engaged in the 
business of governing a city, the narrower will be the interest of the citizens 
in what takes place; and that means an uninformed body of voters and an 
uninterested body of voters, with an impossibility of getting them to go to 
the polls, carelessness of the result, and lack of knowledge in choosing the 
candidates. 

One reason for such failures as now obtain in our municipal government 
is found in its complication, so many parts being in the control of distinct 
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and irresponsible bodies; and the proposed bill adds to these complications. 
We never shall attain good government by a multiplication of its instru- 
ments. Full and complete control over all its activities must be lodged 
somewhere and not dissipated in the hands of separate commissions. The 
place of such control may be an autocrat in Russia, but in a land of free 
institutions should be the elected representative of the people. . 
With the best wishes for the abundant success of your meeting, and with 
an abiding faith in the rule of the common people through their legislative 
representatives in nation, state and city, and a profound distrust of any 
scheme which hampers the expression of their will, 1 am most respectfully,

Dear Sir, — Thanking you for your polite invitation to address the City 
Council, I find myself unable to accept. My views are known. As of old, 
I favor the American doctrine of home rule, and all it implies. If the 
General Court thinks that we need a new charter, or a charter amendment, 
it is their duty, I think, to frame such a measure, and to submit it to the 
voters of Boston for adoption or rejection. If they cannot frame such a 
measure, we seem to need a new metropolitan committee and General 
Court that can. The alternative plan now in hand, it seems to me, is not 
intelligible as far as our voters are concerned. Whatever happens, I 
expect no relief from the measures proposed. So long as the General Court 
is acting as the City Council of Boston, so long we must expect what we 
have, confusion and what it costs. For it is not likely that the General 
Court, however disposed, will be as familiar with Boston daily needs as are 
those who pay the taxes and witness the daily doings of the city.

Alderman Grpiin. — Mr. Chairman, I move that the com- 
munications be placed on file. I have just a few words to 
say on this subject. Our national government is a two- 
chamber system, and the affairs of the several states are 
conducted by the same method. It has given satisfaction, 
and there are few that would change it to a single chamber 
system. Why? The answer is that a single chamber would - 
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mean the government of the few, and is in no vital sense 
representative. If, then, the two-chamber theory of gov- 
ernment has given such universal satisfaction in the nation 
and the many Federal states that to discontinue it would 
be revolutionary, what legitimate reasons can be advanced 
against its use in the management of the City of Boston? 
I submit that there are none. Whatever of defects may be 
in the conduct of the affairs of the city under the bicameral 
system can best be corrected by improving the system, not 
in discarding it altogether. In my opinion, all that is 
needed to perfect the present scheme of city government is: 
(1) to provide for the widest publicity of all municipal 
actions; (2) to increase the powers of the City Auditor that 
he may investigate every financial transaction in which the 
city is interested. The charter bill as reported to the Legis- 
lature goes further than attempting to improve the govern- 
ment of the city, it blindly curtails the participation of the 
people in their local government. In short, it is an infraction 
of the principle that ours is a government of, for and by 
the people. No press bureau with honeyed words can alter 
this fact. Every tradition of the City of Boston, therefore, 
calls for the rejection of the pending bill. As there are many 
others here to-night invited to speak, men of eminence in 
the State of Massachusetts, men of brains and intellect, 
representative citizens of the City of Boston, I feel that at 
this time it would only be fair for the presiding officer to 
call upon them. 

The CHAIRMAN.—The Chair wishes to state that it is a 
source of gratification that we received those letters in the 
absence of the writers, and it was a disappointment that 
they could not come, but the notice was of necessity brief. 
As the order was not passed in your body-here until Thursday 
evening, the letters could not be sent out until Friday morn- 
ing, and in consequence many of those who would have been 
elad to be here had previously made their engagements and 
were denied that privilege. It is a great pleasure to have 
with us this evening a few, however, and I am sure we will all 
be glad to hear from them. I will first call on Dr. Henry B. 
Blackwell. This gentleman, who is known to nearly every 
citizen in the City of Boston, and is interested in the best 
interests of the city, although advanced in years, is young 
in mind and young in spirit, and has a firm grasp of up- 
to-date present matters. Dr. Henry B. Blackwell. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Dr. Henry B. BLAcKWELL. — Gentlemen, I should greatly 
have preferred that some of those who have been actively 
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urging the adoption of this new charter, or these new charters, 
should have been called upon first to give us their views of 
the value and necessity of these new charters. I do not 
know whether any of them are present here or not. I know 
some of them were invited, and I suppose possibly some of 
them may be here. I should be very glad not to say any- 
thing before I had heard those who will speak for the af- 
firmative. 

For myself, as you know, I am so committed to universal 
suffrage that I don’t expect good government until we have 
the whole people taking part in it, and I don’t suppose I shall 
have a great deal of sympathy in this body when I say I don’t 
expect to have a thoroughly satisfactory government until all 
of the citizens of the State of Massachusetts living in Boston 
have a voice in it. When I say that, I don’t forget that one- 
half the citizens of the state, of the United States and the 
City of Boston are women. Now, you know it is customary 
to ridicule that idea, and to say that women are not capable of 
voting, that they do not understand thoroughly political 
questions, that they cannot be trusted with the ballot, but I 
have found in my experience of life that the most successful 
men are the men who confer with their wives, their sisters and 
their daughters-in regard to their business affairs. Where 
I have known successful families it has almost always 
been those families where husband and wife consulted 
together for the interests of their children and their homes. 
Kivery woman is interested in her home, and every woman 
is interested in good government as much as a man, and 
even more than a man, because she is more dependent upon 
good government for her protection and security, not being 
capable of a rough-and-tumble fight with the world to the 
same extent as man. Therefore, I petitioned the Finance 
Commission very early after they were constituted to consider 
whether it would not be a desirable thing to extend the 
suffrage in this new charter to the men and women of Boston, 
who can comply with the legal requisites; but that is not 
to-day practicable. We are not here to discuss that now. 
We are here to discuss not a theory, but a condition. It has 
been represented here very generally that this matter is 
settled, that the Legislature has decided to submit this charter, 
giving us what was called a referendum, but which I call a 
sham referendum. That is to say, the great body of the 
charter we are to have whether we like it or not, but we may 
say whether we desire to have a mayor for four years or a 
mayor for two years, whether we desire to have nine men 
administer the affairs of the city, or whether we are to have 
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thirty-six men elected in part by the wards, whether we are to 
have primary meetings or not, and so on. There are half a 
dozen propositions which we must accept or reject, but we 
must accept the great body of the charter — we have no choice. 
Now, I don’t believe in that sort of legislation. If the people 
of Boston are not capable of passing upon this charter, do 
not consult them at all, but let the Legislature rule us as 
monarchial countries are ruled by their governments. If we 
are capable of deciding between No. 1 and No. 2, why should 
we not be capable of deciding whether or not we want charter 
No.1 or No. 22 -It seems to me it is utterly inconsistent to 
foree upon us a charter by the superior wisdom of the Legisla- 
ture, and then give us under the form of a referendum the 
simple choice of yes or no, between three or four propositions 
on the one side, and three or four on the other. If I were 
eoing to choose between these charters, neither of which is 
satisfactory to me, I should take some of these points in 
charter No. 1 and some of the points in charter No. 2, 
because I think they are more desirable, or less dangerous, 
as the case might be. I am opposed to a mayor for 
four years; I should rather take the mayor for two years, 
but when I come to look at it, gentlemen, this charter proposes 
a recall, only to be authorized not by a majority of the voters 
voting, but by a majority of the registered voters of the City 
of Boston. Now, you all know that on the average but 65 
to 70 per cent of the registered voters vote, and I appeal to 
every man’s common sense whether it would be possible to get 
a recall when, in order to get it, we have to have a,majority of 
the registered voters of the City of Boston? That is a thing 
utterly impracticable, in my opinion, so that I do not consider 
that that amounts to anything except to give us an idea that 
we may recall an unsatisfactory mayor. In point of fact, he 
cannot be recalled under the provisions of this charter. 1 
don’t want to speak at length. I hope some of the gentlemen 
here who believe in this charter, and who have studied it, and 
they are men for whom I have the highest respect, those who 
believe they can put an end to graft and dishonesty by 
machinery of this kind, have accepted the invitation of your 
presiding officer, and are here to give us the reasons why they 
expect this new charter to be productive of so much benefit. 
I shall be most heartily glad to listen to them, and to weigh 
maturely and candidly any arguments that they may use in 
favor of their position. But as I am not recognized as having 
any connection with these charters, as I believe in legislative 
bodies having the utmost publicity, as, in fact, [ am convinced 
that publicity is the only salvation against graft and dishon- 
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esty, as I desire not a school committee of five,—which I don’t 
think is half as good as the old school committee of twenty-six, 
and I would rather have fifty than twenty-six,— I differ with 
these gentlemen. I would rather have a more numerous body 
of common councilmen, a more numerous body of aldermen, 
if we are going to make a change, rather than having fewer. 
I don’t belive in curtailing the representation of the people. I 
believe in representative government; I believe in democracy; 
I believe in a republican form of government. I don’t want 
to go back upon the recognized principles of this country in 
hope that we may do what I believe can only be done by the 
virtue and intelligence of the constituency itself, and therefore, 
without taking up any more of your time, I want to say that I 
hardly know which of the charters, No. 1 or No. 2, I should be 
compelled to accept, if I accept either, because there are some 
things in both of them that I consider better and some I con- 
sider worse. I don’t want that kind of areferendum. If they 
are going to give us this new charter, let them give us what 
they think is best, and say to us, ‘‘ Vote it up or vote it down.” 
Let the people of Boston say whether they want the new charter 
and adopt it with.enthusiasm, and make it, if possible, a 
success. (Applause.) 

The CHarRMAN.—There is one gentleman with us who has 
been prominent in political and civic life, one greatly inter- 
ested in all public questions, who represents the greatest body of 
voters in this community. I refer to Mr. Henry Abrahams, 
who represents the laboring class in this city. 

Mr. Henry ABRAHAMS said: 

Mr. Chairman, City Fathers, and Fellow-Citizens.— On 
entering this chamber on an occasion such as this, one feels as 
though he was in the market-place of ancient Rome, where 
public business was transacted and justice dispensed, where 
to be a Roman was greater than to be a king. To listen to 
much of the comment in our public press, we could imagine 
that the ancient town of Shawmut was surely in a bad way. 
Boston, which received its name in 1630, became a city in 1822. 
Despite all that has been said, it is still the fifth city in popu- 
lation in the United States, has now an area of about 43 
square miles, has 500 miles of streets, a subway and an elevated 
system in the heart of our city. 

In 1906 the value of imports was $110,333,951. In the same 
year we had 7,247 manufacturing and mechanical industries, 
employing 72,142 persons; and we paid out in wages $39,184,- 
191. We have from 17 to 20 banks with a large surplus — over 
300 churches. Our educational institutions are second to none. 
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Our public charities, public buildings, parks and monuments 
need only to be seen to be appreciated. But we are told while 
all this has been accomplished we have neglected our civic 
duties, so much so that unscrupulous persons have controlled 
our public affairs, and we have been robbed of thousands by 
parties who supplied our city with various commodities 
through collusion in bidding and other nefarious practices and 
the remedy offered for all this is more law. John C. Ten Eyck, 
A.M., and a member of the New York Bar, says, ‘‘A small per- 
centage of professional and business men, a large percentage 
of artisans and laborers, take an active part in political affairs 
for the sole reason of the general welfare. The make-up of 
active politicians includes men who want special favors from 
the government, all who desire public contracts, or patronage, 
all who seek the adoption of policies beneficial to their private 
interests, and it embraces men whatever their station in life 
who need protection in prosecuting questionable enterprises, 
or who seek immunity from punishment. Active politicians 
and most citizens are sincerely desirous of the public good. 
Patriotism is common.’’ Now it is proposed by the Legislature 
to give us a brand new charter, and they will permit us to vote 
on certain portions of it. This advantage we in Boston are to 
have. No other city in our Commonwealth is to have a new 
charter, only us. Now, some of us don’t want a new charter, we 
don’t believe that is the remedy. I again quote Mr. Ten Eyck. 
“There is no divergence of opinion about the legitimate object 
of government. Its aim is to secure the greatest good for the 
greatest number. There can be no good government unless it 
be a government of the people. The establishment of a repub- 
lic is an avowal on the part of its founders that the best way 
to get a government for the people is to see that the people do 
the governing themselves.” We believe in the highest type of 
men in both branches of our city government, and as citizens of 
Boston we ask you, sirs, the representatives of what Hancock, 
Otis and Sam Adams stood for, to demand that we, the citizens 
of Boston, be given an opportunity to say whether we want 
the whole, or any part of the document submitted by the Com- 
mittee on Metropolitan Affairs. It must not be forgotten that 
these wrongs were committed not by the poor and illiterate, 
but by members of the educated, cultured and refined circle of 
society, and while honesty and any virtues are not confined to 
those in any particular walk in life, it is a matter of no small 
gratification to us trade unionists who believe in a fair day’s 
pay fora fair day’s work—and the city is entitled to a fair day’s 
work of eight hours—that our skirts are clean. We are Op- 
posed to lengthening the term of ourmayor. Frequently elec- 
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tions educate the people. We believe this is too large a cor- 
poration to be intrusted to nine men—too much centralization 
of power. We have no objection to a finance committee pro- 
viding they are elected. We have voted right on every question 
submitted to the people. There seems to be a feeling of mis- 
trust for the people. This might be understood in a monarchy 
but not in a democratic republic. The new city charter takes 
from the people the power they now wield, and has a tendency 
to build up a governing class, which is repugnant to our in- 
stitutions. Any law or laws placed on our statute books with- 
out the consent of the people will be repealed sooner or later. 
Teach men their civic duties, elect men to public office who 
will be as honest in municipal affairs as they are in their pri- 
vate affairs, and you will find these in all walks of life. None 
have a greater interest in the welfare of our city than the wage 
earner, he is ever ready to make any sacrifice for the public 
weal. Thanking you for the attention and the honor conferred, 
I want to say that organized labor believes in a higher type of 
men and not a new city charter. 

The CHatrMAN.—There is another gentleman here to-night 
who was really the originator of the famous so-called Finance 
Commission. I believe he had more to do with the inception 
of that commission and its plan of work than any other man 
or any body of men. I think he is a gentleman who has given 
more thought and more study to municipal government and 
the conditions under which we have labored in the City of 
Boston in the past few years than any otheroneman. Though 
young in years, he is ripe and old in experience. I take great 
pleasure in calling on Walter A. Webster. 

Ex-Representative WALTER A. WEBSTER spoke as follows: 
Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the City Government, in 
coming before you to-night, I wish to talk particularly upon 
the city charter as presented by the Committee on Metropolitan 
Affairs. But in talking upon that charter, I wish to say at the 
outset that I am forced to disagree with a great many of its 
provisions,—provisions which I could not accept, holding 
views somewhat different from those promulgated there. 
But I realize, as has been said before to-night, a condition con- 
fronts us and not a theory. The Committee on Metropolitan 
Affairs, taking the report of the Finance Commission, has pre- 
pared a new charter for the City of Boston. It is there in 
black and white. It contains certain provisions which will 
probably go through. Some of them may be amended. But 
it is in concrete form, and you are interested in the discussion 
of that form. Now, take the charter as prepared by the Com- 
mittee on Metropolitan Affairs. What does it do? In the 
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first place, it increases the power of the mayor of Boston. 
Now, looking at the broad theory of municipal government, 
we find that there are at least two distinct sets of opinion 
regarding the giving of power to the chief magistrates of great 
cities. On the one hand we find that the universal custom 
throughout all Christendom, of vesting a reasonable amount of 
power in a city council, whether that contain one body, one 
chamber, or two. Throughout Germany, Great Britain and 
France the city council is all-powerful, and the mayor is prac- 
tically a figurehead as compared to the mayor on this side of 
the water. He is the presiding officer but he is not a dictator 
in the sense that the mayor of Boston is a dictator, who can 
practically hire and discharge everybody in the city employ 
who is not elected by the people. Now, in the United States 
some twenty-five years ago a theory was formed that the city 
councils could not be trusted. Prior to that time we had 
adopted the English and the continental system of governing 
our cities, and the city councils and the board of aldermen 
were vested with real power. But Mr. Seth Low, of Brooklyn, 
New York, President Eliot, of Harvard College, and some 
others, formulated a theory that popular government in cities 
was not a success,—that graft and corruption were rife, and 
that extravagance was growing apace. As a means of check- 
ing that they stated that the government of a great city was a 
business proposition, and that power should be concentrated in 
the mayor—the chief magistrate—powers commensurate with 
those given to the head of a great business corporation. That 
theory was scattered all over the United States and adopted 
by many cities. The men who were responsible for its adop- 
tion were not men who had served in public office, but men 
who rather in the chamber and in the study had formed this 
theory that the people could not be trusted around in wards to 
elect the people and that a centralized form of government 
must take place. That was adopted in the City of Boston, 
and the form of government was completely revolutionized. 
As a matter of fact, about every argument that was advanced 
at that time by those illustrious men did not pan out as they 
stated it would. In fact, I can conceive of no arguments that 
more utterly deride themselves by time and experience than 
the arguments advanced by these eminent gentlemen at that 
time. For if the City of Boston, for instance, was an extrava- 
gant city prior to 1885, why, certainly, the statistics do not bear 
it out by means of comparison to what it has been since. The 
vesting of the responsibility in the mayor of Boston, making 
him a despot over practically half the departments of the city, 
has not worked as the men who promulgated this theory said it 
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would at all. Why, their argument was that by concentrating 
so much power in the hands of a single executive, just as they 
say now, the light of public opinion would beat about the throne, 
and that a chief executive would not dare do anything that was 
not right; that by reason of having so much power concen- 
trated in his hands, the people would naturally demand that 
the first citizens in their midst should be chosen to this high 
position—this great position of mayor. Well, now, you all 
know the men who have been elected mayors of Boston. 
There have been some good and some indifferent men. But 
certainly the first men of Boston have not been chosen mayors. 
Certainly public opinion has not demanded that the very. best 
citizens serve her in that office. Now, I am not one of those 
who blame the Common Council and the Board of Aldermen 
for certain shortcomings in the government. I believe that 
more extravagant schemes, more foolish conceptions that have 
brought about misgovernment in Boston, have been promul- 
gated by the different mayors ten times over than by either 
the Board of Aldermen or the Common Council. Every 
scheme, practically, by which extra money has been paid out 
of the treasury, whether foolishly or otherwise, has been 
originated by a mayor of Boston—not by the Common Coun- 
cil or the Board of Aldermen. And if we have, step by step, 
erown to be the most expensively administered city in the 
country it has been due to the mayors of Boston rather than to 
any other class of people in the community. For that reason, 
I, for one, am very sceptical about increasing the power given 
to the mayor, as does this particular charter bill now reported 
by the Committee on Metropolitan Affairs. Why, do you 
realize that this bill, if passed, gives the mayor such an abso- 
lute veto over every financial measure that if, by some reason 
or other, the mayor of Boston became crazy or disappeared on 
a long vacation, or something or other happened to him, why, 
you could not pass a single appropriation ora loan order. The 
thing would be tied up. While you have the power—while the 
council would have the power under this bill to. originate an 
appropriation or a loan order—the charter bill distinctly says 
that it cannot be passed without the consent of the mayor, and 
there is no provision for overriding his veto. In other words, 
the men who framed this charter bill believed that even if you 
had a council of thirty-six members and thirty-five of them 
differed from the mayor, that the mayor should prevail over 
the thirty-five representatives of the people. Now, that 
theory is all out of harmony with the theory prevailing in the 
well-governed cities of the world. I don’t believe that you 
are going to get good government in Boston by any such 
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change as that. I don’t believe that a change in the charter 
itself necessarily works an improvement in the government 
of the city. Back of any system of government are the people 
themselves, and the character of the men who administer the 
government. If I were to name the set of men in this com- 
munity who are responsible for misgovernment in Boston more 
than any other class of men, I would not point to the man 
of low income in South Boston or the South End. I wouldn’t 
point to the man designated as a politician. But I would 
point to the business men of Boston and blame them. Show 
me a great city almost in the entire world where so few of 
the men who are responsible for the commercial and indus- 
trial greatness of a great center have taken so little interest 
in their city’s affairs. If the members of the Chamber of 
Commerce or the Merchants’ Association think so much about 
the welfare of Boston and how it should be governed, why on 
earth don’t they -run for office and serve Boston in this 
chamber where they can express their views and where their 
views have a chance of becoming law? Now, instead of 
doing that they join a debating society, if you can call it 
such. Why, I believe that the Merchants’ Association and 
the Chamber of Commerce in the City of Boston have been 
the worst buncoed set of staid, respectable citizens that I 
have read about for many, many years. For instance, they 
go on record in favor of a referendum of this entire charter 
to the citizens of Boston. I spoke to at least forty members 
of those associations after they took the vote, and they all 
said they didn’t know what they were voting about. They 
didn’t believe in the referendum. And they talk about the 
mob being led. Why, those men, ventlemen, are led about 
by the nose more than you are by far. Who is it that pro- 
mulgates the public opinion of the Chamber of Commerce and 
the Merchants’ Association? Is it the two thousand members 
or the fifteen hundred odd members belonging to those organ- 
izations? ‘Not a bit of it. Do they get together a thousand 
or fifteen hundred men and discuss these questions? Do 
they have this expert come before them and talk at length 
upon a particular subject, and then have the other side 
present it to them,— and then on another night take up 
another question and have that thoroughly threshed out? 
Not a bit of it. A small executive committee of say five 
or seven men get together, send out a statement that they 
are in favor of so and so, and the world believes that the 
Chamber of Commerce of Boston or the Merchants’ Associ- 
ation has gone on record in favor of it. Why, take the Finance 
Commission itself, the appointment of it. Now, I realize 
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that the Finance Commission did a great deal of good work — 
and I want to tell you one or two things which perhaps 
you don’t know about the appointment of the Finance Com- 
mission. The Finance Commission, theoretically, was sup- 
posed to have been appointed one man by the Chamber of 
Commerce, one man by the Merchants’ Association, one man 
by the Real Estate Exchange, and so on. Now, as a 
matter of fact, the personnel, the rank and file of 
those organizations, had nothing whatever to do with 
the choice of those men on the commission. The small 
executive committees or board of directors, whatever you 
might call them, were the men that selected them. As 
a matter of fact, the men on the Finance Commis- 
sion were known by some people in this community 
several weeks before their appointments were announced. 
I myself knew of three members— who three men on this 
Finance Commission were going to be—some two or three 
weeks before their names were even sent in to their respective 
bodies. Now, that may seem a startling statement. It only 
shows that the merchants of‘ Boston who belong to these 
organizations are being led. Now, I believe that the mer- 
chants of Boston, the business men of Boston, are in favor 
of good government. Talk to any of them — they 
are sincerely in favor of good government, but they are not 
organized properly. They don’t come together except to 
debate these questions among themselves, and then leave 
the entire action to a secretary or a chairman of a committee 
who then does the work, and the result is that the world 
thinks that the public opinion, so expressed, is the public 
opinion of these bodies. Now, we all know of the different 
schemes that have been proposed. But I do not wish to 
digress. I want to'discuss more particularly the points as 
presented by the Committee on Metropolitan Affairs. In 
that report there is a referendum, as you all know, on two 
distinct points. There isn’t much in it. I am not going 
into that-in any detail — but there is one thing that is entirely 
lacking, and that is, that if any citizen of Boston, for any 
reason or other, believes that the present form of government 
is superior to either of these alternatives presented by the 
Legislature, he has no choice whatever. He can’t vote for it. 
And, I, for one, believe that the state government will make 
a serious mistake unless it puts a referendum on the entire 
proposition to go before the people of Boston. I say that 
positively and emphatically. Someone, of course, must 
draft a measure, a new charter, but after it is drafted, why 
not give the people of Boston the right to accept or reject it? 
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The people of the United States passed upon their Constitu- 
tion. The people of Massachusetts passed upon the Con- 
stitution both when it was originally adopted and when 
the constitutional convention took place in the early 50’s. 
If the men on Beacon Hill take the position that the citizens 
of Boston should not be allowed to vote on the main prop- 
osition, then they take the position that the people of Boston 
are incompetent to pass upon the question. There can 
be no other alternative. And if they take the position that 
the people of Boston are incompetent to pass upon that 
main question, in their same bill they nevertheless say 
that the people of Boston are competent to vote for a mayor 
and nine men to carry out the provisions of the instrument. 
Now, the two things are hardly reconcilable to me. I believe 
the one great mistake that the Republican Legislature of 
Massachusetts has made for many years has been in crowding 
things upon Boston which the citizens of Boston do not wish, 
do not like. There are many Republicans, as well as Demo- 
erats, who do not like these things to be crowded upon them. 
A man who lives in Boston is primarily a Bostonian. He feels 
that he knows something about the government of his city, 
and he feels that he should be consulted and that he knows 
as much about the government here as the man who 
comes from Berkshire or who comes from some other portion of 
the state. I believe that the citizens of Boston are competent 
to pass upon this main question. If they are not competent 
to pass upon it, then they are not competent for self-govern- 
ment at all, and the government ought to be run directly from 
Beacon Hill. Now, the referendum that is proposed, as Dr. 
Blackwell has said, is a referendum. Why, take proposition 
number one. You are called upon to vote in favor of a 
mayor who shall be elected for a period of two years, and a 
council of thirty-six members. Now, suppose you favor that. 
Personally I think if we are going to have a new charter, I 
believe that it would be preferable to adopt the provision 
number one rather than the provision number two, and I 
believe in a council of thirty-six members rather: than a 
council of nine members. I believe in that decidedly. I go 
further. I thoroughly’ disagree in the government of this 
city by any small number of men like nine men. It yet 
remains to be seen whether a great city can be governed 
properly by such a small set of men. There is not a large city 
in Christendom that is so governed. There is not a city with 
a population of a hundred thousand or more that is so governed 
—with the single exception of the City of Washington, which, 
of course, does not have self-government, Of the cities 
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which are now governed by commission — and this is practi- 
cally government by commission increasing the power 
of the mayor—those are all minor cities. Galveston is 
quoted as an example — Houston, Texas—these are 
quoted by President Eliot and others. And yet those cities 
are simply experimenting. Galveston was destroyed by a 
flood a few years ago, and in the time of a most extraordinary 
emergency, when everybody was aroused into activity, a 
plan of government by commission was adopted — adopted in 
a place with about 40,000 people. Why, it has worked 
reasonably well. Boston wasn’t very badly governed when 
she had 40,000 people. But it is a different proposition 
when you are governing a metropolitan center, a center with 
a million and a quarter people. Now the other cities are only 
experimenting with it. The City of Des Moines, Ia., has 
put this plan into operation within two years — and nobody 
can tell how it is going to work out. But whether it works 
well there or not, the plan of government in those smaller 
places is different from the plan of government in Boston. 
I cannot, for one, fall in with the theory that a small number 
- of men can govern the people better that a large body. If 
my experience on Beacon Hill has demonstrated one thing, 
it has demonstrated confidence in large bodies and confidence 
in the people. I would trust the body of 240 men in nine 
cases out of ten up there, where I would not trust the senate 
of forty members. If I had omnipotent power to amend 
the state constitution, one of the first things I would do 
would be to increase the number of senators from forty to 
eighty. I believe it would be a salutary measure. Suppose, 
for instance, this plan of the Finance Commission was adopted, ~ 
and that we started off with a mayor elected for four years, 
with a privilege of recall, and a council of nine. I believe 
that unwittingly, in proposing that measure, the Finance 
Commission would put into the hands of the political element, 
pure and simple, the most dangerous weapon that has been 
put into the hands of any set of politicians since the days 
of Boss Tweed. Read the provisions of that charter and see 
what they mean. Nine men and a mayor, —the mayor 
of almost despotic powers. Those nihe men are elected for 
periods of three years, three every year. The experience 
with small bodies, whether in politics or secret organizations 
or church hierarchies, or anything under the sun, demon- 
strates conclusively that they have a tendency to per- 
petuate themselves. In Boston, if that provision was 
adopted, you would find that those nine men would reproduce 
themselves. You would select nine men at the start—the 
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next year three, and they would come up for re-election. 
They would stand by their fellow members. They would use 
all the machinery of the city government to attain their ends. 
And then when the next three men came up, they would 
do the same thing,—they would help their colleagues. It 
would be self-preservation for them to do it. Whether a 
man for selfish or unselfish reasons holds an office, he desires 
to cling on. Then a small body gets into a rut. There is 
no question but what a committee of seven or nine or eleven 
men finally gets into the habit of sitting around a board, 
and leaving certain affairs relating to some particular sub- 
ject to one man. John Smith handles one thing ; they become 
accustomed to have Peter Brown handle another subject; 
and then another man handles another, and so on, They 
grow careless about the actions of one another, and the result 
is that in the long run you will have infinitely worse govern- 
ment than you will have in a large body. In a small body 
the kicker, the crank, is eliminated. Now, I know a great 
many reformers are pleased to eliminate a political kicker 
or a crank, but I believe that the salvation of political 
institutions lies in the hands of kickers and cranks more than 
in any other set of men in the country. I believe that the 
course of liberty has been helped on by such men. It is 
not the man who acquiesces in everything that his brother 
wishes to have done who is responsible for progress in this 
world. It is the man who kicks and who has the courage of 
convictions who prevails. And that is as true in legis- 
lative bodies as it is in any other. Now, the main reason out- 
side of that for which I am opposed to a small body of like men 
is because the experience of the civilized world has demonstra- 
ted that cities can be governed efficiently by large councils. 
Take the best governed cities in the world. Take Berlin, 
with its council of 136 men,—the most admirably governed 
city in many respects in Christendom. Take the City of 
Glasgow, in Great Britain, with its council of 77 men,—a 
magnificently governed city. Take Manchester, N. H., with 
124 men,—fine, splendid government. Birmingham, with 
60 men. Liverpool, with 184 men. See how those cities 
govern themselves. Take the City of Bremen with her 
100 men. Take every one of those well-governed cities, 
Look in our own country. Take the City of Chicago. There 
is food for thought for the reformers, the alleged reformers in 
Boston. If the business men of Boston wish to have good 
government here, let them do what they did in the City of 
Chicago. Let a dozen of them or a half dozen of them say 
to themselves, ‘We will enter polities. We will get into 
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the Board of: Aldermen or the Common Council. We 
will try and make ourselves felt there.” Let them do 
it. They did it in Chicago and the city government 
of Chicago has improved more during. the past ten 
years than the city government of any other great 
city in the entire United States. Why, some men say 
—TI hear them say it right along —that it is the foreign 
population in New York and Boston that is responsible for 
misgovernment. I say to them, look at the City of Chicago 
with. 85 per cent of its population of foreign birth or 
parentage or grand-parentage, the only great city in 
the country that has redeemed. itself and that is really 
well governed, and then compare it with the City 
of Philadelphia, a majority of whose population is native, 
and where there is a larger percentage of house owners, if 
you are talking about property qualifications, than in any 
other great city on earth. Just compare them. This prob- 
lem of city government does not rest upon those things alone. 
The problem in. each city is in a class by itself. And 
the one class of men in every community that makes for 
good government is that class who are responsible for the 
commercial and industrial greatness of the city. I, for one, 
welcome this new movement, this 1915 movement. I hope to 
goodness that it will result in getting the business men of 
Boston interested in politics, instead of leaving everything 
to their secretaries and chairmen. Why, I recommend to 
the merchants of Boston, if they wish to see how a city can 
really be governed, to go and look at the example of Bremen, 
across the water. The merchants of Boston come together, 
and they complain that commerce is fast leaving our ports, 
—that we are not increasing relatively in the way that 
other cities are. And yet while they pray aloud to the 
national government for aid, they seem to formulate no 
well-laid plan to increase trade here, or do anything in a 
united fashion. The City of Bremen some twenty years 
ago lost over two-thirds of its trade by reason of the con- 
struction of ship canals and the diversion of its commerce 
elsewhere. And yet the city fathers in that city sunk the 
city in debt to the tune of over $80,000,000 and by their 
great scheme of dock construction and widening of the river 
they. brought the commerce back. Now, I don’t say the 
- merchants of Boston could do the same thing here, but they 
may at least put their shoulders to the wheel, and take an 
interest in this subject, and not do as they have done in the 
case of this city charter,— fly off without giving it the due 
consideration it should have. I believe the subject of the 
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charter of Boston is so important that it can’t be considered 
properly in any one or two years. I believe that if this 
charter is passed by the Legislature,— and I admit that it 
contains a great many admirable provisions, an improvement 
over existing conditions in some respects,—I predict that if it is 
passed by the Legislature, that the public will be dissatisfied 
inside of five or ten years and they will be up to the Legislature 
fora change. It is bound to happen. It doesn’t hit the nail 
on the head. If you adopt the plan of the Finance Com- 
mission and elect nine men, by what miracle is the electorate of 
Boston going to eliminate the unfit any more than it does now. 
It is alleged that unfit men are serving in your government. 
Well, if they are, won’t they be elected to this body of nine 
men or to this body of thirty-six men? If you elect men who 
are not reasonably competent to be your mayors at the present 
time, what guarantee have you that you are going to elect any 
better men in the future. I admit that reform governments 
start out well. The London County Council and other forms 
of government started out admirably. When the London 
County Council was established, some twenty years ago, it 
chose the Earl of Rosebery as its first chairman, and Sir John 
Lubbock as its vice chairman, and the whole world looked on 
with admiration. Some of the most brilliant men — business 
and professional men — in England sat on the London County 
Council. But what happened? They served for a year or two 
and then they got tired taking an interest in politics, and the 
men that succeeded them were not right’ up to their stand- 
ard. But they were good men. And those men a little later 
on were succeeded by men who were not quite up to that 
standard, — and the result was that two or three years ago 
there was such a hue and cry against their incompetency that 
the whole London County Council was considerably changed 
and the whole people rose up and would not stand for their 
actions. That is the same way with the reform government 
here in the City of Boston. The people are apt to imagine that 
because reform is now in the air it is always going to continue. 
But that isn’t so. It is not the case in any great city. If this 
reform charter is put through, and a reasonably good man is 
elected as mayor of the city, and he is surrounded with a 
council of nine or thirty-six as the case may be, things will go 
along merrily for two or three or five years, and then things 
are going to lapse back into the same old way. Now, I realize, 
gentlemen, that I have talked at considerable length, and at 
times have wandered about in a perhaps unsatisfactory 
manner, but to recapitulate I wish to say that I decidedly 
favor a referendum on the whole proposition. I am against 
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the general principle of vesting the mayor with too much 
power. I believe in getting down close to the people. I 
believe in large councils as against a small council, and I 
believe, I say emphatically, that the system of government 
- with nine men especially is not a government by the people, it 
is government by oligarchy. Now, I.want to say just one 
word in answer to an argument that has been advanced by 
almost everybody who favors the new charter, and that is this, 
that the government of Boston is a business proposition. 
I have raised my voice aloud against extravagance many 
times, and I would like to see economy practiced here, but to 
say that the running of the City of Boston is a business propo- 
sition pure and simple, and to compare it with the running of a 
ereat corporation, the way almost every theorist does, is say- 
ing something that is ridiculous and foolish. Why, you take a 
business corporation, every man votes according to his money 
value in stock. Jf he owns a hundred thousand shares of 
stock in a corporation he has that vote; if he owns $100 worth 
he has a vote worth $100. In a political unit like a city every 
man of course has anequal vote. Andaman ina business cor- 
poration if he lives in San Francisco or Hong Kong can vote in 
a Maine corporation, but of course in a corporation like a city 
government you have to vote where you reside. But, other 
than that, there is such a thing as too much government by 
the business men. I believe that many of the arguments 
advanced in favor of concentrating the power in the hands of 
the mayor emanates from Harvard College and from the Back 
Bay, and I do not believe that we should adopt that view in 
its entirety. Their opinions are worth a good deal so far as 
they affect Harvard College and the Back Bay, but so far as 
their opinions affect South Boston and the South End they do 
not amount to a continental, because they do not understand 
the wishes of the people there. Children must necessarily be 
schooled, the schools must be taken care of, sanitation must be 
looked after, and all the manifold activities of a great metrop- 
olis must be looked after no matter how much it costs. If you 
look at it from the standpoint of sheer economy the poor people 
never would get any of these things. And to show how that 
argument colors the thought of public opinion in Boston let 
me simply point to the land graft. I believe that the one 
thing that has dealt the hardest blow to the cause of good 
government is the land graft over there in Kingsbury street 
and some of those places in the Back Bay, where the trustees 
of Harvard College itself were guilty of moral graft. True, 
they cannot be imprisoned, but morally they are grafters, and 
any man who reads the testimony that was given out must

call them such. The president of the Economic Club, an 
organization to which I belong, is a moral grafter to the tune of 
$22,000. Not a legal one, but surely men who profit at the 
expense of the city, and violate their sacred agreements, are 
not men that the public are going to blindly follow in every 
detail. The reason that they do not consider such an offence 
as that a heinous one is because of their viewpoint. Ifa man 


- from South Boston or the South End committed some little 


bit of a crime by which he benefited his pocketbook there would 
be a great hue and cry by the same set of men. The example 
set by these men is certainly a sad sight, and it is one of those 
sights that does not do the cause of good government any 
good. You as members of the city government of course can 
do nothing but pass resolutions. You have a difficult role at 
the present time. It is not for you to say that this charter 
shall become law or not, that this provision or that provision 
shall become law; you are helpless, simply onlookers in a 
way. And yet you have a strong moral power if you exert 
yourselves. And you certainly, from your years of service, 
must understand city government, you must have formulated 
well-defined ideas regarding city government. I don’t think 
that the public have lost all confidence in you. I believe that 
an expression of opinion by you of a substantial nature will 
have some weight. Bear this in mind, that the charter as it 
stands —if some of the provisions are eliminated, if a fair 
referendum is given to the people, and the people adopt it — 
will be a good instrument. I don’t condemn many of the 
provisions of the charter, but I do condemn some of them. 
I believe the people ought to know and ought to have a say 
as to whether the mayor shall have any more power given to 
him, and whether these things shall take place or not, I think 
the moral influence of whatever action you take will be great. 
I thank you for the honor of coming before you, and I trust 
that if I have wandered at times in what I have had to say 
I have not bored you. (Applause.) 

The CHAIRMAN.—It is perhaps needless for me to say that the 
gentlemen who have spoken have no axe to grind, they are not 
what are commonly called politicians, but they are here as 
public-spirited citizens interested in the best that we can pos- 
sibly give the city. They are certainly entitled to the thanks 
of the city government for coming and speaking to us. I would 
like to ask if Mr. Eugene N. Foss is present. (There was no 
response.) If not, I want to call on one or two gentlemen here 
who are members of the city government, and who, I think, 
know more about municipal government, know more of the 
needs of the City of Boston, than the great majority of mem- 
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bers of the great and general court who are to sit in judgment 
and are to give to the City of Boston this revised charter. I 
will call at this time on Councilman Meins. (Applause.) 

Mr. Merns of Ward 21 said: Mr. Chairman and gentlemen 
of the convention, I had not intended to enter into the discus- 
sion this evening at all, and after listening to the remarks of 
the speakers of the evening who are our invited guests with 
close interest and with profound approval, I still hesitate to 
respond to your kind invitation, sir, because I haven’t any 
well-prepared, eloquent remarks which I can contribute to the 
discussion of the evening. I do feel, however, in observing the 
trend of this meeting that it is one that is likely to very cor- 
rectly interpret the views of a majority of the citizens of 
Boston. And for that reason if there is even a possibility that 
I can contribute anything to this discussion I, of course, am 
only too glad to attempt to do so. And notwithstanding the 
lateness of the hour I am therefore going to venture to simply 
call attention to a few inconsistencies which are clearly appar- 
ent in the report of the late Finance Commission, upon which 
report, of course, the charter that has recently been reported 
is based. And the basis of these inconsistencies has already 
been introduced into the discussion by the gentlemen who 
have preceded me. The late Finance Commission professed to 
have made a wide and complete study of the best forms of 
municipal government on the continent of Europe, yet they 
propose a board of nine men to govern the City of Boston, 
when they must know if they have made that investigation as 
they say they have that the best governed city in the world, 
the City of Berlin, already mentioned by ex-Representative 
Webster, is governed by a large representative assembly. I 
submit that that is a glaring inconsistency in the conclusions to 
which the Finance Commission have come. Secondly, the 
Finance Commission professes to believe that the government 
of the municipality is exactly like that of the government of any 
business corporation. Yet l ask if any member of the Finance 
Commission, or any citizen who favors the proposed new char- 
ter, has ever heard of any business corporation in which the 
deliberate, well-considered act of the board of directors can be 
absolutely nullified by the stroke of the pen of the president of 
the corporation? (Applause.) Yet that is what the absolute 
veto proposed to be given to the mayor of Boston amounts to. 
Further than that,’I have never yet ascertained how the 
chairman of the late Finance Commission reconciles his views 
of some years ago with those that he has recently placed in the 
report of the Finance Commission. After having served the 
City of Boston as mayor for four years, at the close of his term 
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of office he gave a notable valedictory address in which he noted 
not only the views to which he had come after grave delibera- 
tion with his experience in the mayor’s office, but in which he 
quoted the laws of the Commonwealth. I can’t quote his 
exact words because I haven’t them at hand, but in the 
course of the address he said that a city was not, and never 
would be, purely a business corporation, that in the Constitu- 
tion of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts cities were 
referred to as “‘ bodies politic”’; that the business of a business 
corporation was to make money to pay dividends to stock- 
holders, but that the business of a municipal corporation was to 
spend money for the benefit and comfort of its inhabitants. 
I have never understood how the late eminent chairman of 
the Finance Commission reconciles those views. I do not think 
he has ever attempted to. I do not think he had better try. 
Now, these are just a few of what I term the glaring incon- 
sistencies which are apparent in the report of the Finance 
Commission. And yet I venture to say that a vast majority 
of those who have given to the proposed charter their unquali- 
fied approval of the entire document have never even thought 
of those inconsistencies. In fact, I think one may well say 
that those who lend their support unqualifiedly to the Finance 
Commission charter can be divided into two classes. First, a 
very small class who have studied the thing and who remain 
silent for the purpose of satisfying some ulterior motive of 
their own. Second, and much the larger class, those who 
have not studied, who do not know, and who give their 
unqualified, unquestioning indorsement to this document 
simply because the other class say that they ought to. A 
very good example of this happened to come under my 
personal observation a few weeks ago. Mr. John F. Moors of 
the late Finance Commission had addressed the Men’s Club 
of the Baker Memorial Church, in Dorchester. At the close 
of his address he consented at the president’s request. to 
answer any question that might be put to him upon the sub- 
ject of his address by anyone in the audience. A few ques- 
tions were put, and having been invited to be present by a 
friend of mine, and observing that none of the members of the 
club asked any further questions, I ventured simply to suggest 
a few of the inconsistencies which I have briefly touched 
upon to-night. Mr. Moors, in answer to my reference to the 
inconsistency as to foreign cities being governed by a large 
council with the proposition in his report, replied bluntly 
that the Finance Commission had made some investigation 
of foreign cities, but that he did not know whether Berlin 
was governed by a large representative assembly or not. 
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Further than that, it occurred to me at the time that if it is 
true, and I suppose it is, that the Finance Commission did 
investigate foreign cities, then it seems to me a very strange 
thing that Mr. Moors did not know. It seems to me that he 
ought to have known. By the time I had attempted to put 
a few more questions, the audience, emulating the tactics 
of a political rally, had requested me from the rear to “Sit 
down!” and to ‘Get out!” and to leave. (Laughter.) And 
various other familiar epithets, which, however, are more 
consistent with a red-hot political campaign than they are 
in a fair and free discussion. However, at the close of the 
meeting the president thought he was called upon to apologize, 
but he wasn’t. I was not in the least offended. For that 
small number who may have been present, and who did 
know and who did not care to have discussion proceed fairly, 
I had simply contempt. And for that larger number who 
were present, and who did not know and who wanted to stifle 
discussion simply because they had been told that any 
question to the contrary was wrong, I had: simply compas- 
sion and pity. (Laughter.) But this is simply an incident. 
I relate it to bring out as clearly as possible those two classes 
into which it seems to me the supporters of this Finance 
Commission’s measure —that is to say, those unquestioning 
supporters — may be divided. They have not discussed its 
details. I meet them every day out in the ward from which 
I come, and which I have the honor to represent in part. I 
meet them every day, and they tell me that they are in favor 
of this Finance Commission charter — or this charter that has 
recently been reported —and the moment I begin to ask them 
questions they admit, “Well, no, I haven’t read the docu- 
ment. I didn’t even read it when it came from the Com- 
mittee of One Hundred with the scare headlines, but I am 
in favor of it.’’ Now, it seems to me that the purpose of this 
meeting is good, for it will convey to this large class of people 
perhaps a fair, full, free discussion such as we had to-night 
of that ‘side of the question which has not been brought 
before them. And, now, one thing more and I shall close, 
because I realize that I can add but little to the discussion 
of the evening. I saw in the morning Journal an article that 
appealed to me as particularly pertinent for our consideration 
this evening. For really the time for detailed discussion of 
this measure is past. If we are to take any action that will 
have any effect to-night, I believe it must be on the burning 
element of the referendum particularly. I read as follows in 
the morning Journal: ‘According to the story in circulation 
yesterday, no one would be recognized who does not have a 
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little card of merit from House Chairman Cushing, which was 
taken to mean that all the motions in the House to-morrow will 
be handled around to such good boys as John Rousmaniere of 
Ward 21, Willy Thomas of Quincy, Elmer Curtiss of Hingham 
and Sid Keene of Somerville, who can be trusted implicitly. 
There are a few speeches down, it is said, from such regulars as 
Garcelon of Newton, Underhill of Somerville, Montague of 
Ward 10 and Burr of Ward 24 to give the affair the appearance 
of a wide open debate.” (Laughter.) I seriously hope that 
that isn’t true, for I am personally acquainted with, and have 
the highest respect for, most of the representatives mentioned 
in that article. I hope that there will be a free and fair and 
full discussion of the charter amendments as they have been 
submitted. I hope that the Massachusetts House of Repre- 
sentatives will be big enough to kill and repudiate any propo- 
sition for gag rule. We are ‘on the eve of the greatest legisla- 
tive discussion that has interested the citizens of Boston for 
the past twenty-five years, to-morrow it commences in the 
State House, where the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
through its representatives, ought to maintain its honor for 
fair dealing. And if there is any proposition for gag rule, if 
there is anything but a full, free and fair discussion, I say as a 
Republican —and this is the first and last time that I shall 
mention that political word to-night —I say asa Republican 
that if any such proposition for gag rule is started, the Repub- 
lican party, to which I am proud to belong, will rue the day. 
(Applause.) Now, Mr. Chairman, I hope that, according to 
your suggestion of some moments ago, resolutions will be intro- 
duced to-night, for I believe that in that way we can crystallize 
the sentiment of this meeting and of the citizens of Boston. | 
hope that those resolutions, if passed, will be forwarded as soon: 
as may be to the Boston members of the House of Representa- 
tives anyway, and preferably to every member of the House 
of Representatives. It is our duty to do so. We are still the 
elected representatives of the citizens of Boston under the 
existing form of government. I deem it to be just as much our 
duty to protect the interests of the fundamental forms of gov- 
ernment under which we are organized as it is to protect the 
minor interests of the city which accrue under that form of 
government. We owe allegiance to this form of government, 
we have been elected under it, and until the people of Boston 
shall have been given the right to express their opinign as to 
whether or not it shall be changed it is our duty to act and to 
act promptly. (Applause.) 

The CHarrman.—In line with the thought expressed, 
or the suggestion, of Councilman Meins, a brief set of reso- 
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lutions has been prepared, which will be submitted at this 
time. After which there are one or two other members of 
the Common Council whom I know you will be glad to hear 
from, briefly at least. If Representative O’Brien is still in 
the chamber I hope he will speak a few words before he goes. 
It is proper to state that this convention is an unusual one, 
as you know, the first of its kind in the history of Boston; 
an extraordinary session of the two branches of the city 
government meeting in convention. And probably it will 
be the last one, if the proposed charter is adopted. I will 
ask the clerk to read the resolutions, which I trust will be 
adopted. 

The resolutions were as follows: 

“Whereas, There is pending before the House of Represen- 
tatives aj bill to amend the charter of the City of Boston; and 

“Whereas, The public agitation of the question of needed 
reforms has been so completely discussed in the daily press 
and on the public platform as to fully acquaint the people 
of this city with all the proposed remedies; 

‘“Fesolved, By the city government of Boston, in joint 
convention assembled, that any legislation materially affect- 
ing the interests of the people may safely be left to them for 
final judgment; 

“Resolved, That we earnestly impress upon the members 
of the Legislature the justice of putting the referendum 
upon the whole bill and submitting to the people the entire 
question of their own government; 

“Resolved, That we ask for Boston the same measure of 
trust and fairness which is accorded to the smallest hamlet 
in the Commonwealth; 

“Resolved, That we, the chosen representatives of the 
people of Boston demand of the chosen representatives of 
the people of Massachusetts the right of home rule; 

“Resolved, That the City Clerk be directed to transmit 
a copy of these resolutions, truly attested, to the Speaker 
of the House of Representatives, with the request that they 
be laid before that body.” 

The resolutions were unanimously adopted. 

The CHAatrMAN.— Before closing, I know you will be glad 
to hear a few words from Councilman Kinney, another one 
of the leading lights of this chamber. (Applause.) 

Mr. Kinney of Ward 10 said: Mr. Chairman and fellow 
members of the Council, | was not aware when I came here 
this evening that I was to have the pivilege of addressing you. 
As the chairman of your subcommittee which presented the 
views of the City Council to the Legislature, it was my privilege 
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at that time to outline to the gentlemen on Beacon Hill the 
attitude of the city government of Boston on the question of 
charter revision. Those views have been printed and are well 
known to you, but with your permission I will reiterate the one 
which to-night seems to me the most important. And that is 
this—the enlargement of the powers of the mayor and the 
derogation of the powers of the city council. And it seems 
to me that in preparing this new council, as Councilman Meins 
and the other gentlemen who have preceded me to-night have 
stated, the Finance Commission differed very much from what 
we who have studied the political history of the citizens of 
Boston believe to have been established as correct by the pre- 
cedents of city government. The first charter was granted to 
Boston in 1822. Under that charter the mayor had practically 
no power, he was merely a presiding officer. In 1804 partial 
amendments were made, and by the amendments of 1885 
practically all power was taken from the city government. of 
Boston and vested in the mayor. Since that time the trouble 
with Boston has been not that it has had corrupt city councils, 
not that the members of its city government have been cor- 
_rupt or grafters, but that they have been without power to 
make a matter of legislation such things as appeared to them 
to be for the best interests of the City of Boston. This, gentle- 
men, is the spirit and tone of the argument which this chamber 
has constantly presented to the members of the General Court 
since they have had under consideration the form of a new 
charter for the city. And strange as it may seem, the same 
arguments which they have presented have been strengthened 
during the current year; striking illustrations of this argument 
have been presented. Take, for instance, this question of land 
eraft that was mentioned. Why, we find, gentlemen, that the 
City of Boston has lost on the question of land graft alone, 
owing to measures and legislation which were placed on the 
statute books at the instigation of certain members of the late 
Finance Commission, particularly its chairman, legislation 
which has cost the City of Boston fifteen millions of dollars. 
I submit to you that that is more money than all of the corrupt 
city governments of Boston have ever cost it from its founda- 
tion down to now, and that to take from the city council any 
further powers would be to make it a perfectly useless body. 
And therefore to-night, as the simple theme of my argument, I 
wish to say that this proposed new city council of nine is abso- 
lutely a sop thrown to the people, It is in the form of repre- 
sentative government without the power. The sole functions 
of the legislative branch of the city government were confined 
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to three things—ordinances, appropriations and loan bills. 
The matter of ordinances is one which comes up only a very 
few times during the municipal year; very few ordinances are 
enacted, and only a few old ones are revised, or modified. So 
that that function, while important, is not one which calls for 
very active duties on the part of the members of the city 
council. The other two matters—appropriations and loan 
bills—are the vital things which affect the best interests of 
the citizens. Under the new charter as proposed by the 
Finance Commission, and their thought carried out in 
the draft submitted by the Committee on Metropolitan 
Affairs, the initiative in appropriations is taken from the 
city government and vested in the mayor. Since 1891 
under our present system the mayor has had an absolute 
veto over loan bills, and we find a striking illustration of 
that fact only during the last week. When last Thursday 
night the Common Council passed the loan bill over the 
Mayor's veto, we find a statement in the next morning’s 
paper by his ‘Honor the Mayor that he would refuse to sign 
the bonds if the carrying of that loan bill over his veto was 
carried out by the Board of Aldermen,—that he would re- 
fuse to sign the bonds and make this loan a matter of fact. 
In other words, gentlemen, even’under our present system 
absolute veto power to the mayor over loan bills is provided 
and the gentlemen now propose to extend the initiative in 
appropriations to the mayor, so that the new city govern- 
ment will be a mere sham, a body without power, a body that 
has simply a form of representative power without con- 
taining any of the powers essential to carrying it out. This 
I submit would be contrary to those principles of govern- 
ment upon which this country has been founded and which 
has carried it through the hundreds of years of its existence. 
I will not weary you with any lengthy argument to-night. 
We have passed resolutions to-night which correctly express 
our sentiments, and I trust that in the matter of the refer- 
endum those members of the House’ of Representatives from 
Boston will succeed in securing a referendum which will 
extend to the whole bill, so that the citizens of Boston at 
the next state election may have a chance to express at the 
polls their option either to adopt one of the new systems or 
to retain the present system. And, gentlemen, my view 
is that the present system is far preferable to either of those 
imitations of city government which this new bill contem- 
plates. (Applause.) 

The CHatrMan.—Is there anyone present who has any- 
thing now to offer? 
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Mr. McGivern of Ward 16 presented the following order:

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THE GROWTH OF PATRIOTISM. 


AN ORATION DELIVERED AT 


FANEUIL HALL, JULY 5, 1909,

Mr, Mayor and Fellow Citizens : 


In the European city of his birth there is a 
statue of Erasmus which rises serenely amid the 
bustle and hurry of the great market place, a sug- 
gestion in its calm repose of that learning which 
his life secured and the value of a reflective pause 
in the rush and strife for gain in which the actors . 
of the present may review the scenes of the past. 

To-day, in this historic and inspiring presence, 
within our city’s market place, we heed the statue’s 
bidding and assemble once again to observe the 
anniversary of American Independence. It is an 
occasion of never-failing interest to the citizen 
and the patriot, which no familiarity with its con- 
tinued observance can ever lessen, and which’ no 
reference to the story of the years, however hack- 
neyed, can ever destroy. 

We are fortunate over our fellowmen in the 
meeting place which we enjoy. This sacred edifice 
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is unique among all the vantage points from which 
our people may recall their early struggles and 
anticipate the fortune which awaits them. An in- 
spiration fills our hearts as we here recall the mighty 
actors in our stirring past, and, even without the 
spoken word, we feel once more the magic of their 
achievements and again listen to the echo of their 
matchless eloquence. 

In my endeavor to fulfil the duty of the hour 
I shall not try to find new themes and facts, 
but rather give to old ones the value and re- 
spect which they demand. Into our minds to-day 
there throng great questions as well as_ thrilling 
memories, none the less engrossing and important 
because they bear not the stamp of strangeness. 
The language of the old town vote which more 
than a century ago provided for the observance 
which we give this day, limited by its own terms 
the sphere of our investigation to the causes and 
results of that Declaration whose ringing words 
have once more thrilled the better impulses of 
our hearts. | | 

I approach my task, therefore, with the hope 
of rearrangement and review rather than novelty, 
and in that effort bespeak your interest rather 
than your surprise. 

While the term patriotism has become ill-used 
and trite, each land has had its patriots, and no 
vovernment, however criticised, has been without 
. its supporters who loved and upheld it. It has not 
only followed the shining spear and waving’ flag, 
but it has inspired the noble purposes and peace- 
ful victories of statesmanship. It has been the 
theme of countless addresses upon this anniver- 
sary. And yet we may still derive some benefit, 
I trust, if we journey a little outside the beaten 
path in studying its progress and presenting some 
analysis of its modern significance. 

My theme to-day is the growth of patriotism,— 
and as I invite your thoughts to the suggestions 
it involves, I shall direct them toward problems 
such as these: 
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The effect which civilization has had upon patri- 
otism; 

The relation between great crises in our history 
and the spirit and devotion which they have aroused; 

The influence of the love of gain upon the love 
of country; 

And the effect of the modern criticism of govern- 
ment and the publicity given to the affairs of state 
upon our regard for the one and our interest in 
the other. : 

Before we consider directly the great questions 
presented, let us direct our thoughts for a moment 
to the significance of patriotism itself and the 
characteristics of this trait in the Puritan, Pilgrim 
and Colonist of our early history. 


How then shall we describe our patriotism, and 
what shall be its definition? DeTocqueville would 
have us give it a dual characteristic,— that of 
instinct, allying the affections with place of birth, 
with love of old customs and the respect for old 
traditions; and that of reason,—due to an appre- 
ciation of the citizen’s personal interest, dependent 
upon his share in the government and his being 
identified with its property and its safety. 

But patriotism is more than instinct; it is more 
than reason; it is a living sentiment which has 
won the great victories and preserved the priceless 
liberties which we enjoy. It was a sentiment that 
led the followers of the cross for centuries into those 
extremes of devotion which have characterized 
religious history. It was a sentiment which inspired 
ereat deeds in all ages and in all countries; and 
though speaking through different tongues, and act- 
ing in different ways, it has been a sentiment none 
the less which has inspired our own love of country 
and its welfare. Patriotism is not a narrow affec- 
tion for the place where we were born; it 1s not 
a preference for the green fields and the waving 
trees that delighted our youth because they bloomed 
and waved more fair than those of later years. 
It is rather an ideal which develops into and

mingles with the most sacred experiences of life, 
and observes all social laws because they are 
virtuous and because of our seeing in them “the 
venerable image of our country’s honor.” 

Before the days of republics, the patriotism 
for which we speak was hardly known. The ego- 
tism of the kingdom tended to repress this feel- 
ing, except as it represented national pride and 
a stubborn devotion to the power of the State 
alone. “I am the State,’ said Louis of France. 
“T shall oppose an iron will to the progress 
of liberal opinions,’ said Nicholas of Russia. 
Patriotism intelligently and wisely directed could 
hardly exist when thought repression reached this 
point; and their monarchies, although having a 
“happy entrance” and a ” joyous entry” have 
lived to see that it was the republic, born of struggle 
and suffering, which was to become the birthplace 
of that country love and the source of that domestic 
power for which we devote this day to act and 
speak. 

It may not be given to the man of common 
life to test the strength of that relation which he 
sustains toward his country. Some event, unusual 
if not critical, must arise to bring out this trait 
and show us its power or existence. If then these 
events multiply and their importance increases with 
our years and our experience, there develop a 
loyaly and devotion to ideas, systems and principles, 
as well as to the vovernment as a thing of power 
and strength. 

Zeal for the “fatherland” or the “ mother country” 
can be misplaced. The patriotism that stands by 
one’s country in war, whatever its cause, is not 
ideal. As there may be more true heroism in daily 
hfe, in great catastrophies of fire and flood, of 
plague and famine, than in conflicts of arms, so 
there may be a patriotism not merely worshipful 
of the government, but considerate of the individual 
and social life of the community. In spite of the 
famous and unfortunate toast of Decatur, true 
patriotism will never be to love one’s “country 
right or wrong,” but only “right.” 


It is said that patriotism is apt to observe a 
frontier line and territorial limit beyond which 
everything is regarded with distrust. Our “pride 
of nationality may make us envious of other 
nations seemingly more prosperous and powerful, 
‘and thus arouse a national jealousy productive 
of infinite mischief,” while our strength may lead us 
into the cppression of weaker nations. This evil is 
the theme of Tolstoi and the ethical critics among 
the English writers. But we cannot avoid armies 
and navies until moral forces alone control the world, 
any more than we can leave our homes unlocked or 
disband our police. So long as one must protect 
his property he must protect his country. Tolstoi’s 
notion that patriotism is a harmful feeling and a 
stupid doctrine is based wholly on the theory that 
it is harmful and stupid to regard one’s country 
better than others. He says it is a delusion for 
each state to consider itself the best. But he offers 
nothing in its place, and would have no government 
at all. 

While we do not ask alone for the feeling which 
springs to life from the ring of a song or the wave 

of a flag, civilization and Christianity have surely 
developed that primitive sentiment which was 
ereed of war and battle, and refined it into an ideal. 
Has not our history shown a development and 
erowth in this direction? Had we become arrogant 
and sought to enlarge our power over weaker gov- 
ernments and peoples, the record would have been 
utterly different. In 1853 we opened the doors of 
Japan to the world at a time when they were closed 
so tightly that even her shipwrecked sailors could 
not return to ports from which they sailed. But 
no protectorate was imposed upon a people then 
wholly within our power, and whose subsequent 
progress has developed a strength likely to rival 
our own. 
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With us to-day the citizen does not exist for 
the Church or for the State, but they exist for 
him, —a situation entirely unlike that in which 
the simple peoples of old humbled themselves

beneath the power and_influence of the King. 
The individual in those days was kept aloof from 
his rulers and was taught to regard them as of 
divine origin and unerring wisdom. So in the ancient 
church of whatever creed, the worshiper became the 
slave of spiritual power. ‘There was more of super- 
stition than of reverence, more fear than love, 
more observance of form and ceremony than the 
exercise of intelligence and respect. With the 
coming of the Pilgrim and the Puritan all this was 
changed, and with the stern trials of Colonial days 
patriotism developed, — because Church and State 
developed, — as institutions which lived and grew for 
the people’s welfare, and thus aroused their noblest 
motives and strengthened their sincerest affections. 

It was not the adventurous spirit of Columbus 
nor the early voyagers that sought the object 
which became the loadstar of the patriot. It 
was the later voyagers, the Puritan and the Pil- 
grim, who sought freedom of worship and the find- 
ing of a land which they could love and not fear. 
Founded in religious lberty, their patriotism was 
a thing of sure and steady growth, which grew 
with each school and church as well as with each 
stockade.and fort, and unlike the strength of bar- 
barism, which overthrew the power of Rome without 
intelligence to preserve its victories, its source in 
the love of freedom overcame the mere desire for 
conquest. 

National complacency has long since ceased to 
have importance‘in the observation of this anniver- 
sary. Our population and our wealth may double 
in a year and still be for naught if with that growth 
there comes not a proportionate regard for the 
principles under which our institutions can develop 
to such a point. Public spirit, not public pride, is 
the thing to be encouraged, — that public spirit 
which Curtis tells us is the mainspring of the 
republic. 

The victories of the Colonists will be forgotten long 
before their sacrifices and devotion to principles 
have gone from our memories. Their struggle in 
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opposing the customs and ideas of centuries, while 
their own surroundings were those of the most 
extreme hardship and peril, is among the inspiring 
events of history. The Colonial patriot was a 
man of God. The first town meeting in the 
cabin of the Mayflower opened with prayer. Over 
the combatants at Louisburg the waving banner 
had inscribed upon it a sacred device. The battle 
of Ticonderoga was won ‘‘in the name of Jehovah 
and the Continental Congress.’’ The liberty bell 
had engraved upon it a text of scripture. The 
men of Lexington before the fight knelt in their 
farm houses to pray, and the Continentals fought 
with Bibles in their knapsacks; so that the ‘‘God- 
liness which exalteth a nation” has come down 
to us from them a sacred heritage, and the inspi- 
ration and incentive to a patriotism which has 
been as well an embodiment of all that was best 
and highest in morals and religion. 

What shall we say then of patriotism before 
we commence our study of its growth? A love 
of country based on. freedom and righteousness 
rather than on strength and power; a strife not 
of arms but to excel in good citizenship; a spirit 
which loves the flag but cherishes as well each 
effort to make a better community. 

In our consideration of the growth of patriot- 
ism let us review four periods of our national life 
in order to trace more accurately its progress and 
development.

THE PERIOD OF THE REVOLUTION. 


In considering first the Revolutionary period, 
I ask that you study with me not alone the battles, 
but as well the people. The Colonists were picked 
men of great mental vigor, enterprise and self- 
reliance. The slavish routine of life in the old 
world had given way to an originality of concep- 
tion, a boldness in expedients and a fertility of 
resources, until the Colonist became an inventor 
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and originator just as ‘‘ the Greek chiselled, the 
Venetian painted and the Italian sang.’’ 

When we consider in the light of modern armies 
the little bands of a few thousand poorly drilled 
troops, ill-fed, ill-clothed, ill-paid, which fought the 
battles of the revolution, we get an idea of the 
zeal and courage which made them prevail. It . 
was said that during the conquest of the Holy 
City by Richard of England Saladin expressed to 
him his wonder that with so shght a sword as 
Richard carried such great deeds could be per- 
formed. The answer of the lon-hearted King 
was to show the Saracen the muscles and the sinews 
of the arm that wielded his ghlttering blade. So, 
over the frail and tattered armies of Washington 
there hovered that inspiration that gave them 
strength and that patriotic devotion which gave 
them victory. The world has not only marvelled 
at their feats of arms, but it has never ceased to 
remark as well upon ‘The civil wonders that 
accompanied the long military struggle.” 

The war with England had.so weakened the nation 
that long after the Declaration the patriotism which 
had sustained and inspired it was to be severely 
tested in the years between 1781 and 1789. The 
United States was such only in name. The con- 
federation as a government could not tax; it could 
not control foreign commerce nor enforce authority 
by arrest and trial; there was no guarantee of con- 
gress but what must risk repudiation by the states; 
treaties could not be enforced; there was no public 
credit; the currency was worthless, and chaos marked 
alike the political and economic situation. Out of 
the threatened anarchy of the time majestically arose 
the spirit upon which it called. A patriotism, far 
higher and far nobler than that which had gone forth 
to battle, took the place of wearied armies and 
controlled the crisis which the nation faced. The 
quarrel of the states over the disputed territory 
beyond the Alleghanies was settled. The Ordi- 
nance of ’87 condemned in advance the practice of 
slavery in the northwest and the theory of secession 
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from the Union. And the efforts of Madison to 
preserve commercial interests among all the states 
ended in the Annapolis convention, which, although 
a failure in immediate results, was the forerunner 
of the convention at Philadelphia. 

Thus the majestic and conquering spirit, what- 
ever name you give it, which was at work between 
the Declaration and the Constitution was never at 
heart that of conquest or rebellion but revealed a 
streneth and power in civil life which were born and 
had their origin in the deeds of that mighty century 
from which they came,—the century in which began 
the modern life of Christendom. ‘“‘It is never to be 
forgotten, that wonderful century, which saw at its 
beginning the coronation of Elizabeth, and at its 
end the death of Cromwell;— the age of Grenville, 
Raleigh, Drake, of Bacon, Shakespeare, and the 
manhood of Milton,—that was the century in which 
the arts and aims of England, its resolute temper, 
and its sagadcious and liberal life, were solidly 
planted upon these shores.” And now this spirit, 
born of a hundred years before, threw from the | 
nation the burdens which pressed it down and adapted — 
itself to the blessings it had secured. The patriot- 
ism of the revolutionist became a passion in its 
intensity, not so much against the England from 
which they came as for the America toward which 
they journeyed.

Tue PERIOD OF THE CONSTITUTIONAL STRUGGLE. 


The men of the constitutional convention of 1787 
had reached that point from which they were ready 
to make almost any sacrifice of purpose, opinion 
or desire, in order to find a remedy for the old evils 
of the confederation. The patriotism of the country 
was tested in that struggle as perhaps never before 
nor since. Great minds rose to the great occasion 
and controlled its action. With Washington and 
Franklin stood Roger Sherman of Connecticut, 
Madison of Virginia, King of Massachusetts, and 
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Wilson of Pennsylvania, while over all dominated 
the master mind of Hamilton. 

What scene can crowd into our memories with 
ereater force than that struggle of Massachusetts 
which resulted in her adoption of the Constitution! 
Well might we seek for the pen of Macaulay: to 
describe it as he described the Hall of Wilham Rufus 
at the trial of Warren Hastings. In that historic 
presence grouped about the stately governor, in his 
costume of velvet and lace, were members of the 
Philadelphia convention, generals who had fought 
in the revolution, men eminent in politics and the 
professions, while mingling with them in stern and 
patriotic purpose were the toil-stained farmers, who 
but a year before had been enrolled under the banner 
of the rebel Shay. From such an assembly, unique 
in many ways, came at last the united effort of the 
patriots, and the discordant views of that famous 
gathering became reconciled in its final vote, in 
which were merged the fears of Nason and of King 
with the hopes of Bowdoin and of Adams. 

The first term of Washington’s administration 
‘ allowed the government to get established, but 
the Federal Constitution under which it existed 
was then and has been ever since largely the source 
of our political disputes. For years the new nation 
felt the effect of the disturbances in France. The 
naval arrogance of England threatened the stability 
of the new government abroad, and it was only by 
the tact and wisdom of the first president that 
the country preserved its integrity and strength. 
Through it all, however, we still may trace the 
fact that with each recurring crisis patriotism had 
kept pace with the political and material growth 
of the nation itself. The loyalty and suffering 
of the soldiers at Valley Forge was no greater than. 
the zeal of the national leaders during the second 
term of Washington; and the trying period of French 
hostility during the succeeding administration of 
Adams was controlled by an increasing love of 
country and its institutions, which neither foreign 
nor domestic difficulties was able to subdue. 
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The dawn of the nineteenth century witnessed 
that important event in the administration of the 
second president, —the appointment of Marshall to 
the Supreme Court. What greater patriot than he, 
who, far removed from thought of wars and con- 
quest or the strife of arms, with a clearness of 
mind approaching inspiration, divined the meaning 
of that foundation which the fathers had laid for 
the nation’s future? Following his great example, 
interpretation rather than amendment has been 
the method of dealing with constitutional prob- 
lems from his day to our own. . 

The war of 1812 found the country utterly 
unprepared for it. Parkman has said that “ the 
Colonist was not then an American; he was simply 
a provincial, and a narrow one.” ‘The declining 
fortunes of Napoleon had released British attention 
from France and redirected it against the United 
States. The people had cherished a feeling of 
anger towards England as the cause of the war, 
which made it more necessary to cultivate moder- 
ation and statesmanship at its close. 

Migration westward from northern and eastern 
states had now produced a people whose patriot- 
ism was unattached to any given patch of soil, 
but was to°include the whole nation. By the 
extension of western territory and its develop- 
ment the country led the way in showing that 
under the existing conditions of life, brotherhood 
and loyalty to a unifying idea could be maintained. 
With the growth of that wonderful pioneer life of 
the West, which has ever been one of the grandest 
movements in our history, the old life of the 
colonies and their successors, the states, in many 
ways narrow and harmful, became absorbed in 
a national zeal for the conquest of the western 
world. 

Stasicrates proposed to Alexander to have Mt. 
Athos carved into a statue of himself. But it is 
far better that a likeness of the people rather than 
of its ruler should be forever borne upon its moun- 
tains and its valleys,—and the impress of that 
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patriotism which had its source in the struggles of 
New England has been stamped forever upon the 
frontiers of the West.

THe PERIOD OF THE Civin War. 


The success of the contest with Great Britain and 
the adoption of the Constitution did not create the 
nation. ‘The Colonists had their freedom, but were 
not in possession of national’existence. The Consti- 
tution had provided a framework upon which to 
build, but the nation was even yet not firmly estab- 
lished. It remained for the civil war to finally 
secure national existence. The organization of 
the Federal Republic at first and for years resulted 
in a chaos of ideas and interests which brought on 
the rebellion, and until its end the evolution of the 
nation was suspended. ‘The uprising of the Ameri- 
can people after the attack on Sumter was, perhaps, 
the grandest indication of an inherent and slumber- 
ing love for national life in its ideal sense that history 
has ever seen. The war was not alone concerning 
slavery and its extension, but a struggle between 
local and national patriotism. The power of the 
slave interests was so great that up to as late as 
1845 petitions for the abolition of slavery and 
other measures clearly within congressional Jjuris- 
diction were persistently denied a hearing. Then 
was exhibited the strength and power of John 
Quincy Adams, who, during his service of nearly 
nine years at Washington, arose in his place day 


after day in a hostile congress to offer these , 


despised and rejected petitions. ‘‘Gag-rule,” so 
called, finally went down before the assaults of his 
magnificent patriotism, and the activities of John 
Brown, Sumner and Lincoln soon attracted the 
attention of the civilized world. The people said, 
‘“ Better one struggle of blood and gold than never- 
ending conflicts of pettiness,’ and unity became 
annealed in the furnace of civil war. 

The obstacle of slavery and the questions it 
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involved had been the only thing which stood in 
the way of that magnificent industrial development 
among the states which was witnessed in the early 
days of the nineteenth century. Aside from the 
issue of right or wrong in the causes of the war, it 
was vital to our national existence and prosperity 
that the North should prove too strong to allow 
the breaking up of the Union into petty republics, 
whose wrangling history would have been equalled 
only by that of Spanish America. 

Out of the trying period of reconstruction that 
patriotism for the unity and rights of single states 
which had striven to uphold the doctrine of secession 
awakened the South to a condition of unparalleled 
prosperity in the years between 1877 and 1895. 
Its industrial and material power began to show 
itself and the people seemed to forget much of 
the past in a newly found experience which had 
developed this prosperity of the present out of the 
lethargy and inertia which had been theirs so long. 
This patriotic progress has gone on up to our own 
times, when the war with Spain revealed again to 
the Southern patriots how far they had advanced 
from the former prejudices and seclusion which stood 
in the way of their success. Fitzhugh Lee and Joseph 
Wheeler became leaders from the South in vying 
with the leaders of the North and West to show 
their zeal for the nation. This contest gave the 
South a new era to look back upon, and no doubt 
diverted their attention from that bitter strife which 
had devastated their fields of industry and black- 
ened the firesides of their domestic life. 

Since 1900 the Southern products have risen from 
one-half billion to two and one-half billion; their 
spindles from six millions to ten millions; their . 
assessed property from five thousand two hundred 
and sixty-six millions to eight thousand millions, 
and their bank deposits from eighty-seven millions 
to one hundred and seventy-one millions, so that 
in our day an industrial as well as a political 
revolution has come to mark the passing of the 
“solid South.” 
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In spite of the changes following the war,— our 
increasing wealth, the apparent ignoring of cer- 
tain laws, the centralization of financial and polit- 
ical power, a short-sighted commercial policy, . 
the divisions between classes and all the elements 
of a revolution in our national lfe that have 
caused anxiety and consternation,—it has been also 
apparent that the heart of the nation at its core 
is sound, that the healthy indignation which has 
its source in righteousness still exists, that there 
would arise avengers for great wrongs and that 
whatever blots might be upon the nation’s shield 
could not dim its brightness. In 1854 thinking 
men were compelled to decide whether there should 
be a limit to the slave power or not; in 1861 they 
had to say whether the nation should live or die; 
they judged correctly in each case and the patriot- 
ism which prompted these decisions was more 
than equalled at the close of the war by the peace- 
ful disbanding of the armies, the absence of reprisals 
and the payment of debt. | 

There was no war in history before which re- 
lated alone to hostile theories of government and 
not to’ dynasty, conquest or creed. Yet at its 
close, with swiftly following harmony, it was demon- 
strated that each was ready to believe that the 
other was prompted by patriotic motives. The 
impeachment of Johnson, following the period of 
reconstruction, created a new test for the love of 
the institutions it had secured. Under Grant’s 
administration, demoralization in the civil service, 
the vicious use of money in elections, the disap- 
pearance of statesmen from public life, political 
scandals and Indian frauds created a condition 
in our affairs of far greater public peril than any 
situation that confronts us to-day. Then came 
the panic of 1873 and the campaign for the presi- 
dency in 1876. Meeting the dangers of civil strife 
over the acts of returning boards and the elec- 
toral commission with calm and patriotic states- 
manship, the people devoted themselves during 
the administration of Hayes to that struggle for 
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civil service reform which reached its crisis at the 
death of Garfield. The campaign of slander and 
personal abuse which resulted in the election of 
Cleveland taught the nation a severe lesson; and 
its good sense decreed that such scenes in our 
national political life should never occur again. 

The people gave themselves up to the develop- 
ment of their own prosperity, put an end to bayonet 
rule in the South, decreased the national debt, and 
eave aid and encouragement to the spirit of inven- 
tion, which allowed the development of electricity 
to begin that peaceful revolution in the realms of 
science which has transformed half the activities of 
human life. 


IV. 


Our Own TIMES. 


Corruption in political life, ‘the scramble of 
parties for the public purse,” a basis of business 
not uniformly honest, occasional outbreaks of law- 
lessness, the centralization of wealth and political 
power have resulted in the croakings of prophets 
of evil; but the better view of modern conditions 
seems to warrant the belief that the people are 
still competent to remedy these situations. We 
are suffering unforeseen evils, but we are enjoying 
unforeseen blessings. The failure of some experi- 
ment in our government is not an overthrow of 
the state. The tendency of civilization is more 
significant than its condition. ,We can take a 
better view of human nature than Carlyle, who 
refers to government as the power to educe honesty 
out of the united action of a world of knaves. It 
is more helpful that we should turn at such a time 
to the words of Milton, although the voice comes to 
us after three hundred years. ‘‘ For this is not 
the liberty which we can hope, that no grievance 
should arise in the Commonwealth — that let no 
man in this world expect; but when complaints 
are freely heard, deeply considered and speedily 
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reformed, then is the utmost bound of civil liberty 
attained that wise men look for.’’ 

* We must not forget that education, science and 
religion have never ceased their work. The proph- 
ets have been heard before; they will be heard again. 
America is ever going to destruction but never 
gets there. It is no new cry that the president 
is becoming.a despot and the “slave of poten- 
tates,’ and our senate an “oligarchy.” Hamilton 
even predicted that the nation would not exist more 
than thirty years. Before the death of Washington 
De Warville saw our doom in “ the ravages of luxury,” 
and no ‘period of to-day’s strife for wealth equals 
that of 1834-1836. But “‘the national conscience 
responds to admonition.”’ 

I take rather the view of John Graham Brooks, 
who sees a steady growth and improvement in 
our day in wages, health, language, education, 
religion, legislation, inheritance laws, politics and 
the press. It is not because it is the ‘‘ Fourth,” but 
because it is the fact. that we pride ourselves upon 
more schools to the square mile, more colleges to 
the county, more universities to the state, print 
more books, read more newspapers, have more 
libraries and churches to the population, show 
greater improvement in health and criminal sta- 
tistics than any other land, and we take heart in 
these things rather than in our power and wealth. 

The Constitution itself has stood the test of the 
years. and the American people in all their wanderings 
have ever remained loyal at. heart to the ideals 
established by the founders of the republic. We 
should remember that all of the wars in which the 
nation has been engaged, save one, have been for 
principles and not for territory or power. The 
revolution was a triumph of liberty; the war of 1812 
was for human rights; the civil war was a struggle 
for national life, and the war with Spain was one of 
humanity. But in the revolution, the war of 1812, 
the civil war and the Spanish war, the real patriot- 
ism of the people developed not so much during the 
struggles as at their close. The patriotism that 
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won these conflicts was superb, and yet it was 
succeeded and supplemented by a nobler and 
truer sentiment which was required and which was 
ready at handin times of peace. The zeal of the 
patriot to take up arms and protect or advance his 
country’s interests is spontaneous; but the truer 
patriot is he who in the quiet scenes of peace can 
plan farsighted projects for his country’s good. 
If it is true, as Marshall said in 1788, that the 
exigencies of nations are commensurate to their 
resources, what fear have we of the future’? 

It is said we are becoming victims of too many 
laws, and the American love for ‘‘labor-saving 
devices” is creating by legislation a substitute for 
increased activity on the part of the citizen. But 
this is a nuisance rather than a peril. No one who 
takes the time to read the laws of congress for a 
session or of the state for a year can fail to see in 1t 
all more of good than ill; a spirit of humanitarian 
advance permeating the whole,— much that is ingen- 
iously planned for personal and selfish gain but far 
more for the good of all. In pure food laws, in 
support of the unfortunate, in the training of youth, 
in the care of criminals, in the cure of disease, the 
trend of legislation is toward a patriotism which is 
intelligent and practical. 

It is said we have entered upon a career of colon- 
ization. The homely phrase of John Randolph, 
“We are a great’ land animal and our business 1s 
on shore,’ seems to have been disregarded. In 
these times, when many public men are apprehen- 
sive of the extension of our power beyond our 
own domain, we have yet to discover how far the 
patriotism which would exultantly lead us into 
conquest is to be moderated and controlled by the 
wiser patriotism which would center its erowth 
and: force upon our own domestic advancement. 
Joseph Cook’s prediction that Plymouth Rock 
would become the cornerstone of a factory is safer 
than the prediction of so-called imperialism. They - 
who would be disturbed by this latter prediction 
should be reminded that even the Royal Gover- 
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nor Pownal, before the days of the Declaration, 
discussed this evil of our becoming a “ world power,” 
but dismissed it with the saying that the young 
Hercules would be able to strangle the serpents 
in its cradle. ; 
Remember that men and their ideals pass on, 
but the world of substance and material does not 
change. ‘The stars that glittered over the Pilgrim’s 
cradle and the Indian’s camp are in the heavens 
still. The flowers that smile from fields to-day 
have bloomed to delight the ages since man began 
to love the beautiful and fair. So, while the 
patriotism which is merely retrospective may not 
change, while men’s love of conquest and of gain 
may still persist, that purpose which steadfastly 
encounters the duty of the hour never ceases or 
lessens, but constantly strengthens and develops; 
not alone a devotion to country, but the striving 
to be worthy of it in daily life. The very develop- 
ment of our land extends the limits of our patri- 
otism; and if this is true, it must follow that it 
is always to be a growth. An increasing familiarity 
with its natural resources, the beauty of the land, 
the mountains, the rivers, the valleys and the sea, 
increases our love for them, and with that increase 
there grows alongside it, and corresponding to it 
in force, an affection for the institutions which 
have there found their home, and which with the 
increasing development of the years will still live 
and grow. 
| Montesquieu’s words have proved false: “If av 
republic is small, it is destroyed by a foreign power; 
if it is large, it is destroyed by internal disorder.”’ 
No western society or state is really threatened 
with destruction. The attempt to prevent it will 
be too vigorous in the face of actual need. Our 
belief in progress; the increased desire for comfort; 
the scientific spirit; the assumption of social re- 
sponsibility, — all assure us that every means for 
continued existence will be tried, and no defect in 
our system of government will be permitted long to 
exist. The great awakening over re-forestation and 
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the conservation of our natural resources shows as 
ereat a patriotism to meet a greater peril than would 
be aroused by threatened invasions of foreign powers. 
Read the story of this great movement if you doubt 
the spoken word. 

The republic must change, but that must not cause 
us fear. Change has been the law in monarch- 
ies and republics,— English, Greek, Venetian. The 
United States with its fifty republics, each all the 
time experimenting with the government, must 
change as well. But we adapt new institutions 
to altered popular sentiment, and find increased 
patriotism to offset real or imagined dangers as they 
arise. ‘‘The nation must climb and not slip.” 

Has our patriotism grown so that it can be equal 
to the great question of immigration? This matter 
has been the subject of many a speaker who has 
preceded me, and its importance warrants its 
repeated consideration. In earliest days the stream, 
though infinitely smaller, was no less complex,— 
the French to the north, the Dutch to the south, 
the Scotch in North Carolina and the Spanish in 
Florida. New York in Colonial days was propor- 
tionately as representative of many lands and tongues 
almost as it is to-day. The first code of laws of that 
great state was published in three languages, while 
the little village that Stuyvesant surrendered had 
eighteen spoken within the limits of what is now 
the city of New York. 

Europe in population has slightly over a hundred 
people to the square mile, while our own country 
has something over twenty. Cosmopolitan immigra- 
tion is not then to, be feared; extended immigra- 
tion is not to be feared; it is the character of the 
immigration alone that furnishes us concern. We 
should have more to do and say about these people 
as they enter “the land of opportunity.” The 
refuge of the starving peasant must not become 
the asylum of the criminal and the diseased; but 
with these eliminated the gateway of the New World 
need not close. The idea that the limit of the 
national power of assimilation had been reached was 
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urged as long ago as 1825. DeTocqueville and Harriet 
Martineau repeated it. It carried alarm almost to 
a crisis in 1840. But the present situation is far 
from being critical. America to-day is the land of 
homes, and immigration is making it so, as these 
people seek a new refuge here because the old has 
been denied them. Developing the central idea of 
Aryan ancestry through centuries of time, the unity 
and value of the family relation have built up among 
our mingled population a love and reverence for the 
fireside and the home which national wealth and 
ambition still respect. _We long for travel, but we 
long to return. We would see the wonders of the 
Nile valley, but reject at once the thought of it as a 
dwelling place. Here the future opens to the stars; 
there it narrows to aslit in the sky. The very living 
and legislating for a land between the oceans east 
and west and the snows and tropics north and 
south is in itself an inspiration. If, then, we regu- 
late its character, can we not believe that there is 
to be a measureless patriotism growing out of this 
measureless flood of new manhood? Remember 
that at best the Yankee cannot last. The foreign 
born may yet outnumber the native born, and 
the question then will be, is our love for it all 
to become theirs? 

It is instructive in considering our own progress as 
a republic to recall the fact that of the forty-four 
_ principal independent nations of the world to-day 
twenty-three are republics, six of which are federal 
like our own. Out of twenty-one monarchies, four- 
teen have representative parliamentary institutions 
with nominal crowned monarchs in partial control, 
while only seven are now real autocracies. This 
means that the Declaration which we honor to-day 
has been not merely a national affair, but that its 
results have been world-wide. Our national pride 
resulting from this march of democracy must be 
not only for progress, but because of its charac- 
teristics. Remember, in population we are behind 
the Empire of China. In the history of warfare. 
we are excelled by the bands of Tartary, and our 
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wealth is a thing of recent growth. The real source 
of our pride should be that whenever we hear that 
‘“oovernments derive their just powers from the 
consent of the governed,” we come back home and 
to the Declaration. 

True patriotism, let us believe to-day, is that 
each shall do some small part of the great whole. 
Too many are doing all the bad things and too 
few are doing all the good things in our political 
life. If this concentration of the activities for the 
good could be weakened so that each would do a 
little rather than idly expect a few to do it all, 
the dangers which confront us would lose their 
terror and their force. ‘‘Civil evils are the measure 
of the citizen’s apathy”; but as pestilence may 
come from the microbe, a contagion of good may 
come from individual devotion to public duties. 

Again, there may be as many patriots in mercan- 
tile, in domestic life as in that which is called pub- 
lic life. The mere fact that we have more careers 
open to ability than in the days of Jefferson does 
not make it true that patriots are fewer. The 
revolution has been called ‘‘the swing of the tide 
and not the spurt of a geyser.” The swing of the 
tide to-day is along the lines of a patriotism and 
country love which are strong because they are per- 
sonal and practical, extending to every walk in life. 
But that tide needs to reach a higher level. We buy 
shares of stock and feverishly watch its rise and 
fall; may we not better watch the expenditure of 
the public funds which come from us and go to make 
up an investment for the education of our children 
and the protection of our homes? We do not want 
patriots who are oblivious to social needs. We do 
not want patriots who do not vote, and we can get 
along with constantly diminishing numbers of those 
whose accounts do not balance although their hearts 
beat strong for their native land! 

As I listen and as I read there comes to me one 
discordant note in the anthem, one inconsistent page 
in the record. We of New England need to renew 
our patriotism. The nation as a whole, I argue, has 
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witnessed a steady growth in country love and 
material advancement; but that portion of it which 
was the cradle of our struggles and the source of our 
hopes has not kept pace with the greater areas and 
ereater interests which have grown up with the 
renaissance of the South and West. From the New 
Kngland fireside has gone forth most that is best in 
the American character and spirit. Her wealth built 
the railroads, developed the mines and cultivated 
the prairies, whose products have made the nation 
rich and great. Her sons, native and adopted, have 
gone forth to become the pioneers and founders of 
creat states and industries. It is time that the 
stream of manhood and of wealth should turn in its 
course back over the rugged mountains and peaceful 
valleys whence it flowed, and seek once more its 
home. We are too critical rather than too patriotic 
here in Boston and New England. We growl and 
fear rather than correct and hope. And it has come 
to be true that we can get a better atmosphere in 
which to judge our institutions and our needs in 
Oregon than in Vermont! 

Goethe said that to be abreast of the times was 
- achievement enough to make a man a genius. How 
many of us are patriots to the extent of understand- 
ing the form of government under which we live 
and taking the full part of a citizen in its conduct? 
How many remember that ‘“‘the intervention of the 
subject in national affairs is a necessary guarantee 
of individual liberty.”’ 

We love the nation and the state; but we must 
love the city and the town. The modern awaken- 
ing in municipal affairs all over the land is to me 
far more than an offset and a safeguard to all the 
croakings and the grumblings of those prophets of 
our impending dissolution who have dragged at 
the chariot wheels of our progress for a hundred 
years. I grant that to leave politics to the poli- 
tician is as fatal to the state as to leave its 
territories to the defence of mercenaries; but the 
record of the past, as I read it, convinces me 
that no peril has been too great for the strength 
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which was at. hand to resist it. Our heritage is 
far too precious and our surroundings far too 
encouraging to permit the surrender of either. 
No Tudor’s power, no luxury of the Stuarts, no 
prosperity in the days of Anne was sufficient to 


ceive the wealthiest noble what our humblest 
laborer may enjoy to-day; and yet we overlook 
the bettered condition of the poor in our con- 
cern about the padded fortunes of the rich! As 
science awakens new wants which are met by 
the progress of invention, so war and revolution 
have created new conditions which should arouse a 
nobler patriotism. 

History records a constantly progressive course 
of scenes and events, and no portion of it has been 
free from some form of the patriot’s activity. ‘The 
race is‘a vast caravan,” forever moving, but while 
seeming oft’times to pitch its camp and halt upon 
its march, it is finally discovered to be still advanc- 
ing and with new actors and new heroes regains 
what has been lost by delay or defeat. So side 
by side with this advance in civilization we shall 
discover the marching legions of the patriot. “Yet 
through the ages of the combat the mistress be- 
loved as with human affections, of whom poets 
sing, for whom heroes die, is still unseen and her 
voice unheard. But in some happy hour of bivouac 
the musing soldier hears the hum of cities and 
inland mills, sees golden harvests waving out of 
sight, sees men and women walking and working, 
parents and children of freemen, and bending 
over all the benediction of the summer sky; and 
the musing soldier of that great army in the harvest 
and the murmur knows that he sees and hears, 
as they can only be seen and heard, the face and 
the voice of the mistress he loves and worships.” 

To take up once more our problems — what 
have we done to solve them? Have we not seen 
that our modern civilization, while changing the 
character and expression of the patriot’s activity 
has not weakened its extent and force? Has it 
not been shown that the great crises of our history 
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have encountered a strengthened love and courage 
with which to wage the battles of civil life? Can 
we not believe that love of country has never been 
lost or overcome in the wealth and luxury of modern 
times? And can we not say that with the increased 
publicity and criticism of public affairs our interest 
and activity regarding them has developed and 
erown stronger? 

We need not be prophetic but we can be hope- 
ful. With all this growth, not only in national 
pride but national sincerity, criticism need not 
portend disaster. ‘‘ We boast our light but if 
we look not wisely on the sun itself it smites us 
into darkness’; still the foundation already laid 
is sufficient for the republic; and our only peril 
that is real is the management of our own pros- 
perity. 

It is not to some fabled Utopia or Island of the 
Blest that we need turn our thoughts and hopes; 
but rather toward the belief that this land of the 
ciant in every field of present effort is to be 
as well the land of the future in every triumph 
of worthy endeavor. 


He speaks not well who doth his time deplore, 
Naming it new and little and obscure, 

Ignoble and unfit for lofty deeds. 

All times were modern in the time of them, 
And this no more than others. Do thy part 
Here in the living day, as did the great 

Who made old daysimmortal!. So shall men 
Gazing far back to this far-looming hour, 

Say: ‘Then the time when men were truly men; 
Though wars grew less, their spirits met the test 
Of new conditions; conquering civic wrong; 
Saving the state anew by virtuous lives; 
Guarding the country’s honor as their own, 
And their own as their country’s and their son’s; 
Defying leagued fraud with single truth; 

Nor fearing loss, and daring to be pure.

FINAL REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
TO INVESTIGATE THE CONDITIONS OF THE 
ACCOMMODATIONS FOR *PERSONS AWAITING 
TRIAL IN VARIOUS MUNICIPAL COURT BUILD- 
INGS. 


City oF Boston, 
BoarD OF ALDERMEN, June 14, 1909. 


The special committee of the Board of Aldermen appointed 
to make an investigation of the conditions of the accommo- 
dations for persons awaiting trial in the various municipal 
court buildings of the city begs leave to submit the following 
final report: . 

During the past winter a special committee, consisting of 
the undersigned, was appointed by the Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen to investigate the conditions of the accom- 
modations for persons awaiting trial throughout the city. 
This committee personally inspected all the police stations 
in the city, most of the sub-stations, the central station at 
Pemberton square, and the County Jail on Charles street. 
After this careful inspection the members of your committee 
decided to study the question of accommodations for persons 
awaiting trial, from a theoretical, as well as from a practical, 
point of view. We therefore examined exhaustively the 
authorities on prison reform, with special attention to the 
aecommodations of those who have not yet been condemned. 
We have consulted with Commissioner O’Meara, to whom 
we wish to express our thanks for the valuable assistance 
which he has rendered us. Our next step was to draw up a 
series of questions relating to this matter, based on what 
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we had learned from a comparison of the actual conditions 
existing in Boston with the conditions recommended by the 
authorities on the subject. These questions were submitted 
to Commissioner O’Meara, who called together his police 
captains, and returned to us their answers. We also sent 
these questions to the heads of the police departments of 
eight of the largest. cities in the United States. We take 
pleasure in thanking the heads of these departments for the 
courtesy which they showed us in answering our questions, 
and for the interest which they took in our investigation. 
Finally, we wish to thank District Attorney Arthur D. Hill, 
and the Prison Association of Massachusetts,? who rendered 
us extremely valuable assistance in our attempt to make 
the public realize the condition of affairs existing in this city. 


Facts. 


In dealing with the conditions as they now exist in Boston, 
we shall say little about the accommodations for the police 
officers and for the administration of justice, except that 
they are very cramped. We shall confine our attention 
almost entirely to the condition of the cells where persons 
awaiting trial are kept. The situation in Boston may be 
briefly summarized as follows: 


1. The cells are in the basement below the level 
of the ground; are often flooded, and are still more 
often damp. 

2. The cells are so dark that it is hard to tell 
whether they are occupied or not. In some it is 
hardly possible to see one’s hand before one’s face. 

3. The ventilation of the cells is very bad, and 
consists usually of the small door and a hole in the 
back about a foot square through which no air passes. 
The door opens into a hall, at one end of which is a 
window. 

4. Almost all the cells have only small doors, 
instead of their entire front being open, with iron 
bars. Such cells as exist here are forbidden by law 
in Minnesota. 

5. The plumbing is very bad. Almost all the 
bowls are flushed from the outside at irregular inter- 
vals. In most of the stations the bowls are all attached 
to one pipe, so that if one becomes stuffed up they 
are all rendered useless. The conditions arising from 
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this state of affairs are as bad as one could possibly 
imagine. The committee did not have to use its 
imagination. 

6. In most of the station houses there are no 
separate quarters for women. They are kept in cells 
immediately adjoining those of the men, and within 
such a short distance that everything which the men 
say can be heard by the women, and vice versa. 

7. In most of the station houses there are no 
separate quarters for minors. 

8. In most of the station houses the number of 
cells is so limited that two or three are very often kept 
in each cell. 

9. The walls of the cells, in most of the stations, 
are rough and full of cracks, where it is practically 
impossible to exterminate vermin. The committee 
in one place actually saw vermin on the bench of 
the cell. 


The conditions which have just been described, of course, 
prevail to a greater extent in some stations than in others. 
The County Jail on Charles street is remarkably good, espe- 
cially in the women’s quarters. Station 14 at Brighton, 
and the ‘sub-station in West Roxbury, in the Old Highland 
Club, are both good. The new Roxbury Courthouse has 
good accommodations for persons awaiting trial. In the 
City Prison, at Pemberton square, the conditions are good 
on the Somerset street side. On the side facing the court 
the cells have not sufficient light or ventilation, and in the 
women’s quarters there are many objectionable features. 
Station 16 on Boylston street, near Hereford street, is better 
than most of the police stations, since it has open-front cells 
surrounded by windows. Station 1 on Hanover street has 
the open-front cells, but the windows in the cell rooms open 
on to a stable yard, which is objectionable. In Stations 11 
and 13, Jamaica Plain and Dorchester, the physical conditions 
are bad, but the number of arrests is so limited that 
immediate necessity for improvements is not great. The 
same is true of Station 12 at City Point. But in the city 
stations, numbered 2, 3, 4 and 5, the Roxbury stations and 9 
and 10, South Boston Station 61, East Boston Station 7, 
Charlestown Station 15 and the courthouse at South Boston, 
the conditions are very bad indeed. The four city stations 
have one mitigating feature, namely, persons sent to 
these stations are transferred to the central prison at Pember- 
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g ° 
ton square as soon as possible. All these stations which we 
have just mentioned are in the condition described above, 
and all should be changed. The detention rooms of the 
Superior Court in the Pemberton Square Courthouse was 
also visited by us and was found to be in a very disgraceful 
condition, as will be set forth later. 


PRINCIPLES INVOLVED. 


The situation just described is, in the opinion of your com- 
mittee, a menace to the public health and a menace to public 
morals. It is well recognized among medical men that 
persons under the influence of liquor (who constitute a large 
proportion of the persons held for trial) are peculiarly sus- 
ceptible to diseases of all kinds, since their powers of resist- 
ance have been weakened. It is also well recognized among 
medical men that disease germs thrive in places where there 
is little light and fresh air, and where there is dampness and 
bad plumbing. Yet in nearly all the station houses of Boston 
dozens of such men and women, peculiarly susceptible to 
disease, are crowded, two or three in a cell, in places pecu- 
liarly fitted for the activity of disease germs. In short, 
if the city had been trying to find some method especially 
calculated for the spread of disease, it could not have dis- 
covered a better system for that purpose than the one actually 
existing and allowed to continue in its police stations. 

The menace to the public morals is just as serious. It is 
frequently said — ‘‘Why waste sympathy on such a poor 
class of men’? . It is not so much “sympathy” with the 
so-called ‘‘low class” as it is a desire to prevent the spread 
of moral disease that is behind a movement like this. Any- 
one who gives the matter thought can see for himself that 
indiscriminate association of persons held for trial is a pro- 
lific source of crime. Suppose, for example, a boy of seven- 
teen is arrested for a first offence, and has to spend two 
nights and days in a cell next to a confirmed criminal. Can 
any good citizen fail to see the danger of association like 
that? Yet this is done constantly. Much more could be 
said on this point if it were not such an obvious one that 
argument is really unnecessary. 

Those who have really thought about the matter have 
recognized that conditions like this existing in Boston are a 
menace to public health and public morals. As far back as 
1887, the Howard Association of London took the matter 
up in that city. In a pamphlet issued by it, entitled “‘ Uncon- 
victed Prisoners,” it says:

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In October, 1886, the Committee of the Howard Association, in their 
annual report then issued, stated as follows in reference to the shocking 
state of the “‘accommodation” of prisoners awaiting trial (many of whom, 
it must be remembered, are quite innocent) in a considerable proportion 
of the courthouses in which the assizes and sessions are held in England 
and Wales: ‘‘There remain in some localities underground places of 
detention for prisoners awaiting trial, where there is hardly a glimmer 
of daylight, and in which poor wretches are crowded, perhaps for days, 
with horrid sanitary arrangements, and this, too, at the times when their 
lives and liberties are at stake and should require the accused to have 
all their faculties about them. This is an abominable state of things. 
But it actually exists in England at the present time. And, meanwhile, 
some of the local authorities who are responsible for it resist injunctions 
to improve these places on the score of expense.”’ 

A London police. officer states in the “Pall Mall Gazette” that the 
cells at the Old Bailey, ‘“‘below the court,” are ‘“‘unfit for beasts to herd 
in.’ But both at the Old Bailey and at the Middlesex Sessions House, 
as in many similar courts elsewhere, the innocent and the guilty awaiting 
trial are exposed to filthy and blasphemous remarks from their fellow- 
prisoners. The officer just quoted adds: “The passages resound with 
‘God blind me,’ the boxes are little hells, and the women are worse than 
the men.” 

One of the most experienced of English Prison Governors informed the 
secretary of the Howard Association that he had known serious evils to 
result to innocent persons merely in consequence of their being for a short 


._ time exposed to the gaze or companionship of habitual criminals whilst 


waiting together in the courthouse before trial. 

The persons awaiting trial should, in general, be accommodated with 
separate cells, accessible to daylight. . . . The requirements of common 
decency should be provided. But the committee state that, “Tried by 
these tests, there are few, indeed, of the places in which prisoners are 
confined when awaiting trial which satisfy all, or even any considerable 
portion of them.” 


In 1877, at Newport, R. I., a prison reform conference 
was held at which most of the experts on the subject. were 
assembled. At this conference an “outline draft,’’ formu- 
lated by Dr. Wines, the eminent specialist on prison reform, 
was submitted and adopted by the conference. 

Section 8 of this outline draft begins as follows: 


The station house or lockup.— We now come to the treatment of adult 
criminality. Here the first institution of the series is the station house, 
or police station; a class of prisons whose population exceeds, probably, 
twice told, if not more, than all others put together. No further 
statement is required to show their importance and need of attention. 

The multitude perhaps scarcely realize the existence of such prisons, 
and the few who do, knowing that the inmates are put there for a night 
or a day, or, it may be, a few hours only, think it a matter of small moment 
how they are treated, or under what circumstances-of discomfort placed. 
It is here, emphatically, in these primary schools of corruption and degra- 
dation, that the first work of prison reform must begin; and the increased 
attention they have been receiving of late is a pleasing token of progress 
in the humanities of prison discipline. ‘ 

The right construction and management of lockups are. subjects that 
challenge careful thought and study. If the principle obsta principiis — 
stop the beginnings of evil—be a law of moral government, then the 
lockup is the point where the prison reformer must commence his work 
if he would do it well, since on the moral condition in which his previous 
imprisonments have left the culprit will depend, in great measure, the 
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reformatory action of the house of correction or the state prison; for 
how can we raise a man up in whom there is nothing left of moral stamina 
upon which we can lay hold? 

The needed reform here requires that these prisons be constructed and 
managed on the following principles: . 

1. Such an enlargement of accommodations, at whatever cost (for 
it will be cheapest in the end), as will furnish a separate cell for each inmate. 

2. A complete fulfillment of the laws of sanitary science in respect to 
ventilation, cleanliness, etc. . . . . 

The indiscriminate association of persons held for trial we believe to 
be a prolific source of crime; and, further, that all prisons used for deten- 
tion and safe custody of such persons should be constructed and admin- 
istered in such manner as to prevent such association. 


These principles, enunciated years ago, are undeniable and 
fundamental; yet, as has been pointed out, they are being 
violated every day in almost all the station houses of the 
City of Boston. This is due, of course, not to the manage- 
ment of the Police Department, but to the fact that the 
stations were built at a time when men were unfamiliar 
with the now well recognized principles of prison reform. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


A ereat deal of money must be spent by the city before 
this grievous state of affairs is remedied. Your committee, 
realizing that the city cannot afford to do everything in one 
year, recommends that the following steps be taken at once 
as a Start in the right direction: 


1. Make such changes and alterations in the 
detention room of the Superior Court as will render 
the same decent. 

2. Erect in Charlestown a new combination court- 
house and police station. 

3. Erect in South Boston a new courthouse. 

4. Erect in East Boston a new combination court- 
house and police station. 


The detention room can probably be bettered at small 
expense, and should be attended. to while changes are being 
made at the courthouse. The room itself is only about 
15 feet square, with one window on the north side. There 
have been as many as 127 persons in the room at one time. 
Thirty or forty are often there. To reach the second session 
from the detention room, persons awaiting trial have to be 
taken through the first session, past the judge and jury, and 
the witnesses and spectators. Moreover, there is no separate 
or sufficient accommodation for women, who now sit crowded 
together on one settee in a corner of the room, next the court 
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officers, separated from the men prisoners only by a wire net- 
work. There is but one toilet room for both men and women. 
To reach it the women have to pass through the main deten- 
tion room, filled with men. Such conditions should not be 
allowed to continue. 

Your committee has picked out Charlestown, South Boston 
and East Boston as the places where beginnings should be 
made, for various reasons. In the first place, the court 
accommodations, and also the accommodations for police 
officers, are very bad indeed in all these places. New build- 
ings are needed on this account, as well as on account of the 
outrageous condition of the cells. The cell room in Charles- 
town is as bad as any cell room in the city, with the exception 
of Station 2. The general conditions are far worse than in 
Station 2, because the number of arrests in Station 2 is 
comparatively light, and these are sent as soon as possible to 
the Central Prison at Pemberton square; whereas in Charles- 
town the number of arrests is very large, and those arrested 
have to stay in the cells until their trial is reached or until 
released. In Charlestown there are eighteen cells in a double 
tier, the lower tier being partly below ground. Of these 
cells two are reserved for women, in no way separated from 
the cells for the men. On the Seventeenth of June, 1908, 
there were six men in a cell. On almost every Sunday in 
the year there are from two to three men in the cells. The cells 
are dark and badly ventilated. The best, in fact the only, 
way of realizing the actual conditions is to go and examine 
the cells and cell rooms. 

In South Boston the cells are occupied for only about 
an hour and half or two hours each day, but the conges- 
tion is greater there than anywhere else. There are four 
cells below the level of the ground, each about 84 feet long, 
7 feet high and 54 feet wide. They open onto a passage 
8 feet wide and 24 feet long, partly filled by a sink and a 
furnace. A window, 3’ by 4 feet, at one end has to be kept 
closed because of the children on the streets. At the other 
end of the passage is a door opening into a stable yard, with 
a small window in it. This window is the only means of 
ventilation, as the air holes in the cells afford practically 
no ventilation. One cell at each end is reserved for women 
and for minors. In the two central cells the men are 
placed, and they average fourteen a day. In other words, 
in a cell just large enough to accommodate with decency 
one man, there are crowded seven every day. The closets 
here, as in Charlestown, are flushed from the outside at 
irregular intervals. 
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In East Boston the courthouse and police station are on 
opposite sides of the street. The cells in the summer are 
often flooded with water. They are below ground, dark and 
badly ventilated. Though not in such bad condition as those 
in Charlestown, the East Boston situation has one very bad 
feature: Persons awaiting trial are led across the street and 
through a school yard, in order to reach the court room. The 
effect of this upon the children can be readily imagined. 

It has been suggested that a small sum of money spent in 
repairing and remodeling the present buildings in Charles- 
town and South Boston would do away with the existing 
evils. Your committee sincerely hopes that such a course 
will not be adopted. In the first place, the building in South 
Boston is not worth spending $35,000 on. It was built in 
1869 for an armory, and has been remodeled since then into 
a courthouse. The chairman of the committee went over the 
building from roof to cellar with an expert builder, who 
declared that if an individual owned the building he would 
not entertain for an instant the idea of trying to remodel the ~ 
present structure. 

In Charlestown the City Hall is in better condition, and 
there is a large amount of vacant space in it. But to make 
the necessary changes, and to get a modern, up-to-date and 
decent police station and courthouse, it is the opinion of 
your committee that a much larger sum than $35,000 would 
be necessary. Moreover, it is a serious question whether the 
site of the present courthouse and police station is the one best 
suited for the purposes. In coming to this conclusion, your 
committee weighed carefully the statements of certain archi- 
tects, who have reported that the necessary changes could 
be made for $35,000, and the statements of certain experts 
in matters connected with building, that they could not be 
done. 

It must be borne in mind that in making changes now we 
must look ahead and determine what is economical in the 
long run, and not what will involve the least expenditure this 
year. Moreover, care must be taken in remedying the present 
evils to really remedy them, and not to take half-way meas- 
ures. Your committee recommends strongly that the fol- 
lowing principles be insisted upon: 


1. There should be enough cells so that usually 
there should be only one in the cell, and never more 
than two in a cell. 

2. Each cell should have plenty of light and air 
and should be kept clean. 
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3. Each cell should be above ground and free 
from dampness. 

4. Each cell should have its entire front open with 
iron bars. 

5. Each cell should have a separate system of 
plumbing with automatic flushing. » 

6. The cells for women and minors should be 
entirely separate and out of hearing of those of the 
men and from each other. 


If any citizen is in doubt as to whether $35,000 is or is 
not large enough to really remedy existing evils, or is in 
doubt as to whether the spending of $35,000 is true economy 
. or short-sighted parsimony, your committee urges such citizen 
to examine the buildings for himself, bearing in mind during 
the examination the changes demanded by public health and 
public morals. We feel sure that the opinion of all thinking 
citizens will be practically unanimous that $35,000 spent in 
either of these buildings will not make the changes demanded 
by public health and public morals, and will be short-sighted 
parsimony. 

We urge that every citizen of Boston take upon himself. 
personally the duty of examining these conditions and deter- 
mine what should be done. We feel sure that whoever real- 
izes what the conditions in Boston are, and how vitally these 
conditions affect public health and public morals, will also 
realize that this state of affairs must cease, and this dis- 
erace to the city must be wiped out, no matter what the 
cost. The morals and the health of a large proportion of 
our people are too vital a matter to be trampled under foot 
for the sake of saving a few dollars.

OPINION OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF POLICE, THE 
PROPERTY CLERK AND THE CAPTAINS OF THE FIF- 
TEEN LAND DIVISIONS OF THE BOSTON POLICE 
DEPARTMENT IN RESPONSE TO QUESTIONS ASKED 
BY ALDERMEN MATTHEW HALE AND JOHN J. ATT- 
RIDGE, A COMMITTEE OF THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


1. Q. Should the cells be in the basement of the building or should 
they be entirely above ground? A. Above ground. 

2. Q. Should the cell room, when possible, be built in an ell and 
separate from the police station? A. In an ell, with door leading from 
it, to load prisoners (two captains dissenting). 

3. Q. What part of the building do you find best suited for the cells? 
A. On the ground floor, in rear of building. 

4. Q. What provision should be made for light and air? A. Windows 
on sides and skylights, with modern ventilators; electric lights at night. 

5. Q. What is your opinion of a cell constructed entirely of steel? 
A. Not recommended. 

6. Q. Should the entire front of the cell, from wall to wall, be con- 
structed of steel bars with openings or spaces between them, or should 
the cell door only be constructed in this manner? A. Whole front 
(three captains dissenting for different reasons). 

7. Q. Of what material should the walls and ceilings be made? 
A. Reinforced concrete sides and ceiling. 

8. Q. Of what material should the benches be made? A. Wood. 

9. Q. Of what material should the floors of the cells be made? 
A. Concrete. 

10. Q. What should be the size of the cells? A. Eight feet deep, eight 
feet high and six feet wide. 

11. Q. Should the cell extend to the ceiling of the cell room, or should 
there be an air space above the top of the cell? A. Air space on top. 
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12. Q. What system of plumbing is used in your cell rooms? A. La- 
trine automatic, —‘‘Mott.”? Tank system outside. 


13. Q. Should each cell have a water-closet? A. Yes. 

14. Q. Ifso, should it be flushed from the inside or outside? A. Out- 
side. 

15. Q. Of what material should the walls and ceilings be made? 
A. Reinforced concrete, sides and ceiling. 


16., Q. What special provisions as to cell construction should be 
made for persons brought in unconscious as a result of drinking to excess? 
A. The floors of one or more cells should be constructed of wood on an 
inclined plane, sloping towards the door, no water-closets or benches. 


17. Q. What special accommodations, if any, should be given women 
and minors? Should they be kept in separate quarters, out of hearing 
of the men’s quarters? A. Should be.’ 


18. Q What provisions should be made for a matron to be in attend- 
ance for the comfort of women? <A. A large room with sufficient number 
of cells. 


19. Q. What should be the greatest number of persons confined in 
a single cell? A. Not over three. 


20. Q. What, in your opinion, is the best manner of exterminating 
vermin and otherwise cleaning the cells? A. Hot water and sulpho- 
napthol. 


21. Q. What are your department rules as to cleaning cells? A. Cells 
cleaned every morning.

- Dear Str, — In reply to your letter of April 10, inclosing a list of ques- 
tions which you desire that I should answer, I take pleasure in quoting 
below your questions and following the same up with my answers: 


1. ‘Should the cells be in the basement of the building, or should 
they be entirely above ground”? A. Cells should be above ground. 
However, they should be on the ground floor of the building. Provision 
should be made for plenty of light and ventilation. 


2. ‘Should the cell rooms, when possible, be built in an ell and sepa- 
rated from the police station”? A. Cell room should be under the same 
roof with police station. In fact, it should be in close proximity to the 
main office, where the pedigree, etc., of a prisoner is taken. 


3. ‘What part of the building do you find best suited for the cells’? ? 
A. On the ground floor. The use of elevators and stairways are a nuisance, 
and the practice is dangerous in handling prisoners, especially drunken 
persons. 


4. ‘What provision should be made for light and air’? A. The 
ceiling in the cell-room should be at least 18 feet from the floor line. Large 
SOE ought to be provided. Sunlight is essential to an ideal sanitary 
cell room. 


5. ‘What is your opinion of a cell constructed entirely of steel”? A. 
The ‘‘all steel”? constructed cell only should be considered. It is easily 
cleaned and disinfected. When properly constructed it leaves no joints 
and crevices to attract vermin. 


6. ‘Should the entire front of the cell from wall to wall be constructed 
of steel bars with openings or spaces between them, or should the cell door 
only be constructed in this manner”? A. The entire front of each cell 
should be of steel bars, including the door. This allows the free passage 
of air and light. 
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7. “Of what material should the walls and ceilings be made”? A. 
The walls should be of solid steel. The ceilings should have a barred 
ees: at least 3 feet 6 inches wide, running the entire length of the 
cell. 

8. ‘Of what material should the benches be made”? A. The benches 
should be constructed of oak. 


9. ‘Of what material should the floors of the cells be made”? A. The 
entire cell room floor, including the floor in the cell proper, should be of 
granitoid. Provision should be made in various parts of the cell room, 
outside of cell proper, for bell traps in the floor for drainage purposes. 


10. ‘What should be the size of the cells”? A. Cells should be at 
least 7 feet wide, 12 feet long and 8 feet high. 


11. “Should the cell extend to the ceiling of the cell room or should 
there be an air space above the top of the cell”? A. There should be at 
least 10 feet used for an air space between the top of cell and the ceiling. 


12. ‘What system of plumbing is used in your cell room”? A. No 
part of the plumbing is exposed in the cells save the automatic flush 
valve which flushes the water-closet. It is operated by the occupant of 
the cell. The valve closes automatically when released. 


13. “Should: each cell have a water-closet”? A. Each cell should be 
provided with a water-closet. It should be placed in a recess in one end 
of the cell. The water-closet, seat and bowl should be of heavy porcelain 
ware. All crevices about the closet should be filled to prevent vermin 
nests. ° 
- 14. “If so, should it be flushed from the inside or outside”? A. (See 

0. 13:) 


15. ‘Of what material should the walls and ceilings be”? A. The 
walls should be of white glazed brick and the ceiling of Acme plaster. 


16. “What special provisions, as to cell construction, should be made 
for persons brought in unconscious as a result of drinking to excess”? ? 
A. No special provision for unconscious persons as a result of drinking to 
excess is made. If a person is intoxicated he or she is sent to the City 
Dispensary. If they are serious they are forwarded to the City Hospital. 
If not, they are put back in the hold-over. 


17. “What special accommodations, if any, should be given women 
and minors? Should they be kept in special or separate quarters, out of 
hearing of the men’s quarters”? A. Intoxicated women or men of police 
character are put in hold-over (see 1st floor plan marked ‘ H.O. for women’), 
and other women prisoners are placed in matron’s room. Boys and girls 
under sixteen are not locked up at headquarters, but are forwarded to 
House of Detention, which is a separate building under jurisdiction of the 
Probation Officer. 


18. ‘What provisions should be made for a matron to be in attendance 
for the comfort of women”? A. We have two matrons, one working 
day watch and the other the night, at headquarters. They have separate 
quarters on second floor of building, consisting of kitchen, bathroom, recep- 
tion room and cell room. Comfortable and clean beds are installed in 
those quarters. Iron bars protect all doors and windows. The matron 
also goes to the first floor hold-over to search women prisoners. 


19. ‘What should be the greatest number of persons confined in,a 
single cell”? A. Comfortable room, enough space to admit of each pris- 
oner liberty of lying down should he so desire. In the event we -are 
crowded we have to adapt ourselves to the circumstances and put as 
many as necessary in each cell. 


20. ‘What, in your opinion, is the best manner of, exterminating 
vermin, and otherwise cleaning the cells”? A. First provide competent 
janitors. Occasionally wash the entire cell and bench ‘with a strong 
solution of some high grade washing powder and hot water. Liquid 
roach and vermin exterminator (some good brands in the market) should 
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frequently be sprayed in the cracks and crevices. This, however, requires 
constant attention. Allow no food or rubbish to accumulate. It attracts 
roaches and other vermin. 

21. ‘‘ What are your department rules as to cleaning cells?’’ A. (See 
No. 20.) 

I am sending you under separate cover plans of the hold-over and ground 
floor of Police Headquarters, which accept with my compliments. You 
may retain the plans. 

I trust this information will prove available for your use.

Dear Sir,— In reply to your communication of recent date, requesting 
me to state my views, etc., regarding certain questions which you mychosee 
I beg to answer said questions as follows: 

1. The cells should be entirely above the ground, where etter ven- 
tilation can be had than in the basement. 

2. The cell room should be in a building entirely separate from the 
police station, to prevent noisy prisoners disturbing the patrolmen who 
are obliged to sleep in the station, and should be reached by a corridor 
leading from the police station. 

3. Where possible, the cell room should be in the rear of the police 
station, where the prisoners would not be in sight of the public, and the 
noise made by them would not reach the street. 

4. The cell room should be lighted and ventilated by large windows 
on at least two sides, preferably on three sides of the room, with a grating 
door on the front, opening on a corridor leading to the police station. 


5. The cells should not be constructed entirely of steel; the partition 
walls should be of stone or cement. 


6. The entire front of the cells should be of steel bars, with openings 
or spaces between them; this provides better light and ventilation than 
where the doors only are of steel bars. 


7. The walls and ceiling should be stone or cement. 
8. The benches should be made of wide hardwood planks, 2 inches in 
thickness. 
9. The floors should be of cement and should be graded and drained, 
with drain in center of cell. 
10. The cells should be about 6 feet wide and 9 feet deep. 


11. There should be an air space between the tops of the cells and 
the ceiling of the cell room for ventilating purposes. 


12. Automatic flush, with tank outside of cells, which flushes the water- 
closet in each cell every few minutes. 


13. Each cell should have a water-closet. 

14. The tank and other equipments should be outside the cells, but 
in the cell room. 

15. See answer to No. 7. 

16. Persons found unconscious, from any cause, are not placed in 
cells, but are taken to the nearest hospital for treatment; it would not 
be practicable to have cells constructed specially for the use of uncon- 


oe 
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scious drunks. Persons brought in helplessly intoxicated should be placed 
on the floor of a cell, where they can be under the constant observation 
of the turnkey: 


17. Female prisoners should be confined in that side of the cell room 
where the cell doors face in a different direction from the doors of the 
males’ cells. Minors should be placed in cells by themselves, unless they 
are under fourteen years of age, when they should be placed in the matron’s 
cell room, in her quarters. 


18. A matron should be on duty at each police station at all hours, 
day and night, to attend to the wants of female prisoners, lost children, 
runaways, etc. Should the matron be absent when such cases are brought 
in, they should be sent to the police station of the adjoining district hav- 
ing a matron on duty. 


19. This depends on circumstances; as to the size of the cell; how 
long the prisoners will be confined; the season of the year, etc., but at 
no time should a greater number be confined in one cell than can be com- 
fortably accommodated. 


20. In this city we have a contract with a party who has a patented 
preparation for ridding places of vermin; we notify him when necessary, 
and he sends his men to clean them out. The cells should be thoroughly 
scrubbed with hot water, brushes and hose every morning after the 
prisoners have been removed. 


21. Our rules require the turnkey to thoroughly clean the cells and 
cell room daily, as above, and he is held responsible for the condition as 
to cleanliness of everything inside the cell room door.

Dear Str,— Answering your letter of the tenth of April, I note the 
plan of our Central Police Station. 

Our jail is on the fifth or top floor of the City Hall. We have good light 
and ventilation. The cells are constructed of iron bars with spaces 
between, and the partitions are constructed of sheet iron. The state law 
requires all cells to be constructed open at the top as well as the sides 
and front. Our floors are made of cement and the benches of wood. We 
have a large air space above the cells, and the plumbing is first class, a 
closet in every cell that can be flushed either from the inside or the outside. 
We do not have any wooden covers to the closets, as they would be broken 
frequently. Any prisoner who is brought in who is very drunk and in a 
stupor is immediately examined by our police surgeon, and, if necessary, 
he is taken to the city hospital, or the jailor is cautioned to watch him 
closely. We have one corridor of cells made from steel bars and parti- 
tions, and a steel floor underneath the cement floor, and this is used for 
bad characters who may have to stay more than one night, say from Satur- 
day until Monday. Our jail is supposed to be merely a hold-over, and 
when prisoners are bound over to the grand jury, they are taken at once 
to the county jail, which is in the same building, on the county side. ! 

We have a special ward for women, with a night and a day matron in 
charge. This is entirely separated from the men’s ward, and no noise 
can be heard from outside of the ward. It is seldom necessary to put 
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over one person in a cell, and it is never done in the women’s ward Our 
cells are cleaned and fumigated daily. We also have a boy’s ward, which 
is entirely separate from the other two wards. This is in chargé of the matron. 
We have a matron in continuous attendance who has living quarters on 
the same floor of the jail, and the same rule for calling the police surgeon 
when necessary applies to her department. Our cells are 8 feet 3 inches 
in height, in length 7 feet, and in width 5 feet. All visitors to our city 
who have seen our jail say that it is one of the best. Hoping that this

Sir,— In reference to attached memorandum from the Board of Alder- 
men, Boston, Mass., I have the honor to submit the following: 
1. Cells in all cases should be entirely above the street level. 
2. From a sanitary standpoint, good results could be obtained where 
cell room is located in an ell, separate from the police station. 
3. In separate building, the entrance to same being in view of the 
officer on desk duty. 
4. By the installation of windows above the top of cells and with 
ventilating skylight in center of prison roof. 
5. Cannot be improved upon for safe construction. 
6. The entire front, including door of cell, should be constructed of 
steel bars, spaced about 4 inches on centers. 
7. Wall of cells should be made of steel plates, and the tops of cells 
should be made.of steel perforated plates. 
8. Benches should be made of whitewood plank, 2 inches thick, in 
one piece in width, and kept 1 inch from the wall. 


9. Floors of cells should be of concrete, graded to the corridor. 

10. For the detention of one person, a cell 4 feet by 6 feet 6 inches 
would be of sufficient size. 

11. Cells should not be over 7 feet high, as air space above the cells 
is an essential factor. 

12. Porcelain water-closets with integral seats, arranged so that the 
flush and vent pipes are not exposed on the inside of cell. Lavatory pro- 
vided in corridor. 


13. Each cell should have a water-closet. 


14. The flushing of cell water-closets to be operated solely by the 
doorman from the prison corridor. 


we The inside walls and ceiling of cell room should be of enameled 
rick, 


16. No provisions are made, the person is immediately sent to a hos- 
pital in the care of an ambulance surgeon. 


17. No special accommodations are made for women, their cells being 
the same as for men. Minors are not detained at police stations, but 
are sent to the 8. P.C.C. Separate prisons are necessary for males and 
females. 

18. Matron’s quarters should be provided adjacent to the female prison, 
so that the matron will be within hearing and with direct communication 
from the prison to the prison corridor.

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19. One person to a cell, except in cases where there is not sufficient 
cell room for the number detained, when two are placed in one cell. This 
is a practice rarely adopted. Where more than one person is to be 
detained, a large detention cell is the most practicable. 


20. «No crevices or open joints should be in the walls of cells. The 
interior and exterior of cells to be painted annually, and the interior of 
cells sprayed with a disinfectant weekly. 

21. Doorman washes out each cell with a hose every morning after 
the prisoners are taken to court.

GENTLEMEN,— Replying to your favor of the 10th instant, in reference 
to cells for confinement of prisoners in station houses, would say that 
conditions vary so much to suit different locations that no set rules could 
be given. In general, my opinion from past experience is as follows: 

In addition to safety, light, ventilation and cleanliness should be the 
first consideration. 

The cells proper to be in the center of the cell room, with corridor all 
around them; cells built of sheet steel with open bar front, sides and 
back steel plates; floors to be granolite or cement; a trapped sewer con- 
nection with the room, so the cells could be flushed with hose at any 
time; steel plates to be painted with light color, rust-proof paint; ceil- 
ings same as sides and back. Closets in each cell self-flushing; all pipe 
connections to be covered and inaccessable to the prisoners. A large 
sink or washstand in the outer corridor. Cells to be operated with both 
the single lock and ‘universal lock system, that is, so they could be locked 
and opened séparately or all unlocked at one time with a lever in case of 
fire in the building; most all jails and penitentiaries have this system in 
use. 

The general cell department to be on the first floor, on level with main 
office, where prisoners are brought in; advisable to have a lower set of 
cells, for emergency, under the upper set, where the building will allow it. 
Cell building to be separate from the station house proper, and, if lower 
cells are used, to have a moat around the building inside walls, a covered 
connection between the station house and cell department; the object in 
having buildings separated so that the noise from the prisoners will not 
disturb the officers at rest in the station house or interfere with the 
transaction of business. Benches in cells to be of heavy oak plank, 
securely fastened and set low—not over one foot —so that prisoners 
rolling off will not be injured; advisable to have one or more cells fitted 
with low beds or cots for use of sick prisoners. 

For drunks and tough female prisoners, a cell department similar to 

those for men, but separated. For the better class of female prisoners, a 
separate cell department, second floor preferable — my idea a large room, 
windows and doors secured with bars, room to be furnished with two or 
three cells for emergency cases; the large room to be furnished with beds 
and bedding and the prisoners not locked in cells unless unruly, they to : 
be in charge of the matron, whose rooms should be near by. 
_ In our police headquarters recently destroyed by fire, we had this 
arrangement for women, and also a private cell department for the better 
class of men prisoners and minors, except that no beds were furnished, 
only blankets they slept in being furnished, the men the cells being only 
locked at night, having the freedom of the outer room during the day- 
time. After prisoners have a hearing and are held for the grand jury 
they are committed to jail. 
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These are my ideas for the conditions here, and hope some of the points 
suggested may be of benefit to you. If I can be of further service, advise; 
will be pleased to favor you.

personal opinions in regard to the questions asked, as follows:

4. All possible provisions to insure best light and air. 

5. I think steel cells are all right. 

6. Entire front of cell should be bars, in order to give free circulation 


7. Walls and ceilings should be of steel. 

8. Benches should be made of pine planks. 

9. Floors should be of concrete. 

10. Cells should be at least 6 by 8 feet. 

11. Cells should not extend to ceiling, but should have air space above. 
12. Modern open plumbing is used in our cell rooms. 
13. Not necessary for each cell to have water-closet. 
14. If water-closets are provided, they should be flushed from without. 
15. Walls and ceilings should be of steel. 


16. In the case of supposed drunks, we call the city physician. If he 
declares the man to be drunk, the man is put in an ordinary cell. 


17. Women and minors should be put in separate quarters, out of 
hearing of the men’s quarters. 


18. We have matrons on duty constantly. 
19. Only one person to a cell when possible. 


20. For vermin, we find the only remedy to be constant use of patent 
exterminators, such as chemicals, ete. 


21. Our rules require that the doorman shall keep the cells scrupu- 
lously clean at all times.

than a day and a night. 

The cells are about 7 by 4 feet, 7 feet high, and are arranged in tiers, but 
all open and do not run to the ceiling. 

Your questions, I think, are more applicable to prisons and county 
jails than they are to police detention houses.

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APPENDIX B. 


LETTER ISSUED BY DISTRICT ATTORNEY ARTHUR D. HILL 
ON APRIL 24, 1909, TO THE PAPERS. 


‘““By permission of Aldermen Attridge and Hale, I accompanied them 
when they went on their visit to inspect the detention houses at East 
Boston, Charlestown and South Boston, and in company with them I 
made a thorough inspection of all three buildings. From what I then saw, 
I was entirely convinced that the present condition of these buildings 
was a disgrace to the city, and that it was absolutely necessary that they 
should be replaced by places better fitted for the work they are called 
on to do. 

“These buildings were built years ago. The business of the courts 
occupying them has entirely outgrown their accommodations. In con- 
sequence, not only the accommodations for the court, its officials and the 
police officers, but the quarters reserved for persons under arrest are 
grossly inadequate. The accommodations for prisoners are a disgrace 
to any civilized community, being neither sanitary, decent nor reason- 
ably comfortable. Even if the people detained had all been convicted 
of guilt, the places would still be improper. When it is considered that 
all of them in theory, and few of them in fact, are innocent, the condi- 
tion is one not to be tolerated. 

“T fully appreciate the need for economy in the city’s affairs, but there 
are some things on which no community can afford to economize, and 
one of these is reasonably decent accommodations for the administration 
of justice, and for the care of persons accused of crime. If the city were 
twice as poor as it really is, it would be right that these courthouses should 
be rebuilt in a proper way. 

“The only thing that could be done would be to tear down these old 
buildings and build new ones. No one who has seen them can believe 
that they could be repaired or altered so as to serve their purpose.”

. CIRCULAR ISSUED BY MASSACHUSETTS PRISON ASSOCIATION. 


THE STATION-HOUSE QUESTION. 


At a meeting of the Directors of the Massachusetts Prison Association 
Wednesday afternoon, Secretary Warren F. Spalding made a report upon 
the proposed improvements of the police station at Charlestown and the 
courthouse and detention house at South Boston, taking strong grounds 
against patching up the present buildings, and in favor of thorough work 
along the plan proposed by the city council. 


CHARLESTOWN. 


Referring to the Charlestown station he said it is wholly inadequate to 
its work. There are but eighteen cells, while the number of prisoners 
frequently reaches from forty to fifty, and on Sundays runs much higher. 
The cells are small, and very dark, and some of them are damp. The 
ventilation is very poor, very little fresh air reaching the inmates, and 
there is no circulation. To confine two (sometimes three) persons in 
one of these cells is almost inhuman. From the standpoint of health 
the station cannot be criticised too severely. 

The cells for women are so situated that every word spoken can easily 
be heard by prisoners of the other sex. 

There is no provision for separating juvenile offenders from adults, 
and none for separating different classes of offenders. The moral injury 
eae comes from the indiscriminate association of all classes is incal- 
culable. 

The quarters for officers are far too small, are badly arranged and poorly 
ventilated. The proximity of the stable is injurious. 

The court room is unfit for its uses. Women are separated from men 
only by a wire screen, which does not prevent them from seeing and talking 
with each other. The room used for the trial of children is so small that 
while one is on trial others must remain in the court room in which the 
trial of adults is in progress. 

There is but one remedy for these evils if the station is to remain in 
the present building. That is to tear out everything, leaving only the 
four walls, and rebuild cells, officers’ quarters and court room. This will 
require a large sum, — fully as large as that provided by the loan order. 
To repair, remodel or rearrange the building for a small sum will not 
remedy the evils. The cost would be large, and the results unsatisfactory. 

The station is badly situated, at the side of the district. A considerable 
percentage of the arrests are made in the Sullivan square section. The 
police business of the Charlestown district is increasing, being larger this 
year than it was in 1908, which was the record year. ‘The distance which 
the patrol wagon must travel, with the station as it is, necessitates keeping 
a prisoner at the box a long time, in bad surroundings. 

A new station, in the vicinity of Sullivan square, would probably be 
better than a reconstruction of the old one, and not more expensive. 


SowtH Boston. 


The building used for a courthouse at South Boston is badly arranged 
and inconvenient for the work of the court. The provision for prisoners 
waiting trial consists of four small, dark, poorly ventilated cells. The 
number of prisoners is so large that three and sometimes four are put in a 
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cell. The women prisoners are put in a cell adjoining those used for men, 
so that there is no bar to conversation between the sexes. There is only 
one cell for women, and there can be no separation of those who are locked 
up. On the day of my visit a girl of eighteen was confined in a cell with 
twvo women who have been arrested frequently. 

The prisoners are brought from two police stations to this building, 
where they ‘are held for trial. Station 12 is fairly adapted to its work, 
but the cells are dark. Station 6 is unfit for the detention of prisoners. 
Some of them remain for twenty-four hours, and when Sundays and holi- 
days come together, for two days and more. 

‘The ideal way to provide for South Boston prisoners is to have a building 
containing a house of detention, to which they shall be taken from the 
stations. This should be connected with the court room, and should 
have cells enough for all who are held for trial, with the complete separa- 
tion of the sexes and of juveniles from adults. 

The present building is in bad repair, the roof especially so. I can see 
no way by which the prisoners can be provided for by any remodeling. It 
would be a waste of money. A new municipal building would be cheaper 
in the end, and far better. 

The directors adopted the following resolution: 

“Resolved, That we heartily commend the action of the City Council 
in providing for the better treatment of persons arrested for crime in 
Charlestown and South Boston. We are convinced by the report of the 
secretary that the present station at Charlestown and the cells used in 
the courthouse at South Boston are unfit for use, and the courthouses 
badly adapted to their work. We are of the opinion that the expenditures 
proposed by the City Council are none too large for the work which should 
be done, and should regret to see the appropriations diminished.’

Messrs. HALE AND ATTRIDGE, 
Boston, Mass.: 


GENTLEMEN,— Having been interested for a number of years in the 
improvement of Police Station No. 6, South Boston, in which my efforts 
have been apparently fruitless, it is with pleasure that I have remarked 
your endeavors to improve the conditions of our courts and station 
houses, among which is Station 6. 

Therefore I make bold to send you what facts and information I have 
concerning Police Station 6, hoping that it will be of help to you. — 

About the year 1904 I called on the old Police Board about the need 
of improving Station 6. I took the matter up at the time with Commis- 
sioner Harry Adams, who was the member of the board in charge of such 
matters, and who was thoroughly conversant with the conditions exist- 
ing and heartily in favor of improving them, and advised me at the time 
to see the then mayor, the late Hon. P. A. Collins, which I did. 

Mayor Collins, on account of the financial condition of the city, could 
not do anything at that time, but promised that the matter would be 
gone into the following year. 

The following year came a change of administration. During the 
mayoralty of the Hon. John F. Fitzgerald an interest was taken in the 
matter of Station 6 by the alderman from South Boston, Hon. John E. 
Baldwin, who in the year 1906 and again in the year 1907 introduced 
orders for a loan for enlarging and bettering the station, and also asking 
for a copy of the sanitary condition of the said station made by the Board 
of Health at the request of Mayor Fitzgerald. 

A copy of said orders, request and report, taken from the minutes of 
the City Council, I send you herewith. 

The station house is very old, and not adequate to cope with the increased 
needs of the district. I understand that the basement cells for prisoners 
can seldom be used as they are in an unfit condition. From reliable 
information I have received, the station was originally built over a spring 
which was not walled but filled with gravel and stones, and which, at 
certain seasons of the year, makes the basement of the station where the 
cells are very unhealthy. 

The building is old and outgrown, the accommodations for prisoners 
and officers inadequate, the painting condition poor, and the whole not 
in accord with our present-day ideas of public institutions. 

Wishing you success in a task that, from the point of public commenda- 
tion, may be thankless, yet commendable in its humanitarianism, I

GENTLEMEN,— I have this day inspected public building Police Station 6, 
Broadway, Ward 13, in charge of Police Department, and make the fol- 
lowing report: 

This is a three-story and basement brick building with patrol wagon 
attached. The building is old, not in more than medium repair, and 
poorly arranged for the needs of this district. In the basement are a 
number of cells which have long since been abandoned as useless. On 
the first and second floors are tiers of ill-lighted and poorly ventilated 
cells, each having a water-closet, the bowls of which are filthy, corroded 
and offensive. The guard room is poorly lighted. The dormitories are 
on the second and third floors and are, for the most part, crowded with 
beds; on the third floor a number of small rooms might be arranged into 
one large dormitory. The roof seems to be leaky in two places, as indi- 
cated by stains in the ceiling. 

The patrol house and stable are located on Athens street. The accom- 
modations for both men and horses are poor, and in our opinion inade- 
quate, and we suggest that radical changes are necessary. 

Drainage stood strong peppermint test. 

Personal history of health of sixty-two men good.

AN ACT 


Relating to the Administration of the City of Boston and 
to amend the Charter of the Said City. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled and by the authority of the same, 
as follows: 

THE MAYOR AND CITY COUNCIL. 


Suorion 1. The terms of office of the mayor and the 
members of both branches of the present city council of the 
city of Boston and of the street commissioner whose term 
would expire on the first Monday of January, nineteen hundred 
and ten, are hereby extended to ten o’clock a.m. on the first 
Monday of February, nineteen hundred and ten, and at that 
time the said city council and both branches thereof and the 
positions of city messenger, clerk of the common council, 
clerk of committees, assistant clerk of committees, and their 
subordinates shall be abolished. The officials whose terms 
of office are hereby extended shall, for the extended term, 
receive a compensation equal to one twelfth of the annual 
salaries now paid to them respectively. The mayor and city 
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council elected in accordance with the provisions of this 
act, and their successors, shall thereafter have all the powers 
and privileges conferred, and be subject to all the duties 
and obligations imposed, by law upon the city council or 
the board of aldermen, acting as such or as county commis- 
sioners or in any capacity, except as herein otherwise pro- 
vided. Wherever in this act the phrase “‘mayor and city 
council”? appears, it shall be understood as meaning the 
mayor and city council acting on and after the first Monday 
of February, nineteen hundred and ten, under the provisions 
of this and the three following sections. The city council 
may, subject to the approval of the mayor, from time to time 
establish such offices, other than that of city clerk, as it 
may deem necessary for the conduct of its affairs and at 
such salaries as it may determine, and abolish such offices 
or alter such salaries; and without such approval may fill 
the offices thus established and remove the incumbents 
at pleasure. 


Section 2. The mayor from time to time may make 
to the city council in the form of an ordinance or loan order 
filed with the city clerk such recommendations other than 
for school purposes as he may deem to be for the welfare of 
the city. The city council shall consider each ordinance or 
loan order presented by the mayor and shall either adopt or 
reject the. same within sixty days after the date when it is 
filed as aforesaid. If the said ordinance or loan order is not 
rejected within said sixty days it shall be in force as if adopted 
by the city council unless previously withdrawn by the mayor. 
Nothing herein shall prevent the mayor from again present- 
ing an ordinance or loan order which has been rejected or 
withdrawn. The city council may originate an ordinance 
or loan order and may reduce or reject any item in 
any loan and, subject to the approval of the mayor, may 
amend an ordinance. All sales of land other than school 
lands, all appropriations for the purchase of land other than 
for school purposes, and all loans voted by the city council 
shall require a vote of two thirds of all the members of the 
city council; and shall be passed only after two separate 
readings and by two separate votes, the second of said read- 
ings and votes to be had not less than fourteen days after the 
first. No amendment increasing the amount of land to be 
sold or the amount to be paid for the purchase of land, or 
the amount of loans, or altering the disposition of purchase 
money or of the proceeds of loans shall be made at the time 
of the second reading and vote. 
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Section 3. All appropriations, other than for school 
purposes, to be met from taxes, revenue, or any source other 
than loans shall originate with the mayor, who within thirty 
days after the beginning of the fiscal year shall submit to 
the city counci the annual budget of the current expenses 
of the city and county, and may submit thereafter supple- 
mentary budgets until such time as the tax rate for the year 
shall have been fixed. The city council may reduce or 
reject any item, but without the approval of the mayor 
shall not increase, any item in, nor the total of a budget, 
nor add any item thereto, nor shall it originate a budget. - It 
shall be the duty of the city and county officials, when 
requested by the mayor, to submit forthwith in such detail 
as he may require estimates for the next fiscal year of the 
expenditures of the department or office under their charge, 
which estimates shall be transmitted to the city council. 

The city auditor may, with the approval in each instance 
of the mayor, at any time make transfers from the appro- 
priation for current expenses of one division of a department 
to the appropriation for current expenses of any other division 
of the same department, and from the reserve fund to any 
appropriation for the current expenses of a department; 
and may also, with the approval of the mayor, at any time 
between December first and February first, make transfers 
from any appropriation to any other appropriation: provided, 
however, that no money raised by loan shall be transferred 
to any appropriation from income or taxes. He may also 
with such approval apply any of the income and taxes not 
disposed of in closing the accounts for the financial year 
in such manner as he may determine. 


Section 4. Every appropriation, ordinance, order, reso- 
lution and vote of the city council, except votes relating to 
its own internal affairs, shall be presented to the mayor, who 
shall make or cause to be made a written record of the time 
and place of presentation, and it shall be in force if he approves 
the same within fifteen days after it shall have been presented 
to him, or if the same is not returned by him with his objec- 
tions thereto in writing within said period of fifteen days. 
If within said period said appropriation, ordinance, order, 
resolution, or vote is returned by the mayor to the city 
council by filing the same with the city clerk with his objec- 
tions thereto the same shall be void. If the same involves 
the expenditure of money, the mayor may approve some of 
the items in whole or in part and disapprove other of the 
items in whole or in part; and such items or parts of items 
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as he approves shall be in force, and such items or parts 
of items as he disapproves shall be void. 


SecTION 5. Except as otherwise provided in this act, 
the organization, powers, and duties of the executive depart- 
ments of the city shall remain as constituted at the time when 
this section takes effect; but the mayor and city council at 
any time may by ordinance reorganize, consolidate, or abolish 
departments in whole or in part; transfer the duties, powers, 
and appropriations of one department to another in whole 
or in part; and establish new departments; and may increase, 
reduce, establish or abolish salaries of heads of departments, 
or members of boards. Nothing in this act shall authorize 
the abolition or the taking away of any of the powers or 
duties as established by law of the assessing department, 
building department, board of appeal, children’s institutions 
department, election department, fire department, Franklin 
Foundation, hospital department, library department, over- 
seers of the poor, schoolhouse department, school committee, 
or any department in charge of an official or officials appointed 
by the governor, nor the abolition of the health department. 


SECTION 6. No contract for lighting the public streets, 
parks, or alleys, or for the collection, removal, or disposal 
of refuse, extending over a period of more than one year 
from the date thereof, shall be valid without the approval 
of the mayor and the city council after a public hearing 
held by the city council, of which at least seven days’ notice 
shall have been given in the City Record. 


Section 7. The city council at any time may request 
from the mayor specific information on any municipal matter 
within its jurisdiction, and may request his presence to 
answer written questions relating thereto at a meeting to 
be held not earlier than one week from the date of the receipt 
of said questions, in which case the mayor shall personally, 
or through a head of a department or a member of a board, 
attend such meeting and publicly answer all such questions. 
The person so attending shall not be obliged to answer ques- 
tions relating to any other matter. The mayor at any time 
may attend and address the city council in person or through 
the head of a department, or a member of a board, upon 
such subject as he may desire. 


Section 8. Neither the city council, nor any member 
or committee, officer, or employee thereof shall, except as 
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otherwise provided in this act, directly or indirectly on behalf 


of the city or of the county of Suffolk take part in the employ- 
ment of labor, the making of contracts, the purchase of 
materials, supplies or real estate; nor in the construction, 
alteration, or repair of any public works, buildings, or other 
property; nor in the care, custody, and management of the 
same; nor in the conduct of the executive or administrative 
business of the city or county; nor in the appointment or 
removal of any municipal or county employee; nor in the 
expenditure of public money, except such as may be necessary 
for the contingent and incidental expenses of the city council. 
The provisions of this section shall not affect the powers or 
duties of the city council as the successor of the present board 
of aldermen relative to state or military aid and soldiers’ relief. 

It shall be unlawful for the mayor or for a member of the 
city council or for any officer or employee of the city or of the 
county of Suffolk or fora member of the finance commission 
directly or indirectly to make a contract with the city or with 
the county of Suffolk, or to receive any commission, discount, 
bonus, gift, contribution or reward from or any share in the 
profits of any person or corporation making or performing 
such contract, unless such mayor, member of the city council, 
officer, or employee or member of the finance commission 
immediately upon learning of the existence of such contract 
or that such contract is proposed, shall notify in writing the 
mayor, city council, and finance commission of such contract 
and of the nature of his interest in such contract and shall 
abstain from doing any official act on behalf of the city in 
reference thereto. In case of such interest on the part of an 
officer whose duty it is to make such contract on behalf of the 
city, the contract may be made by any other officer of the city 
duly authorized thereto by the mayor, or if the mayor has 
such interest by the city clerk: provided, however, that when 
a contractor with the city or county is a corporation or volun- 
tary association, the ownership of less than five per cent of 
the stock or shares actually issued shall not be considered as 
being an interest in the contract within the meaning of this act, 
and such ownership shall not affect the validity of the con- 
tract, unless the owner of such stock or shares is also an 
officer or agent of the corporation or association, or solicits or 
takes part in the making of the contract. 

A violation of any provision of this section shall render the 
contract in respect to which such violation occurs voidable at 
the option of the city or county. Any person violating the 
provisions of this section shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than one thousand dollars, or by imprisonment for not 
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more than one year, or both. Chapter five hundred and 
twenty-two of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and eight 
is hereby repealed. 


THE EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 


Section 9. All heads of departments and members of 
municipal boards, including the board of street commissioners, 
as their present terms of office expire (but excluding the 
school committee and those officials by law appointed by the 
governor), shall be appointed by the mayor without confirma- 
tion by the city council. They shall be recognized experts 
in such work as may devolve upon the incumbents of said 
offices, or persons specially fitted by education, training or 
experience to perform the same, and (except the election com- 
missioners, who shall remain subject to the provisions of 
existing laws) shall be appointed without regard to party 
affiliation or to residence at the time of appointment except as 
hereinafter provided. 


Section 10. In making such appointments the mayor shall 
sign a certificate in the following form: 


CERTIFICATE OF APPOINTMENT. 


I appoint (Name of Appointee) to the position of (Name of Office) and 
I certify that in my opinion he is a recognized expert in the work which 
will devolve upon him, and that I make the appointment solely in the 
interest of the city. 
Mayor. 


Or in the following form, as the case may be:— 


CERTIFICATE OF APPOINTMENT. 


I appoint (Name of Appointee) to the position of (Name of Office) and 
I certify that in my opinion he is a person specially fitted by education, 
training, or experience to perform the duties of said office, and that I make 
the appointment solely in the interest of the city. 
Mayor. 


The certificate shall be filed with the city clerk, who shall 
thereupon forward a certified copy to the civil service com- 
mission. ‘The commission shall immediately make a careful 
inquiry into the qualifications of the nominee under such 
rules as they may, with the consent of the governor and coun- 
cil, establish, and, if they conclude that he is a competent 
person with the requisite qualifications, they shall file with the 
city clerk a certificate signed by at least a majority of the 
commission that they have made a careful inquiry into the 
qualifications of the appointee, and that in their opinion he is 


‘ 
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a recognized expert, or that -he is qualified by education, 
training or experience for said office, as the case may be, and 
that they approve the appointment. Upon the filing of this 
certificate the appointment shall become operative, subject 
however to all provisions of law or ordinance in regard to 
acceptance of office, oath of office, and the filing of bonds. If 
the commission does not within thirty days after the receipt 
of such notice file said certificate with the city clerk the 
appointment shall be void. 


SecTIon 11. The civil service commission is authorized 
to incur in carrying out the foregoing provisions such reason- 
able expense as may be approved by the governor and council; 
the same to be paid by the commonwealth, which upon 
demand shall be reimbursed by the city of Boston. 


SecTION 12. A vacancy in any office to which the pro- 
visions of section nine of this act apply shall be filled by the 
mayor under the provisions of said section and pending a 
permanent appointment he shall designate some other head of 
a department or member of a board to discharge the duties 
of the office temporarily. 


SECTION 13. Members of boards shall be appointed for the 
terms established by law or by ordinance. Heads of depart- 
ments shall be appointed for terms of four years beginning 
with the first day of May of the year in which they are 
appointed and shall continue thereafter to hold office during the 
pleasure of the mayor. 


SECTION 14. The mayor may remove any head of a 
department or member of a board (other than the election 
commissioners, who shall remain subject to the provisions of 
existing laws) by filing a written statement with the city clerk 
setting forth in detail the specific reasons for such removal, a 
copy of which shall be delivered or mailed to the person thus 
removed, who may make a reply in writing, which, if he 
desires, may be filed with the city clerk; but such reply shall 
not affect the action taken unless the mayor so determines. 
The provisions of this section shall not apply to the school 
committee or to any official by law appointed by the governor. 


Section 15. The positions of assistants and secretary 
authorized by section twenty of chapter four hundred and 
forty-nine of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety- 
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five except those in the election department are hereby 
abolished, and except as aforesaid the said section is hereby 
repealed. 

The civil service laws shall not apply to the appointment 
of the mayor’s secretaries, nor of the stenographers, clerks, 
telephone operators and messengers connected with his 
office, and the mayor may remove such appointees without a 
hearing and without making a statement of the cause for their 
removal. 


Section 16. No official of said city, except in case of 
extreme emergency involving the health or safety of the 
people or their property, shall expend intentionally in any 
fiscal year any sum in excess of the appropriations duly made 
in accordance with law, nor involve the city in any contract 
for the future payment of money in excess of such appro- 
priation, except as provided in section six of this act. Any 
official who shall violate the provisions of this section shall te 
punished by imprisonment for not more than one year, or by a 
fine of not more than one thousand dollars, or both. 


THE FINANCE COMMISSION. 


Section 17. Within sixty days after the passage of this 
act the governor with the advice and consent of the council 
shall appoint a finance commission to consist of five persons, 
inhabitants of and qualified voters in the city of Boston, who 
shall have been such for at least three years prior to the date 
of their appointment, one for the term of five years, one 
for four years, one for three years, one for two years, and one 
for one year, and thereafter as the terms of office expire in 
each year one member for a term of five years. Vacancies in 
the commission shall be filled for the unexpired term by the 
governor with the advice and consent of the council. The 
members of said commission may be removed by the governor 
with the advice and consent of the council for such cause as he 
shall deem sufficient. The chairman shall be designated by 
the governor. His annual salary shall be five thousand dollars, 
which shall be paid in monthly instalments by the city of 
Boston. The other members shall serve without pay. 


Snction 18. It shall be the duty of the finance commission 
from time to time to investigate any and all matters relating 
to appropriations, loans, expenditures, accounts, and methods 
of ddministration affecting the city of Boston or the county of 
Suffolk, or any department thereof, that may appear to the 
commission to require investigation, and to report thereon 
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from time’to time to the mayor, the city council, the governor, 
or the general court. The commission shall make an annual 
report in January of each year to the general court. 


Section 19. Whenever any pay roll, bill, or other claim 
against the city is presented to the mayor, city auditor, or the 
city treasurer, he shall, if the same seems to him to be of 
doubtful validity, excessive in amount, or otherwise contrary 
to the city’s interest, refer it to the finance commission, which 
shall immediately investigate the facts and report thereon; 
and pending said report payment shall be withheld. 


Section 20. The said commission is authorized to employ 
-such experts, counsel, and other assistants, and to incur such 
other expenses as it may deem necessary, and the same shall 
be paid by said city upon requisition by the commission, not 
exceeding in the aggregate in any year the sum of twenty- 
five thousand dollars, or such additional sums as may be 
appropriated for the purpose by the city council, and approved 
by the mayor. A sum sufficient to cover the salary of the 
chairman of the commission and the further sum of at 
least twenty-five thousand dollars to meet the expenses as 
aforesaid shall be appropriated each year by said city. The 
commission shall have the same right to incur expenses in 
anticipation of its appropriation as if it were a regular 
department of said city. 


Section 21. For the purpose of enabling the said com- 
mission to perform the duties and carry out the objects herein 
contemplated, and to enable the mayor, the city council, the 
governor or the general court to receive the reports and find- 
ings of said commission as a basis for such laws, ordinances, 
or administrative orders as may be deemed meet, the com- 
mission shall have all the powers and duties enumerated in 
chapter five hundred and sixty-two of the acts of the year 
nineteen hundred and eight and therein conferred upon the 
commission designated in said act; but counsel for any wit- 
ness at any public hearing may ask him any pertinent question 
and may offer pertinent evidence through other witnesses 
subject to cross-examination by the commission and its 
counsel. 


THE CITY CLERK. 


Srecrion 22. The present city clerk shall hold office for 
the term for which he has been elected, and thereafter until 
his successor is chosen and qualified. In the year nineteen 
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hundred and eleven, and every third year thereafter, a city 
clerk shall be elected by a majority of the members of the city 
council, to hold office until the first Monday in February in 
the third year following his election, and thereafter until his 
suecessor has been duly chosen and qualified, unless sooner 
removed by due process of law. The city clerk shall act as 
clerk of the city council established by this act. 


THE CITY AUDITOR. 


SECTION 23. All accounts rendered to or kept in the 
departments of the city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall 
be subject to the inspection and revision of the city auditor, 
and shall be rendered and kept in such form as he shall pre- 
scribe. The auditor may require any person presenting for 
settlement an account or claim against, the city or county to 
make oath before him in such form as he may prescribe as 
to the accuracy of such account or claim. The wilful making 
of a false oath shall be perjury and punishable as such. The 
auditor may disallow and refuse to pay, in whole or in part, 
any claim on the ground that it is fraudulent or unlawful 
and in that case he shall file a written statement of his reasons 
for the refusal. 


SECTION 24. Whenever, in response to an advertisement 
by any officer or board of the city or county, a bid for a con- 
tract: to do work or furnish materials is sent or delivered to 
sald officer or board, a duplicate of the same shall be furnished 
by the bidder to the auditor, to be kept by him and not opened 
until after the original bids are opened. After the original 
bids are opened, the auditor shall open and examine the bids 
submitted to him, and shall compare the same with the origi- 
nal bids. In case any of the bids submitted to the auditor 
differ from the corresponding original bids, those submitted 
to the auditor shall be treated as the original bids. The con- 
tract shall not be awarded until after both sets of bids are 
opened. 


SecTION 25. The auditor shall furnish monthly to each 
head of department a statement of the unexpended balance 
of the appropriation for that department, and he shall furnish 
to the mayor and city council a statement of the unexpended 
balances of all the departments. He shall furnish quarterly 
to the city council an itemized statement showing the amount 
of money expended by the mayor and the city council for 
contingent expenses. 
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MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. 


SecTIon 26. All loans issued by the city after the pas- 
sage of this act shall be made payable in annual instalments 
in the manner authorized by section thirteen of chapter 
twenty-seven of the Revised Laws as amended by section 
one of chapter three hundred and forty-one of the acts of 
the year nineteen hundred and eight. No sinking fund 
shall be established for said loan. All bonds shall be offered 
for sale in such a manner that the effect of the premiums, 
if any, shall be to reduce the total amount of bonds issued. 
No city or county money shall be deposited in any bank or 
trust company of which any member of the board of sinking 
fund commissioners of said city is an officer, director, or 
agent. 


SEcTION 27. Every officer and board in charge of a depart- 
ment of the city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall on or 
before the fifth day of May in each year prepare and furnish 
to the city auditor a list of the officials and employees under 
said officer or board.and paid by the city or county on the 
thirtieth day of April preceding. Such lists shall give the 
names, residence by street and ward, designation, compensa- 
tion, and date of election or appointment of each of said 
officials and employees and the date when each first entered 
the employ of. the city or county. It shall be the duty of 
the city auditor to verify said lists by the pay rolls; and when 
verified the said lists shall be printed by the superintendent 
of printing as a city document. 


SecTION 28. The jurisdiction now exercised by the board 
of aldermen concerning the naming of streets, the planting 
and removal of trees in the public ways, the issue of permits 
or licenses for coasting, the storage of gasoline, oil, and other 
inflammable substances or explosive compounds, and the 
use of the public ways for any permanent or temporary 
obstruction or projection in, under, or over the same, includ- 
ing the location of conduits, poles, and posts for telephone, 
telegraph, street railway, or illuminating purposes, is hereby 
vested in the board of street commissioners, to be exercised 
by said board with the approval in writing of the mayor; 
and the mayor and city council shall have authority to 
fix by ordinance the terms by way of cash payment, rent, or 
otherwise, upon which permits or licenses for the storage of 
gasoline or oil, or other inflammable substances or explosive 
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compounds and the construction or use of coal holes, vaults, 
bay windows, and marquises, in, under, or over the public 
ways shall be issued. 


SECTION 29. Within ninety days after the passage of 
this act and thereafter there shall be published at least 
once a week and distributed and sold under the direction 
of the mayor and on terms to be fixed by the city council 
and approved by the mayor a paper to be known as the 
“City Record.” All advertising, whether required by law 
or not, with reference to the purchase or taking of land, 
contracts for work, materials, or supplies, the sale of bonds, 
or the sale of property for non-payment of taxes shall appear 
exclusively in said paper; a list of all contracts of one thousand 
dollars or more, as awarded, with the names of bidders, 
and the amount of the bids; appointments by the mayor; 
and changes in the number and compensation of employees 
inteach department, shall be published in the City Record. 
The proceedings of the city council and school committee 
together with all communications from the mayor, shall 
be published in the City Record. 

Section 30. Every officer or board in charge of a depart- 
ment in said city, when authorized to erect a new building 
or to make structural changes in an existing building, shall 
make contracts therefor, not exceeding five, each contract 
to be subject to the approval of the mayor; and when about 
to do any work or to make any purchase, the estimated cost 
of which alone, or in conjunction with other similar work 
or purchase which might properly be included in the same 
contract, amounts to or exceeds one thousand dollars, shall, 
unless the mayor gives written authority to do otherwise, 
invite proposals therefor by advertisement in the City Record. 
Such advertisement shall state the time and place for opening 
the proposals in answer to said advertisement, and shall 
reserve the right to the officer or board to reject any or all 
proposals. No authority to dispense with advertising shall 
be given by the mayor unless the said officer or board fur- 
nishes him with a signed statement which shall be published 
in the City Record giving in detail the reasons for not inviting 
bids by advertisement. 


SECTION 31. At the request of any department, and with 
the approval of the mayor the board of street commissioners, 
in the name of the city, may take in fee for any municipal 
purpose any land within the limits of the city, not already 
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appropriated to public use. Whenever the price proposed 
to be paid for a lot of land for any municipal purpose is more 
than twenty-five per cent higher than its average assessed 
valuation during the previous three years, said land shall 
not betaken by purchase but shall be taken by right of eminent 
domain and paid for in the manner provided for the taking 
of and the payment of damages for land for highways in 
said city. No land shall be taken until an appropriation 
by loan or otherwise for the general purpose for which land 
is needed shall have been made by the mayor and city council 
by a two thirds vote of all its members; or in case of land 
for school purposes by the school committee and schoolhouse 
department in accordance with law; nor shall a price be 
paid in excess of the appropriation, unless a larger sum 1s 
awarded by a court of competent jurisdiction. All pro- 
ceedings in the taking of land shall be under the advice of 
the law department, and a record thereof shall be kept by 
said department. 


Suction 32. The first municipal election under this 
act shall take place on the first Tuesday after the second 
Monday in January in the year nineteen hundred and ten, 
and thereafter the regular municipal elections in each year 
in said city shall be held on the first Tuesday after the second 
Monday in January. 


Section 33. The fiscal year in said city shall begin on 
February first and shall end on the thirty-first day of January 
next following; and the municipal year shall hereafter begin 
on the first Monday in February and shall continue until 
the first Monday of the February next following. The 
present terms of office of members of the school committee 
are hereby extended to the first Monday of February in the 
years in which their terms respectively expire, and hereafter 
the terms of office of members of the school committee shall 
begin with the first Monday of February following their 
election. The members of the school committee hereafter 
shall meet and organize annually on the first Monday of 
- February. | 


Suction 34. In Boston beginning with the current 
year political committees shall be elected at the state pri- 
maries instead of at the municipal primaries. 


CHARTER AMENDMENTS. 


Section 35. At the state election on November second, 
nineteen hundred and nine, the then registered male voters 
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of the city of Boston shall be entitled to vote upon the follow- 
' ing plans, which shall be printed upon the official ballot in 
the following form. The voter shall make a cross in the 
space at the right of the plan which he desires to have adopted. 
No ballot shall be counted upon which the voter has made a 
cross in both spaces. 

Plan No. 1. The term of mayor to be two years; the 
city council to consist of one member from each ward (except 
wards twenty and twenty-four, which shall have two each) 
nominated in primaries and elected for two-year terms, 
and nine members elected at large for three-year terms; 
nominations for school committee, mayor, and councilmen- 
at-large to be made by independent nom-[ °°» | 
inations and by delegates elected by the 
voters in the primar.es. 

Plan No. 2. The term of mayor to be four years, subject 
to recall after two years by not less than a majority of all 
the voters in the city; the city council to consist of nine 
members elected at large for three-year terms; all nominations 
for a municipal election to be made by phere al 
petition of not less than five thousand voters, 
without party designations on the ballot. 


Section 36. If a majority of the votes cast under the 
provisions of section thirty-five of this act are in favor of 
the first plan, then sections thirty-seven to forty-three of 
this act, both inclusive, shall take effect and sections forty- 
five to sixty-one, both inclusive, shall be inoperative. 


THE MAYOR. 


Section 37. The mayor of the city of Boston shall be 
elected at large to hold office for the term of two years from 
the first Monday in February following his election and 
until his successor is chosen and qualified except as herein- 
after provided. 


SECTION 38. If a vacancy occurs in the office of mayor 
before the last nine months of the term of office, the city 
council shall order an election for a mayor to serve for the 
unexpired term; and if such vacancy occurs in the last nine 
months of said term, the president of the city council shall 
act as mayor. In case of the decease, disability, absence, or 
resignation of the mayor, and whenever there is a vacancy 
in the office from any cause, the president of the city council 
shall perform the duties of mayor. If he is also absent or 
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unable from any cause to perform such duties they shall be 
performed by such member of the city council as that body 
may elect and until such election by the city clerk. The 
person upon whom such duties shall devolve shall be called 
“acting mayor,’ and he shall possess the powers of mayor 
only in matters not admitting of delay, but shall have no 
power to make permanent appointments except on the decease 
of the mayor. 


THE CITY COUNCIL. 


Section 39. There shall be elected in said city a city 
council of thirty-six members, nine of whom shall be elected 
at large in the city, and twenty-seven of whom shall be elected 
by wards as hereinafter provided. At the first municipal 
election under this act and at each regular municipal elec- 
tion thereafter (when there is to be a mayor elected for two 
years) the registered voters of each ward, except of wards 
twenty and twenty-four, shall elect one qualified voter of 
such ward as a member of said council from said ward for the 
term of two years and at said election the registered voters 
of wards twenty and twenty-four, respectively, shall elect 
two qualified voters of their respective wards as members of 
said council for the term of two years. At the first election 
under this act there shall also be elected at large in said city 
nine members of said city council. No voter shall vote for 
more than five of said candidates to be elected at large, and 
the nine candidates receiving the highest number of votes shall 
be declared elected. The three candidates for membership 
at large receiving the largest number of votes at said election 
shall hold office for three years, the three receiving the next 
largest number of votes shall hold office for two years, the 
three receiving the next largest number of votes shall hold 
office for one year. In case two or more persons should 
receive an equal number of votes, any such person senior in 
age shall be deemed to have received a larger number of votes 
than a person his junior in age for the purpose of determining 
the length of term to which any such person has been elected. 
The person oldest in years shall be deemed elected to the longer 
term, and the persons next oldest in years shall be deemed 
elected for the shorter terms respectively. Thereafter at 
each annual municipal election there shall be chosen at large 
three members of the city council to hold office for a term 
of three years, but no voter shall vote for more than two can- 
didates and the three candidates receiving the highest number 
of votes shall be declared elected. All said terms shall begin 
with the first Monday of February following the election. 
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SEcTION 40. Each member of. the city council elected as 
representative of a ward shall be paid an annual salary of 
one thousand dollars and each member elected at large shall 
receive an annual salary of fifteen hundred dollars. No other 
sum shall be paid from the city treasury for or on account of 
any personal expenses directly or indirectly incurred by or in 
behalf of any member of said council. 


SEcTION 41. The city council shall be the judge of the 
election and qualifications of its members; shall elect from 
its members by vote of a majority of all the members a presi- 
dent who when present shall preside at the meetings thereof; 
shall from time to time establish rules for its proceedings; 
and shall, when a vacancy occurs in the office of any member 
elected at large, elect by vote of a majority of all the mem- 
bers a registered voter of said city to fill the vacancy for the 
remainder of the municipal year. The vacancy for the 
remainder of the unexpired term shall be filled at the next 
annual municipal election, and the city council shall order 
such vacancy to be filled at such election, unless the vacancy 
occurs within two months prior to a regular municipal elec- 
tion, in which event the city council shall forthwith order a 
special election to fill the vacancy for the unexpired term. 
If within a period of one year after a regular municipal elec- 
tion a vacancy shall occur in the office of a member elected 
from a ward, the city council shall order a special election in 
said ward to fill such vacancy for the unexpired term. A 
majority of the members of the council shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business. The member eldest 
in years shall preside until the president is chosen and in case 
of the absence of the president until a presiding officer is 
chosen. 4 


SEecTION 42. All elections by the city council under 
any provisions of law shall be made by a viva voce vote, 
each member who is present answering to his name when it 
is called by the clerk or other proper officer, and stating the 
name of the person for whom he votes, or declining to vote as 
the case may be; and the clerk or other proper officer shall 
record every such vote. No such election shall be valid 
unless it is made as aforesaid. 


NOMINATIONS AND ELECTIONS. 

Section 43. The primaries in Boston preceding the 
regular city election in any year shall he held on the sixth 
Thursday preceding the city election. At such primaries 
the registered voters of the various political parties of each 
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ward shall nominate qualified voters of such ward to be can- 
didates for election as representatives of said ward in the city 
council. There shall also be elected at said primaries dele- 
gates to conventions to be called and held on the eighth day 
after the primaries before the city election. The delegates 
so elected shall in such convention nominate candidates for 
election to the school committee, candidates for election at 
large to the city council, and, in the years when a mayor is 
to be elected, candidates for election as mayor. Certificate 
of the nominations made by such conventions shall be filed 
on or before the twelfth day after the primaries. 

Nomination papers in each year shall be issued by the board 
of election commissioners on and after but not before the day 
next following the state election. 

The provisions of law relating to nominations, election 
officers, voting places for elections, election apparatus and 
blanks, calling and conduct of primaries, caucuses and elec- 
tions, manner of voting at elections, counting and recounting 
of votes at elections, corrupt practices and pénalties shall 
apply to the primaries and to nominations and elections 
for the purpose of carrying out the provisions of this section 
so far as the same are not inconsistent herewith. The board 
of election commissioners shall have the same powers and 
duties, where not inconsistent with the provisions of this 
act, in relation to nominations, nomination papers, preparing 
and printing ballots, preparing for and conducting primaries, 
caucuses, counting, recounting, tabulating and determining 
the votes cast under the provisions of this act, certification 
of candidates and all other matters relating to elections, 
which they have now in relation to municipal elections in 
said city. The members of the board of street commissioners 
to be appointed by the mayor as provided in this act shall be 
appointed from the two leading political parties, so that 
each of said two leading political parties shall be represented 
thereon. 


ALTERNATIVE CHARTER AMENDMENTS. 


Section 44. If a majority of the votes cast under the 
provisions of section thirty-five of this act are in favor of the 
second or alternative plan, then sections forty-five to sixty- 
one of this act both inclusive shall take effect and sections 
thirty-seven to forty-three both inclusive shall be inoperative. 


THE MAYOR. 


Spcrion 45. The mayor of the city of Boston shall be 
elected at large to hold office for the term of four years from 
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the first Monday in February following his election and until 
his successor is chosen and qualified, except as hereinafter 
provided. 


Section 46. The secretary of the commonwealth (unless 
notified as hereinafter provided) shall cause to be printed 
at the end of the official ballot to be used in the city of 
Boston at the state election in the second year of the mayor’s 
term the following question: Shall there be an election for 
mayor at the next municipal election, with the words Yes 
and No at the right of the question and sufficient squares 
in which each voter may designate by a cross his answer 
to such question. If a majority of the qualified voters 
registered in said city for said state election shall vote in 
the affirmative on said question, there shall be an election 
for mayor in said city at the municipal election held in Janu- 
ary next following said state election, and the same shall be 
conducted, and the result thereof declared in all respects 
as are other city elections for mayor, except that the board 
of election commissioners shall place on the official ballot 
for said election without nomination the name of the person 
then holding the office of mayor (other than an acting mayor), 
unless in writing he shall request otherwise. The mayor 
then elected shall hold office for four years, subject to recall at 
the end of two years as provided in this section. If said 
question is not answered in the affirmative by the vote afore- 
said no election for mayor shall be held and the mayor shall 
continue to hold office for his unexpired term. If prior to 
October first in the said second year of his term, the mayor 
shall file with the secretary of the commonwealth a written 
notice that he does not desire said question to appear upon 
the ballot at said state election it shall be omitted; his term 
of office shall expire on the first Monday of February follow- 
ing; and there shall be an election for mayor in said city at 
the municipal election held in January next following said 
state election, and at such municipal election the mayor’s 
name shall not be placed on the official ballot unless he is 
nominated in the manner provided in section fifty-three of 
this act. 


Section 47. If a vacancy occurs in the office of mayor 
within two months prior to’a regular municipal election other 
than an election for mayor, or within four months after any 
regular municipal election, the city council shall forthwith 
order a special election for a mayor to serve for the unexpired 
term, subject if the vacancy occurs in the first or second year

of the mayor’s term to recall under the provisions of the pre- 
ceding section. If such vacancy occurs at any other time 
there shall be an election for mayor at the municipal election 
held in January next following, for the term of four years, sub- 
ject to recall as aforesaid. In the case of the decease, inability, 
absence or resignation of the mayor, and whenever there is a 
vacancy in the office from any cause, the president of the city 
council while said cause continues or until a mayor is elected 
shall perform the duties of mayor. If he is also absent or 
unable from any cause to perform such duties they shall be 
performed until the mayor or president of the city council 
returns or is able to attend to said duties by such member of 
the city council as that body may elect, and until such election 
by the city clerk. The person upon whom such duties shall 
devolve shall be called “acting mayor” and he shall possess 
the powers of mayor only in matters not admitting of delay, 
but shall have no power to make permanent appointments 
except on the decease of the mayor. 


THE CITY COUNCIL. 


Section 48. There shall be elected at large in said city 
a city council consisting of nine members. At the first election 
under this act there shall be elected nine members of said city 
council. No voter shall vote for more than nine. The three 
candidates receiving the largest number of votes atsaid elec- 
tion shall hold office for three years, the three receiving the 
next largest number of votes shall hold office for two years, the 
three receiving the next largest number of votes shall hold 
office for one year. In case two or more persons elected should 
receive an equal number of votes those who are the seniors by 
age shall for the division into classes hereby required be 
classified as if they had received the larger number of votes in 
the order of ages. Thereafter at each annual municipal 
election there shall be chosen at large three members of the 
city council to hold office for a term of three years. No voter 
shall vote for more than three. All said terms shall begin 
with the first Monday of February following the election. 


Srction 49. Each member of the city council shall be paid 
an annual salary of fifteen hundred dollars; and no other sum 
shall be paid from the city treasury for or on account of any 
personal expenses directly or indirectly incurred by or in 
behalf of any member of said council. 


Section 50. The city council shall be the judge of the 
election and qualifications of its members; shall elect from its 
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members by vote of a majority of all the members a president 
who when present shall preside at the meetings thereof; shall 
from time to time establish rules for its proceedings, and shall, 
when a vacancy occurs in the office of any member, elect by 
vote of a majority of all the members a registered voter of said 
city to fill the vacancy for the remainder of the municipal year. 
The vacancy for the remainder of the unexpired term shall be 
filled at the next annual municipal election, unless the vacancy 
occurs within two months prior to such municipal election, in 
which event the city council shall forthwith order a special 
election to fill the vacancy for the unexpired term. The 
member eldest in years shall preside until the president is 
chosen and in case of the absence of the president, until a 
presiding officer is chosen. 


Section 51. All elections by the city council under any 
provision of law shall be made by a viva voce vote, each 
member who is present answering to his name when it is called 
by the clerk or other proper officer, and stating the name of the 
person for whom he votes, or declining to vote as the case 
may be; and the clerk or other proper officer shall record every 
such vote. No such election shall be valid unless it is made as 
aforesaid. 


SecTION 52. No primary election or caucus for municipal 
offices shall be held hereafter in the city of Boston, and 
all laws relating to primary elections and caucuses for such 
offices in said city are hereby repealed. 


Section 53. Any male qualified registered voter in said 
city may be nominated for any municipal elective office in 
said city, and his name as such candidate shall be printed 
on the official ballot to be used at the municipal election: 
provided, that at or before five o’clock p.m. of the twenty- 
fifth day prior to such election nomination papers prepared 
and issued by the ‘election commissioners, signed in person 
by at least five thousand registered voters in said city quali- 
fied to vote for such candidate at said election, shall be 
filed with said election commissioners, and the signatures 
on the same to the number required to make a nomination 
are subsequently certified by the. election commissioners as 
hereinafter provided. Said nomination papers shall be in 
substantially the following form:

Section 54. If a candidate nominated as aforesaid 
dies before the day of election, or withdraws his name from 
nomination, or is found to be ineligible, the vacancy may 
be filled by a committee of not less than five persons, or a 
majority thereof, if such committee be named, and so author- 
ized in the nomination papers. Nomination papers shall not 
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include candidates for more than one office except that 
not more than three or nine, as the case may be, candidates 
for city council may be included in one nomination paper, 
and not more than two candidates for school committee 
may be included in one nomination paper. Every voter 
may sign as many nomination papers for each office to be 
filled as there are persons to be elected thereto and no more. 
Nomination papers in each year shall be issued by the board 
of election commissioners on and after but not before the day 
next following the state election. 

Section 55. Women who are qualified to vote for a 
member of the school committee may be nominated as and 
sign nomination papers for candidates for that office in the 
manner and under the same provisions of law as men. 


Section 56. The names of candidates appearing on 
nomination papers shall when filed be a matter of public 
record; but the nomination papers shall not be open to 
public inspection until after certification. After such nomi- 
nation papers have been filed, the election commissioners shall 
certify thereon the number of signatures which are the 
names of registered voters in the city qualified to sign the 
same. They need not certify a greater number of names 
than are required to make a nomination, with one-fifth of 
such number added thereto. All such papers found not to 
contain a number of names so certified equivalent to the 
number required to make a nomination shall be invalid. 
The election commissioners shall complete such certification 
on or before five o’clock p.m. on the sixteenth day preceding 
the city election. Such certification shall not preclude 
any voter from filing objections as to the validity of the 
nomination. All withdrawals and objections to such nomi- 
nations shall be filed with the election commissioners on or 
before five o’clock p.m. on the fourteenth day preceding the 
city election. All substitutions to fill vacancies caused by 
withdrawal or ineligibility shall be filed with the election 
commissioners on or before five o’clock p.m. on the twelfth 
day preceding the city election. 


Section 57. The name of each person who is nominated 
in compliance with law, together with his residence and the 
title and term of the office for which he is a candidate shall 
be printed on the‘official ballots at the municipal election, and 
the names of no other candidates shall be printed thereon. 
The names of candidates for the same office shall be printed 
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upon the official ballot in the order in which they may be 
drawn by the board of election commissioners, whose duty 
‘t shall be to make such drawing and to give each candidate 
an opportunity to be present thereat personally or by one 
representative. 


Section 58. No ballot used at any annual or special 
municipal election shall have printed thereon any party 
or political designation or mark, and there shall not be ap-

Section 59. On ballots to be used at annual or special 
municipal elections blank spaces shall be left at the end of 
each list of candidates for the different offices, equal to the 
number to be elected thereto, in which the voter may insert 
the name of any person not printed on the ballot for whom 
he desires to vote for such office. 


Sporron 60. All laws not inconsistent with the provi- 
sions of this act, governing nomination papers and nomina- 
tions for, and elections of municipal officers in the city of 
Boston, shall so far as they may be applicable, govern the 
nomination papers, nominations and _ elections provided 
for-in this act. The board of election commissioners shall be 
subject to the same penalties and shall have the same powers 
and duties, where not inconsistent with the provisions of

Section 62. All acts and parts of acts so far as incon- 
sistent with this act are hereby repealed; all- ordinances 
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and parts of ordinances so far as inconsistent with this act 
are hereby annulled; and all acts and parts of acts affecting 
the city of Boston not inconsistent with the provisions of 
this act are continued in force; provided, however, that the 
provisions of chapter four hundred and forty of the acts 
of the year nineteen hundred and nine shall not apply to 
any election held hereunder prior to the first day of April 
in the year nineteen hundred and ten. 


SecTION 638. Sections one to fourteen both inclusive 
and sections twenty-seven, twenty-eight and _ thirty-one 
of this act shall take effect on the first Monday of February, 
in the year nineteen hundred and ten, excepting that so 
much of section one as is included in the first two sentences 
thereof, to and including the word “respectively,’’ shall take 
effect upon the passage of this act; sections sixteen and 
twenty-three of this act shall take effect thirty days after 
the passage of the same; section thirty shall take effect 
ninety days after the passage of this act; and sections fifteen, 
seventeen to twenty-two, both inclusive, twenty-four to 
twenty-six, both inclusive, twenty-nine, thirty-two to thirty- 
six, both inclusive, forty-four, and sixty-two shall take 


effect upon the passage of this act.

TWO HUNDRED AND NINETIETH LOCATION. 


In BoaRD OF ALDERMEN, June 14, 1909. 


The Committee on Railroads, to whom was referred — 
June 14— the petition of the West End Street Railway 
Company for temporary tracks on northwesterly side of 
Huntington avenue during repairs on bridge over Boston & 
Albany railroad tracks having considered the subject, respect- 
fully recommend the passage of the accompanying order.

Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
to the West End Street Railway Company for locations for 
tracks in the streets of the City of Boston, said company 
shall have the right to construct, maintain and use tempo- 
rarily, under the provisions of chapter 266 of the Acts of 
1908, double tracks on the northwesterly side of Huntington 
avenue, from near Exeter street to near Irvington street, 
connecting with the existing tracks at either end; together 
with all necessary curves, cross-overs, switches and con- 
nections; said tracks being shown by red lines on a plan 
inade by A. L. Plimpton, dated June 5, 1909, and deposited 
in the office of the Superintendent of Streets. 

And the consent of the Board of Aldermen is granted to 
said company to establish and maintain the overhead single 
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trolley electric system of motive power in the operation of its 
cars on said location, and to erect, maintain and use iron poles, 
not less than twenty feet in height, at places indicated by 
red dots or circles on the aforesaid plan, or at such other 
places, to be shown by blue dots or circles on said plan, as 
may be approved by the Superintendent of Streets, and to 
place on said poles such wires and other appliances as the 
Commissioner of Wires shall approve. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 
used in paving said tracks, and the kind and locations of 
poles, shall be under the direction and to the satisfaction of 
the Superintendent of Streets, and shall be approved by him. 
Also upon condition that said railway company shall accept 
this order, and shall file such acceptance with the City Clerk 
in accordance with the provisions of statute law; otherwise 
it shall be null and void. 

The whole work authorized to be done under the pro- 
visions of this order shall be completed within one year from 
the date of the passage of this order.

I transmit herewith a communication from the Cor- 
poration Counsel containing replies to five orders of your 
body requesting opinions or information upon several subjects.

Dear Sir, — I have been requested by the Common Council, 
through you, to furnish opinions or information on quite 
a number of subjects. It is one of my duties under the ordi- 
nances to furnish opinions to the Common Council in refer- 
ence to its official duties. None of these requests have any 
possible relation to any duty imposed upon the Common 
Council. I therefore at first decided not to answer the 
questions, but have now concluded as a matter of courtesy 
so to do. 
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First. — I am requested by the Common Council to inform 
that body if there has been any change made by rule or other- 
wise in the requirements or qualifications of candidates for 
the fire department since the enactment by the Legislature 
of the law abolishing height and weight 1 in the Civil Service 
requirements. 

In reply I would state that I do not nea The Fire Com- 
missioner undoubtedly will furnish the information required. 

Second. —I am asked by the Common Council to give 
my opinion as to what construction should be put upon the 
will of Peter Bent Brigham. ‘This under date of April 15. 

I wrote to the Common Council under date of March 22, 
1909, concerning the Peter Bent Brigham will. Among 
other things, in my communication of that date, I said that 
the City of Boston in its corporate capacity has no more to 
do with this charity for the indigent poor of the County of 
Suffolk than it has to do with the Carney Hospital, the Chil- 
dren’s Hospital, or any other public charity. If a public 
charity is not properly administered the Attorney-General 
must act, and the proceedings against the executors of the 
charitable corporation be brought in his name. 

Third. —I am requested to give my opinion as to the 
legality of the contract recently made between the Rowe 
Construction Company and the City of Boston for the removal 
of stone from the Chestnut Hill Paving Yard, and whether 
the City of Boston could be held liable for damages in case 
of injury received by employees. 

In reply I would state that, in my opinion, the contract is 
a legal one, and there would be no such liability. 
Fourth. —I am also requested for the following informa- 
tion: To what extent is the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company required to keep in condition such portions of 
streets and highways as are used by said company. 

The repair of streets is executive business, and the Common 
Council, under the charter, has nothing to do with streets, 
except to help appropriate money for their repair and con- 
struction; but in reply to the question I would state that the 
elevated railway is required to keep in repair the paving, 
upper planking or other surface material of the portions of 
streets, roads and bridges occupied by its tracks on paved 
streets, and on unpaved streets it is to so keep in repair 
eighteen inches on each side of the portion occupied by the 
tracks. 

Fifth.—I1 am also requested by the Common Council 
to answer the following questions: According to law, 
what right has the Boston Elevated Railway Company to 
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allow tracks to remain upon the streets of Boston that have 
not been used for a space of six or eight years? 

Are they compelled according to law to remove such tracks 
within a certain length of time, or are they allowed to let 
such unused tracks remain upon the surface of our streets 
indefinitely ? | 

In reply I would state that subject to appeal to the Board 
of Railroad Commissioners, the Board of Aldermen grant 
locations in the streets to the Street Railway Companies 
and can revoke such locations. If the Board of Aldermen 
so desired, they could revoke a location of the Boston Elevated 
Railway on the ground that it did not use the location 
and order it to take up the tracks. The Elevated Railway 
could then appeal to the Board of Railroad Commissioners, 
if it so desired, and if the Railroad Commissioners confirmed 
the finding of the board, the tracks could be taken up. There 
is no time fixed by statute after which a railway company 
is required to remove unused tracks. That the tracks are 
not used for a term of years would be a reason for the Board 
of Aldermen revoking the location if it chose so to do.

REPORT IN PART OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
OF THE COMMON COUNCIL APPOINTED TO 
MAKE AN INVESTIGATION OF THE SUBJECT 
OF PUBLIC LIGHTING. 


In Common Covuncit, July 1, 1909. 


The special committee of the Common Council, appointed 
to make an investigation of the subject of public lighting, 
begs leave to submit the following partial report: 

In view of the imminence of a new long term contract 
for lighting the public streets, proposals for which have already 
been solicited by advertisement, the committee feels that 
it should lay before the Council at this time such information 
as it has on the question that is immediate, rather than 
wait for the fuller report on the whole subject. 

The committee takes the positive ground that such a 
contract as is contemplated cannot be consummated legally 
without authorization on the part of the legislative branch 
of the City Government. 

For this stand, it has the authority of the Acts of the Legis- 
lature, the Ordinances of the City of Boston, the interpreta- 
tion of these acts and ordinances by the Supreme Court of 
Massachusetts and two successive Corporation Counsel of 
said city. 

Chapter 74 of the Acts of 1773, chapter 69 of the Acts of 
1796, and chapter 3 of the Acts of 1825, all conferred upon 
the Board of Aldermen of the City of Boston certain specific 
authority with regard to the lighting of streets. Section 1 
of chapter 3 of the Acts of 1825 is as follows: soon 


- Secrion -1. That from and-after the publication of this act it- shall be 
lawful for the Mayor and Aldermen of the City of Boston, for the - time 
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being, to cause to be set up and affixed such and so many lamps in the 
streets and other places in said city, for the purpose of lighting the same, 
as they may determine to be convenient and necessary; and the said 
Mayor and Aldermen are hereby empowered to make all necessary con- 
tracts, rules, orders and regulations, respecting the said lamps, and the 
lighting and keeping the same in repair, and the regulation and preserva- 
tion of the same, as they may deem most for the benefit of said city. 


Section 6 of chapter 266 of the Acts of 1885 is as 
follows: 


Srection 6. The executive powers of said city, and all the executive 
powers now vested in the Board of Aldermen, as such, as surveyors of 
highways, county commissioners or otherwise, shall be and hereby are 
vested in the Mayor, to be exercised through the several officers and 
boards of the city in their respective departments, under his general 
supervision and control. Such officers and boards shall, in their respec- 
tive departments, make all necessary contracts for the employment of 
labor, the supply of materials, and the construction, alteration, and 
repair of all public works and buildings, and have the entire care, custody, 
and management of all public works, institutions, buildings, and other 
property, and the direction and control of all the executive and adminis- 
trative business of said city. They shall be at all times accountable 
for the proper discharge of their duties to the Mayor, as the chief executive 
officer, whose duty it shall be to secure the honest, efficient, and economi- 
cal conduct of the entire executive and administrative business of the city, 
and the harmonious and concerted action of the different departments. 
Every contract made as aforesaid in which the amount involved exceeds 
two thousand dollars shall require the approval of the Mayor before 
going into effect; and no expenditure shall be made nor liability incurred 
for any purpose beyond the appropriation duly made therefor. 


This took from the legislative branch all executive and 
administrative functions theretofore exercised by it; but 
not even by inference did it deprive them of their legis- 
lative powers. There is not room for the splitting of a hair 
in the decision of the Supreme Court in the case of Attorney- 
General v. Boston, 142 Mass. 200. 

Fourteen years later Corporation Counsel Andrew. J. Bailey 
emphasized this distinction between the legislative and 
the executive power, in an opinion to the Common Coun- 
cil on the question of a lighting contract then made. See 
Public Document 145 of the year 1899. 

Only last year, the present Corporation Counsel recognized 
the authority of the Board of Aldermen in these premises, 
for, in drawing the ordinance consolidating the Street Depart- 
ment, he expressly incorporated therein the provisions 
dependent for their authority on existing law. 

Section 3 of chapter 3 of the Ordinances of 1908 is as 
follows: 


“Section 3. Said superintendent shall have charge of all lamps estab- 
lished_by the’ Board of Aldermen and maintained at the expense of the 
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city, of all lamps set up in parks, parkways, or public grounds, and of 
all lamp posts, posts or fixtures connected with such lamps, and shall 
set up and affix lamps in the streets; shall have the care and custody of 
all city property hitherto in the possession of the lamp department, or 
that shall hereafter be acquired for the purpose of street lighting, and 
shall maintain and keep the same in good repair; shall see that the streets 
are lighted by such methods of lighting as the Board of Aldermen may 
from time to time order, and that the lamps in the streets are lighted and 
extinguished at such times as are ordered by the Board of Aldermen. 


But this proposed contract for a term of years will be 
illegal from another point of view. 

Section 6 of chapter 266 of the Acts of 1885, already Pee 
provides that heads of departments shall make no expendi- 
ture nor incur any liability for any purpose beyond the appro- 
priation duly made therefor. 

The case above cited, Attorney-General v. Boston, 142 
Mass. 200, is sufficiently explicit on this point. In 1888, E. P. 
Nettleton, then Corporation Counsel, followed the interpre- 
tation of the Supreme Court, in an opinion sent to the Com- 
mittee on Ordinances of that year, as follows: 


OFFICE OF CORPORATION COUNSEL, 
Boston, February 16, 1888. 
JaMES L. HiLtuarp, Esa., 
Clerk of Committees: 


Dear Sir, — In answer to the request of the Committee on Ordinances, 
I am of opinion that the Superintendent of Streets cannot be empowered 
by ordinance to make contracts for paving materials at the present time, 
to be paid for from appropriation not yet made, for the ensuing financial 
year. Such an ordinance would be inconsistent with section 6, chapter 
266, of the Acts of 1885, which provides that “no expenditure shall be 
made, nor liability incurred for any purpose beyond the appropriation 
duly made therefor.’’

It is significant that the legislative powers of the City 
Council were not questioned from the time when the execu- 
tive and legislative bodies were divorced in 1885 down to 
1896. Mayors and heads of departments who made contracts 
up to that time received their authority therefor from the 
legislative branch. Even in that year no new contract for 
street lighting was made, but the subterfuge of extending 
the then existing contract was resorted to. 

From the foregoing, two things are clear to your committee: 

1. The Superintendent of Streets cannot make such a 
contract as is proposed for street lighting without being 
duly authorized so to do by the Board of Aldermen. 
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2. In the event of his receiving such authorization, 
he cannot make the contract for a period longer than the 
appropriation for the fiscal year for street lighting will allow.

In accordance with the request of the Board of Aldermen, 
the Board of Health has made an inquiry into the conditions 
existing at Roxbury Crossing and at the intersection of Wash- 
ington street and Dover street, with reference to the location 
at these places of public convenience stations, and presents 
the following report: 

First, a word should be said about the general conditions 
existing in the city. It is evident at the outset that no 
definite plan has been followed with reference to the establish- 
ment of convenience stations. The citizens are in general 
obliged to depend upon hotels or railway stations when away 
from home or the office, while women avail themselves of the 
facilities afforded by the department stores and the hotels. 
The grouping of these within the shopping district, together 
with the stations established on the Common and the Public 
Garden, provide for the needs fairly well. In the outlying 
sections, however, practically no provision is made whatever. 
The Board believes, and has always maintained, that it is the 
duty of the municipality to provide such convenience stations 
at those places where many persons are brought together in 
the districts: away from the center. 

Second, there is to be considered the attitude of the citizens 
in whose neighborhood it is proposed to establish a station. 
This is always in opposition to such station. One has already 
been built for Roxbury Crossing, and the Surveying Depart- 
ment had already staked out the place for it to be placed, 
when the strength and influence of the remonstrants caused 
an order from the Board of Aldermen for the cessation of the 
work. In East Boston foundations for a station were once 
put in place and afterwards abandoned on account of the 
opposition. It has also been proposed to locate such stations 
in Charlestown and South Boston, but opposition has nega- 
tived these plans. 

The Board finds Roxbury Crossing to be an exceedingly 
busy center of trade, with a post office, two banks and at 
least two hundred stores, together with many dwelling — 
houses and apartment houses of good construction. But a 
short distance away lies a district housing hundreds of 
families in moderate circumstances. There are continually 
crowds in the streets, and, in addition, the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company has four transfer stations here at which, as 
a minimum, 300,000 passengers are transferred. The real 
estate conditions indicate that this traffic is on the increase, 
and it is the opinion of the Board that a convenience station

is demanded here by the traffic. The present facilities are 
not worth mentioning, being those of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad station of Roxbury, to use 
which one must in effect be a trespasser on the property of 
the company, and whatever meager accommodations the 
shops which serve for waiting rooms of the Boston Elevated 
‘Railway may afford. Thousands of citizens a day are con- 
gregated at this place, and health and decency demand some 
adequate provision in the way of a convenience station. 

At the intersection of Washington and Dover streets there 
is enormous traffic. Probably a greater number of persons 
pass this place than any other outside the shopping district. 
It is the crossing of two great thoroughfares, with many 
wagons and much foot travel. The transfer of railway pas- 
sengers is not less than 275,000 a month additional. The 
district is one of important stores, with living apartments 
above them; near at hand one of the most congested apart- 
ment and tenement sections in the city. Two theaters are at 
hand to add to the crowd, and nearby are manufacturing 
establishments. The railway has no transfer station, there 
are no high-class hotels where women could go, and no great 
department stores. Here, if anywhere in the City of Boston, 
there is urgent need of a convenience station. 

With a view to gaining the advantage of expert opinion 
on the subject of the localities, a letter was addressed to Mr. 
W. I. Cole, of the South End House, who better than any other - 
man knows the conditions of the district, within which lies 
his especial work. He is of the opinion that the two points 
named are places of great congestion, and shows that the 
need of such stations at both these points is very great and 
most urgent. A copy of Mr. Cole’s letter is appended. 

At Roxbury Crossing there are two possible locations for a 
convenience station or stations. One of these is in the 
center of the northern square, at the intersection of Tremont 
street and Columbus avenue. There is here considerable 
space in which stations above ground could be located with- 
out derangement of the street traffic. The disadvantages 
would be conspicuousness and the distance from the transfer 
stations, which would be about 300 feet from the nearest. 
Another disadvantage for women is the fact that the pointed 
corner is used for a liquorsaloon. The establishment of a pair 
of underground stations here would be unduly expensive, 
with probably some difficulties from the location of sewers or 
pipes in the street. 

The location here that recommends itself to the Board, on 
careful consideration and the viewing of the locality, is under 
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an unused arch of the steam railway bridge at this place. A 
passage now exists which is about 60 feet by 40. It is in 
line with no projected improvement of the streets that can 
now be named, and serves at present only for subway to con- 
nect the two platforms of the railway stations, for which it is 
‘many times too large, and for a place in which to commit a 
nuisance during the darker hours. Evidences of twenty-five 
such nuisances were apparent on the day of inspection. With 
an arrangement with the railway company, a pair of iron 
houses could be placed within the arch and leave abundant 
room for its use as a subway. ‘These would be inconspicuous 
and at the same time centrally located between the two sets 
of transfer points. As to the cost of such stations, the Board 
can make but a guess, having no funds at its disposal for the 
employment of architects or builders to plan and estimate. 
Judging from the cost in the past of such houses in other 
parts of the city, such a pair of convenience stations would 
cost between seven and ten thousand dollars. 

The cost of maintaining such a station at present salaries 
‘and prices would be for salaries for the two houses $4,100 a 
year, and for fuel, lights, supplies and repairs about $1,000 
a year. 

At Dover street the problem is by no means so easily solved, 
for the streets are contracted and the buildings cover every 
foot of the land, of which the price is high. It would seem to 
the Board, however, on close examination, that a pair of 
underground convenience stations might be located in the 
yard of the old Franklin Schoolhouse. The yard fronting 
on Washington street is unused at the present time, and is 
an area of about 40 feet by 80. This would afford abundant 
opportunity for the establishment of the underground sta- 
tions, without cost to the city for land on which to locate 
them. The place is but one building removed from the cor- 
ner of Dover and Washington. 

Here, as in the case of the houses at Roxbury Crossing, the 
Board has been unable to avail itself of experts to determine 
the costs. Judging from the cost of the underground sta- 
tions on the Common, for which $17,000 was the original 
figure, with due consideration for the increase in the costs 
of construction, it is probable that such a pair of stations 
would now cost from $23,000 to $25,000. 

The cost for maintaining such a station per year at present 
salaries would be in the neighborhood of $4,100 a year, and 
for fuel, supplies and repairs about $1,000 a year.

Dear Mr. Rircuin,— I can think of no more central places 
in the South End for “comfort stations” than the two you 
mention, the area in front of the old Franklin Schoolhouse on 
Washington street, near Dover street, and Roxbury Crossing. 
These are perhaps the two most congested points in this 
part of Boston. The first of these places 1s passed by thou- 
sands of people every day because of its proximity to the 
elevated station, and the meeting of the two great thorough- 
fares, Washington and Dover streets, where transfers are 
made from one line of cars to another. The Hub Theater: 
and Grand Opera House, directly opposite, bring additional 
throngs here. No public or semi-public conveniences of the 
sort are to be found within half a mile or more, except such 
as are provided by the local hotels and saloons. Roxbury 
Crossing, likewise, is a meeting place of car lines, and a trans- 
fer point. Like the place first mentioned, it is utterly devoid 
of sanitary conveniences outside of saloons. The need of 
such stations at both of these points is very great and most 
urgent.

To the Common Council of Boston: 


GENTLEMEN,— I am requested by your body to answer 
the following questions: 

“1. Is there any process of law by which the City of 
Boston can collect back taxes on a certain parcel of land 
described in the assessors’ books as Lots A and B on the 
southwesterly side of Oxford terrace. Ward 10, and assessed 
to Nathan Matthews and George E. Howe, Trustees; said 
lots not having paid taxes prior to 1907? 

“2. Has the city acquired any rights in the property by 
reason of the non-payment of taxes on said parcel of land for 
more than twenty years?” 

My answer would be ‘“‘no”’ to both questions. The assessors 
act as public officers under the statutes, and not as servants 
or agents of the city. If by design, accident or mistake they 
do not assess real estate in any year their successors in office 
have no right to go back and assess said real estate. If this 
were not so, no one could safely buy real estate. 

Title to real estate can only be acquired by deed, inheri- 
tance, or by adverse possession. 

As regards the particular parcel jiquited of, I am informed 
that it is not the custom of the assessors to assess as separate 
parcels of real estate the fee of private streets, passageways 
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and small parks laid out by developers of real estate, but to 
consider them only in regard to the value that they may add 
to the estates which have rights on said streets, passageways 
and small parks. The estate in question, although differing 
in some respects from such non-assessed land, seems to have 
been regarded by the assessors prior to 1907 as being in the 
same class, and therefore not to be assessed. 

If the judgment of past Boards was incorrect in regard to 
the matter, it is too late to rectify their mistake.

PRELIMINARY REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
APPOINTED TO INVESTIGATE CONTRACT WITH 
NEW ENGLAND SANITARY PRODUCT COMPANY 
AND CERTAIN CHARGES RELATING THERETO. 


In Boarp or ALDERMEN, October 11, 1909. | 


This committee was appointed to investigate and report 
upon charges that the New England Sanitary Product Com- 
pany had for many years been paying sums of money for 
improper purposes to city officials and men prominent in 
polities. 

After looking into the matter the committee was clearly 
of the opinion, for reasons stated more fully below, that if 
the investigation was to be thoroughly and properly made, 
the assistance of counsel, stenographers and expert account- 
ants would be needed. Accordingly this matter was brought 
before the Board and authority to employ such assistance 
was given. 

. Thereafter an order was introduced for the discharge of 
the committee which has been referred to the Committee on 
Public Improvements, and remains to be acted on. 

Under these circumstances the committee has deemed 
it proper to incur no expense until the Board shall have acted 
upon the last mentioned order. But in the meantime it 
seems advisable to report on certain matters which the com- 
mittee has ascertained in the investigations which it has 
been making upon its own account, in a preliminary way, 
since its appoimtment. 

Among other advantages which may be derived from such 
a report the committee believes that the facts stated will 
help the Board to decide whether this committee should 
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proceed with the matter, or whether further investigation 
should be left to other boards or officials who are in a position 
to deal with it in the ordinary course of their duties. 

This committee was empowered, among other things, 
“+o investigate the making of all such contracts and amended 
contracts as have at any time been in force between the New 
England Sanitary Product Company and the City of Boston.” 
The committee has looked into these contracts with care 
and finds the facts to be as follows: 

On November 22, 1897, the Superintendent of Streets, 
with the authority and approval of the Mayor, invited, by 
advertisement, bids for building a plant to render or cremate 
a large part of the city garbage. The plant was to be built 
by the contractor on Spectacle Island, on land to be furnished 
by the city, and was to be sufficient to take care of the garbage 
from all parts of.the city, except the West Roxbury and 
Brighton districts. This was estimated at 300 tons per day, 
but was in fact considerably less. The garbage was to be 
brought by the city to dumps at the water front, and was to 
be carried thence in scows to the plant at the expense of the 
contractor. The bids were to be in by December 8, 1897, 
and the contract was to run for ten years, beginning May 1, 
1898. 

There were three bidders, all proposing to deal with the 
garbage by reduction, and not by cremation. The New 
England Sanitary Product Company, which offered to do 
the work for $47,400 a year, was the lowest bidder. 

The contract was to be signed within thirty days. It was 
~ in fact signed on December 24, 1897. Before this date, but 
upon precisely what date the committee has been unable to 
ascertain, a change was made by which the plant was to be 
situated on the Calf Pasture, instead of Spectacle Island as 
contemplated by the proposals, and a supplemental contract 
to this effect was executed upon the same date (December 24, 
1897) -as the original contract. The terms of the two con- 
tracts were subsequently embodied in a single instrument 
dated February 8, 1898. 

The Mayor explained this change of location in his address 
to the City Council delivered on January 3, 1898, by stating 
that the lowest bidder proposed to use a familiar process 
which had been for some time in successful operation in 
Philadelphia and New York, and that it therefore seemed 
best, ‘‘in view of the high price, $75,000, asked for one-half 
of Spectacle Island, to change to a location upon land already 
owned by the city.” In the same address, however, the 
following statement had previously been made: 


New ENGLAND SANITARY PRODUCT COMPANY. 3 


‘After full consideration of the various sites available for 
a plant of this character, it was decided that Spectacle Island 
seemed, on some accounts, to offer the greatest safety, and 
a location at this point was therefore named in the contract 
as advertised —a price for the purchase by the city of one- 
half of this island having been first obtained.”’ 

It therefore appéars that the price was known before bids 
were invited. It also appears that the change was not made 
until the New England Sanitary Product Company had 
declared in writing that ‘‘ the proposed process would do the 
work in such new location without being open to any sanitary 
objection whatever.” Stringent provisions binding the com- 
pany so to conduct its operations were also inserted in the 
contract as will more fully appear hereafter. 

On December 6, 1897, the Board of Aldermen had adopted 
two orders requesting the Mayor to instruct the Superin- 
tendent of Streets to ‘‘extend the time for receiving bids in 
order to give an opportunity for competition from all reliable 
firms who desired to submit a proposition for that purpose,”’ 
and also inquiring into the reason why a commission pre- 
viously appointed had not reported upon the subject. The 
Mayor declined to extend the time for bids and gave his 
reasons therefor. He further stated that the commission 
had never met to consider or prepare a formal report to the 
City Council, and that the full responsibility in the matter 
rested not with the City Council but with the Superintendent 
of Streets, acting with the authority and approval of the 
Mayor. He added that “if it is necessary to purchase land 
upon which to erect a cremating or rendering plant” he fully 
recognized that the authority of the City Council must be 
obtained. The date of this communication was December 
13, 1897. This suggestion of a doubt whether land would 
be purchased indicates that the change to the Calf Pasture 
was already under consideration, for if the plant was to be 
built on Spectacle Island in accordance with the bids, the 
purchase of land would certainly be necessary. | 

This change from Spectacle Island to the Calf Pasture was 
made, so far as appears, without competition, without notice 
to other bidders, and without any change in the price to be 
paid the contractor for the work. The committee is not in 
a position to give a reliable estimate of the difference in 
expense to the contractor between the two sites, but it will 
be observed that the contractor, in order to secure the con- 
tract for the situation on the Calf Pasture, was willing to 
take the responsibility of assuring the city that it could 
conduct the business on the new situation, so much nearer 
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to a thickly settled district, ‘‘ without being open to any 
sanitary objection whatever.”’ 

As bearing on the relative expense of the two sites various 
matters suggest themselves as indicating advantages in favor 
of the Calf Pasture. Among these may be mentioned the 
items of transportation of labor and materials in building 
the plant, transportation of workmen employed in its opera- 
tion thereafter, the question of water supply, ete. It will 
be further observed that by the contract the city agreed 
that after January 1, 1899 (or in other words for almost the 
whole term of the contract), the contractor should receive 
the garbage from the Dorchester district, which in 1908 
amounted to nearly one-fourth of all the garbage delivered 
to the company. In point of fact, the plans as to the Dor- 
chester garbage were afterwards changed, but as matters 
stood at the time when the contract was executed the change 
to the Calf Pasture must have promised a substantial saving 
in the transportation of the Dorchester garbage. 

The location having thus been changed without any change 
in the compensation, but upon the company’s assurance and 
agreement that the plant would be operated without sanitary 
objection, it was built and went into operation at the Calf 
Pasture. Irom an early date it aroused earnest and con- 
tinued remonstrance from the public. The Board of Health 
after an investigation declared it to be a public nuisance, and 
on August 25, 1899, requested the Superintendent of Streets 
to take action under the contract. On October 30, 1899, 
the Mayor transmitted this communication of the Board of 
Health to the Board of Aldermen, stating his reasons for 
refusing to take action—among others the fact that there 
had been a fire in the plant and that new driers were expected 
which would improve conditions. In 1900 the Board of 
Health made further efforts to induce action by the officers 
of the city, and, failing to secure such action, caused a bill in 
equity to be brought in the Supreme Judicial Court seeking 
to obtain relief from the nuisance under the statutory powers 
given to the Board. As to this suit the company appears to 
have taken the position that by reason of its contract with 
the city it was not under the jurisdiction of the Board of 
Health. On account of the subsequent course of events the 
suit was never brought to a hearing. 

On November 12, 1900, the Mayor suggested the transfer 
of the plant to Long Island, and an item of $200,000 for its 
purchase and removal was included in the annual loan order, 
but this order was never adopted. In the meantime, the 
Board of Health continued its activity, as appears by the fol- 
lowing extract from its report for the year 1901: 
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“This plant is situated at Cow Pasture on Dorchester Bay, 
is the property of the New England Sanitary Product Com- 
pany, and is constructed and operated on what is known as 
the reduction method. It was put in operation November, 
1898, was soon complained of by the people living within a 
radius of more than two miles, was carefully investigated by 
the Board of Health, and declared to be a public nuisance. 
The same experience and declaration were repeated in 1901. 
All effort on the part of the Board of Health to secure action 
of any kind against the New England Sanitary Product 
Company, either under its contract with the city or on the 
merits of the case in court, have been negatived by the city 
government, and the powers of the Board of Health to fight 
this public nuisance, for the time being, have been made void. 
This plant has been a well-known public nuisance from the 
time it was put into use to the present day, and has thus far 
appeared to defy all efforts of the said company to stop the 
nuisance, which appears to be the result of an inherent power 
for offence in the reduction process, of which this plant is an 
example.” 

On March 14, 1901, the Mayor appointed the City Solicitor, 
the City Engineer, and the Superintendent of Streets as a 
special commission to report upon the situation, and on May 
27, 1901, this commission made its report, recommending 
that the company remove its plant to Long or Rainsford 
Island, and that it be paid by the city for this purpose the 
sum of $140,000. 

The basis upon which this recommendation was made by 
the commission is worthy of attention. 

The contract of February 8, 1898, after providing that the 
contractor shall build the building, equip it with the proper 
apparatus, transport the garbage from the dumps to the plant 
and cremate or render in the plant all the garbage, disposing 
of the gases, effluent water and resulting products, contained 
the following provisions: 

“Article 3. Said Contractor shall”... . 

“(e,.) Carry on all said work in such a manner that the 
appearance, smell and use of said scows and their loads, and 
the appearance, smell and operation of said plant, and the 
taking of any substances, materials, residues, or waste to or 
from said island, and the depositing or keeping of any thereof 
in any place, will not be objectionable to the public health 
or comfort.” 

“Article 9. If the Contractor from any cause, except fire 
or extraordinary ice in the water surrounding the city or in 
Boston Harbor, or process of law, or other extraordinary and. 
unavoidable cause as aforesaid, shall fail for more than five 
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successive days to remove, or to cremate or render, said 
garbage as required in this contract, or to dispose of the 
residue or waste thereof as so required, the Superintendent, 
acting for the city, by notice in writing to that effect, signed 
by him and approved by the Board of Health of said city 
and the Mayor, given to the Contractor or mailed to him at 
the business address given by him to the Superintendent, 
may cancel this contract, or using any labor, materials, imple- 
ments and machinery of the Contractor, with any others he 
may deem necessary, and by day labor, contract or other- 
wise, and without further notice, may take possession of the 
plant, and any scows of the Contractor he may desire, forcibly 
if necessary, and thereafter do the things required in this 
contract of the Contractor; and in ease of such cancellation, 
or the taking possession of property and doing things as 
aforesaid, any expense, losses and damages incurred by the 
city in each and every month of said term of ten years in 
removing and disposing of the garbage to be removed by the 
Contractor under this contract, over and above the amount 
which would have been payable to the Contractor by this 
contract, shall be paid to the city by the Contractor.” 

“Article 10. If the Contractor shall fail to do any of the 
work required of him as aforesaid, whether for said five days 
or for more or less than five days, the Superintendent acting 
for the city, instead of cancelling this contract or taking 
possession of the plant as aforesaid, may at any time while 
such failure continues, do the work which the Contractor so 
fails to do, or dispose of said garbage as he deems best, and 
the Contractor shall pay to the city all expenses, losses and 
damages incurred by the city thereby; or if the Superin- 
tendent shall not do the work as aforesaid, or cancel the 
contract, or take possession of the plant as aforesaid, the 
Contractor shall forfeit and pay to the city, as expenses, 
losses and damages incurred by the city by the Contractor 
failing to do work as aforesaid, a reasonable proportion of 
the payment for the work for the month in which such failure 
occurs, as determined by the Superintendent.” 

It further provided for a deposit of $5,000 to be used by 
the city to meet ‘‘any expenses, losses and damages incurred 
by the city,” and to be kept good at all times, and it was 
secured by the bond of a surety company for $100,000. 

The commission appears to have interpreted Articles 9 and 
10 as being limited to a failure (for the prescribed five days) 
to remove, cremate or render the garbage, and to have assumed 
that the wide powers given by these articles to the Superin- 
-tendent of Streets for the protection of the city’s interests 
could be invoked only in the case of such a failure, and not 
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in a case where, although the garbage was removed and 
cremated or rendered, it was done in a manner which violated 
Article 3, clause (e.), of the contract, and created a nuisance. 
As to Article 8, clause (e.), the commission said: “No article 
or clause in the contract gives by express words power to the 
city to cancel it on account of the failure of the contractor 
to comply with this clause.” They concluded accordingly 
that advantage of this clause can be taken in only two ways, 
either by suing the company for damages, or declining to pay 
the company its compensation and leaving it to sue the city 
for damages. Such methods would obviously be much more 
imperfect and unsatisfactory than the wide powers given to 
the superintendent in Articles 9 and 10, either to cancel the 
contract, or, without cancelling it, to take possession of the 
plant and operate it either by day labor or by contract, at 
the expense of the contractor. 

On the basis above stated the commission reached the con- 
clusion that the city’s only remedies were to bring, or submit 
to, an action for damages; that neither method was practi- 
cable; that the suit brought by the Board of Health would 
be too long protracted and would raise troublesome legal 
questions (questions which, as will be observed, would not 
arise in case of proceedings under Articles 9 and 10 of the 
contract); and that, therefore, the only practical course was 
to pay the company to move. 

On such an interpretation of the contract the course recom- 
mended may have been the wisest. But with high respect 
for the commission, this committee has difficulty in under- 
standing the commission’s interpretation of the contract, or 
in following its reasoning. By the express language of Article 
9 the powers given to the Superintendent of Streets could be 
invoked “if the Contractor for any cause . . . . shall fail for 
more than five successive days to remove or to cremate and 
render said garbage as required in this contract or to dispose 
of the residue or waste thereof as so required.” Doing the 
work in such a manner as to violate Article 3, clause (e.), 
and create a public nuisance was as serious a breach of con- 
tract, or a failure to do the work “as required in this contract,”’ 
as well could be. It was indeed a breach of a peculiarly vital 
nature, because the entire enterprise of changing the location 
from Spectacle Island to the Calf Pasture had been under- 
taken upon the faith of the company’s assurance that it 
would not commit this particular breach. 

Certainly, as a practical matter, it was a etre result, 
and one which would not satisfy a ‘natural sense of propriety 
or justice, that a change of location should be made on the 
faith of the company’s assurance that the plant would be 
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operated in a sanitary manner, that the company should then 
persistently operate it in an unsanitary manner, and that the 
city should pay the penalty for the company’s breach of 
contract. 

What actually took place was as follows: The city paid 
the company $140,000, getting in return a building which 
was a mere shell, as the company had the right to move off 
all or most of its valuable contents. This it did leaving the 
city an empty structure which has never been of any sub- 
stantial use or value since. The annual compensation of the 
company was also increased to $52,400, being an increase of 
$9,000 a year, and the company received an extension of the 
contract for nearly four years, to January 1, 1912. This 
extension appears to have been made in connection with the 
change to a site on Spectacle Island instead of Long or Rains- 
ford Island, which had been recommended by the special 
commission. For the site on Spectacle Island the company 
paid an annual rental of $10,000, and the city guaranteed 
the lease. , 

This expense was not only brought upon the city by the 
company’s breach of its contract, but 1t was incurred to 
induce the company to do exactly what it had bound itself 
to do in its original bid,—a bid from which it had been per- 
mitted to depart upon the faith of its written assurance that 
the work at the Calf Pasture would be done “without being 
open to any sanitary objection whatever.”’. 

Since its removal the company has operated on Spectacle 
Island. It receives from the city, as already stated, the sum 
of $52,400 annually, in return for which it carries the garbage 
in its scows from the dumps to the plant, and treats it by 
its process. The city has the expense of bringing the garbage 
to the dumps, of which there are two, at Fort Hill Wharf and 
at a wharf on Albany street, and of maintaining the wharves. 
The company also receives and sells for its own benefit the 
valuable products resulting from the reduction of the gar- 
bage. These products include grease, which is used for mak- 
ing oil, candles, soap and for other purposes, and a brown 
powder, which is used as a filler for commercial fertilizers. 

As the New England Sanitary Product Company is a New 
Jersey corporation, no list of its stockholders is accessible to 
the public either in Massachusetts or New Jersey. It was 
incorporated. December 7, 1897, with a capital stock of 
$500,000, of which $1,000 is stated to have been issued for 
cash, and $499,000 for licenses or license rights from the New 
England Construction Company and-the Sanitary Product 
Company, to operate under the patents of the latter company. 
The committee has no knowledge as to its stockholders, its 
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dividends, or the financial results of its operations, but there 
is reason to believe that the business of the company and of 
the Continental Export Company, an afhliated concern, is 
a pretty profitable one. 

A special commission appointed by the Mayor is now con- 
sidering questions affecting the collection and disposition of 
garbage, and the course which the city should take in future 
with reference to this matter. 

The charge with which the present committee has to deal 
is that this company has paid money to men prominent in 
both parties With a single exception no names are given, 
and as the charge does not include all “other men prominent 
in the Republican and Democratic parties,” 1t cannot be 
construed as including any members of this Board. In 
other words, it is a general charge that for many years the 
company has been guilty of bribing men in public life. 
Whether a committee of this Board is the proper -body to 
investigate such a charge may be thought doubtful, but if 
such an investigation 7s to be made, it is manifest that by no 
possibilty could it be effective unless conducted in a thorough 
and searching manner. If the company has been spending 
money in such ways, it is not very probable that there is 
now any record of the transactions easily accessible. The 
attempt to discover such transactions by investigation must 
therefore involve a searching examination into the distri- 
bution of the company’s profits, and into its disbursements 
generally. It would be idle for the committee to undertake 
such an investigation without the assistance of counsel, ste- 
nographers and accountants, and it is not impossible that the 
inquiry might involve a substantial expense of time and 
money. 

The committee believe that these aspects of the matter 
are worthy of careful consideration in determining whether 
such an expense should be incurred.

Dear, Str,— Referring to the resolve of the City Council 
of June 21, that, in the opinion of the City Council, the needs 
of the West End district of the City of Boston require an 
extension of the uses of the Charlesbank, and that among the 
first places to benefit by the Parkman Fund should be the 
Charlesbank, I would say that $19,000 could be judiciously 
spent at this part in the list of improvements set forth by Mr. 
Putnam in the attached estimate. Most of the items are in 
the nature of improvements, which could not come under 
the head of ordinary maintenance, although the Parkman 
Fund is available for maintenance too. 

The improvements consist of the widening of the walk on 
Charles street and repaving it, planting a row of European 
elms on the border of the park next the walk between the 
trees and the walk, the erection of an iron picket fence, 
widening and regrading the walk along the sea wall, grading 
the loam between the promenade and the mound, laying a 
system of irrigation along the dry mounds for the watering 
of the trees and grass, making a line of fixed seats with concrete 
posts along the total length of the promenade, repairing and 
repainting the fence on the sea wall, furnishing bubble foun- 
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tains, swings, frames and teeters, enlarging the water supply, 
grading, fencing and planting the spaces between the new 
Cambridge Bridge and the Women’s Gymnasium, paving all 
walks and promenade with paving brick. 

These improvements would very much enhance the use- 
fulness of Charlesbank, and your superintendent would 
recommend the approval of your Board to an application for 
an appropriation from the Parkman Fund for these purposes. 
A plan will be submitted later showing in further detail the 
proposed improvements.

Dear Srr,— In reply to your inquiry I would say that the 
Park Commission greatly desire to carry out the following 
works of construction. The annual appropriations for main- 
tenance do not permit such work. The income of the Parkman 
Fund might properly be applied to any of them and we trust 
that some of that money will be thus appropriated. 

Ist. Mr. Olmsted’s original design for Franklin Park 
included near Seaver street a grand promenade or meeting 
eround of the Alameda type with drives and walks shaded by 
six rows of trees and half a mile in length, connecting the play- 
stead and neighboring roads with the Columbia road entrance. 
Midway on one side was a sylvan amphitheater adapted to 
concerts. The winding roads of the parkways were intended 
to culminate at this grand and formal feature. For economi- 
cal reasons it has never been begun. It is greatly to be 
desired that the designs of the park should thus be made com- 
plete and annual appropriation from the Parkman Fund 
would make this possible and be thus most appropriately 
invested. 

2d. The cheap wooden sanitary buildings in Franklin Park 
should be replaced by suitable permanent buildings.

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3d. A large amount of loam is needed on Franklin Park 
which cannot be obtained from the appropriations for main- 
tenance. 

4th. We have already suggested to you the pressing need 
of some constructive work at the Charlesbank to make it 
worthy of its remarkably beautiful site and its great usefulness. 
Now that the work around other parts of the basin have been 
so thoroughly pushed this work is the more needed at the 
Charlesbank. A useful and beautiful addition to this park 
would also be a landing place or port of masonry to take the 
place of the rough floats and gangways that were necessary 
when the water was tidal. 

5th. A properly conducted aquarium building at the 
South Boston Marine Park would be an interesting addition 
to that recreation ground.

Dear Mr. PrEaspopy,—I am much interested by your 
letter of October 31st. So far as I recall, my father never 
changed his mind about the desirability of the ‘“‘Greeting,”’ 
as shown on the general plan of Franklin Park, and I do not 
know what reasons, if any, other than those of economy, 
influenced the abandonment of the design. The spacing of 
the trees was shown definitely upon the general plan, the 
large tracing of which we have in this office, but I do not 
think that anything in the nature of a working drawing was 
ever made. 

-Of course my brother John is much more familiar with all 

the details of the Franklin Park work than I am, and it is 
very likely that he will be able to give you more information. 
I am therefore forwarding your letter to him. 
'.I suppose that the principal and perhaps insuperable 
difficulty to any gradual execution of the design of the 
‘Greeting,’ beginning with the planting of trees in the manner 
you suggest, lies in the fact that a consfderable amount of 
erading would have to be done before the trees could be 
planted. Indeed, the estimates quoted in your letter strike 
me as low for the total cost of the work, including both 
erading and planting as well as road construction.

I do not think I have much more to say on the subject at 
this time than my brother has written you. I worked with 
the utmost intimacy with my father on the plan of Franklin 
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Park. He had plenty of time, a ripe experience in design- 
ing parks of that sort and gave it the best that was in him. 

It seems to me the City of Boston owes it to him to 
carry out the design in every important particular. So long 
as I was connected with the Park Department I heard of no 
objection except that of lack of funds. The use of the site 
of the proposed “Greeting” and “Little Folks’ Fair” as a 
meadow was, I think, surely intended by the commission 
to be temporary. 

I think we had a sufficient grading plan to serve as a 
guide to the park engineer, but of course artistic detailed 
drawings and supervision are as necessary as they would 
be in the case of a city hall. Even in the matter of an 
estimate of probable cost an engineer would doubtless omit 
many details of expense, owing to lack of detailed plans and 
specifications.

Since this estimate was made the working day has been 
reduced from nine hours to eight hours. The Saturday half 
holiday has extended to cover the entire year and the cost 
of labor and materials has been increased. 

The increase in the cost of labor has been about 25 per cent. 
Assuming that two-thirds of the cost of this work will be 
labor, the estimate should be increased about $30,000. 

The estimates of 1891 and 1892 included nothing for rock 
excavation. There will be considerable rock excavation, and 
in making the recent estimate it was assumed that one-half 
of the total excavation would be rock at $2 per cubic yard, 
and $55,000 added to the original estimate on thaf account. 
The estimate was also increased $12,000 to cover the cost of a 
~ granolithic surface in Music Court in place of a macadam 
surface as originally estimated. 

These increases bring the estimate up to $271,700, or 
approximately $275,000.

The Committee on Railroads to whom was recommitted, 
November 29, the petition of the West End Street Railway 
Company for tracks on Leverett street and for curved tracks 
at corner of Leverett and Charles streets, having further 
considered the subject, respectfully recommend the passage 
of the accompanying order.

Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
to the West End Street Railway Company for locations for 
tracks in the streets of the City of Boston, said company 
shall have the right to construct, maintain and use an altera- 
tion of location as follows: double tracks on Leverett street, 
from Brighton street to Charles street, together with a single 
curve at the southeast corner of Leverett and Charles streets. 
Also additional locations as follows: on Leverett street, from 
the end of existing tracks at Charles street westerly to Charles 
River dam and.its approach so far as the jurisdiction of this 
Board extends, together with double curved tracks at the 
southwesterly corner of Leverett and Charles streets; also a 
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single curved track at the southeasterly corner of said Leverett 
and Charles streets, and a cross-over west of Charles street, 
together with all necessary curves, cross-overs, switches and 
connections; said tracks being shown by red and black lines 
on a plan made by A. L. Plimpton, dated October 27, 1909, 
and deposited in the office of the Superintendent of Streets. 

And the consent of the Board of Aldermen is granted to 
said company to establish and maintain the overhead single 
trolley electric system of motive power in the operation of 
its cars on said location, and to erect, maintain and use 
iron poles, not less than twenty feet in height, at places 
indicated by red dots or circles on the aforesaid plan, or at 
such other places, to be shown by blue dots or circles on said 
plan, as may be approved by the Superintendent of Streets, 
and to place on said poles such wires and other appliances 
as the Commissioner of Wires shall approve. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 
used in paving said tracks, and the kind and locations of 
poles, shall be under the direction and to the satisfaction 
of the Superintendent of Streets, and shall be approved by 
him. Also upon condition that said railway company shall 
accept this order, and shall file such acceptance with the 
City Clerk in accordance with the provisions of Statute Law, 
otherwise it shall be null and void.

ORDINANCES OF 1909, CHAPTER 12, 


CONCERNING 


USE OF FIREWORKS, ETC. 


In the Year One Thousand Nine dundred and Nine. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person at any 
time to discharge or set off anywhere within the city or to 
have in his possession for such purpose any kind of fireworks, 
except as hereinafter provided. 

Scr. 2. In that part of the city formerly Charlestown, 
on Bunker Hill Day or the day celebrated as such, and 
anywhere within the city on Independence Day or the day 
celebrated as such, it shall be lawful for any person to dis- 
charge or set off between the hours of 6 a. m. and 7 p. m. any 
kind of fireworks and between the hours of 7 p.m. and 10 p.m. 
fireworks for display only, except as hereinafter provided. 

Sor. 3. It shall be lawful for any person to discharge or 
set off, on days other than those named in Section 2, fireworks 
for display only, provided he shall be granted a license for 
that purpose by the mayor and aldermen, except as herein- 
after provided. 

Sper. 4. It shall be unlawful for any person at any time 
to place upon the rail of any street or steam railroad or upon 
any street any cracker, cap or other explosive with the intent 
that it shall be discharged or exploded by the passage of any 
street car, steam car or other vehicle. 
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Sect. 5. It shall be unlawful for any person at any time 
to discharge or set off any kind of fireworks within three 
hundred yards of a hospital or building in which a patriotic 
concert, exhibition or exercises 1s in progress. 

Sect. 6. It shall be unlawful for any person at any time 
to discharge or set off anywhere within the city, or to have in 
his possession for such purpose, any toy pistol, toy gun, toy 
cannon, detonating cane, blank cartridge, firecracker exceed- 
ing six inches in length and one inch in diameter, firecracker 
of any size containing any explosive more powerful than 
black gunpowder, torpedo exceeding three quarters of an inch 
in diameter, any substance consisting of chlorate of potash 
and sulphur, or containing picric acid or picrates or any 
device for discharging or exploding such substance. 

Sect. 7.. Any person violating any provision of this ordi- 
nance shall be subject to a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars 
for each offence. 

Secr. 8. All ordinances or parts of ordinances inconsist- 
ent herewith or contrary hereto are hereby repealed.

CONCERNING 


SALE OF FIREWORKS, ETC. 
In the Year One Thousand Nine Hundred and Nine. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or 
corpcration to sell, offer or expose for sale, to loan or give 
away to any retail dealer, consumer or user, located within 
the city, any toy pistol, toy gun, toy cannon, detonating cane, 
blank cartridge, firecracker exceeding six inches in length 
and one inch in diameter, firecracker of any size containing 
any explosive more powerful than black gunpowder, torpedo 
exceeding three-quarters of an inch in diameter, any substance 
consisting of chlorate of potash and sulphur or containing 
picric acid or picrates, or any device for discharging or 
exploding such substance. 

Secr. 2. Any person, firm or corporation violating this 
ordinance shall be subject to a penalty not exceeding fifty 
dollars for- each offence, and a separate offence shall be 
regarded as committed for every day during which such 
person, firm or corporation shall continue such violation.

CONCERNING Meat Hours or FIREMEN. 


Chapter seventeen of the Revised Ordinances of 1898, as 
amended by chapter four of the Ordinances of 1905, is hereby 
further amended in section one by inserting after the words 
“four days out of five” the words ‘‘and who shall be allowed 
for meals each day either three periods of one hour and 
fifteen minutes each or two periods of two hours each.”’ 

_ This ordinance, returned by the Mayor to the Common 

Council with his objections thereto, was again passed by the 
City Council, in the manner prescribed by law, the date of final 
action being February &, 1909. 


CHAPTER 2. 


CONCERNING EXPENSES INCURRED BY THE Mayor. 


Section ten of chapter two of the Revised Ordinances of 
1898 is hereby amended by inserting in line three after the 
word “services” the words “with the exception of legal ser- 
vices,”’ so that said section as amended shall read as follows: 

“Secor. 10. The mayor may, in the discharge of the duties 
of his office, incur such expenses for subordinates and other 
employees, for expert services, with the exception of legal 
services, for the entertainment of guests, and for other pur- 
poses, as he shall deem necessary or proper, provided, how- 
ever, that the total expenditures of his office shall not exceed 
the amount appropriated therefor.” 

This ordinance, returned by the Mayor to the Common Council 
with his objections thereto, was again passed by the City Council 
in the manner prescribed by law, the date of final action being

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CHAPTER 3. 


CoNCERNING USE OF PROFANE LANGUAGE IN PUBLIC 
PLACES. 


Chapter forty-seven of the Revised Ordinances of 1898 is 
hereby amended in section fifty by inserting after the word 
“street,” in the first line, the words ‘or other public place,’’ 
so that said section as amended shall read as follows: “No 
person shall, in any street or other public place, accost or 
address another person with obscene or profane language.”’ 

[Approved February 11, 1909. 


CHAPTER 4. 


CONCERNING ADMISSION TO THE CONSUMPTIVES’ HOSPITAL. 


Section two of chapter four of the Ordinances of nineteen 
hundred and six is hereby amended by striking out in the 
second, third, fourth and fifth lines thereof the words ‘“‘have 
been inhabitants of Boston for at least two years preceding 
the date of their application for admission to said hospital, 
preference to be given to those persons having a legal settle- 
ment in Boston,” and inserting in place thereof the words 
“are bona fide residents of Boston at the time of application 
for admission to the said hospital.” 

[Approved February 16, 1909. 


CHAPTER. 5. 


CONCERNING WATER REGULATIONS. 


Section six of chapter forty-two of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1898, as amended by chapter twelve of the Ordinances of 
1908, is hereby further amended as follows: 

In clause 5 of the regulations contained in said section by 
striking out the words “‘may cause a meter to be removed 
and the water to be furnished by annual rates,”’ and insert- 
ing in place thereof the words ‘“‘and if a water taker declines 
to have a meter placed on his premises shall cause the water 
to be shut off from the same,” so that said clause, as amended, 
will read as follows: 
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‘5. The water commissioner may, in his discretion, cause 
a meter to be placed on the premises of any water taker, and 
the water to be furnished by meter rates, and if a water taker 
declines to have a meter placed on his premises shall cause 
the water to be shut off from the same; may, without notice, 
cause the water to be shut off from any premises, or require 
the use of water for any purpose designated by him to be 
stopped; and may —if any water taker, whether supplied 
through an independent service pipe, or a service pipe used 
in common with another, violates any of these regulations — 
cause the water to be shut off from all premises supplied by 
such pipe, until satisfied that the regulations will be observed, 
and all amounts due for water have been paid to the city 
collector, together with such further sum, not exceeding ten 
dollars, as said collector may require.”

CONCERNING INTERFERENCE WITH WATER METERS. 


Chapter forty-seven of the Revised Ordinances of 1898 is 
hereby amended in section sixty-nine by adding thereto the 
following words: ‘Nor shall any person interfere in any 
way with the registering apparatus of any water meter put 
in by the City of Boston or damage or injure in any way 
such meter.”’ [Approved April 7, 1909. 


CHAPTER 7. 


CONCERNING HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS. 


Section 86 of chapter 47 of the Revised Ordinances of 
1898 as amended by chapter 10 of the Ordinances of 1908 is 
hereby further amended by inserting after the words “ pro- 
vided, however,” in the thirteenth and fourteenth lines thereof 
the following words: “that the presence on the team, cart 
or person of said hawker or peddler of unsealed weights or 
measures shall terminate permission to hawk or peddle 
under said registration; and further provided,” and by strik- 
ing out the words “further provided:” in the fifteenth and 
sixteenth lines thereof, so that said section 86 as amended 
will read as follows: 

“Section 86. No person shall hawk or peddle any of the 
articles enumerated in chapter 345 of the Acts of 1906 until 
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he has recorded with the board of health his name and resi- 
dence and, if he hawks or peddles any articles which are 
sold by weight or measure, a certificate from the sealer of 
weights and measures that all weights, measures and balances 
to be used by him have been properly inspected and sealed, 
and has been assigned by said board a number; provided, 
however, that the presence on the team, cart or person of 
said hawker or peddler of unsealed weights or measures shall 
terminate permission to hawk or peddle under said registra- 
tion; and further provided, that the foregoing provisions 
shall not apply to minors licensed by the mayor and alder- 
men, and that the mayor and aldermen may restrain the sale 
by minors of any or all such articles.” _

CHAPTER 8.

Chapter forty-seven of the Revised Ordinances of 1898, 
as amended by chapter two of the Ordinances of 1900 and 
by chapter four of the Ordinances of 1903, is hereby further.

word “charge,” in line five, the words “except dogs on 
Boston Common.” [Approved August 2, 1909. 


_ CHAPTER 9. 


CONCERNING AUTOMOBILES OWNED BY THE CIty. 


All automobiles owned by the City of Boston shall be 
painted a uniform distinctive color, bearing on each side the 
words “City of Boston” and also a designation in words 
showing by which department said automobiles are used. 
And it is further provided that all such automobiles shall be 
registered in the name of the City of Boston.

CHAPTER, 10. 


CONCERNING THE ‘‘Crry RECORD.’’ 


SECTION 1. Section two of chapter thirty-seven of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1898 is hereby amended so as to read 
as follows: ‘Said board shall publish once a week an official 
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gazette of the city, to be designated the ‘City Record.’ 
Said publication shall contain matters set forth in sections 
29 and 30 of chapter 486 of the Acts of 1909 and such other 
matters as may be directed by the mayor. Said publication 
shall be distributed and sold under the direction of the mayor, 
the price of single copies being five cents and the yearly 
subscription price one dollar, payable in advance. The 
price to be paid by the departments for advertising in said 
publication shall be fixed by the city auditor with the ap- 
proval of the mayor,-and the sums so received shall be used 
to defray the expense of said publication.”’

“four days out of five” the words “and who shall be allowed 
for meals each day either three periods of one hour and 
fifteen minutes each or two periods of two hours each.” 

This ordinance, returned by the Mayor to the Board of Alder- 
men with his objections thereto, was again passed by the City 
Council in the manner prescribed by law, the date of final 
action being December 16, 1909. 


CHAPTER 12. 


CONCERNING User oF Fireworks, Erc. 


Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person at any 
time to discharge or set off anywhere within the city or to 
have in his possession for such purpose any kind of fireworks, 
except as hereinafter provided. 

Sect. 2. In that part of the city formerly Charlestown, 
on Bunker Hill Day or the day celebrated as such, and 
anywhere within the city on Independence Day or the day 
celebrated as such, it shall be lawful for any person to dis- 
charge or set off between the hours of 6 a. m. and 7 p. m. any 
kind of fireworks and between the hours of 7 p.m. and 10 p. m. 
fireworks for display only, except as hereinafter provided. 
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Secr. 3. It shall be lawful for any person to discharge or 
set off on days other than those named in Section 2, fireworks 
for display only, provided he shall be granted a license for 
that purpose by the mayor and aldermen, except as herein- 
after provided. 

Sect. 4. It shall be unlawful for any person at any time 
to place upon the rail of any street or steam railroad or upon 
any street any cracker, cap or other explosive with the intent 
that it shall be discharged or exploded by the passage of any 
street car, steam car or other vehicle. 

Sect. 5. It shall be unlawful for any person at any time 
to discharge or set off any kind of fireworks within three 
hundred yards of a hospital or building in which a patriotic 
concert, exhibition or exercises 1s In progress. 

Sect. 6. It shall be unlawful for any person at any time 
to discharge or set off anywhere within the city, or to have in 
his possession for such purpose, any toy pistol, toy gun, toy 
cannon, detonating cane, blank cartridge, firecracker exceed- 
ing six inches in length and one inch in diameter, firecracker 
of any size containing any explosive more powerful than 
black gunpowder, torpedo exceeding three-quarters of an inch 
in diameter, any substance consisting of chlorate of potash 
and sulphur, or containing picric acid or picrates or any 
device for discharging or exploding such substance. 

Sect. 7. Any person violating any provision of this ordi- 
nance shall be subject to a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars 
for each offence. 

Sect. 8. All ordinances or parts of ordinances inconsist- 
ent herewith or contrary hereto are hereby repealed. 

[Approved December 24, 1909. 


CHAPTER 13. 


CONCERNING SALE OF Fireworks, Ere. 


Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or 
corporation to sell, offer or expose for sale, to loan or give 
away to any retail dealer, consumer or user, located within 
the city, any toy pistol, toy gun, toy cannon, detonating cane, 
blank cartridge, firecracker exceeding. six inches in length 
and one inch in diameter, firecracker of any size containing 
any explosive more powerful than black gunpowder, torpedo 
exceeding three-quarters of an inch in diameter, any substance

consisting of chlorate of potash and sulphur or containing 
picric acid or picrates, or any device for discharging or explod- 
ing such substance. 

SecT. 2. Any person, firm or corporation violating this 
ordinance shall be subject to a penalty not exceeding fifty 
dollars for each offence, and a separate offence shall be 
regarded as committed for every day during which such 
person, firm or corporation shall continue such violation.

CHAPTER 14. 


CONCERNING HousgE DIRT AND OTHER REFUSE. 


Section eighteen of chapter forty-seven of the Revised 

Ordinances of 1898 is hereby further amended by inserting 
after the word ‘‘matter,” in the third line, the words “or 
interfere with the receptacles containing same,” and by 
adding, at the end of said section, the following: 
“or place outside of any building or premises for removal 
any light refuse or rubbish that is likely to be scattered or 
blown about unless same is properly packed, bundled or 
otherwise secured.”’ [Approved January 22, 1910.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS, 
In Boarp or Rai_Roap Commissioners, December 2, 1909. 

Petition of the Boston Elevated Railway Company for 
approval of route of elevated railway in the City of Boston, 
from the Park Street Station, through the proposed Beacon 
Hill Tunnel, and thence to the Cambridge line on Cam- 
bridge Bridge. 

This petition is brought under provisions of section 21 of 
chapter 520 of the Acts of 1906, and chapter 548 of the Acts 
of 1894, as amended by chapter 500 of the Acts of 1897, the 
petitioner having applied to the Board of Aldermen of the 
City of Boston for its approval of a route from Park Street 
Station through the proposed Beacon Hill Tunnel, and thence 
by an elevated structure to the Cambridge Bridge and over 
said bridge to the Cambridge line, as fixed in section 23 of 
chapter 520 of the Acts of 1906, and sixty days having expired 
after the filing of the application without said Board having 
taken action thereon. 

The proposed route is described in the company’s petition 
as follows: 

Commencing at the Park Street Subway Station through 
the said tunnel to the point near the northwest corner of 
Phillips and Grove streets, being the northerly end of said 
tunnel; thence on an elevated structure across private lands 
to Grove place, a small passageway; thence across private 
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lands to Grove terrace, a small passageway; thence across 
private lands and across Lindall place; thence across private 
lands and small passageway and private lands; thence across 
West Cedar street; thence across a small passageway and 
private lands; thence across a small passageway and private 
lands; thence diagonally across Cambridge street to Charles 
street; thence across Charles street; thence through Cam- 
bridge street to the easterly end of the Cambridge Bridge; 
thence upon and over the Cambridge Bridge and approaches 
thereto to the Cambridge line. 

The general course of said route is shown on a plan num- 
bered 10,734, amending plan numbered 10,732, both of said 
plans being on file with the petition. 

After notice and hearing and full consideration, the Board 
approves the streets upon the route aforesaid in the City of 
Boston, through which the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany desires to construct its elevated railway with double 
tracks.

Of the claims described in the above report, 123 were 
settled by the Law Department, and, after explanation by 
a member of that department, were approved by the commit- 
tee without further hearing. The committee gave hearings 
on two claims recommended by the Law Department and 
refused to approve them. In all other cases, except the few 
recommendations for the payment of back wages by heads 
of departments and some small claims recommended by the 
Fire Commissioner, the committee has examined petitioners 
and their witnesses under oath before making its finding. 
It has rejected one claim approved by the Water Department. 
It has recommended settlements in 157 cases, and has recom- 
mended leave to withdraw in 183 cases. In all, the committee 
has acted upon four hundred and sixty-six (466) claims. ~

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REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE OF THE 
BOARD OF ALDERMEN: ON INSPECTION OF 
PRISONS. 


In BoarD OF ALDERMEN, January 24, 1910. 

The special committee of the Board of Aldermen, appointed 
in accordance with the provisions of section 1 of chapter 224. 
of the Revised Laws to inspect the prisons in the County of 
Suffolk, having attended to that duty, submits the following 
report : 

The four institutions coming under the jurisdiction of the 
committee, viz., the House of Correction at Deer Island, the 
Parental School for Truants at West Roxbury, the Charles 
Street Jail and the Suffolk School for Boys at Rainsford 
Island, were all carefully inspected as to the discipline, clean- 
liness, health and proper treatment of the inmates and in 
these respects everything was found perfectly satisfactory. In 
each institution visited the inmates were questioned by the 
members of the committee and given an opportunity to make 
complaints with regard to the food, bedding or conduct. of 
the officers towards them. There was but one complaint — 
one person confined in the Charles Street Jail believed that 
anyone held there awaiting trial for any length of time should 
be given a chance for outdoor exercise at least once a week. 
He himself had been confined about three months and does 
not know when his case will be reached, owing to the fact 
that the principal government witness is now in Europe. 
The sheriff, who is the keeper of the jail, told the committee 
that it would be impossible for him to make such an arrange- 
ment on account of the few officers under him. Added to that 
would be the danger of the escape of a prisoner convicted of 
a felony who was being held pending a decision of the 
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Supreme Court on his exceptions. Under all the circumstances 
the committee is unable to recommend any change in the 
present rules. 


CHARLES STREET JAIL. 


The recommendations of last year’s committee have been 
carried out. This year’s committee offers for the considera- 
tion of the City Council of 1910 the following as most neces- 
sary improvements at the county jail: The old part, occupied 
by the men, should be properly lighted. The gas fixtures, half 
a century in use, with the poor quality of gas coming through 
them, are wholly inadequate, not to say dangerous. The 
sheriff asks for an appropriation of fifteen hundred (1,500) 
dollars for wiring and placing fixtures for electricity. The 
committee is of opinion that the bathing system now in use 
should be entirely remodeled and showers used instead of 
bathtubs. 


PARENTAL SCHOOL. 


The new school and administration building has been 
started, but it will not meet the wants of the trustees as they 
originally planned. An additional appropriation of $35,000 
is reeommended for the completion of this building. We also 
recommend an appropriation of $17,000 for a new stable, 
and repeat the recommendation of last year’s committee for 
a sum sufficient to build a coal pocket next to the heating 
plant. This institution is dog good work, and its trustees 
are unselfishly giving of their time and should be given fair 
consideration in the matter of appropriations by the City 
Council. 

DrEER ISLAND. 


The committee recommends the erection of a new building 
to contain fifty cells for the purpose of confining refractory 
_ prisoners and those addicted to the use of drugs. In this way 
only can the question of segregation be settled. Of its benefit 
to the institution there can be no question. The new dining 
room, recommended by the committee of 1908, is completed 
and in use and has amply justified its erection in saving of 
time and in economy. The so-called observation cases, per- 
sons suffering from delirium tremens, are still sent to this 
institution in spite of the recommendation of last year’s com- 
mittee that the proper place to handle them was at the City 
Hospital. This is a matter which will have to be attended 
to. The incoming City Council should do it. The wharf at 
Eastern avenue should be repaired at once; it isin an unsafe 
condition. 


INSPECTORS OF PRISONS. As 


THE SUFFOLK SCHOOL FOR Boys. 


This institution at Rainsford Island is receiving its usual 
scant attention of the city authorities in the matter of appro- 
priations. This committee renews the almost time-worn 
recommendations for the construction of a bulkhead for the 
making of land of that portion of the bay between the wharf 
and the land where the old white cottage is situated. If the 
City Council will visit the place the need for a new adminis- 
tration building and the tearing down of the rookery now 
used for a playroom will be so apparent that this committee 
makes its recommendation in this form. 

Annexed will be found the reports of those in charge of 
the various institutions, as required by law.

The special committee of the Common Council, appointed 
to make an investigation of the subject of public lighting, 
begs leave to submit the following final report with appendix: 

Having made its report (Document 122, 1909) on the 
legality of the contract of the Edison Company, under date 
of July 1, 1909, the committee turned its attention to the 
terms of the contract. Is the price charged a fair one? The 
collection of comparative statistics was naturally the first 
step. This proved to be a work of considerable difficulty. 
often attended with unintelligible and unsatisfactory results, 
Figures of recent years are in the majority of cases grossly 
partial to the lighting companies. There is, moreover, a 
more than general disposition on the part of the electrical 
profession, if we may use the term, to keep the layman in 
ignorance by a profuse use of technical language totally 
unwarranted in the present stages of electrical knowledge. 

Surely the time has arrived when the electrical expert, the 
student, the lawyer, the business man and the directors. of 
civic corporations may discuss in a common, understandable 
tongue a matter of such general and individual importance. 

The committee availed itself of the inexhaustible courtesy 
and ability of Doctor Hartwell, secretary of our own Sta- 
tistics Department, and communicated with every city in 
the United States of a population of more than 200,000 
inhabitants. 
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At this point the committee wishes to make a confession 
for the benefit of future investigators, since it is easily 
evident that it will be a long time before the last word may 
be said on this subject. 

The committee adopted with confidence the idea, which 
emanated from some eminent gentlemen in the community, 
that any amount of investigation could be made by a liberal 
use of pen, ink, paper and the United States mails. The 
committee’s confidence has been shattered. In some cases 
our letters elicited incomplete, unintelligible replies, result- 
ing in multiplied correspondence, and this, despite the fact 
that Doctor Hartwell had framed a most ingenious and com- 
plete blank form which called for the shortest and most 
decisive answers. The future investigator must get his 
information and figures at first hand if he is to obtain the best 
results. The committee may make this statement with 
perfect security, since none of its members is likely to partici- 
pate in that bugaboo of the taxpayers, a ‘‘junket.”’ 

The figures obtained by correspondence were turned over 
to Mr. Moore of the committee, who collated and tabulated 
them. They are submitted (C) and speak for themselves. 
Stripped of all technical verbiage, they show that the City of 
Boston pays more for its street lighting than any other 
large city in the United States. Compare these figures 
with those contained in an advertisement of the Edison 
Company (D). 

The overcharge is at least $30 a year per lamp, and on the 
total number of street arcs in use this overcharge amounts to 
approximately $100,000 a year, or $500,000 on the five-year 
contract recently signed with the Edison Company. 

For ten years prior to the present contract the city has 
paid for its street arcs about $124 a year per light. We find 
that in comparison with the prices paid by other cities under 
nearly similar conditions the City of Boston has been over- 
charged from $30 to $50 per light. Based upon an average 
of the number of lights burned annually during this period 
we feel that we are well within bounds when we say that the 
city has paid at least $1,300,000 in excess of what would have 
given the companies a liberal return on their investment. 

Make any analysis you choose of these figures, you will be 
faced with an inevitable “why?” If the city of St. Louis 
can get a 6.6 ampere magnetite lamp for $50 a year, why 
should the City of Boston pay $103 for the same lamp? 

Electrical technicalities, seaboard and inland situations, 
fuel statistics, underground constructions, plant and taxation 
fizures,—all utterly fail to give a satisfactory answer.

We believe that this can be demonstrated even to a layman. 

The high price of coal, due to the cost of transportation, 
has frequently been advanced by the Edison Company. ‘The 
Edison Company sold last year 62,177,518 kilowatt hours of 
electricity. They paid $346,660.06 for coal at the rate of 
$3.64 a ton. That is, their coal cost them $.005575 per 
kilowatt hour sold, or at the rate of $10.67 per arc per year 
for a 500-watt lamp burning 3,828 hours a year. From 
various sources we find that the cost of transportation of 
coal by water from Baltimore and the cost of unloading do 
not amount to over 80 cents a ton. (See report of the 
investigations of the Merchants Association as to coal trans- 
portation.) Hence the difference between the cost per arc 
per year for this cause could not possibly be over $3.

Another excuse is the amount of underground construction 
in Boston. Other cities have this to contend with. In some 
the proportion of underground construction is greater than 
ours. The report from Washington states that they have 
94 per cent of their conduits underground. We have a little 
more than 50 per cent. The proportion would be much less 
if we took into consideration the whole metropolitan district 
supplied by the company. This would not be unfair, inas- 
much as the municipal schedule, offered to all the cities 
and towns covered by the Edison Company must be based 
upon this district, and our present contract is merely a copy 
of the terms of that schedule. - 


WASHINGTON Pays $85; Wk Pay $103.54. 


Furthermore, in many cities a separate bid is made for lamps 
fed from underground conduits. In not a single case that 
we know of is the price for these lights as high, by $10, as the 
price we pay for our magnetites, in which no difference is 
made in the price for underground or overhead feed. For 
hehts fed from underground conduits Cincinnati pays $72; 
New Orleans, $85; Pittsburg, $90; and Baltimore, where the 
city owns the conduits, $57. In Hartford, where one of the 
most recent contracts has been made, the price for overhead 
lamps is $60; for underground, $64; making a difference of 
only $4 for underground construction. 

The whole history of the street lighting problem in Boston 
shows that we have been paying exorbitant prices. We 
are compelled to believe that the only explanation for this is 
that the men upon whom it has devolved in the past to 
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protect the city’s interests were either negligent or were 
unable to cope with the trained intelligence opposed to them. 
Contracts are approved, signed and sealed, and the city is 
delivered into the hands of the corporation for a term of years. 
Subsequently the Mayor who approved the contract appears 
in the role of arbitrator and finds that the company cannot 
afford to reduce its price. Occasional rumblings, too plain 
to be disregarded, call public attention to existing conditions. 

There were recently symptoms of a disagreement between 
the gas people and the electric light people, which gave 
promise of an opportunity for the plain people. The Finance 
Commission had the matter thrust upon them. But that 
body, whose exclusive duty it was to look out for the city’s 
interests, found itself divided between the warring interests 
of the gas people and the electric light people, and reported 
that the question was one which it had not been able to settle 
owing to limited time. One of its members went to Europe 
to study the lighting question for the benefit of his colleagues. 
Another member made a report which was suppressed, but 
which we are enabled to give in the appendix to this report, 
together with a stenographic transcript of the testimony of 
an expert electrical engineer, L. W. E. Kimball, before said 
Commission (H, F). 

Very curiously, the electric light corporation was repre- 
sented before the Finance Commission, but in his case it was 
expressly stipulated by the representative that no steno- 
graphic notes should be made of his statements—a proposi- 
tion to which the Finance Commission considerately agreed. 

This was a matter involving the expenditure of more than a 
half a million dollars of the city’s money each year, but the 
time was limited. 

Again, just before the present contract was signed, the 
Chamber of Commerce became interested in the matter. 
There was great activity. The newspapers were filled with 
stories. Experts were employed. Reports were made. 
Much correspondence passed between the Chamber of Com- 
merce, the newspapers and the Mayor. There were even 
suggestions of some slight irregularities. In the meantime 
hints were thrown out of the formation of a rival syndicate 
which was to materially lower the cost of street lighting. Not- 
withstanding all the agitation the contract was signed. The 
activity of the Chamber of Commerce suddenly ceased. 

Contrast, if you please, this action with the conduct of the 
public-spirited men of St. Louis, who raised the sum of $30,000 
with which they provided and equipped 520 electric lights 
for the business districts and presented them to their city. 
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Whereupon the lighting company, not to be outdone, agreed 
to light the said lamps for $50 each per year, although their 
$50-a-year contract does not go into effect until September 1, 
1910 (G). 

But the city’s difficulties in this matter do not all come 
from its vociferous and deedless citizens or the lighting cor- 
poration. 

The Corporation Counsel told the committee that under the 
old arbitration clause the city had practically no show. The 
arbitrators included one man representing the city, one man 
representing the company and a third man _ supposedly 
unbiased. The city could only ask for arbitration once in 
two and a half years, and then the arbitrators must be unani- 
mous in their decision. This contract was drawn by the Law 
Department of the city. The Corporation Counsel told us 
that the question of price and cost was none of his business. 
His only duty was to see that the contract was legally drawn. 
Early in the sessions of the committee this matter of the arbi- 
tration clause was considered by us and its palpable unfair- 
ness discussed. In the best of good faith and, as we believe, 
strictly within our rights, we addressed a letter to his Honor 
the Mayor warning him of the necessity of closely guarding 
that section of the contract. The Mayor referred our com- 
munication to the Corporation Counsel, who, replying to the 
Mayor, disposed of our suggestion as useless and of no moment. 

The learned Corporation Counsel informed his Honor that 
we were violating the provisions of law as contained in the 
city charter by interfering in the making of a contract. Now, 
as a matter of fact, the wording of the law is “take part in . 
the making of contracts.’’ When at a subsequent session of 
the committee this was called to the attention of the Corpora- 
tion Counsel he informed the committee that the words ‘take 
part”? and “interfering”? were synonymous. It seems to us 
peculiar that any citizen or body of citizens might write on 
this subject to the newspapers or to the Mayor, as the Cham- 
ber of Commerce did, but the chosen representatives of the 
people were debarred from making any suggestions because 
the Statute of 1885 prevented them from “interfering” in the 
making of a contract. To fully present these facts we append 
the entire correspondence (H). 

The Corporation Counsel told the committee that he had 
changed the clause that allowed the city at any time, and 
without the knowledge of the company, to employ an expert 
to test the current supplied in order to see if the city was 
getting the amount guaranteed by the contract. Under 
the present contract the, city must notify the company in 
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writing and they employ the expert. We have no intention 
of questioning the honesty of the company, but we do main- 
tain that the clause as it now reads is of no value to the city. 
The reason given by the Corporation Counsel was that it 
would save the expense of a possible law suit occasioned by 
the employment by the city of an incompetent expert. The 
old contract lasted for fifteen years. During that time there 
was no such law suit. 

The Corporation Counsel gave us further interesting 
information. He told us that no contract could be made 
unless the money was in sight. But the appropriation for 
the Lamp Division was for one year only. How, then, could 
a contract be made for five years? This was staggering, until 
it was discovered that the contract was made “subject to 
appropriations.” 

The language of the statute on this matter is as follows: 
‘No expenditure shall be made nor liability incurred for any 
purpose beyond the appropriation duly made therefor.’ 
The position of the contract seems to be that it is to continue 
from year to year, but to expire by its own terms at all events 
in five years, or at the end of any year before the expiration 
of that time in which the city does not make the necessary 
appropriation. The legality of the contract on this ground 
is an interesting question of law on which the Corporation 
Counsel has passed, inasmuch as he has approved of the five- 
year term. The money for the five succeeding years, then, 
must be in sight, although the appropriation has not been 
made. 

The question of public building lighting is but a repetition 
of the street lighting prices. 

For a number of years the Edison Company made a flat 
rate of 10 cents a kilowatt hour to the city. The average 
price which the company received for all its current was only 
7 cents, and it sold current to other customers at considerably 
less than 2 cents per kilowatt hour. 

In contrast to this we call your attention to the city of 
San Francisco, which pays only 34 cents per kilowatt hour 
for its public building lighting, while the average price 
received by the company for all its current is only 44 cents 
per kilowatt hour. Chicago pays 34 cents; St. Louis, 3? 
cents; Providence, 34 cents; Washington, New Orleans, 
Indianapolis and Baltimore pay 6 cents per kilowatt hour. 

That the city is better lighted at a less cost than under 
the contract made in 1894 by Mayor Matthews and extended 
by Mayor Quincy in 1899 should not give us the impression 
that any substantial victory has been gained. The mere fact 
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that the company is using an improved lamp giving more 
light for the same amount of current is not an adequate 
excuse for charging for that current a price which is still 
excessive. It merely indicates a policy on the part of the 
company to appropriate the advantages accruing from the 
use of improved apparatus without giving its customer a 
corresponding benefit in the rate. 


Kerpp THis IN Minn: Sr. Louis, $50 a YEAR, Boston 
$103.54 A YEAR,—FOR THE SAME LAmp. 


In conclusion, we reiterate the statement made in our pre- 
liminary report; that the present contract is illegal because 
not authorized by the Board of Aldermen, and voidable 
because, as the Corporation Counsel says, the money for 
more than one year is not in sight. 

We believe that the time has come for the City of Boston 
to do as any other business institution would do, and that is 
to devise some businesslike, comprehensive and scientific — 
manner of spending the vast sum which is now annually 
devoted to the lighting of its city streets and public buildings. 

The new City Council has an opportunity which it should 
not neglect. We particularly call the matter to the attention 
of the incoming Mayor, reminding him that it was under his 
administration, in 1906, that the skillful work of the city’s 
arbitrator, Samuel H. Hudson, Esq., then assistant corporation 
counsel, obtained for the city its first reduction in price. 
Mr. Hudson’s letter, with its recommendations, which appears 
in the appendix (1), may well bear fruit in the immediate 
future.

Committee on Public Lighting: 


GENTLEMEN ,— It will be impossible for me to meet your committee 
this evening, and I hope that I may be excused from any attendance at 
any public hearings on the subject. 

I have already stated publicly all that I have to say on the matter of 

the electric street lighting contract, and I cannot believe that any useful 
purpose will be served by the reiteration of my views at this time. 
# I have during the past year given a good deal of time and energy to 
the problem of street lighting in the hope and expectation that the results 
of my investigations would receive due consideration before the city was 
committed to any definite contract. 

Such consideration was not, however, accorded to me, and I was told 
by Mayor Hibbard that he had already given his word to Mr. Wardwell, 
counsel of the Edison» Company, to execute the contract before I was 
permitted to say anything to him on the subject. 

_ In view of these facts I think that I may fairly be excused from any 
further activity in the matter.

STATEMENT BY Mr. Guy C. EMERSON. 


Q. (By the Cuarrman.) Mr. Emerson, the contract for 
lighting the streets by electricity, which has just been signed, 
has called forth a great deal of controversy. You, Mr. 
Emerson, are quoted in the Boston Transcript of May 5 as 
saying: “I did say, however, that I would willingly appear 
at a public hearing. As a matter of fact, I want the fullest 
publicity in this whole matter, and if the investigators are 
really fair they may learn some interesting facts as to the real 
reasons why there has been so much opposition to the Mayor 
signing the contracts with the Edison Company.” The 
committee now affords you that opportunity, Mr. Emerson. 
A. Mr. Chairman, I think I could hardly be held responsi- 
ble for what is said in the newspapers. Very likely I said 
something approaching that statement, but I am very sure 
it was not that exact statement; although I don’t know that 
there is anything in the statement to indicate — or, rather, 
I don’t think I said anything to indicate —that I was 
especially anxious to give any sensational testimony of any 
sort. J come here this evening prepared to answer any 
questions, and perhaps, under the circumstances, it might 
be well to make some sort of a statement. I am very glad 
that the committee has given the officials of the city this 
chance to be heard in the matter, and I have written a few 
notes here which, in order that I may not be misquoted in 
the matter, I would beg leave to read. 

GENTLEMEN ,— The history of the electric lighting contract 
just made has been given by me in a letter to the Mayor 
under date of April 29, 1909, as completely as seems neces- 
sary to cover all the essential points in the matter. It is 
unfortunate that the discussion of the contract should have 
been conducted largely through the medium of the news- 
papers rather than by direct arguments between the parties 
involved. The controversy has been somewhat heated, and 
some of the parties interested have so far forgotten that the 
matter was a public one as to indulge in personalities. Mis- 
statements, secret communications, etc., have been in order. 
It seems to me proper, therefore, for me to divulge matters 
of conversation that under the ordinary amenities of gentle- 
manly discussion I should not divulge, and to state some

additional facts which may give you an insight into the 
sources of the opposition to, and criticism of, this contract, 
and enable you to direct your investigation. 

During my investigation of the electric lighting situation 
only three people beyond the contracting parties showed the 
slightest interest in the matter, although I endeavored at 
times to give the matter publicity through the columns of 
the daily Press. These people were Mr. George U. Crocker, — 
formerly of the Finance Commission; Mr. Edgar N. Wright- 
ington, second vice president and secretary of the Boston 
Consolidated Gas Company, and Mr. James L. Richards, 
president of that company. 

Several conversations were held with Mr. Crocker and his 
advice was at first highly esteemed. LEarly in the negotia- 
tions Mr. Crocker informed me that he had no objection to a 
contract for a reasonable number of magnetite lamps; that 
he believed the contract should be made for such reasonable 
time as would allow the Edison Company to obtain a return 
for the necessary investment, and that his object was to get 
rid of “those little blue things,” as he termed the Gilbert 
lamps. After the preliminary draft of the contract was 
agreed upon Mr. Crocker and I frankly agreed to disagree, 
and in transmitting the contract to the Mayor I stated that 
Mr. Crocker and I could not agree in the matter and advised 
the Mayor to hear Mr. Crocker before signing the contract. 

During this time Mr. Wrightington had been a frequent 
visitor to my office, urging the virtues of the Graetzin gas 
lamps, installed on Commonwealth avenue. Later, Presi- 
dent Richards called at my office and the discussion with 
him became somewhat heated. I informed him that his 
proposal for installing gas lamps on the Common would be 
a losing venture. He admitted this to be a fact, giving no 
reason why he desired the installation. I finally told him 
that his offer did not appear to me to possess even the elements 
of a respectable bluff. He then informed me that public 
opinion would not allow me to sign that contract. I ven- 
tured the assertion that there was no public opinion in 
connection with the contract; that so far only one person 
beyond his company had shown any interest in the matter, 
Mr. George U. Crocker. He then said, ‘‘ You will find that 
the public is interested in this matter. Why, do you know, 
the president of a large mercantile association told me that 
he would take the matter up whenever I said the word, and 
I told him not to.” I said.to him, “Mr. Richards, do you 
call it public sentiment when the president of a large mercan- 
tile association would so far neglect what he considered to 
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be his plain duty as to defer that agitation upon your request? 
Such public opinion would not influence me in the slighest 
degree.” 7 

It is not claimed that this statement is precise as to lan- 
guage used. It is, however, approximately correct as to 
language, and expresses as exactly as I am able the sub- 
stance of the conversation. 

Karly in the discussion of this contract it became evident 
to me that the communication between the various parties 
opposing it was very close. Conversations held with one 
party in my office were familiar to other parties at the time 
of the next interview. A criticism of Mr. Wrightington as 
a negotiator, made by me to Mr. Crocker, seemed to end the 
visits of Mr. Wrightington to my office, as he made no more 
visits. Soon after, Mr. Richards, for the first time, put in 
an appearance at my office. Owing to the above facts it 
seemed to me that Mr. Crocker could not be more partisan 
if he were acting as attorney for the gas company, and I 
was, therefore, unable to put any confidence in his advice. 

Gentlemen, if you have any questions I shall be very 
glad to answer them. 

@. (By.Mr. Goopwin.) Mr. Emerson, in that statement 
you have read you state that there have been during this 
controversy misstatements, secret communications, and so 
forth. What do you mean by that? A. Well, what I 
mean is that I have been told —I will say now that I don’t 
care to divulge the source of my information —that some 
of the communications to the newspapers, making state- 
ments in regard to the contract, were made with the request 
that the name of the author be not published. 

Q. Did you say that Mr. Wrightington—who, by the 
way, I understood you to say was connected with the gas 
company —was interested in the Graetzin lamp? <A. No, 
sir. 

Q. Didn’t you make the statement in there that he is 
connected with or interested in the Graetzin lamp? A. I 
think not. 

Q. Read it over again, Mr. Emerson. A. I don’t seem 
to find that. | 

Q. I think you mentioned the Graetzin lamp in connection 
with Mr. Wrightington’s name. A. Oh, yes —‘during this 
time Mr. Wrightington had been a frequent visitor to my 
office, urging the virtues of the Graetzin gas lamp installed 
on Commonwealth avenue.” 

Q. Well, was he interested in that lamp? A. Why, he, 
as vice president of the gas company, I understand, bought 
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those lamps and made that installation on Commonwealth 
avenue in behalf of the gas company. 

@. And then you also say in that statement that really 
there were only three persons who seemed to be interested 
in this controversy. A. The only persons who spoke to me 
in any way in regard to this contract, in opposition to it, 
were the three people I mentioned. 

@. And then subsequently, toward the end, I understood 
you to say that the relation of those parties who were opposed 
to it was such that they seemed to be interested very closely 
in the same matter — that is, Mr. Wrightington, Mr. Crocker 
and Mr. Edgar. Isthat true, Mr. Emerson? A. Mr. Richards. 

@. Imean Mr. Richards. Isthat true? A. Yes, I think so. 

@. Now, Mr. Emerson, you have stated that these three 
persons, the only three who seemed to be interested in this 
matter who came to you,— that is, Mr. Wrightington, Mr. 
Richards and Mr. Crocker,— seemed to be related together 
in their interests, that_they seemed to have a community of 
interest. Is that right? From their several conversations 
with you, you came to the conclusion that they were interested 
together. A. I came to the conclusion that the means of 
communication between them were very close. 

Q. Well, what led you to that assumption, Mr. Emerson? 
A. As I have stated, the fragments of conversations and 
facts, the sense of conversations repeated to one were known 
evidently to the other one at the time of my next interview 
with them. 

@. Now, you have stated that Mr. Wrightington was inter- 
ested in urging the Graetzin lamp. Did Mr. Crocker ever make 
any statements to you concerning the Graetzin lamp? A. I 
do not remember any definite statement. I met Mr. Crocker 
at Commonwealth avenue once or twice during the early 
stage of the thing, and we looked at the Graetzin lamp 
together. | 

@. Did Mr. Crocker ever say anything to you about some 
other means of competition — that is, some other method 
of lighting the city than by electricity? A. I have a very 
strong impression that Mr. Crocker was especially interested 
in the question of pressure gas — seemed to be a fad of his, 
more or less. 

Q. Well, would that carry with it the inference that he 
might also be interested in the Graetzin lamp? A. Not 
necessarily. 

Q. In this statement that you made to the public and 
which was afterwards put in the papers in the nature of an 
advertisement, you make this statement: “During my nego- 
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tiations I exhausted every avenue open in the attempt to 
find some form of competition with electricity for street 
lighting.” What did you mean by that, Mr. Emerson? 
A. Well, I meant exactly what it says. The only possible 
competition’ I found was pressure gas, and on investigating 
that I found that there was nothing in it, absolutely. 

Q. That is, that they couldn’t compete with electricity? 
A. No. 

Q. Did you ever hear of the Phoenix Lighting Company? 
A. [have heard of it; yes. 

Q. What was their business — or do you know anything 
about them? A. My first communication with the Phoenix 
Company was, as I remember it, through a gentleman who 
had a clock to sell for lighting gas lamps, to dispense with 
the lamplighters. I think that was signed ‘By attorney 
for the Phoenix Gas Company,” or “Phoenix Lighting Com- 
pany.” 

Q. Do you remember who the attorney was? A. I think 
his name was Rothenberg. 

Q. Do you know whether that company had any sub- 
sidiary company, or whether there was another company? 
A. I am told that there were two companies —the Phoenix 
Lighting Company of Maine and the Pheenix Lighting Com- 
pany of Boston. : 

Q. Were they identical with each other in any way? A. I 
don’t know what their relations were. 

Q. Was there ever any statement made to you with refer- 
ence to competition by means of electricity? A. No definite 
statement; no, sir. 

(. Well, what do you mean by ‘‘no definite statement’’? 
What indefinite statement was made? A. Why, there were 
rumors which, as a matter of fact, I was not able to locate, 
that there was in the course of formation a company which 
would in some way or other offer a competing bid with the 
Edison Company for furnishing electricity. 

Q. Well, there being no other electric lighting plant in 
Boston, how could they do that, Mr. Emerson? A. I don’t 
know. I think the Mayor had a letter from a Mr. Raymond 
with that statement in it, and two or three verbal com- 
munications. 

@. Was anything ever said to you by Mr. Crocker with 
reference to that company? A. I think not. 

Q. Was anything definite ever said to you by Mr. Crocker 
with reference to any competition? A. Nothing, so far as I 
recollect. 

Q. Have you seen Mr. Crocker recently? A. No, sir. 
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Q. (By Mr. Bauuantryne.) I would like to ask, Mr. 
Emerson, if there was ever anything in the line of competi- 
tion having in view the dividing up of the work, such as 
having a company, or a number of individuals forming a 
company, taking over the business of owning or becoming 
owners of the equipment, and they purchasing the electricity 
from the Edison Company? Did anything of that kind come 
to your knowledge? A. Nothing definite. 

Q. Well, was it along these lines that these people were 
working that you thought might enter into competition? 
A. I couldn’t say along what lines they were working. 

@. (By Mr. Moore.) Just one or two questions. I see 
in the News Bureau of last Wednesday there is a reference 
to the Phoenix Electric Light Company, or the Phoenix 
Company, as competing for the new contract which is going 
to come later, as I understand it. Have you received any 
bid or any communication from them in that. connection? 
ASN HSIEe 

Q. They have had no communication with you in reference 
to this? A. No, sir. ’ 

Q. None whatever? A. None whatever. 

Q. As far as you know, the only persons who are interested 
in this Graetzin light, then, are the gas company? A. There 
is an agent of the Graetzin lamp who now has an installation 
of lamps on the street independent of the lamps which are 
bought and installed by the gas company. He is a New 
York man by the name of Staahlgren. 

Q. The Phoenix Company is not a subsidiary company 
of the Consolidated, is it, in any way, to the best of your 
knowledge? A. I don’t know. I know very little about 
the Phoenix Company. So far as I know, it is not. 

Q. As I understand it, under the present arrangement our 
gas lighting is done by two companies — that is, the Con- 
solidated Company furnishes the gas and the Rising Sun 
Company attends to the maintenance of the lamps, ete. 
A. Yes, furnishes the lamps and maintains them. 

Q. Now, do you think it would be a practical matter to 
consider the question of dividing up the electric lighting in 
that same way? A. I presume it could be done in the same 
way, if the Edison Company were willing to sell current and 
manufacturers were willing to sell lamps. 

Q. The lamps, you think, are controlled by the Edison 
people, then?. A. I think the lamps which we are using, 
which we have adopted, are controlled, so far as Boston is 
concerned, by the Edison Company. 
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Q. As a matter of fact, they are really controlled and 
sold by the General Electric Company? <A. Yes, sir. 

Q. The Gilbert, the magnetite and the General Electric 
flaming are are all owned and controlled by the General 
Electric Company? <A. Yes. 

Q. Could you state whether there is any connection between 
the Edison and the General Electric? A. No, sir. 

Q. Do you know whether there is a community of interest 
— whether the same people really own and control the two 
companies? A. I donot. I think it is safe to say that. the 
Edison Company does not own the General Electric Company, 
however. So far as I know there is no community of interest. 

Q@. As a matter of fact, the fixtures that the Edison Com- 
pany is using come from the General Electric? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. The General Electric, then, control the price, and so 
forth, and if they choose to make a reduction the Edison 
people can make a reductiontous? <A. Yes. 7 

Q. The magnetite lamp is owned and controlled by the 
General Electric? A. Manufactured by them; yes, sir. 

Q. Have you ever tried to obtain any magnetite lamps 
through anybody outside of the Edison Company? <A. No. 

Q. You don’t know whether they can be obtained through 
anybody else, outside? A. No. 

(). Then you don’t know, really, whether it would be a 
practical matter to separate into two parts the lighting con- 
tract, as I understand has been attempted in Newton and 
other places, one company selling the electricity and the 
others maintaining the fixtures,andsoon? A. No, sir. 

Q. Is it not a fact that the Gas and Electric Light Com- 
mission of the state has the making of the price of electricity, 
and limiting it where it is above the right figure, the same as 
in the case of gas companies? A. I think they have some 
authority by statute; yes, sir. 

@. As a matter of fact, the Edison Company is bound to 
furnish its electricity to all parties irrespective, is it not? 
A. I don’t know. I think not. I think that has been a 
recommendation, and perhaps a recommendation by the 
Gas and Electric Light Commission amounts to a lot. But 
I think there has been no hard and fast rule. In fact, I think 
I was told by the Gas and Electric Light Commissioners that 
there was nothing of the sort. 

Q. As I understand, in their last investigation, this last 
year, on petition of some public association,—the Public 
Franchise Association, I believe,—they acknowledged in that 
investigation that they had that right — the Edison people.

. A. I think that they have the right, but, so far as I know, 
they haven’t promulgated any hard and fast regulation of 
that sort. 

Q. Have you consulted the Gas and Electric Light Com- 
mission? <A. I consulted the chairman. 

(. You consider that he represents the commission prop- 
erly. A. Ididso consider; yes. 

@. You did so consider. Have you changed your mind on 
that matter? A. I see that one other member of the Board 
has been rushing into print somewhat since. 

Q. Asa matter of fact, you first asked the Edison Company, 
did you not, if it was not possible for the City of Boston to 
get a lower rate than was charged to the other smaller towns 
around? Did you not? A. I don’t know that I asked that 
question, immediately. 

Q. Was that not really the question that you asked Mr. 
Barker, the chairman of the commission, whether or not if 
we got a lower rate, they would be compelled to give a lower 
rate to the surrounding towns? A. | asked Mr. Barker, as 
I remember it, if, according to his idea, an appeal to his Board 
would enable the city to get lower rates than the rates at that 
time offered by the Edison Company, and which I gave him 
at that time. 

@. He told you no? A. His answer, as I remember it, 
was that he could not give me any encouragement that such 
would be the case, but if we were able to get a lower price 
from the Edison Company he thought that his Board might 
take action to compel the Edison Company to give the same 
rates to surrounding municipalities. 

Q. There is the right of appeal by the mayor of any town 
for the reduction of the rate, is there not? A. To the Gas 
and Electric Light Commissioners? 

Q. Yes. A. I think so. 

Q. Under the contract, which you have now signed, as I 
understand it, that right is precluded, is it not? A. I think 
not. 

@. Don’t you think that the inviolability of contracts — 
the constitutional right in regard to the inviolability of con- 
tracts— precludes that appeal now, with that arbitration 
clause? A. The question of the legal effect of the contract is 
one for the Law Department, and one in which I take no 
interest whatever; but my idea is that that right is not 
precluded under this contract. 

. Do you think the present arbitration clause is better 
than the old one? A. Yes, sir. 
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Q. In what respect do you think it is better? A. As 
I remember it, the old arbitration clause provided for the 
appointment of one arbitrator for each party interested, they 
to appoint a third. In this case the two arbitrators are 
named, and it seems to me that the arbitrators must neces- 
sarily be men of such standing that nobody could impeach 
their fairness in any negotiation of the sort. | 

Q. Now, as I understand it, there is just one other little 
matter of the question of outages — you have the right to 
require, by a written notice, the company to employ an 
expert from Technology, I judge it is to examine the light. 
A. Yes. 

Q. Under the former contract you could employ any com- 
petent person, with or without their knowledge. Isn’t that 
so? A. No. I think you will find that same article in this 
contract. 

Q. Yes, but doesn’t it in this new contract say that that 
new provision abrogates and takes the place of this other? 
A. Possibly, yes; I think it does. 

Q. In that case, don’t you think the city is getting the 
smaller end of it? A. I think not. 

Q. You think, then, that if the contract gives the company 
the right to employ an expert the city will get better treat- 
ment than if it employs an expert unknown to them to 
examine outages? A. No; but I say I am not here to discuss 
the contract, because it is none of my business. If you 
want to discuss the contract, you had better call on Mr. 
Babson. 

Mr. Moore. That is all. 

Q. (By the CHarrman.) Mr. Emerson, in that letter of 
yours, which was subsequently published in the Boston 
Traveler by the Edison Company, as an advertisement, you 
said that you had exhausted every means of finding out — 
Mr. Goodwin, what does that say? ; 

Mr. Goopwin. “I exhausted every avenue open in the 
attempt to find some sort of competition with electricity for 
street lighting, or by appeal to public boards to force the 
Edison Company to a lower price.”’ 

Q. (By the Cuarrman.) Now, Mr. Emerson, I understand 
that you did not formally appeal to the Board of Gas and 
Electric Light Commissioners; that it was not within your 
province?» A. I presume I did not make a formal appeal. 

Q. But you did see the chairman? A. I did see the chair- 
man, yes. 

Q. What other effort did you make to find some other way 
of lighting than through the Edison Company? A. As I 
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have said, I did make some examination into pressure gas, 
which was the only thing I could see that promised anything. 

Q. Now, Mr. Emerson, you have just signed that contract. 
Have you got that latest contract with you? A. I haven’t 
one with me; no, sir. 

Q. What are the special benefits that will be derived by 
the city under this fourth contract? —any greater benefits 
than would be derived from the other contract? A. Why, 
so far as I ean see, it was exactly the same as the other con- 
tract, except the provision for extension of the contract to a 
ten-year period, instead of being a supplementary contract 
appended, has been inserted in the body of the contract, and 
in the description of the service on page | there has been some 
insertion, in the way of making it agree with page 3,— with 
the figures on page 3. That was not done by me, and, as a 
matter of fact, I do not agree that it is the proper thing to do. 

Q. Well, Mr. Emerson, just who did do that if you didn’t? 
A. That, I presume, was done by Mr. Babson of the Law 
Department. 

Q. That is, to make the contract legal. <A. Yes. 

Q. Does that effect the service in any way? A. No; and 
I don’t think it affects the legality in any way. 

(. I mean, does it affect the service on the streets? A. 
Not at all; unimportant, entirely. According to my way of 
looking at the matter, the figures on the first page gave the 
old service and the figures on page 3 give the new service, 
and very properly they might be different. 

@. (By Mr. Goopwin.) Mr. Emerson, you are more or 
less familiar, I suppose, with the proposed draft of a charter 
for Boston as drawn up by the Finance Commission? A. I 
cannot say that I am particularly familiar with it. 

Q. Well, you are familiar with Section 13, I suppose, by 
this time? A. Perhaps I may be, if you will tell me what 
it is. 

Q. I will. “No contract for lighting the public streets, 
parks or alleys, or for the collection, removal or disposal of 
refuse, extending over a period of more than one year from 
the date thereof, shall be valid without the approval of the 
Mayor and the City Council.” Do you approve of that pro- 
vision in the proposed charter for Boston, Mr. Emerson? A. 
I should not. 

Q. On what ground? A. I don’t think it necessary or 
advisable for the legislative body to take any part in the mak- 
ing of contracts. 

Q. Well, now, of course you realize that the members of 
the Finance Commission are public-spirited citizens, and that 
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they were working for the best interests of Boston when they 
drew up this charter, and of course Mr. Crocker in particular 
was very much interested in this lighting business. Now, in 
view of the conversations which Mr. Crocker has had with you, 
what do you think about his representations? Do you 
think he was working in the interests of the public good? A. 
I have no reason to suppose that Mr. Crocker’s opposition to or 
advocacy of any contract was any other than entirely dis- 
interested. 

Q. Even though you admit and assert that there seemed 
to be a community of interests betwen Mr. Crocker and the 
head of the gas concern.. A. I didn’t say “community of 
interests’; I said ‘‘ very close communication.” 

Q. They understood each other, in other words? A. It 
would seem so; yes. 

Q. In view of what you know now of Mr. Crocker’s interest 
in this particular thing, do you connect it in any way with 
that section of the charter? A. No, I don’t pretend to say 
what Mr. Crocker’s interest was at all, or why he — 

Q. I didn’t mean that, at all, of course, but you don’t 
believe in Section 13; you don’t believe the City of Boston 
should be tied down, for the best interests of the city, to one- 
year contracts for lighting? A. No; my ideas in regard to 
the length of contracts are very well known. I don’t think 
under the present contract between the City of Boston and 
the Edison people, the state of Massachusetts having given 
the Edison people a monopoly of the lighting business, that the 
City of Boston can afford to sacrifice $200,000 or $250,000, that 
it might save. 

Q. What do you mean by amonopoly of the lighting? 
What do you mean by that? A. The Edison Company has 
a practical monopoly, as I understand it, of electric lighting 
in Boston. 

Q. Yes. A. As far as I can make out, there is no possibil- 
ity of any change within the next ten years, to say the least. 
A ten-year contract at the present time would save something 
over $200,000 in the ten years over a five-year contract. 
I believe that the provisions for arbitration are ample under 
this present contract to render it perfectly safe for the city 
to extend this five-year contract to a ten-year contract. I 
believe the City of Boston is throwing away $200,000 in enter- 
ing into a five-year contract. 

Q. Do you think the arbitration provisions are ample, if 
we are precluded from getting a reduction that might be 
ordered later by the Gas Commission? A. I don’t understand 
that we are precluded; but, admitting that we might be, I 
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fail to see how the Gas and Electric Light Commission could 
order the Edison Company to reduce their rates for any other 
reason than on account of some decrease in cost to the Edison 
Company, and any decrease in cost which the Gas and Electric 
Light Commission may find would be a fair source of arbitra- 
tion and one that would be fixed up by our own arbitrators, 
if that was the case. 

Q. Well, have you asked Mr. Babson whether or not we 
could get the benefit of any reduction, if the Gas Commission 
decide to give it to other cities and towns about us? A. I 
asked Mr. Babson his opinion upon a letter from this Com- 
mittee forwarded to me through the Mayor, I think from 
the Clerk of Committees, and I have returned Mr. Babson’s 
answer to the Mayor. I couldn’t repeat it at the present 
time. 

Q. That is, with relation to the arbitration clause. Yes. 

@. When did you get that from him? — after you had 
approved it, after you had signed it? A. It was after I 
had signed; yes. 

Q. And it was before the Mayor had signed? A. I think 
not. At any rate, it was before the contract was filed. 

@. You said that you had a communication from a man 
by the name of Rothenberg, with relation to the Graetzin 
light. Have you got that communication with you? A. I 
haven’t it with me; no. 

@. What was the purport of that? A. As I remember, 
Mr. Rothenberg signed himself as the attorney for the Phoenix 
Lighting Company, and I think that he had a clock to sell. 
I may be mistaken about that, but that is my recollection — 
that it was a clock. 

Q. Well, what connection is there between the Phoenix 
Lighting Company and the clock and the Graetzin lamp? 
A. I don’t know that there is any. 

@. I understood you to say that you received a letter 
from Rothenberg, who was associated with the Graetzin 
light. A No, I think not. 

Q. (By Mr. BaLuantyne.) Mr. Emerson, under the con- 
tract that the city was acting under prior to the making of 
this one — that was made about fifteen years ago, wasn’t it? 
A. It, was made — yes, in 1894, I believe. 

(). And I believe it was a ten-year contract, was it not? 
A. I believe the first one was a five-year contract, extended 
to ten years. 

Q. It had a provision of that kind in it? A. Yes, sir. 

(. And there were some provisions whereby a reduction 
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in price might be obtained by the city at certain times? 
A. There was an arbitration clause. 

Q. Yes, an arbitration clause. Do you know whether it 
is a fact that during the time Mr. Crocker was treasurer of 
the City of Boston there was a most substantial reduction 
made in the price — as much as 334 per cent in the cost to 
the city? A. I don’t think it is possible that any such reduc- 
tion as 333 per cent was made. As I remember it offhand, 
the price was reduced from $127 to $118 per year. I think 
it is in my letter there. 

Q. You refer to another reduction, do you not,— not the 
reduction that I refer to. A. As far as I know, that is the 
only reduction. 

Q. That was on the gas end of the question. Might not 
the same principle apply in this case, in the matter of a five 
or ten year contract,— that. by the adoption of new appli- 
ances and the manner of handling the Edison Company’s 
business, if the prices under this contract are to prevail for 
five or ten years, the City of Boston under a five or ten year 
contract would at the end of that time be paying a great 
deal more money than the general public would be paying 
in proportion to the amount of electricity used? A. I can- 
not imagine any such situation. The only situation I can 
imagine would be that a lamp might be devised that would 
use much less electricity or much less current for the same 
amount of light. Everything in that connection would be 
covered by our arbitration clause, except possibly the instal- 
lation of such a new lamp. A reduction per year of contract 
by the Edison Company, amounting to practically 1 per 
cent a year, would amount, in case the city was obliged to 
buy such new lamps itself,—the saving made in the ten- 
year contract over a five-year contract would amount in 
about eighteen months to enough so that the city could 
afford to install the lamps itself. 

@. In determining the rates to be paid by the city under 
this contract, Mr Emerson, did you have the benefit of expert 
knowledge in the matter? Did you consult any electrical 
engineer? A. Yes. 

Q@. And will you state who that was? <A. I consulted 
Professor Puffer. 

Q. And are the rates, as finally agreed upon, really as pro- 
duced by him—as given by him? A. Why, the rates, as I 
understand it, are really the standard rates of the Edison 
Company. 

Q. That is, that the City of Boston would pay practically 
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at the same rate as the general public would pay? A. Except 
that we are given a lamp with about three times as much light. 
‘The regular rates of the Edison Company, as I remember, as 
formerly given to other municipalities, and at present given to 
other municipalities for the Gilbert lamp, are applied to the 
magnetite lamp. 

@. Have you special knowledge yourself, Mr. Emerson, as 
to the qualities of these various lamps? A. I think so. 

Q. And also in regard to the cost of producing and dis- 
tributing the electric power? A. No. 

@. You have no special knowledge on that question? 

. No.. 

Q. Then, in case the Board of Gas and Electric Light Com- 
missioners could at any time order—for whatever reason it 
may order—a general reduction in the price—the prices 
charged by the Edison Company—the City of Boston 
_ could not avail itself of that under this contract, except 

through its arbitration clause? A. I don’t agree to that. I 
think it could. 

Q. Well, could you point out what part of the contract that 
provision is in? A. I don’t care to answer any question 
regarding contracts. You will have to call upon Mr. Babson 
for that. 

Q. Well, is your understanding of the matter that the city 
could avail itself of such a reduction ordered by the Board of 
Gas and Electric Light Commissioners? A. My understand- 
ing is that it could. Whether it would have to be availed of 
through the Board of Arbitration or not seems to me to be 
entirely unimportant. 

Q. Well, was it your intention that the City of Boston 
should have the benefit of such a reduction or of an appeal 
to the Board of Gas and Electric Light Commissioners, to 
compel such reduction? A. It was. 

@. One other thing I would like to ask in regard to. Do 
you know—or, rather, I will ask was it your intention — 
that the company should be compelled to install within a 
given time a certain number of the magnetite lamps in place 
of the Gilbert lamps then in use? A. Yes. 

Q. There is a provision here that “the company shall sub- 
stitute without charge to the city magnetite lamps for Gilbert 
lamps at a rate not exceeding 100 per week, and General 
Electric lamps for Gilbert lamps at a rate not exceeding ten 
per week; such magnetite lamps to be installed upon standard 
25-foot poles and such General Electric lamps, up to 100, to be 
installed upon standard 40-foot poles; the remainder on the 
existing standard 18-foot poles; such changes to be made at 
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the above specified rates until not more than 500 Gilbert 
lamps remain in the territory covered by this contract and 
any extension thereof.” I don’t find there, Mr. Emerson, 
any statement as to what length of time will be allowed the 
company in making this change. Was there any intention 
that there should be such a provision? A. Why, I think that 
there is, as I remember it, something in there about before 
1912; is there not? 

Q. There is no such provision I will say, Mr. Emerson, 
in the last contract that was made, but there was in the one 
before something of that kind, but it has been stricken from 
the last contract. You see the point I am getting at is as 
to whether it was the intention to compel them to put in 
every month, or every week, so many. A. Why, it was 
considered that they would put them in and that the price 
for the Gilbert lamp, upon which the city was depending, 
was made so low that it wasn’t thought there would be any 
difficulty on that score. 

Q@. But, still, it would be optional Wiel the company 
under the contract, would it not, to put them all in during 
the last year, if the company saw fit, instead of proceeding to 
put them in immediately? A. No, I think not. I haven't a 
copy of the contract here. That may be possible [examining 
copy of the contract]. I don’t see the provision in there. 

Q. I will call your attention to it, Mr. Emerson [point- 
ing]. A. Yes, I know what you mean; but, I say, I don’t 
see the 1912 provision in there. 

Q. (By Mr. Moore.) As I understand, under the original 
contract we paid $127 for the Gilbert lioht — the old con- 
tract, away back? A. The original contract; yes; sir. 

Q. And then the Board of Arbitration reduced it to $118, 
I understand, practically — <A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And when you started on the new contract,— the first 
contract,—it was $110, was it not? <A. For magnetite 
lamps, yes. 

@. And for Gilbert? A. $103, I think. 

Q. One hundred and three dollars—oh, yes, I guess that is 
right; excuse me. Then finally it came down to $92? A. Yes. 

Q. A reduction, then, of something over $30 in the light? 
A. Yes. 

Q. And still you think, with these reductions going on as 
they have continually in the past, that it would be a good 
thing to compel the city to have a ten-year contract, do 
you? A. Yes. 

Q. And the price for that light when you first went into 
it was to be $103? A. Yes. 
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Q. And even at that time you thought it was better to 
have a ten-year contract? A. Yes. 

Q. And at that time I understand the magnetite was 
what price? A. $110. 

@. And you recommended a ten-year contract then, as 
you do now, when the price for the magnetite has been 
reduced to $103? A. Yes. 

Q. You believe that the city should get its electricity at 
the same price as other corporations, do you? A. Yes. 

Q. And you think it is so getting it. A. For less. 

Q. (By Mr. Goopwin.) Mr. Emerson, will you read that 
part of your written statement with reference to your meet- 
ing with Mr. Richards again? A. ‘Later, President Richards 
called at my office and the discussion with him became 
somewhat heated. I informed him that his proposal for 
installing gas lamps on the Common would be a losing ven- 
ture. He admitted this to be'a fact, giving no reason why 
he desired the installation. I finally told him that his offer 
did not appear to me to possess even the elements of a 
respectable bluff. He then informed me that public opinion 
would not allow me to sign that contract. I ventured the 
assertion that there was no public opinion in connection with 
the contract; that so far only one person beyond his com- 
pany had shown any interest in the matter,— Mr. George U. 
Crocker. He then said, ‘You will find that the public is 
interested in this matter. Why, do you know, the president of 
a large mercantile association told me that he would take the 
matter up whenever I said the word, and I told him not to.’ 
I said to him, ‘Mr. Richards, do you eall it public sentiment 
when the president of a large mercantile association would 
so far neglect what he considered to be his plain duty as 
to defer that agitation upon your request? Such public 
opinion would not influence me in the slightest degree.’ ”’ 

(). Well, now, Mr. Emerson, at that time was there any 
controversy in the newspapers at all in relation to this matter? 
A. I don’t remember. I think there was very little, if any. 

(. And did he state who the president of that large mer- 
cantile association was? A. He did not. 

Q. Did you have reason to believe or to know who it 
was? <A. No. 

Q. Well, did subsequent developments lead you to any 
belief along that line? A. Well, naturally; subsequent 
developments led me to believe who he might have had in 
mind. 

Q. Whom would you think he might have had in mind? 
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A. From subsequent developments, I should imagine he 
might have had Mr. Storrow in mind. 

Q. Well, do you know that he is friendly with Mr. Storrow? 
A. I do not. I am told that — 

Q. Has Mr. Storrow had any personal communication 
with you in reference to this contract? A. None whatever. 

Q. Do you know whether Mr. Storrow is interested in gas 
concerns? <A. I do not. 

Q. Do you know whether Mr. Storrow and Mr. Crocker 
are friendly? A. I do not. 

Q. Do you know whether either one of them has anything 
to do with the Phoenix Lighting Company? A. No, I do 
not. 

Q. And you have told us all you know about the Phoenix 
Lighting Company? A. Yes. 

Q. Now, you also stated, in answer to a question I asked 
you, that Mr. Raymond wrote you in regard to furnishing 
electricity for the city. Will you tell the committee what 
that communication contained? A. The communication 
was a letter to the Mayor, and I am perfectly willing 
to get the communication and show it to the committee. 
I haven’t it with me, but, as I remember the contents, 
it stated that there was a company being formed which 
would furnish the City of Boston with electricity for 
lighting at one-half the present cost; that it was understood 
that the Corporation Counsel of the city had informed the 
city that, under the Edison charter, no other company could 
compete in the furnishing of electricity; that — making 
some reference to the constitution of the state or of the 
United States or something of the sort —that such a con- 
tention was absurd; that the city ought to have at least a 
million dollars a year for the privilege of allowing Edison 
to furnish electricity — something along that line. 

Q. Well, did you follow that matter up at all? A. No. 

Q. Did you communicate with Mr. Raymond? A. No. 

Q. Did you consider it possible that Mr. Raymond or this 
company could give the city light for less money than the 
Edison company? <A. I didn’t consider that such a thing 
would be possible within five years. 

Q. Within five years. Well, didn’t you take into con- 
sideration the possibility of getting control of the contract 
and then getting the electricity from the Edison Company? 
A. Icannot say that I did, seriously. 

Q. Seriously. That is all, Mr. Emerson. 

Q. (By Mr. Goopwin.) Mr. Emerson, this committee 
submitted a letter, after you had signed the last contract, and 
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before his Honor the Mayor signed it, with reference to the 
arbitration clause, suggesting an addition or amendment to 
it, which the committee thought would be for the best inter- 
ests of the city. Did you say that that was submitted then 
by the Mayor to Mr. Babson? A. It was sent to me from the 
Mayor, with the request that I give the matter proper con- 
sideration. 

@. Well, why should you give it consideration after it 
had left your hands? You had then signed the contract, 
hadn’t you? <A. Yes. 

@. You had nothing further to do with it — it was up to 
the Mayor and Mr. Babson then, wasn’t it? A. Well, I don’t 
know why it was referred to me. 

@. What did you do with it, Mr. Emerson? <A. I sent it 
up to Mr. Babson for an opinion in the matter. 

Q. Well, did you receive an answer from Mr. Babson? A. I 
did. 

Q. What was the opinion? A. I cannot quote it, but, as 
I remember it, it was to the effect that nothing in the contract 
would preclude the arbitration or the taking advantage of 
any action which the Gas and Electric Light Commissioners 
might see fit to take. 

Q. ‘That the contract would preclude it? A. Would not. 

Q@. Would not? A. That is all. 

Q. (By Mr. Bauuantryne.) Mr. Emerson, taking into 
consideration the general lighting — that is, the electric light- 
ing of the city — as it was prior to the making of this contract 
and as it will be under this contract, can you give approxi- 
mately what the difference in cost will be to the city? A. The 
cost, considering the same number of lamps, will be between 
$75,000 and $100,000 less than under the previous con- 
tract. 

Q. In what length of time? A. Well, in one year. 

Q. That is, in favor of the city? A. Yes, in favor of the 
city. In addition to that we get what nobody in this connec- 
tion seems to consider of any importance — about three times 
as much light. 

Q. That is, from the use of the new lamp? A. Yes. 

@. The magnetite lamp? A. Yes. 

@. I was going to ask you in regard to that. Is that a well 
known lamp? A. I think so; yes. 

Q. And there is only one kind, is there, of that lamp? 
A. That is all, as far as I know. 

(. There is such a thing, is there, as different kinds of that 
lamp being applied? A. Well, there are two sizes which I am 
acquainted with; yes. 
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Q. The word is a well known word which is applied to one 
certain article. A. I understand that the lamp — that the 
electrode with the magnetite lamp can be applied to practi- 
cally any electric lamp; that it is not a matter of lamps, that 
it is a matter of electrodes, the composition of the elec- 
trode. 

Q. (By Mr. Goopwin.) Mr. Emerson, in the letter which 
Mr. Crocker submits to this committee he says: “I have 
during the past year given a good deal of time and energy to 
the problem of street lighting in the hope and expectation 
that the results of my investigations would receive due con- 
sideration before the city was committed to any definite con- 
tract. Such consideration was not, however, accorded to 
me.” Did Mr. Crocker ever come to you and explain to you 
his opinion on the matter, as to what benefits might accrue 
to the city by different methods? A. Why, as far as I 
remember, Mr. Crocker never made any definite statements of 
his opinion. -He made it very plain that he was opposed 
to the contract with the Edison Company —the present 
contract or, as far as I could tell, any contract. 

Q. Did he give any reasons, anything specific,— whether 
it was too long or the price was too much? <A. I think he 
said that the price was too much. 

Q. What about the term, the length of time, term of years? 
A. I don’t remember any statement to that effect except 
the statement which I have already quoted which he made 
to me at one time — that he thought in case a contract was 
made for the magnetite lamp the term should be long enough 
to insure the Edison Company a reasonable return upon their 
investment, and I think five years was mentioned at that 
time. 

Q. He didn’t object then to a five-year contract? A. Not 
at that time. 

Q. Did Mr. Richards of the gas company make any over- 
tures to you to make a contract for less than five years? 
A. I have a letter from Mr. Richards to the Mayor. I think 
his price was — he made two prices, one based on the five 
years, the other on ten years. 

Q. Didn’t he offer any contract for one year? A. As. far 
as I remember there was no such offer. He says: “We will 
furnish these lamps for $105 per year, including lamps, posts 
and mains complete, and all the charges for gas and mainte- 
nance, on a five-year contract; $93 on a ten-year con- 
tract.” 

Q. Then he offered less money for a ten-year contract than 
a five-year contract? A. Yes. 
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@. And what kind of a lamp? A. He doesn’t state what 
his lamp is. He tells me that it is not the lamp that is on 
West street. 

Q. How does that lamp on West street compare with the 
magnetite? A. It is about — testing the magnetite lamp 
with an opal shade and the lamp on West street with a clear 
globe, the test is about the proportion of 1,500 to 2,200, the 
2,200 being in favor of the gas lamp. I presume with the opal 
shade 20 per cent perhaps of the light would be cut off the 
gas lamp, bringing them very much nearer together. 

Q. Did that carry with it the digging up of the streets of 
Boston? <A. It did. : 

Q. If you had accepted that contract, would they have had 
to dig the streets? A. Every street in which there was a 
lamp installed. 

Q. Well, does that include the installing of high pressure? 
A. It does; yes. 

Q. That meant the high pressure? A. Yes. 

Q. And in order to do that they would have had to dig 
up the streets? A. To dig up the streets. 

Q. (By the CHAarRMAN.) Now, Mr. Emerson, in closing, 
won’t you make a general statement to the committee and 
just tell us what, in your opinion, are the special benefits 
derived by the City of Boston from this contract which you 
and Mayor Hibbard have just made, with the assistance of 
the Corporation Counsel on the legal end? Just what are 
the special benefits that the city and the citizens derive from 
this contract you have made? A. The immediate benefit 
is a saving of something lke $100,000 a year over the old 
contract, and in future we are going to get — that is, on the 
basis of the magnetite lamp — 

Q. That is, we save $100,000 on the basis of the magnetite 
lamp? A. Yes. If, as some of the committee seem to infer, 
in years to come they might not put in those lamps as quickly 
-as they ought to, we would save a good deal more on the basis 
of the Gilbert lamp; but, beyond that, we will get on the 
basis of the magnetite lamp three times as much light — 
guaranteed twice as much light, and by test three times. 

Q. They actually guarantee twice as much light as is now 
given by the Gilbert? A. Yes, sir; and in case of the flaming 
are four times as much light, and it is actually shown by tests 
that there is six times as much. I think we will have the 
best — at least the most high-powered — lamps installed in 
the United States, if not anywhere in the world, and conse- 
quently, if the plans are carried out, we will have the best 
lighted city. 
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Q. In the world, or in the United States? A. I think it is 
safe to say in the world. 

The CuarrMaNn. Mr. Clerk, what does that advertisement 
there by the Edison Company say? Does it say that we will 
have the best lighted city? 

Mr. Emerson. I would like the committee to understand 
that, in making this statement, I do not confine my statement 
to some special square, but we are going to have the whole 
city lighted. Other cities in the country, or in the world, may 
have more brilliantly lighted individual places. 

Mr. BuumentuHau. Mr. Chairman, I would like to ask the 
privilege of asking Mr. Emerson a few questions. 

Mr. Emerson. I have no objection to answering any 
reasonable or short questions. I don’t think my time or the 
committee’s time should be taken up by answering unreason- 
able or long questions by anybody who wants to ask them in 
the audience. If Mr. Blumenthal will make his question 
brief, I have no objection to answering it. 

The CHAIRMAN. What is your full name, Mr. Blumenthal? 
Mr. BuumMentHaL. Abraham Blumenthal. | 
The CHarRMAN. And your business? 

Mr. BhuMENTHAL. Attorney at law. 
The CHAIRMAN. Your address? 
Mr. BLUMENTHAL. 6 Beacon street, Boston. 

The CHarrRMAN. You may ask reasonable, short ques- 
tions. 

Q. (By Mr. BuumentHat.) I understand, Mr. Emerson, 
that you have made a thorough investigation of this lighting 
situation? A. That isa matter of opinion. It is my opinion, 
only. 

. Well, as I understand, you so expressed yourself, that 
you have so made an investigation? A. I did so express 

-myself; yes. 

Q. Now, Mr. Emerson, in the course of your examination 
did you go outside of Boston to ascertain any facts? A. I 
did; yes. 

Q. And will you tell me where you went? <A. I visited . 
Philadelphia, Washington, New York, Newark, New Jersey, 
Worcester, Mass., Wilmington, Del.,— one or two other 
towns I have forgotten. 

Q. How long a time did that embrace, Mr. Emerson? 
A. Qh, about two months, I should say. 

Q. And at what time of the year did you go there? A. I 
cannot tell you the date. I was in Washington and Balti- 
more the fourth of March — was there a few weeks before 
that, as I remember. 
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Q. Did your investigations start earlier than the fourth 
of March? A. Yes. 

Q. How much earlier than that? A. Oh, I cannot say. 

@. Approximately? A. Oh, I wouldn’t answer, approxi- 
mately. 

(. In your journeys, Mr. Emerson, were you accompanied 
by anybody? <A. Yes. 

@. Will you state with whom you were accompanied? 
A. Well, I had the usual carload of people going to Wash- 
ington. The only people that I remember being personally 
acquainted with were former Governor Curtis Guild and I 
think Mr. Charles H. Innis was also on the train. 

Q. I don’t intend to have you enumerate the persons whom 
you metonthetrip. A. What did youask me the question for? 

@. I asked who it was you went with to especially investi- 
gate this matter. A. If you have any particular person in 
mind whom you would like to ask me about, ask me who it 
was, and I will tell you. 

Q. I should like to know if you went with anybody espe- 
cially to investigate the situation. A. I certainly went to 
investigate the situation. 

@. No, but did you go with anybody else to investigate 
it? A. I did not go with anybody else. If you care to ask 
me who you are referring to I will tell you whether they were 
with me,— whether they were on the train. 

~The CuatrMan. Ask the direct question, “Who accom- 
panied you on this investigation?” 

@. (By Mr. BLumMENTHAL.) Do you care to answer that 
question, Mr. Emerson? A. Certainly, yes. 

Q. State who it was. A. State whom you want to know 
about, and I will tell you. Ask the people you want to know 
about. . 

@. I asked you if they accompanied you to investigate the - 
lighting situation. A. I don’t know what the people on the 
train accompanied me for, I am sure. 

Q. I haven’t asked you who the people on the train were. 
A. Well, I don’t think these questions will arrive at any 
conclusion. I refuse to answer anything more. 

The CHAIRMAN. Well, do you want the name of any per- 
son who went with Mr. Emerson? 

Mr. BLUMENTHAL. Yes, I want to know. 

The CHAIRMAN. Why not ask him? 

@. (By Mr. BLuuMENTHAL.) Was it Mr. Puffer who went 
with you, Mr. Emerson? A. How far in the city directory 
are your questions going? Is that the only question you 
are going to ask? 
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. Well, perhaps if you will answer my question it will 
expedite matters. A. Well, if you are looking for informa- 
tion and will ask me the questions, I will tell you what you 
want to know. I will tell you now that Professor Puffer was 
not with me —if that is what you desire to know. 

The CHarrMAN. We are willing to have any reasonable 
questions answered, but we don’t want to have this dragged 
out too long. 

Q. (By Mr. Buumenruat.) I don’t want to embarrass 
you. A. You could not embarrass me if you tried. 

The CHarrMAN. He is not on the witness stand. 

@. (By Mr. BiumenrHan.) Mr. Emerson, were you in 
touch with the Mayor during the past month? A. Mr. 
Chairman, that is absurd. 

The CHatrMAN. The Chair will rule, Mr. Blumenthal, 
that Mr. Emerson need not answer any more questions, 
and you can give your information to the committee later. 
Mr. Emerson does not care to answer any more questions. 
The committee will allow him not to. If there are no further 
questions, Mr. Emerson will be excused. 

Mr. Emerson. Thank you. 

The CHarrMan. We are very much obliged to you for 
the information. 

Mr. Emerson. I am as much obliged to you, gentlemen, 
for your courtesy. 

Mr. Georce J. Raymonp. Mr. Chairman, I would like 
to ask Mr. Emerson a question. Iam a resident of Cambridge 
— George J. Raymond. | 

The CHAtrMAN. Do you desire to answer questions put 
by Mr. Raymond,— Mr. George J. Raymond. 

Mr. Emerson. Yes, I have no objection. 

Mr. Raymonp. I will ask, if the committee is willing to 
have Mr. Emerson answer, if Mr. Puffer went with him on 
this investigation? 

Mr. Emerson. I think I answered that he did not. 

Q. (By Mr. Raymonp.). Did not? I will ask if you 
know anything about the Finance Commission undertaking 
to investigate this lighting business? A. No, I do not. 


STATEMENT BY Mr. Epwarp C. Wapkr. 


Q. (By the CHatrman.) Mr. Wade, your full name? 
A. Edward C. Wade. 

@. You are the Deputy Superintendent of Lamps. Is 
that your official title? A. That is my official title.. 

Q. You are in charge of the Lamp Department, so called? 
A. Lamp Division.

Q. How long have you been there, Mr. Wade? A. In 
the department? 

Q. In the department? A. Going on twenty-six years. 

Q. Did you have anything to do with making up this 
present contract? A. Nothing at all. 

Q. Nothing at all? <A. No, sir. 

The CHarRMAN. Well, I think that is all, unless the 
committee desires to ask questions of Mr. Wade. That is 
all. 

Mr. Wapr. Thank you. 


STATEMENT By Mr. GErorGE J. RAYMOND. 


The CuarrMAn. Mr. George J. Raymond, do you care 
to give the committee any information upon this question? 

Mr. Raymonp. I do, Mr. Chairman. 

Q. (By the CHatrMan.) Mr. Raymond, your full name 
is George J. Raymond? A. Yes, sir. 

@. Your address is what, please? A. Cambridge. I do 
business in Boston. 

Q: What street address, please? A. 354 Washington 
street. 

(. Mr. Raymond, while Mr. Emerson was testifying he 
said that he had received, or the Mayor had received, a 
letter from you with reference to furnishing the city with 
electricity. Will you tell the committee what the purport 
of that communication was? A. As soon as I heard of it, 
that it was about to be signed, I wrote the Mayor that I 
thought it would be a great mistake to make any contract 
for any length of time—I don’t remember the exact words— 
for the reason that the electric light situation would be entirely 
different shortly. I don’t remember any other part of it. 
I received an answer from his clerk, saying that he had 
referred the matter to Mr. Emerson. 

Q. Mr. Raymond, what reason did you have for believing 
that the electric lighting situation would be different within 
a short time, with reference to electric lighting? A. One 
reason — taking these lights here, for instance, and the 
new lights which Mr. Emerson has been talking about, 
I think this is an 8-candle—one of the new lights will 
furnish as much light as five of these —as five 8-candles of 
this kind of 16-candles, I don’t know but what that is it, 
and cost about one-fifth as much; and the new light for which 
he has contracted, I think, you will find in investigation cost 
the Edison Company not more than a fifth, possibly a third, 
of the lights they are taking out, and which they say, I think, 
cost less than the ones they are putting in. 
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@. What reason have you to believe that the magnetite 
type costs the Edison less than the Gilbert light? A. Only 
from the reason that we have recently put in our building a 
new light,— I don’t know that it is called the same name,— 
where we are getting a much stronger light with one-fifth of 
the current that we used in the former lights which the Edison 
Company furnished us. 

(. Have you a plant of your own in your building? A. 
Yes, sir. 

Q. Where do you buy your bulbs, for instance? A. These 
new lights we are putting in are controlled by the Edison and 
the General Electric Company, and we buy them through 
different concerns. 

(. Can you buy them from the General Electric yourself? 
A. No; I think we can buy them from the Edison Company. 

Q. They will sell them to you? A. I think so; I am not 
sure. 

Q. Whom do you buy them from? <A. I don’t know. Our 
electric man buys them somewhere here in Boston. 

Q. Well, what objection have you, Mr. Raymond, to the 
making of this contract for five years with the Edison Com- 
pany,—any specific objection? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Well, you state it to the committee. A. My objection 
is, first, that not many years ago all these different cities 
they are talking about, or many of them, had this electric 
light furnished — these are lights — at about $48 a year until 
the General Electric Company that they have been talking 
about became interested with the General Electric Company 
and all these different municipalities,—I think that the 
Edison Company are the leaders,— they have a combination 
among all these different municipalities now and make the 
price now just about the same all over the country, so that 
any little concession which they claim they got for the City 
of Boston is all bosh. 

Q. Well, then, Mr. Raymond, if this combination is all over 
the country, what hope is there for the administration of the 
City of Boston to get a less price and get a better contract? 
A. To see that we have competition, the same as everywhere 
else. 

(). How can we have competition? A. Go to the Legis- 
lature and stop the Edison Company buying up all the legis- 
lators. 

(. Well, in view of the fact that that is not a part of the 
administrative duties of the Mayor of the City of Boston, he 
has got to take things as he finds them, hasn’t he,— take 
conditions as he finds them? <A. No, sir. 
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Q. Well, what would you advise the Mayor of Boston to 
have done under these circumstances, in order to get a lesser 
price? A. I would advise him at first to be in less haste 
in signing this contract; give the people an opportunity 
to know something about it —as they will know within 
five years from to-day what a mistake has been made in 
making this contract, and I hope and think a great deal 
less than five years; and I tell you now that this is the most 
outrageous monopoly, the most gigantic combination, that 
has ever undertaken to fool the people of Boston —and I 
know what I am talking about. 

Q. Well, isn’t that the fault of the Legislature rather than 
the fault of the administration of Boston? A.-No, sir; I 
think it is first the fault of the administration of Boston. 

Q. In what way? A. Because they haven’t objected to it 
as seriously as they might. They haven’t gone to the Legis- 
lature to protect the City of Boston. 

Q. Now, Mr. Emerson said that your communication was 
in the nature of an offer to compete with the Edison Company 
in furnishing light for the city. Is that true, Mr. Raymond? 
A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Well, will you tell this committee how you could com- 
pete with the Edison Company and furnish light to the City 
of Boston? <A. In the first place, I occupy and pay 
rent for what was once the Boston Electric Light 
Company building, what was afterwards known as the 
Suburban Electric Light Company, which was large enough, 
and is large enough to-day, for a plant to light nearly 
all the City of Boston, if not quite. Another reason is 
that when the Superintendent of Public Buildings was first 
appointed here—the present superintendent, I think—there 
was some agitation referred to by the Traveler. They inter- 
viewed me, and I told them what I thought about it, and 
the Superintendent of Public Buildings came to see me and 
said, “We are going to make a change.”” They didn’t pro- 
pose to have any more graft in the electric light business; and 
I told him that I would run a wire into City Hall and light it 
for $3,000 a year, while the present cost I understood to be 
$6,000. I would light all the public buildings and turn on the 
lights the first day of October — Mr. Emerson says it couldn’t 
be done in five years — at exactly half the Edison prices. He 
was advised to consult the Corporation Counsel, who told him 
that we wouldn’t be permitted to run wires over here; that the 
Edison Company controlled the whole thing, and he dropped 
the matter there and made a contract, I understand, with the 
Edison people. 
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Q. (By Mr. Batuantyne.) Mr. Raymond, I would like 
to ask you if there was any one associated with you in making 
this offer to light the public buildings? A. About the time I 
made that offer there was a concern who wrote out a contract, 
submitted it to me, offering to put in a plant in that former 
Suburban Company’s plant on Hawley street and Hawley 
place and underneath Hawley street. There is a great terri- 
tory there — offered to put in a large plant and extend it 
just as fast as we could get customers to do business. 

Q. Was that a concern that was producing electricity at 
that time? A. That is a concern that wants to produce 
electricity in the City of Boston. 

Q. But-was it a corporation that had actually been formed? 
A. No, but they had the bonds all negotiated for, and they 
had capital already to use, and they wanted a contract with 
us before they went to the Gas Commission to ask for a charter. 

Q. How long ago was that? A. That is still being — 
that has been under consideration now for some months. 

(. Well, that was under consideration about the time 
these contracts were being considered? <A. Yes, sir. 

@. And have you any objection to stating who were the 
parties interested in that concern? A. I don’t think I ought 
to. I am not at liberty, I think, to do that. 

. You personally were interested in it? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And going to be a stockholder? A. The Raymond 
Syndicate leased the property,—the Raymond Syndicate 
Corporation,—and they were to give us our light at a very 
low price. 

Q. I will ask you this —if the question be objectionable, 
of course, I will withdraw it. Were these Boston people? 
A. I think two of them were Boston people, and I think the 
others represent a very large manufacturing concern in this 
line of business. 

@. Would you mind stating whether they are people that 
heretofore held an official position in this city? A. No, sir. 

@. Were they? A. No, sir. 

Q. Not at any time? A. No, sir. I might state, while 
I think of it, that the General Electric Company and the 
what is the other large electric company, Westinghouse ;— 
that is it,—they are practically crowded out, and the General 
Electric Company practically controls the whole situation. 

Q. Well, did this concern, Mr. Raymond, that you refer 
to as going to be organized, make any offer to compete for 
electric lighting in the city? A. No, they didn’t, any further 
than the fact that they were,—that they intended to be 
competitors of the Edison Company and sell electric light 
at a very much lower price. 
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Q. Well, is this as far as it went — the offer made was to 
light these buildings of the City of Boston for $3,000 a year 
and the other public buildings of the city for one-half of 
what was being paid at that time? Is that as far as it went? 
A. No, while I think of it I made that proposition before 
these people ever approached me. We have a plant now, 
I think, large enough to light this building and the public 
buildings here, if we were permitted to run the wire over. 
I might also state that there is a block plant here within 
two or three hundred feet of City Hall where they can make 
the light for very much less money. 

@. Would you be permitted under the state law to run 
wires and furnish light in that manner? A. Not by the 
state law, but I would by the Supreme Court, I feel per- 
fectly safe to say. 

@. (By Mr. Goopwin.) Mr. Raymond, what makes you 
think that by a decision of the Supreme Court you would be 
permitted to do something which apparently the state laws 
prevent you from doing? A. Because I claim, and have 
always claimed, that the state law is unconstitutional. 

Q. (By the CHarrMAN.) Well, Mr, Raymond, would you 
care to furnish the committee with a copy of the contract, 
or the proposed contract, that you would have made with 
the City of Boston,— generally what your proposition to 
the city was,—with reference to the lighting of the city? A. 
Yes; I will do it. 

Q. Well, will you forward that sometime within a few 
days? <A. Yes, sir. 

The CHATRMAN. Any other questions by gentlemen of the 
committee? (No response.) I think that will be all, Mr. 
Raymond. We are very much obliged to you. 


STATEMENT BY Mr. ABRAHAM BLUMENTHAL. 


Q. (By the CHarrman.) Your full name is what, Mr. 
Blumenthal? A. Abraham Blumenthal. 

(). Your business? A. Attorney at law. 

(). And your address? A. 6 Beacon street, Boston. 

@. Now, Mr. Blumenthal, will you tell the committee just 
what your objections are to this contract signed by Mr. 
Emerson and Mayor Hibbard? A. I wish to say that on the 
twenty-first day of last month I wrote a letter to Mayor 
Hibbard, a copy of which I will read: 

Boston, Mass., April 18, ’09. 
Hon. Gro. A. Hipparp, 
Mayor of Boston, Boston, Mass.: 


Dear Sir,— In response to the invitation published in the Boston Trans- 
cript regarding suggestions on the lighting contract of the City of Boston, 
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I avail myself of the opportunity to make a few suggestions for the benefit 
of reducing the cost and increasing the lighting efficiency. 

1. The present conditions of obtaining an equitable and just charge 
for electric current must be definitely settled. 

2. The city should have the right to divorce or divide the contracting 
of current, equipment and maintenance. 

3. The city could then invite competition in many ways. 

(a.) It could pay for current. 

(b.) It could own its equipment. 

(c.) It could employ its own labor. 

(d.) It could pay for current and contract for maintenance. 

(e.) It could pay for current and contract for supplying of equipment 
and maintenance. 

4. That particular attention be given in the matter of obtaining the 
required lighting units necessary to produce the proper lighting efficiency, 
in addition to the specified current necessary. 

5. I would further suggest that you consider (at this time) the entire 
lighting question, and decide upon improving the lighting condition of all 
your thoroughfares, make it one of the best lighted cities in America before 
1915. It can be done at less, or not more than, the figures you have in 
sight, which you contemplate expending. 

6. ‘To accomplish satisfactory results, you should appoint an impartial 
and unbiased committee from reputable organizations representing all 
classes who pay large or small taxes toward this large expenditure.

Q. (By the CHarrmMan.) Just what is the date of that 
letter? A. The date of the letter is April 18. I sent the 
letter, however, on the twenty-first. I couldn’t send it con- 
veniently on that date. 

Q. I see. A. In response to that letter a messenger boy 
came to my office. I was out at the time, but I was 
informed by an attendant there that he had come from the 
Mayor’s office, and that, upon the Mayor’s return, if an 
answer was desired, it would be sent. I received no reply 
from the Mayor. The Mayor had, subsequently to that. 
letter, as I understand, signed one of the contracts, which 
were executed, and subsequently to that contract, and 
before he had an opportunity of signing the final draft or 
contract, which is known as No. 4, I sent the Mayor the fol- 
lowing letter, dated May 6, 1909, as follows: 


May 6, 1909. 
Hon. GreorGE A. HisBarp, 
Mayor of Boston: 

Dear Sir,— On the 21st ult. I sent you a letter in which I offered sug- 
gestions on the street lighting contract. Evidently you did not care to 
avail yourself of the same. Now that you are about to cancel a contract 
which you signed, and to substitute another, I take this opportunity of call- 
ing to your attention more specifically the obvious reason why the contract 
should not be signed at the rate specified therein. By the terms of the 
five-year contract the city will be obliged to pay $1,925,000 subject to 
possible increase, when, as a matter of fact, the cost should not be more 
than $958,875. In other words, the city is overpaying $966,125. 
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Here is the proof: The unit of measure of electric light is termed a watt. 
A thousand watts are termed a kilowatt, abbreviated K.W. Each street 
lamp consumes 4 K.W. of current per hour. The contract requires that 
each lamp shall burn 3,828 hours per year. Therefore one-half of 3,828 is 
the number of K.W. consumed by a lamp per year. There are four thou- 
sand lamps used to light the streets; 4,000 multiplied by 1,914 amounts to 
7,656,000; that is the number of K.W. hours per year, or 638,000 K.W. 
hours per month of current that the citysuses. As indicated on page 6 
of the schedule of rates, issued by the Edison Electric Illuminating Com- 
pany March 1, 1909, that company sells its current at three-fourths cents 
per K.W. to the general public. The city, by the terms of its contract, 
pays 4.8 cents per K.W. for current. Why should the city, which is the 
largest consumer, pay practically at the rate of seven times as much as 
any individual consumer? 

Here are the figures: The 4,000 lamps consume 638,000 K.W. per month. 
The city, being entitled to the company’s lowest rate of three-fourths cent 
per K.W., should pay at that rate for 638,000 K.W., $4,785 per month, or 
$57,420 per year, or $287,100 for five years, for current, instead of $1,325,000, 
which the contract is signed for. Now, to be generous with the company’s 
charge, I will add to the above figures the sum of $71,775, which is 25 per 
cent of the cost of the current, as an allowance for possible leakage. Add 
to it $600,000, which will cover the cost and maintainance of the 4,000 lamps 
at $30 per lamp per year, which totals $887,100. The foregoing aggre- 
gates $958,875. That sum deducted from the contract price equals 
$966,125, which corroborates my statement above that the city can avail 
itself of a saving of $966,125 on the contract. 

Inasmuch as you have taken the view that because you have signed the 
contract (the legality of which you have questioned yourself), that you 
are morally, if not legally, bound to live up to its terms, I desire, with all 
due respect to yourself, to inform you that while a man should not evade 
the obligation of a just contract which he enters into, he is nevertheless 
justified in refusing to comply with the terms of a contract, which in the 
legal sphere, is known as an “ unconscionable contract,’’ and which is 
recognized by every lawyer and:student of law. Such is a contract where 
a city pays seven times as much for a commodity and necessity as its con- 
stituents pay. 

Trusting that you will give this matter your serious consideration, I am,

@. (By Mr. Goopwin.) Mr. Blumenthal, you make the 
assertion in that letter that the city could save $966,000 on 
this contract?. A. I do. 

(. Do you mean on the five-year contract or on the ten- 
year contract? A. I mean on the five-year contract. 

@. Would you be willing to come before us at our next 
meeting and submit to interrogations from an expert on 
electricity on that matter? A. I wish to say this, that my 
profession and vocation is that of an attorney at law. Iam 
not an electrical expert. I have deduced my facts and 
figures from a schedule of rates and have computed with 
simple arithmetic my results. Now, I would not be in a 
position to answer electrical terms as an electrician. I am 
able, however, to answer certain questions relative to the 
various lights that are now used by cities and the lights that 
are to be used under contract No. 4. 
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(). Mr. Blumenthal, are you acquainted with the method 
that the electric company has of making charges upon its 
consumers —- that is, with reference to the primary and the 
secondary rate, and so forth? A. I can say in response to 
that that I have examined their schedule of March 1, 1909, 
and in that schedule is printed the rates at which the current 
is sold to the general public. I would submit that schedule 
for your inspection, if that will serve your purpose and will 
answer your questions. 

@. Do you think that there should be any difference 
between the charges by a gas company and by an electric 
company with reference to different classes of consumers? 
A. I do not wish to go into a discussion of the relative prices 
of gas and electricity. 

@. I don’t mean that. For instance, a gas company manu- 
factures its gas and it has a reservoir where it has that gas, 
and, for instance, in this room if you wanted to use gas you 
would turn it on—you would light it—and it wouldn’t 
necessitate the having, on the part of the company, of any of 
its machinery in motion at that time. On the other hand, in 
order to have the electricity burning, for instance, in this 
room, it is necessary to have machinery in operation. Now, 
did you ever take that into consideration in reference to the 
difference in charges? A. Of the gas, as compared with the 
electricity? 

@. Yes. A. Or the different charges that should be made? 

(). And the different classes of customers, those using a 
large amount and those using a small amount. A. I might 
say that the large consumer and the small consumer are to-day 
paying, as I understand, a flat rate for gas, namely, eighty 
cents per thousand cubic feet. 

@. How about electricity? A. Electricity is charged to 
one consumer at one price and to another consumer at another 
price. 

(). That is the point. Do you know why? A. I presume 
it is due to the fact that the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company is doing its business in a commercial way; that it 
considers itself distinct from the ordinary public utility cor- 
poration, when, as a matter of fact, it is nothing more nor 
less than a public utility corporation: but, as a matter of 
fact, a flat rate should be established for electricity as well 
as gas. 

(. In that statement, Mr. Blumenthal, that you made to 
the Mayor, you suggested divorcing the equipment and the 
current, and so forth. What did you mean by that — that 
that was a method of competition that the city might avail 
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itself of? What did you mean by that? A. I meant by that 
that the city should advertise for bids for the erection of poles 
and the maintenance of the light fixtures. 

(. Well, isn’t there a law to the effect that wires should be 
placed under ground in Boston? A. I understand that there 
is a law to that effect. Whether it is adhered to or not is 
another question. 

Q. Well, could another company do that? A. It would 
not be necessary for another company to do that. 

Q. Well, how could they do it? A. They could purchase 
or lease the poles or equipment from the Edison Illuminating 
Company. 

Q. What if the Edison Company didn’t want to lease 
them? A. Then the City of Boston, if it saw fit, could con- 
fiscate by eminent domain those poles. 

Q. Without reference to the general laws? What authority 
have you for that, Mr. Blumenthal,—that the city could do 
that? Under what authority could they do that? A. Under 
the authority of principles of the right of acquisition under 
eminent domain. 

Q. Could the City of Boston take any part of the equip- 
ment of the electric company, the General Electric and the 
Edison Company, without taking it all? A. I believe that 
they could. 

Q. Do you know that they can? A. I am not prepared to 
answer that without investigation of the subject thoroughly. 

Q. (By Mr. Batuantryne.) Mr. Blumenthal, do you 
understand the manner in which the Edison Company arrives 
at its differential rates for electricity to the consumers? A. I 
am familiar with it as any person might become familiar by 
reading over its schedule of rates. 

Q. Well, you have figured this, have you not, upon a flat 
rate? In other words, you have taken the lowest rate? A. I 
have taken the rate as given in the schedule. 

Q. Well, have you considered that there is a difference in 
the charge to one kind of consumer and to another kind of 
consumer? <A. I have so discovered. 

Q. Yes. Well, you didn’t consider that in making up your 
figures, did you? A. I did. 

(. And you have found a difference? A. I have found 
this, that in that schedule they recite that if a customer uses, 
— pardon me for using this [referring to schedule],— I have 
discovered this, that the company charges the price of 5 
cents per kilowatt hour for all electricity furnished under this 
agreement, as contained in this schedule pertaining to the 
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lighting rates, where a consumer uses less than 1,500 kilowatt 
hours per month. The schedule reads as follows: “A price 
of 3 cents per kilowatt hour will be charged for all elec- 
tricity furnished under this agreement exceeding 1,500 kilowatt 
hours and up to and including 5,500 kilowatt hours per month.” 
Second, ‘‘A price of 14 cents per kilowatt hour will be charged 
for all electricity furnished under this agreement exceeding 
5,500 kilowatt hours and up to and including 105,500 kilowatt 
hours per month.” Third, ‘A price of 14 cents per kilowatt 
hour will be charged for all electricity furnished under this 
agreement exceeding 105,500 kilowatt hours per month.” 
Fourth, “The company will deliver its electricity at the cus- 
tomer’s premises and, in consideration of not supplying lamps 
and care, will deduct from the net amount of the bill, as other- 
wise rendered, 4 cent per kilowatt hour.” 

Q. Mr. Blumenthal, the figures you have given us from your 
letters are based upon the city consuming so many kilowatts 
of electricity? A. That is correct. 

Q. Ina year — and the figures you have just stated from 
the public list refers to kilowatt hours per month. What do 
you understand that to mean — kilowatt hours, as compared 
with using so many kilowatts in a given time? A. A watt, 
as I have already stated, is the unit of measure adapted for 
electricity, the same as a cubic foot is the unit of measure 
of gas. Now, a kilowatt is 1,000 watts. It comes from the 
Greek “‘kilo,”’ kilo meaning ‘‘a thousand,” — kilowatt, a thou- 
sand watts. Now, I have gone off from my subject. Bring 
back the question again. ~ 

Q. What do you understand to be the meaning of a kilo- 
watt hour? A. A kilowatt hour is an ordinary hour of sixty 
minutes. | 

Q. And one of these lamps, according to your theory, 
would, in your opinion, burn in a space of sixty minutes two 
kilowatts of electricity? A. No. 

Q. How much? A. It would burn one-half a kilowatt of 
electricity. 

Q. One-half a kilowatt in one hour? A. In one hour. 

Q. Anda kilowatt hour, then, is the length of time it takes 
to consume one-half a kilowatt? A. No, a kilowatt hour 
and an ordinary hour, as I understand it, are the same. 

Q. Well, sixty minutes, of course? A. Sixty minutes. 

Q. But in sixty minutes, an hour, one-half a kilowatt of 
electricity would be consumed in burning one of these lights? 
A. Yes, exactly. 

Q. So a kilowatt hour is the time consumed in consuming 
one-half a kilowatt of electricity? A. Exactly. 
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Q@. (By the CHatrmMAn.) Mr. Blumenthal, that price list 
that you have there is a price list issued by the Edison Com- 
pany —a sort of silent salesman, a sort of catalogue, so to 
speak? A. I should so consider it. 

Q. Would you consider that that is what they sell their 
light by, their merchandise? A. I do. 

@. And you got that from the Edison people? You asked 
for the rates and they gave you that catalogue? A. I cannot 
say that I procured it personally from the Edison Company, 
but I was informed that they are no longer for distribution,— 
in other words, that they have called them in. Whether that 
is true or not Iam not in a position to say. 

@. Now, Mr. Blumenthal, you are an einiiane are you 
a special attorney or consulting attorney for an electric com- 
pany or a gas company? A. Iam not. I am not connected 
with any gas or electric company. 

q. Are you connected with any gas or electric appliance 
company? Are you special counsel or attorney for any com- 
pany that would be apt to sell the city any kind of an electric 
light, or any gas company or electric light company? A. I 
am not. 

@. You are not? A. I am not. 

(). You are not a consulting engineer or a consulting elec- 
trical engineer for these people? A. I am not. 

(). And have no connection with any such company what- 
soever? A. None whatsoever. 

Q@. Now, Mr. Blumenthal, what is your object in coming 
before this committee? In a few words, just state it gen- 
erally, in an offhand, businesslike way. A. Well, I am here 
as a public-spirited citizen. 

Q. You wrote that letter to the Mayor, really, just the way 
you have stated the thing out and out, as a public-spirited 
citizen? ~A. “Yes. 

@. And in doing so you thought as I might think, or 
anybody else? A. I did. 

@. You simply thought, “I will write the Mayor and tell 
him what I think about it, and if Iam wrong perhaps he will 
write and tell me”? <A. I did. 

Q. Now, did Mayor Hibbard write you or answer in any 
way the second letter? A. He did not. 

@. In any way whatsoever? A. No, sir. I sent the 
second one by messenger and asked him to be sure he got a 
receipt for it. He came back and said that I would receive a 
receipt by mail, which I never received. 

@. Now, Mr. Blumenthal, just in a very few words, what 
is your objection to this contract? Let us leave out kilo- 
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watts, primary, secondary and differentials — just what is 
your objection, as a business man, to a business proposition? 
A. My objection is that the Mayor has acted unwisely in 
signing the contract. 

Q. Hastily, you mean by “unwisely”? <A. I wouldn’t say 
that he acted hastily, because I think he had ample oppor- 
tunity to rectify any errors that may have occurred in his first 
three contracts, but that he did act unwisely, in my opinion. 

@. (By Mr. Moore.) You say the watt is a unit of measure. 
Do you know how they figure the watts? A. Why, as I 
understand it, that has been adopted as the meter, as the 
measure — well, from the inception of the electrical measure- 
ments. 

Q@. Yes. Do you know how they get it? A. I do not. 

Q. They get it by multiplying the voltage by the amperage. 
A. Thank you. 

Q. Now, the trouble with these figures, as I see it, is that 
you have taken here the running cost per hour,— you haven’t 
figured in the fixed cost per hour,— which is included in all 
their contracts, and which is a part of their agreement here, 
in this Schedule D— which, by the way, is not a rate on 
lighting, but a rate on furnishing power for other services 
rather than lighting, and you will see that there is another 
rate here for lhghting,— a lighting rate,— which is a different 
rate. A. Will you inform me on what page you are looking? 

@. Schedule D. A. Schedule D, yes. 

(. Now, you have figured it on this price, on the third 
deduction here, 14 cents per kilowatt hour for all electricity 
furnished under this agreement exceeding 105,500 kilowatt 
hours per month, and you have figured in furthermore the 
reduction of 14 per cent in consideration of their not supplying 
the lamps and care, haven’t you? A. I have. 

@. You haven’t included this fixed cost which goes with 
this schedule, up above here? A. I have not. 

Q. Isn’t that a part of it here? A. As I understand it, it is. 

@. And that makes a vast difference in these figures? 
A. The difference it will make will be nominal, compared 
with the amount of saving that the Mayor would make in the 
contract, inasmuch as the amount would be $15,000, approxi- 
mately. 

Q. It would? A. And $15,000 in $966,000 is what I call 
a nominal sum. 

@. As a matter of fact, on the second deduction in these 
fixed rates, you have to pay a $30 per year charge per kilowatt 
of service for all kilowatts exceeding 55? <A. 5,500. 

Q. It says “55” here, —I suppose it means 5,500. No, 
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it doesn’t, it is 55, right here,— up above. A. I am not read- 
ing there. I am reading below. 

Q. Well, these up here, you see, are the fixed costs; these 
down here are the running costs. Then, another thing, you 
haven’t deducted for the maintenance and care of the lamps. 
A. I have — $600,000. ; 

Q. Where do you get the $30 a lamp? A. The $30 is 
paid — $10 for the fixture, $10 for the maintenance and 
$10 for carbons. 

Q. That would be the same on a Gilbert or a magnetite, 
would it? A. The price would vary slightly, but $80 would 
be approximately the highest price that the best lamp on the 
market could be procured for. 

Q. How do you know that? A. From investigating. 

@. What means did you take for investigating that, to find 
these costs? A. I have figured on a few occasions, from a 
few sources. 

Q. Do you care to state any of those sources? A. At 
present I do not. 

@. You are quite sure you are not connected with any 
concern? A. I am. 

Q. Such as the Phcenix Lighting Company, or anything 
of the kind, either directly or indirectly? A. I am. 

@. You mean you are not connected with them? A. I 
am not connected with them. 

Q. (By Mr. Goopwin.) Let me see that first letter that 
Mr. Blumenthal wrote to the Mayor? [The letter was handed 
to Mr. Goodwin.] When you wrote this to the Mayor, Mr. 
Blumenthal, you intended to show to the Mayor different 
methods by which you could get light cheaper for the city 
than by entering into this contract with the Edison Company? 
A. I did. 

(. And one of those means was this: ‘The city should have 
the right to divorce or divide the contracting of current, 
equipment and maintenance.’’? Now, you have stated what 
you meant by that. You sent this to the Mayor, as I under- 
stand it, after he had entered into this first contract? A. No, 
prior to his entering into this first contract. You will find the 
date of the first contract is subsequent to the date on which 
I sent my letter. 

Q. Now, did you attempt to tell the Mayor or Mr. Emerson 
how they possibly could do that? A. I should most happily 
have told him had he desired to interview me in regard to it. 

@. Now, as you would have told the Mayor how he could 
have done it, will you tell this committee how it could have 
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been done? A. I have in a way told this committee. I wish 
further to state that the cost of maintenance and of the fix- 
ture should not exceed $30. 

Q. Well now, just a moment, Mr. Blumenthal. What 
I understand by divorcing this is that the city buys the elec- 
tricity —I suppose that is what you mean? A. Exactly. 

(). Buy the electricity and then do what, after that? How 
could they distribute it to the different places where they need 
it? A. The city could erect and maintain its own poles 
and could ask for a flat rate on the current. 

(). Well, now, then, there is another method, designated 
in your letter as “EK”’— “It could pay for current and con- 
tract for supplying of equipment and maintenance.” How 
did you know that the city could do that? A. I assumed 
that that was a matter of common knowledge with those 
familiar with electrical apparatus and figures. 

_ Q. Are you familiar with electrical apparatus? A. I am 
now somewhat familiar. | 

(). Well, tell us how that could be done, how the city could 
have entered into a contract and bought the current from the 
Edison Company and then have entered into another contract 
for the maintenance? A. The same as the City of Boston 
to-day owns a great portion, if not all, of the equipment in the 
park system. It could supply that equipment with electric 
current from any company who saw fit to sell it to them. 

Q. I know, but, Mr. Blumenthal, in view of the fact that 
the Edison Company supplies the electricity and also owns the 
maintenance,— owns the conduits, wires, poles, lamps and 
so forth,— how could the maintenance be divorced from the 
current in two separate contracts? A. Iassume that what I 
have already said would sufficiently determine that. If I 
have not made myself clear, if you will make it clear to me 
just what you want to get at, I will answer it. 

(. You say here that the city could pay for current and 
contract for supplying of equipment amd maintenance. A. 
Exactly. 

Q. Well, now, we will take the first part of it — “pay for 
current.” What do you mean by that? A. Could buy its 
current from the Edison Company. 

(). Take the second part — “contract for supplying of 
equipment and maintenance” —with whom? <A. Com- 
panies that are in that business. 

Q. What companies are in that business? A. I have been 
informed that there are a number of companies that are in the 
business of supplying lamps,— gas, electric, kerosene and 
various other lights, acetylene lights, and so on. 
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Q. You are now getting off the question, when you are 
talking about supplying gas lamps and oil lamps, when we are 
talking about buying electricity. Let us stick to electricity. 
A. I shall be pleased to. 

(. The city is now contracting for electricity and has a 
contract with the Edison Company to supply the current. 
Now, the city also wants to enter into a contract with some 
other company for the purpose of distributing that electricity, 
— some company owning lamps, and so forth? A. No, I don’t 
mean that by my language in that letter. I mean that the 
City of Boston could own its equipment and contract for 
current, or the City of Boston could contract with concerns 
that are in that line of business, namely, of selling lamps and 
installing lamps; and it could contract by giving out,— by 
advertising for bids from the various companies and allowing 
all the companies to come in and to present their estimate of 
what they could put up the fixtures for. 

@. These are all electrical fixtures? A. Yes; and let the 
same company, or other concerns, persons or corporations, 
come in and bid on what they would charge to care for those 
fixtures, namely, trimming the lamps and supplying new 
carbons when the old carbons therein have been burned out, 
and so on. 

@. Now, what companies are there that the city could have 
contracted with for maintenance, supplying lamps, and so 
forth? A. That Iam not in a position to answer at this time. 

Q. Well, do you know? A. I have been informed that 
there are companies. 

@. Well, do you know of any? A. I cannot name them 
at present. 

Q. Well, when you wrote this letter to the Mayor you 
simply insinuated that there might be something of that 
kind? A. From the information that was furnished to me. 

~Q. Well, was that fair to the Mayor, to insinuate some- 
thing like that without letting him know where he could save 
the City of Boston money? <A. Perfectly fair, as the Mayor 
had an opportunity of ascertaining that by calling on me for 
it. Had he done so I certainly would have sought the infor- 
mation more definitely and would have informed him of 
what I have received in the way of information. 

@. Now, Mr. Blumenthal, you have stated to this com- 
mittee that you are actuated only as a public-spirited citizen? 
A. That is true. 

Q. If that is true, and if the Mayor did not see fit to inquire 
more closely, don’t you think it was your duty as a public- 
spirited citizen to go to the Mayor and tell him that you 
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knew of a company that would contract to supply — that is, 
if the city bought the current — and to maintain the appli- — 
ances, and so forth, and that it would save the city money? 
A. I don’t believe in thrusting myself upon anybody. 
If an opportunity is given to the Mayor to ascertain what 
would be best for the city’s interest and he does not see fit 
to avail himself of that opportunity that is a matter of his 
concern and not mine. 

. Well, how do you know that the Mayor knew that or 
had reason to know it? A. Natural inference. 

Q. Would you object to giving this committee what 
information you have in secret with reference to any com- 
panies that might have competed with the Edison Company? 
A. I have nothing in secret that I can disclose to the com- 
pany. 

(). To the committee? A. To the committee, rather. 

@. In other words, you don’t know that there is any such 
company willing to enter into a contract or that there has 
been any such company willing to enter into a contract with 
the city, if the city bought the current from the Edison Com- 
pany? A. I wish simply to repeat what I have previously 
stated, that I have been’ informed from different sources, 
and I — 

Q. Will you tell the committee what those sources are? 
A. I shall be pleased to tell the committee at a future time, 
should it be deemed necessary. 

(). Do you know of any company that was ready to com- 
pete with the Edison Company, so far as furnishing gas was 
concerned to the city? A. I do not. 

@. Do you know anything about the Graetzin light? 
A. Something. 

. Will you tell the committee what you know about it? 
A. I have seen the Graetzin lamp displayed on Common- 
wealth avenue. I have noticed it. 

(. I don’t mean that. I mean, do you know anything 
in connection with those who have control of the Graetzin 
lamp? <A. I know very little. 

(. Well, you say you know very little. What do you 
know? Can you tell this committee? A. Well, I am 
informed that the Graetzin light controllers have endeavored 
to compete with other companies. 

Q. Well, this is only information you have got,— you 
don’t know of your own knowledge of any company that is 
ready to compete with the Edison Company? A. I do not 
at present. 

The CHAtRMAN. Well, Mr. Blumenthal, there are no other 
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questions that the committee desires to ask. We are very 
glad you came in and are very much obliged to you for 
coming. 

Mr. BLuMENTHAL. I wish to thank the committee for the 
opportunity that they have given me. 

The CHAIRMAN. Owing to the lateness of the hour, the 
committee will now adjourn. If there are any citizens here 
who wish to be heard before the committee, they can leave 
their names and addresses with the clerk, and we shall be very 
glad to notify them of the next public hearing, and will be 
very glad to hear them at that time. Are there any other 
gentlemen who desire to be heard at some future time? 

The hearing was adjourned at this point, it being sub- 
sequently decided to hold the next hearing on Tuesday, 
May 18, at 7.30 o’clock p. m.

GENTLEMEN,— Your letter inviting me to appear before your committee 
to consider the recently executed contract for street lighting was received 
just as I was leaving for New York. 

My position in regard to that contract and the reasons for that position 
were fully set forth in letters to his Honor the Mayor, which were published 
in full in the newspapers, and copies of which I will be glad to transmit 
to you if they have not come to your attention. 

You will observe that, as a result of these letters, the city saved approxi- 
mately $150,000. 

In common probably with the members of your committee, I am not 
a technical expert in electric lighting. We pointed out that the contract 
price first proposed seemed on its face too high, and recommended that 
the contract be referred to an independent expert tribunal which would 
be fair to both the city and the company. In like manner we have felt 
that the later forms of the contract should be submitted to the Massa- 
chusetts Board of Gas and Electric Light Commissioners, a trained, 
technical tribunal fitted to determine whether the price and other condi- 
tions of these later contracts were fair and reasonable. As our views were 
fully and completely set forth in the letters above referred to, I do not 
see how I can aid your committee by stating them over again.

STATEMENT BY Mr. J. C. Hayngs. 


Q. (By the CHatrmMan.) Your name is what, please, in 
full, Mr. Haynes? A. J. C. Haynes. 

Q. And your position is what? A. Acting City Auditor. 

@. And what is your address, Mr. Haynes? A. 194 Hunt- 
ineton avenue. 

(). Mr. Haynes, you have there the contracts that are in 
force at the present time between the City of Boston and the 
Edison Electric [luminating Company? A. Yes, sir. 

@. Now, will you please read those contracts in full? 
A. You don’t mean that exactly, do you? There is a synop- 
sis on the contract, on the outer cover, in each case. 

Q. Well, if you will just read that, please. A. The first 
one made was with the Charlestown Gas and Electric. That 
is for electric lighting in the Charlestown district. That is 
a contract made m 1899, expires in 1905, but is still in force. 
There is a clause in it keeping it in force. The next one was 
the Brookline Gas Light Company. The contract was made — 
of course that was taken over by the Consolidated later — in 
1900, for electric lighting, Brighton district and Muddy river 
district, adjoining Brookline. 

Q. (By Mr. Goopwin.) That is still in foree, Mr. Haynes? 
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A. That is still in force. That is to say, the Consolidated 
took it over when they took the Brookline, and we are still 
paying under it. 

Q. What do you mean by the ‘“Consolidated’’— the Con- 
solidated Gas Company? <A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And they light Brookline? A. The Brighton district 
and the Muddy river district adjoining Brookline. 

Q. What do you mean by the Muddy river district? 
A. I couldn’t really tell you. That is what it says on the 
back of it. It says Brighton district and the Muddy river 
district adjoining Brookline. I suppose. it is the Brighton 
district adjoining Brookline, the territory bounded by Muddy 
river, Charles river and the town of Brookline. It is a part 
of Brighton. 

@. How long was that contract for, Mr. Haynes? A. That 
was written in 1900 for nine years — expired the twentieth 
of February of this year. 

(. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Has it been renewed? A. It has 
not, but there is a clause in all of them keeping them still in 
force. 

Q. (By Mr. Goopwin.) What date was it made? 
A. February 20, 1900. The next one is the Rising Sun 
Street Lighting. That was made September 2, 1908, for 
lighting the streets, parks and alleys, with gas, naphtha, or 
easolene, incandescent. 

Q. That is for one year? A. That expired September 15, 
1909. That was for one year. Then, following that, comes 
the last contract made in this month, May 7. 

(). This one here? A. Yes, the same one. 

@. Now, Mr. Haynes, has the city any contract with any 
of the companies for the lighting of public buildings, and so 
forth? A. No, sir. 

@. How are those lighted? How are they paid for? 
A. Well, there is no contract for the gas lighting. For that 
we pay so much per thousand feet, but there is no contract. 
The Boston Company gets 78 cents and the adjoining subur- 
ban territory, such as East Boston and Charlestown, for 
instance, the price, I think, is 90 cents. 

@. What about the use of electricity by the city? A. 
Why, those are paid for, I think, at the current rate of the 
contracts, except that the School Committee has a contract, 
in connection with which I think they are trying to get a 
better price. But the incandescent lighting price has been 
adjusted twice within a few years, you know. There was 
an arbitration committee appointed in 1904, and then there 
was another one more recently, only three or four years 
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ago, which got a discount of 4.6 per cent, I think, from some- 
thing like July 1, 1906. 

@. Now, take the Park Department, for instance, Mr. 
Haynes. How is the light paid for in that department? 
Who pays for it? Does it come out of the Park appropria- 
tion? A. Why, no. As I understand it, the street lights, 
whether in the parks or not,—I should think so without 
looking into it,—would be covered by this public street 
lighting contract. 

@. You don’t know for sure? A. No, I don’t. I would 
have to read that. 

Q. What about the Bath Department? <A. Well, for 
the interior lighting there is no contract. 

Q. That comes out of the department appropriation? 
A. Yes, sir. 

@. Public buildings the same? A. Interior lighting always; 
yes. That I should call a part of the maintenance of the 
buildings. 

@. Do I understand that they charge at a rate as per 
contract? Did I understand you to say that? If so, what 
do you mean by that—that is, taking the buildings, for 
instance. A. Oh, you are speaking of — 

Q. Take the light right in this room for instance. A. 
Well, they have a schedule of prices which they call a munici- 
pal schedule price list, which gives a stated price, and that 
price has been adjusted at two different times within the 
last five or six years by arbitration committees appointed. 
The last one there was a discount of something like 4.6 per 
cent given on bills back something like a year, and it has 
been in force ever since —every bill made out is subject to 
a discount. 

@. (By Mr. Moors.) Wasn’t the last arbitration of that 
— the 4.6 per cent — in connection with the street lighting? 
A. No, it applies, at least, to interior lighting, and I think 
it was on interior lighting. 

@. I know there was an abitration of street lighting where 
they gave 4.6 per cent, and on bills back a certain period of 
time; but as for lights in this building, for instance, or public 
buildings, I understood there was a separate contract for 
that, and that they gave for the franchises and use of the 
streets a discount of 25 per cent from the price charged other 
customers. A. I can get those two arbitration reports, if 
you would like to look at them. 

Q. (By Mr. Goopwin.) Well, will you send them to the 
committee, Mr. Haynes? A. Yes. 

@. (By Mr. Moors.) In Charlestown you say the elec- 
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tricity is furnished by the Charlestown Gas and Electric 
Company? A. Yes, sir. 

@. What is the rate there for are lights? Do you 
know? 

Mr. Kimpauu. $127.75. 

Mr. Haynes. Well, this is 35 cents per night. 

Q. (By Mr. Moors.) That would amount to about $127 
a year? <A. Yes, I suppose so. 

Q. Taking into consideration the number of hours used? 
A. Yes, sir. 

Q. (By Mr. Goopwin.) And that contract, you say, has 
expired? A. That contract ordinarily would have expired 
on the first day of February, 1905. 

Q. (By Mr. Moore.) A six months’ clause in it, or a 
year clause? A. There is a clause holding it in force ‘sub- 
ject to an appropriation therefor for each year, and subject to 
cancellation as hereinbefore provided until February 1, 1905, 
and thereafter until six months after either party shall in 
writing notify the other party that the contract is to be 
terminated, which notice may be given at any time after 
four years and six months from”’ the date of the contract, and 
the original date of the contract is December 2, 1899; so that 
it is in force until either party gives a six months’ written 
notice to the other. 

Q. You don’t happen to know — of course that wouldn’t 
be in your line — whether the Charlestown Gas and Electric 
Company manufactures any electricity of its own, except 
what it gets from this company, for which it pays something 
like 2.8 cents per kilowatt hour? A. I don’t know about 
that. 

Q. (By Mr. Goopwin.) Mr. Haynes, does that company 
also furnish gas to the City of Boston? <A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What is the rate for the gas? A. There is no con- 
tract. The price is 90 cents per thousand. 

Q. Now, in that Brighton district contract, what is the 
price there that the City of Boston is paying for electricity 
per lamp, Mr. Haynes? A. Well, that gives a limit on number 
not less than a given number, and then the price runs from 
30 cents to 35 cents —all sorts of prices, according to the 
number. The minimum number here mentioned is not less 
than 900, for instance, and the price goes down as low as 
30 cents. 

Q. Do you know whether they supply the Gilbert lamp, or 
a lamp like the Gilbert lamp? <A. I don’t know about that. 
I suppose the price is figured per hour. I don’t know about 
that. 
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@. And you don’t know anything further, Mr. Haynes, 
about the present price? A. No. 

@. They don’t furnish gas, do they,— just electricity? 
A. No; they are the Consolidated, aren’t they? 

Q. (By Mr. Moors.) The only companies furnishing gas 
to the city are the Charlestown company and the Consolidated, 
are they not? <A. Yes, sir. 

(. East Boston is furnished by the Consolidated, is it 
not? A. I don’t think so. 

Q. (By Mr. Goopwin.) They are controlled by the Con- 
solidated? A. May be controlled, but I think we pay the 
East Boston company 90 cents a thousand. 

Q. Cannot you tell by that contract? A. It isn’t in the 
contract. There is no contract for it at all. I can tell, 
though, by looking downstairs at the bills. But there is no 
contract. 

Q. Will you find out for the committee, Mr. Haynes? 
A. Surely; but there is no written contract for gas. 

Q. But you can tell how much they are paying, not only 
for that, but also how much the Bath Department, the Park 
Department and the Public Buildings, and so forth, are 
paying for their electricity? A. Yes, sir. 

@. You can let the committee know? <A. Yes, sir. 

Q. (By Mr. Moore.) And also, Mr. Haynes, make certain 
about these hghts in the public buildings. A. Yes. 

Q. (By the CHarRMAN.) That contract you have there 
with this Charlestown company is for how many years? A. 
Written originally for five years, I should say. 

Q. Five years; and it is extended automatically, isn’t it? 
A. Yes, sir. 

(). Has it been reduced at all within the last year or the 
last two years? A. Never has been reduced. 

@. The price is just the same as when it was originally 
made five, six or seven years ago? A. Yes, sir. 

@. Now, Mr. Haynes, on the other contract that you have 
there for lighting Brighton, how many years was that made 
for? A. That was made in 1900 for nine years, I guess. 

Q. That was a contract made for nine years? A. Expired 
February 20, 1909, and that would have been in force a little 
more than eight years. 

Q. Andis that now continuing automatically? A. Yes, sir. 

(. It hasn’t been reduced at all? A. No, sir. 

Q. As far as you. know? A. No, sir; still the original 
arrangement. 

@. Can you come here again this evening with the infor- 
mation? <A. Yes, I will. 
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Q. (By Mr. Goopwin.) Well, we are in no particular 
hurry for it. Perhaps you had better take your time and 
send it to us a little later. A. Very well. 


STATEMENT BY JOHN A. CouLtruurst, Esa. 


Q. (By the CHarrman.) Your full name, please? A. 
John A. Coulthurst. 

@. And your business? A. Attorney at law. 

Q. And your address? A. 480 Hyde Park avenue, Ward 
23, Boston. 

Q. Mr. Coulthurst, will you be good enough to register your 
opinions with the committee? 

A. Mr. Chairman, my purpose in coming before the com- 
mittee is twofold — first, to try to counteract the effect that 
has been undoubtedly made on public opinion by the full 
page advertisements that the Edison Company has been 
spreading upon the pages of our daily papers for the last few 
weeks and try to put public opinion back where it was when 
this subject first came up for discussion; and, in the second 
place, to try to assist the City of Boston, through this com- 
mittee, to be in a position where, when the occasion comes 
for making a new contract with the lighting company for 
lighting the streets, it will be in possession of data that this 
committee has accumulated. 

Having followed somewhat closely the street lighting prob- 
lem in Boston and other cities of the United States and 
abroad, for the last six or seven years, I was particularly 
interested when this discussion came up about the relations 
of the City of Boston with the Edison Electric Hluminating 
Company. When I was in the Legislature in 1902, 1903 


and 1904, I raised my feeble voice at that time in protest. 


against what I considered the extortions of the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company. At that time my attention was first 
called to the cost of electric lighting in places outside of 
Boston, particularly in the cities of Chicago and Detroit, both 
of which had public lighting plants. I have made it my 
business to follow the history of public lighting and the course 
of public lighting experiments in the city of Detroit, and my 
remarks this evening will be confined principally to contrast- 
ing the situation in Detroit with the situation here in Boston, 
as it has been and as it is_ likely to be. 

In the first place, to give you a brief outlook upon public 
lighting in Boston,— and let me call your attention to the 
fact that my memory does not go back and my records do not 
go back prior to 1894,— a contract was made with the Boston 
Electric Lighting Company in 1894 for five years, whereby 
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the city was to pay, and did pay during those next five years, 
$128 per are light, per 2,000 candle power arc light, burning 
ten and one-half hours, or thereabouts, per night. In 1899 
that contract was extended for ten years with an apparently 
fair arbitration clause in it, providing for arbitration on the 
price at two and one-half year periods, whereby the price was 
eraded from $127.75, in accordance with the number of lights 
used, to $120 or less. In 1904 the first record I find of an 
attempt to arbitrate, to take advantage of the arbitration 
provision, occurred when Nathan Matthews, Jr., was appointed 
on behalf of the city, and the Edison Company appointed 
a man, and the third man was appointed by those two men, 
and those three men got together and decided that “ We have 
heard and considered the evidence and arguments of the par- 
ties and determine that the cost of manufacturing and dis- 
tributing the public light furnished by the company and the 
allowance for depreciation, 2.4 per cent, and profit, 6.5 per 
cent, as provided in said agreement, amount in the aggregate 
to a sum not greater than the prices now being paid by the 
city for said lights.” That price at that time was $124.10 
per are light per year; so that under the terms of this arbitra- 
tion clause in this agreement, first made in 1894 and extended 
for ten years in 1899, there was no reduction in the price for 
public lighting of our streets. Two years and a half after- 
wards the question again came up and another arbitration 
committee was appointed, on which Mr. Samuel Hudson rep- 
resented the city and the same man represented the Edison 
Company who represented it before, and the third party was 
chosen by the two, and Mr. Hudson succeeded in getting the 
price reduced 4.6 per cent, to $118.39. That went into effect 
August 20, 1906, although the report itself was not rendered 
until June 29, 1907. 

I am relating these historical incidents to show what led up 
to the situation that confronted us here this year, and I think 
you, gentlemen, will consider it of importance in taking your 
position, as bearing upon the attitude of the Edison Company 
towards the City of Boston during all these long years. The 
difficulties that the city officials have had to face in making 
contracts with this company were twofold; first, the Mayor 
and his representatives, whoever it was who negotiated the 
contract, had a multitude of other things on their hands, and 
ordinarily —I speak of no particular instance — ordinarily 
they were not skilled in the matter of electric lighting. In the 
second place, accurate data in regard to the cost of electric 
lighting is extremely hard to get. In most cities of the country 
the public lighting is furnished by a monopoly, the same as we 
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have here in Boston, and they keep their data and figures to 
themselves; and any man who went up to the electric lighting 
commission and tried to pick out facts relative to cost from 
the reports filed there would have a big job on his hands. I 
say that that has been the difficulty,—the chief difficulty, or 
one of the chief difficulties,— that the community has had to 
confront — that those public officials were dealing with men 
who knew their business, who were in possession of all the 
facts, and once every five or ten years had to make a contract 
or make the terms of a contract, and they rested secure and 
easy for the next five or six years; and the city has never 
heard any noise, there has never been any public agitation on 
the question of letting out a contract. When the time for the 
making or extending of a lighting contract came up, every- 
thing went smoothly and easily, and once in a while, if you 
have remembered, you have seen a little statement to the 
effect that the city has just renewed its contract with the 
Edison Electric Hluminating Company, or you have seen that 
a committee on arbitration that has been appointed to con- 
sider the matter, under the plan of arbitration, has made a 
report with a joker in it, which meant no relief for the city,’ 
if my information is accurate, and under which it has been 
practically impossible for the city to obtain any relief — that 
is, you have seen a notice in the paper that the committee on 
arbitration had decided that the prices were fair and reason- 
able. . 
I am simply going to call your attention to-night to items 
of cost in connection with the municipal plant in the city of 
Detroit. JI am not using this as an argument in favor of munici- 
pal ownership. I have previously used it for that purpose. 
I merely use it here to-night to show you that the reports for 
thirteen years, from 1896 to 1908, inclusive, show the amount 
of capital invested in the public lighting plant in Detroit and 
the amount charged off for depreciation each year, and, there- 
fore, the net capital to-day. They show the amount appro- 
priated each year for maintenance, for operating disburse- 
ments, and they show the net cost to the city; and they show 
what the public lighting commission of the city of Detroit 
terms the ‘gross cost,’’ namely, a cost based upon operating 
disbursements, depreciation charged off at 3 per cent of 
the total investment, interest on the investment figured at 
4 per cent and an estimate of what the lost taxes would 
amount to. For twelve years this unsalaried public lighting 
commission, which has given its services freely and ably to 
that city, has been furnishing the people of the country with 
facts and figures showing what electric lighting really costs. 
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I tell you here to-night what their final report shows — that _ 
3,800 are lights,. of 2,000 candle power each, burning 3,885 
hours per year, five hours more than the contract of the 
Edison Company allows for here in Boston, have cost, includ- 
ing these items I have given you of depreciation, interest 
on investment, lost taxes and operating disbursements, $53 
and odd cents each per year. 

If those facts can be borne out by investigation, gentlemen, 
they have a peculiar significance in connection with the pre- 
sent controversy and future controversies between the City 
of Boston and the Edison Electric Illuminating Company. 
I have taken for my comparison the years 1900 to 1907, and 
I have here some figures, a copy of which I will leave with the 
committee, showing somewhat of a comparison between 
Detroit and Boston. 

In the first place, let me say that Detroit has a 2,000 candle 
power are light, that burns practically the same number of 
hours per night that it does in Boston. They have an under- 
eround conduit system; they have at the present time about 
the same number of electric arc lamps that Boston has; and 
Detroit is a large cosmopolitan city like the City of Boston. 
I dare say there are some elements of cost that would be 
greater or less in one case or the other. I dare say that there 
-may be some elements of capital cost that would be greater 
in Boston than in Detroit. Upon those questions I am not 
sufficiently expert to pass an opinion. But what I do say, and 
all I intend to argue before you to-night, is that there is such 
an awful discrepancy between what this respectable public 
lighting commission of the city of Detroit says it costs Detroit 
for its public lighting and what the City of Boston pays, that, 
if there is any truth in figures at all, what Boston has been 
compelled to suffer at the hands of the Edison Electric Illu- 
minating Company for ten or more years is nothing more nor 
less than extortion; and that the present contract itself, 
which was hurried through in such haste, as you, gentlemen, 
will remember, is not a fair contract and is not the contract 
that the city might have obtained in case a little more time 
and a little more examination into the facts and figures 
relating to the business of the Edison Company had been made. 

In the year 1900,— the fiscal year ending June 30, 1900,— 
the average number of 2 ,000 candle power are lights in Detroit 
was 1,963. In Boston, on January 10, of that year, the num- 
ber was 3,024, of which the Edison or the Boston Electric 
Lighting Company furnished over 2,600, the balance being 
furnished by the two other companies, —the Brookline and 
the Charlestown. According to the Detroit report, the cost 
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per arc light for operating disbursements was $40.30; interest 
at 4 per cent on investment, $12,89; depreciation at 3 per cent 
on investment, $10.12; lost taxes on investment, $3.14, — 
making a total cost of $60.45. Boston that year paid the 
Edison Company under its contract $127.75 per are light, 
almost double. 

To show how the cost of electric lighting has decreased 
from year to year in Detroit, I will quote from the report of 
the Detroit commission for the year ending June 30, 1900: 


The first cost for each are light for the previous fiscal year was $75.56 
(cash cost, $46.46), which shows a saving this year over last of $9.11 gross 
cost and $6.16 cash cost for each 2,000 candle power are light. 


For the year ending June 30, 1901, in Detroit the average 
number of 2,000 candle power arc lights was 2,035, an increase 
in numbers over the year before of something like 70 are lights. 
Their cost that year, figured out the same way, was a little 
more than the previous year. That is, it was $67.31. Boston 
that year paid $124.10. For the year ending June 30, 1902, 
in Detroit the number of are lights was 2,133. Their cost was 
reduced $4 that year — to $63.82. Boston that year, on Janu- 
ary 10, 1902, had 3,658 are lights, of which the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company, the then assignee of the Boston Elec- 
tric Lighting Company, furnished about 2,950 lights. The 
cost per are light per year was $124.10 —as against $63.82, 
or about half the amount, in Detroit, for a less number of arc 
lights. 

For the year ending June 30, 1903, in Detroit the average 
number of 2,000 candle power arc lights was 2,386, showing 
a gross cost of $64.36 per arc light, or an increase of perhaps 
60 cents over the previous year. The price in Boston still 
remained at $124.10. 

The 1904 Detroit report I do not have, but it is in that year, 
as I have previously stated, that under the terms of the con- 
tract with the Edison Company, under the clauses of the 
contract providing for arbitration along certain set lines, 
arbitration was attempted. But it was a case of “ Heads they 
win and tails we lose.’”’ The arbitration committee reported: 


We have heard and considered the evidence and arguments of the parties 
and determine that the cost of manufacturing and distributing the public 
lights furnished by the company and the allowance for depreciation, 2.4 per 
cent, and profit, 6.5 per cent, as provided in said agreement, amount in 
the aggregate to a sum not greater than the prices now being paid by the 
city for said lights. 


In other words, during that period, while there was a sub- 
stantial decrease in cost in Detroit,— a decrease of something 
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like $10 per are light,— there was no possible decrease under 
the terms of the agreement for the City of Boston. 

For the year ending June 30, 1905, there was a substantial 
decrease in the cost in Detroit. Their average number of 
2,000 candle power are lights was_2,818; that of Boston was 
3,731, of which the Edison Company furnished 3,140. The 
eross cost per are light in Detroit for that year was reduced to 
$59.34 — a decrease in two years of $5 per arc light. Boston 
was still paying $124.10. 

In the year ending June 30, 1906, there was a further 
decrease in Detroit of $5 per arc lamp. Their total number 
of are lights was 3,080, and their total cost, including depreci- 
ation on discarded machinery, depreciation at 3 per cent on 
investment, interest at 4 per cent on investment, and lost 
taxes on investment, was $54.39. Boston was still paying 
$124.10. 

For the year ending June 30, 1907, Detroit’s number of arc 
lights was 3,374. The number in Boston was still about what 
it had been for several years, 3,784. Detroit had gotten its 
cost down to $52.87, and it was in that year that the three 
arbitrators got together again under the Boston contract and 
reduced the price to $118.39. 

I have here in addition — which I will submit to the com- 
mittee — a list of the cash and gross cost for each year from 
1896 to 1907, the cash cost for 1908, but not the gross cost 
for 1908. | 

Gentlemen, although the Edison Company in 1904 was 
furnishing to the City of Boston about 3,100 are lights at 
$124.10 per light per year, the number in 1905 being not more 
than forty lights in excess of that and in 1906 but twenty-four 
lights in excess of the number in 1905, while in 1907 the number 
was but twenty-five in excess of 1906, the most reduction that 
we could get under the terms of that contract was a matter of 
$6 per year in a period of five years; and in a period of fifteen 
years the most that the Edison Company was willing to con- 
cede to the City of Boston in the way of a reduction was the 
difference between $118.39 and $127.75 —a decrease of but 
$10 that they were willing to concede in a period of fifteen 
years. At the same time their contract showed on its face 
that their price was supposed to be based upon a proportionate 
share of the operating expenses of the company, depreciation 
and 6 per cent on the investment. 

So thoroughly were they in control of the situation during 
all that period of time, so carefully was that contract couched 
in their interests, and so indifferent was the general public to 
the situation, that that is all that we were able to get in that 
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length of time. But in the last two or three years we have 
had troublous times in Boston and outside of the city. We 
have had the Finance Commission here in Boston, we have 
had Teddy Roosevelt in Washington, and we have had the 
predatory trusts raked over the coals, or some of them,— or, 
at least, the public thought that they were being raked over 
the coals. So when the Edison Company put on its felt slip- 
pers and came up here to City Hall this spring or last winter 
and wanted a new contract, it was willing to make a grand 
concession to the City of Boston. It was willing to reduce its 
price for Gilbert are lights, the kind that we have been having 
in profusion, to $109. Those are practically the figures,— I 
will not guarantee the exact figures,— with a sop thrown out 
of 5 per cent decrease in case a five-year contract was entered 
into. They said, “If you will give us a five-year contract, we 
will make a grand concession, give you something like $13 off 
per are light. You have succeeded in getting only $10 taken 
off your arc lights in a period of fifteen years; now, if you will 
enter into a five-year contract with us, we are willing to con- 
cede to you the marvelous sum of $13 per are light.”’ And if 
it had not been for a little stir made by Mr. Crocker of the 
Finance Commission that contract would have gone through 
swimmingly and the present administration would have 
been given credit by the general public for saving the city a 
lot of money. But the Edison Company is more clever than 
some of the people it deals with, and it saw that it had to come 
off. It lost some of its nerve and sort of had to come off its 
high stand to slip the contract through easily. It had not 
foreseen the contingency of Mr. Crocker coming to the fore. 
And so we had that first munificent contract proposed, under 
which $103 per are lamp for a Gilbert lamp was to be charged; 
and then, when there was a great hullabaloo, and when the 
Merchants Association asked for time to investigate,—asked 
for an opportunity to employ experts to look into the cost of 
public lighting, to see what price this monopoly should charge 
' the city,— and all that it had ever asked was 6 per cent upon 
the capital invested in this portion of its enterprise and a 
proportionate amount of its operating expenses, a propor- 
tionate amount of its taxes and a proportionate amount of its 
depreciation, figured at something like 2.4 per cent, or what- 
ever that arbitration committee accepted,— when there was 
that great hullabaloo raised, the Edison Company got really 
scared, really worried, and then they came down grandly. 
They reduced the price of the Gilbert arc light to $92 per year, 
and, while that is probably merely a sop in order to get the 
$105 for their magnetite arc light, it shows you that if they are 
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now making a profit and are going to make a profit on the 
next five years on these prices established for the magnetite 
are lamps and the Gilbert arc lamps, they have certainly been 
extortionate in their charges in the past, when they have been 
charging $124.10 a year for arc lamps for lighting our streets. 

I did not intend to mix in this matter, gentlemen,.because 
I realize, with some others, that sometimes a man gets up 
and makes a holler when it is too late. But I saw that 
public opinion was being gently molded again by the Edison 
Company through expensive advertisements,— for which, of 
course, the public will pay in the next contract,—and I 
thought I would once more raise my feeble voice in protest 
against this present contract, and certainly in protest against 
its extension for another five years, as it is provided may be 
done under the terms of the contract, as follows: 


If the city notifies the company within six months from the time when 
this contract becomes operative that it desires to extend the contract to a 
period of ten years, the company will make the rates under this contract 
the same as those proposed under a ten-year contract, that is, the discount 
to be 10 per cent instead of 5. 


I am fully convinced that the city was hurried unfairly 
into the consummation of this five-year term with the Edison 
Company. The Edison Company has had the best of it 
during the last fifteen or more years, it or its predecessors, 
and I am sorry that the city has been hurried into this present 
contract. Just as good terms could have been made three 
months from now, after a full investigation, and then every- 
body would have been satisfied, as were made a few days 
ago, and the public would have been in possession of the 
facts of which it should be in possession,— that it should 
know,— understanding the basis upon which it is dealing 
with the people with whom it is doing business. 

Now, am I claiming to you, gentlemen, that because 
Detroit shows an operating cost per are light of $33.25, and 
a gross cost, so called, based upon depreciation and other 
things, of $52.87, that therefore the City of Boston should 
have lighting from the Edison Company on the same terms? 
No, I am not. All I claim is this, that conditions cannot 
be so far different in Detroit and in Boston that the same 
are light which will fairly cost in Detroit $52.87 can fairly 
cost in Boston $118.39, $103.54 or $92.39. I say that 
these reports of the Public Lighting Commission of the 
City of Detroit, covering this period of fifteen years, furnish 
a prima facie case against the Edison Company. At the 
present time Detroit has a plant which represents a gross 
cost of $1,417,735.10. 
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Q. (By Mr. Goopwin.) ~ May I interrupt you just a 
moment? Is Detroit buying from a private company, or 
has it a municipal plant? 

A. It has a municipal plant, its activities confined to the 
municipal service, merely street lighting and lighting of pub- 
lic buildings. As I say, its capital invéstment to June 30, 
1908, is $1,417,735.10. It has charged off to depreciation 
$360,483.12, leaving a balance of present investment June 
30, 1908, of $1,057,251.98. That year, besides supplying the 
city with street lighting through the medium of 3,731 are 
lights, it also supplied incandescent lighting for its buildings. 
That is to say, its present plant stands it $1,057,251.98, and 
thoroughly lights the city of Detroit with about the same 
number of are lights that we have, and probably with the 
same number of incandescent lights that we have; and its 
operating costs are $33.25 per are light, and its total cost, as 
I have said before, $52.87 per are light. 

I hope that the scope of this committee will be broad 
enough to allow it, whatever the immediate outcome of its 
activities may be, to spread on the archives of the City of 
Boston sufficient data concerning the cost of electric lights 
to put future administrations upon their guard in dealing 
with the Edison Electric Hluminating Company and all other 
monopolies;, because we know, as a matter of experience,— a 
matter of human nature,— that where you place a man in a 
position where he can force terms upon somebody else whom 
he is dealing with he will generally make them a little harder 
than when he is meeting somebody else in competition. 

If the city hasbeen mulcted in the past, as I am firmly 
convinced it has been, and if even under this present con- 
tract, improvement, though it is over the previous contract, 
it is still being mulcted, I am willing to give up an hour or 
so of my evening in order to register my protest against this 
contract, with the hope that my protest and anything that 
may come of it may be of benefit to the city in the future. 

Q. (By the CHairman.) Mr. Coulthurst, will you be will- 
ing to answer any questions that the gentlemen of the com- 
mittee may ask you? A. Certainly. 

Q. Mr. Coulthurst, you have been to Detroit, have you? 
A. No, that is, I have been to Detroit. I have stopped over 
in Detroit; but I have not investigated the public lighting of 
Detroit. 

(). In the matter of lighting, do you consider that Detroit, 
aside from one or two show streets, is a better lighted city 
than Boston? A. I simply remember going there in Sep- 
tember of 1904, as a member of the state delegation that went 
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to St. Louis. We stopped over there just one night. I just 
remember taking notice of the fact that Detroit seemed to 
be, in the public streets, well lighted. That was all the 
impression that was created in my mind; and, having pre- 
viously looked into this question of the cost of lighting there, 
as I had done, I was interested just to take that notice,— 
nothing further. 

@. Mr. Coulthurst, do 3 you think at the present time that 
the officials of the city who have to do ‘with making a 
contract for electric lighting are not competent to combat 
the array of experts that the various lighting companies 
have? That is rather a personal question but I would like 
you to answer it. “A. I will generalize it by saying that I 
think all through the dealings of the city with the Edison 
Company the public officials have been taken advantage of 
because of the greater experience and expert knowledge that 
the Edison people have had. That is as far as I want to go. 

Q. Well, don’t you think the city should obtain experts — 
that it is possible to obtain experts—who perhaps are not 
consulting experts for electric companies. A. Yes, Ido. I 
think that is a mistake that has been heretofore made. 

Q. (By Mr. Moorsz.) You say that Detroit has about the 
same number of clectric lights as Boston? A. Well, in 1907 
it had an average number of 3,374. 

Q@. That is about the same. A. On January 10 of that 
year Boston had 3,784. 

Q. The population is about the same and the district 
covered is about the same —or don’t you know that? A. 
Well, Detroit is one of the large cities of the country. I 
don’t know just the exact size. 

‘Q. You say that the conduits are underground there, as 
they are here? A. It has an underground conduit system. 
Whether it is as extensive as in Boston, I don’t know, or 
whether it is more extensive, I don’t know. 

Q. When Mr. Matthews made that report he stated, I 
think, somewhere in it —I may be mistaken in this, but I 
think I am right — that they did not charge off enough for 
depreciation there. Could you give me any light on that 
subject? A. Well, yes. In 1904 he was one of the three 
arbitrators chosen to pass upon the question of whether there 
should be a change in the contract with the city. 

Q. And I think he speaks somewhere in that report of 
Detroit especially and says that there there is not a sufficient 
allowance made for depreciation in his judgment. I may be 
mistaken in that. A. Well, they only charge off 2.4 per fee 
There were three arbitrators — Nathan Matthews, Jr., 
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behalf of the city, Herbert A. Wagner, on behalf of the Edison 
Company, and Arthur E. Kanaly, the third arbitrator chosen 
by the other two—and they, in estimating depreciation, 
fixed it at 2.4 per cent; and the Detroit commission has 
charged off not less than 3 per cent in any year, 3 per cent 
on the total investment and in addition to that special 
depreciation. 

Q. Is the plant there run by water or by steam? A. I 
think it is run by coal, and I will frankly say that, in the matter 
of coal, the cost in Detroit is substantially less than in Boston. 

Q. Probably a third or more less? And they don’t have 
there any such item as $125,000 for obtaining new business, 
do they? A. I don’t think they have any advertising, and 
I don’t think they have an expensive lobby up on Beacon Hill 
to stifle legislation or to obtain legislation. They don’t have 
other such items of modernized cost. 

Q. That enter into the present cost that the city has to pay? 
A. That undoubtedly enter into the present cost of the city’s 
lighting. 

Q. Then your position is that the difference between what 
the price here should be and what it is is properly represented 
by the difference in the price of electric light in Detroit, 
$02.87, and in Boston, $92? A. I don’t go as far as that. I 
simply say that the fact that they have in Detroit succeeded 
in charging off 3 per cent for depreciation each of these years 
and have maintained a plant at a net cost now of a million 
dollars, which will light their city and furnish incandescent 
lights besides the 3,700 and odd are lights I have told you of, 
makes a prima facie case against a cost here for an are light 
of $92 and odd cents. 

Q. In 1898 —that is, the time when ex-Mayor Matthews 
made that report —he figured up here that the total cost 
per light, as I understand it, in Detroit was $102.36. That 
was allowing interest at 4 per cent, $15.33; depreciation, 
$27.32, and cash outlay, $53.06, per light. A. In what year 
was that? 

Q. 1898. A. At that time Mr. Matthews was a special 
representative of the Edison Company. 

Q. Yes, I guess that is right. A. The next time he was 
the special representative of the city. 

Q. At that time did he reduce it some? A. The second 
time there was no recommendation of a decrease. 

Q. This was for the year ending June 30, 1898. What are 
your figures on that here? A. Their estimated cash cost 
for 1898 —and that would cover operating disbursements — 
was $51.85. 
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@. And Mr. Matthews gives the cash outlay as $53.06 
here. A. The gross cost, estimating depreciation, interest 
on investment and lost taxes, figures up $83.50. 

@. And Mayor Matthews, at that time employed by the 
Edison Company, had a cost for that year of $102.36 per light. 
You have taken these figures of yours from the official reports 
of Detroit for that year? A. Yes, I have.. I haven’t the 
reports themselves here. I have them in my office. 

@. Can you furnish the reports themselves? A. I can, 
and will be very glad to do so. 

@. You will be very glad to loan those various reports, will 
you? A. To let you have my reports, yes. That is due to the 
fact that he charged off $27.32 for depreciation per are light 
where the public commission charged off $10. 

@. What was the total amount invested at that time for 
which depreciation could be charged off? Have you got that? 
A. I can tell you that. The original investment, as of June 
30, 1897, was $729,222.73. The investment during the next 
year was $60,923. Now they charged off to depreciation 
two items,— one of $40,145.73 and one of $22,500,— leaving 
about $730,000 net investment. 

Q. (By Mr. Goopwin.) Mr. Coulthurst, have you any 
figures showing the comparative price between what we pay 
in Boston and what is paid in any other large city where they 
buy from a private company? A. I have not. Iwas at one 
time familiar with the subject, but the only plant —at the 
present time the only plant I am familiar with the figures on 
is Detroit. 

Q. You have said that if this administration had not signed 
the contract hurriedly, but had waited for a full investigation, 
it might have got a lower price? A. I am about as sure of 
it as I can be. 

Q. Well, what do you mean by a fuller investigation, or a 
full investigation? A. An investigation of the Edison busi- 
ness by an expert or experts. 

@. How ean you get that, Mr. Coulthurst? A. By their 
consent, by the grace of their favor. 

(. Well, don’t they run their business just about as they 
see fit? A. No, they are peculiarly susceptible to public 
opinion when once aroused, like any other public service 
corporation. | 

(. If the City of Boston had received its electricity for 
less money than it is now paying for it — by the way, did you 
read the advertisement that Mr. Emerson had in the paper in 
which he said that “Consultation with the Board of Gas and 
Electric Light Commissioners, through their chairman, con- 
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vinced me that nothing was to be hoped for in that direction,” 
— that is, by an appeal to that Board,— “although I was 
informed that ‘in case I was able to obtain lower prices from 
the Edison Company, the Gas and Electric Light Commis- 
sioners might take means to require the Edison Company to ~ 
give the same prices to surrounding municipalities.’ This 
avenue was therefore abandoned.” <A. Well, I am not 
familiar with the present constitution of the Gas and Electric 
Light Commission, but when I was familiar with it I didn’t 
have much faith in it as a tribunal to lower rates. 

Q. Now, following that out further, you said that the city 
officials, in making a contract of this kind, have difficulties 
of a two-fold nature; and then you went on to say that one 
of them was that the figures were kept by the company itself. 
Don’t you think another difficulty is the fact that the Gas 
and Electric Light Commission stands in the way in just the 
manner that Mr. Emerson suggests? A. I don’t know it as 
a matter of personal knowledge, but I have read it in economic 
works that a private individual trying to get at the reports 
of public lighting companies through the gas commission was 
unable to get them. One particular work I have in mind was 
by Professor Gray of Northwestern University. That was the 
attitude of the commission about 1893 and 1894,— 1893, 
1894, 1895,— when the Boston Consolidated gas fight was on, 
and other similar fights. 

Q. (By Mr. Moore.) I don’t think you will find it so 
difficult to-day. A. I am very glad to know that. I never 
have personally had any difficulty myself in getting any 
information there that I sought. 

Q. (By Mr. Goopwin.) Of course, Mr. Coulthurst, in 
considering whether or not this contract is a good contract, 
we have to consider the existing law rather than any question 
of municipal ownership. A. I understand.so, and I have 
not attempted to argue in favor of municipal ownership 
to-night. I realized that it would be absolutely inappro- 
priate. I am merely giving you these Detroit figures, 
because they are the only figures available covering a period 
of years, showing cost, capital investment, depreciation, and 
so on. 

. You said that recently we have had troublous times, 
and suggested that we have had them in Washington and 
also here in Boston, with the Finance Commission. A. By 
which I simply meant that the public mind was aroused, 
and more easily aroused at its wrongs and sometimes its 
fancied wrongs. 

Q. Have you read the report of the Finance Commission? 
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A. Not in detail. I have followed them. I have not studied 
them, if you mean that. I have read them as they have 
come out from time to time. 

Q. Well, have you noticed at any time when they have 
‘ come out that they have considered this lighting contract 
that we have worked under for the last ten or fifteen years? 
A. No. 

Q. You knew that Mr. Crocker was a member of the 
Finance Commission? <A. Yes. 

Q. And you didn’t see anything in these reports concern- 
ing how the City of Boston was being robbed, to use that 
word, of so many thousand dollars a year? A. No, I didn't. 

Q. Until quite recently you say that Mr. Crocker made 
a stir. Have you any idea in what manner Mr. Crocker 
made that stir? A. Nothing except what I read in the 
papers. 

Q. Do you think the stir Mr. Crocker made did any good? 
A. I am of the opinion that it was indirectly responsible 
for the second terms offered by the Edison Company. 

Q. And that is what you mean—that if they had waited 
for a fuller investigation we probably might have got better 
terms? A. Yes; I think all that was needed was just a 
hint from a man of prominence, like Mr. Crocker, to stir up 
the Merchants Association or the public mind, and that 
was the worst thing for the Edison Company—any sort of 
noise. 

Q. You have read this contract, haven’t you, Mr. Coult- 
hurst? A. I have read it. 

Q. You have noticed that there is a provision for the 
extension of the contract for ten years? <A. Yes. 

(. Well, now, do you think a stir made by Mr. Crocker 
or Mr. Storrow would probably prevent the administration 
from making a ten-year contract? A. Well, I hope to see 
this committee make that protest. 

@. Well, do you think that if Mr. Crocker, Mr. Storrow 
and these other public-spirited citizens, were to come in and 
help this committee, that the city would save money by 
not entering into a ten-year contract? A. Well, I wouldn’t 
want to pass a comment on their contract to that extent. 

Q. (By Mr. Moorr.) How much was allowed at the last | 
arbitration for the depreciation of the Edison Company’s 
works? Do you know? <A. It doesn’t appear in the printed 
report, —the city’s report. 

Q. I see here, looking this over a little more fully, that 
he allows 74 per cent there for depreciation in Detroit, in 
getting his figures. A. Yes. 
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The CHarRMAN. Any more questions? [No response.] 
Mr. Coulthurst, will you leave those figures with the 
committee? 

Mr. CouttHurst. Yes, I shall be glad to do so. 

The CHArRMAN. We wish to thank you for your presence 
here this evening. 

Mr. CoutrHurst. I will also send down the other docu- 
ments I have referred to to Mr. Hurley to-morrow. You will 
be responsible for them, Mr. Hurley? 

Mr. Huruey. Yes. 

Mr. Coutruurst. I have a complete set of the reports of 
the Electric Lighting Commission of Detroit, except for one 
year. They tell an interesting history. 

The CHarrMan. Well, the committee will probably find 
those valuable. 

Mr. Couttuurst. I will be very glad ti send them. 

Q. (By Mr. Goopwin.) Mr. Coulthurst, I would like to ask 
if you have any suggestions to make to this committee as to 
its future investigations, its method, in order to get the fullest 
publicity? A. I don’t like to recommend a junket. 

@. No, this economical administration would not stand 
forthat. A. But the city ought to have at the present time 
information in relation to electric light cost, and a personal 
investigation of the lighting plant in Detroit by an expert in 
behalf ‘of the city would be the best way of finding out, 
getting some definite data, in relation to that matter. I 
dare say that there are other lighting plants in the country 
where you could also get data. 

Q. (By the CHarrman.) Well, Mr. Coulthurst, perhaps 
you know that Mr. Emerson — I think he said on March 3 
and March 4, although I am not sure of that — made an 
investigation of several cities, including Washington and 
Baltimore. I think he told the committee that on March 3 
and 4 he investigated the lighting plants of Washington and 
Baltimore, and I think he said he investigated several other 
plants. Of course, he would probably have expert knowledge 
in regard to those cities. A. Yes. 

. (By Mr. Goopwin.) Have you looked into the gas 
lighting question, Mr. Coulthurst, to know whether or not we 
could have gas lighting competition with electric lighting? 
A. Well, no. I have never been favorably impressed with 
that view of the case, without pretending to have any 
expert knowledge. I have never imagined that gas lighting 
could take the place of electricity for the public thorough- 
fares. 
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STATEMENT BY Mr. L. W. E. KIMBALL. 


Q. (By the CHairMAN.) What is your full name, please? 
A. L. W. E. Kimball. 

(). And your business is what, please? A. Electrician. 

@. And what is your address? A. Beacon Chambers. 

«). Now, just what do you mean by electrician? Are you 
a contractor? Do you put in electric lights? A. I have 
worked at all branches of the business, so I wouldn’t call 
myself any one thing in particular. I suppose I might call 
myself an electrical expert, if I wished. It would be per- 
fectly proper if I were to do so. 

@. You have had experience, have you, in making up large 
contracts? A. Yes, I have had experience in doing large 
contracts, working on them and figuring on them, a great deal 
of experience in estimating the cost of lighting, and so forth. 

@. Are you a consulting engineer or consulting expert? 
A. No, I never have called myself that, although I have 
acted in that capacity unofficially for my friends. But I 
never called myself a consulting engineer. 

@. Well, just what is your objection to this contract, Mr. 
Kimball? Do you object especially to this contract as a 
citizen? A. I desire to object to this contract as a citizen 
just as strongly as I know how, Mr. Chairman. I object to it 
because I consider that, in view of all the information that 
has been given the citizens of Boston during the last four or 
five years on the question of lighting, this is probably about 
the rawest deal that the city has had for a long time. 

@. You mean in electric light? A. For electric hght. In 
fact, I am amazed and was amazed when I heard that this 
contract had been signed by the Mayor and by the Superin- 
tendent of Streets, in view of all the information that was 
available to them as to the true cost of lighting the city. 
Now, I will have to beg the indulgence of this committee, 
because I am not prepared to go into this matter as thoroughly 
as I should be, because I have been in town only a day or 
two and most of my information was obtained through 
reading the papers when I was out of town. But there ,are 
certain features of this thing that I desire particularly to call 
attention to, and I would like also to recapitulate a little 
of the ground that Mr. Coulthurst has covered, particularly 
regarding the first contract or the one signed under Mayor 
Quincy’s administration, and which was twice arbitrated, 
because there are certain things in that that will make my 
point clear and prove, I believe conclusively, the over- 
charges to which the city has been subject in this contract. 
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That contract was signed, if you remember, something like 
ten years ago, when the rate was about $127 a year, and it 
progressively declined until 5,000 lamps was reached, and 
then the price was to be fixed at $109.50 per year per lamp. 
Now, there was a peculiar provision in that contract ,— that 
there should be two arbitrations held, optional with the city, 
one in two years and a half after the contract was signed, 
and one seven and one half years after the contract was 
signed, and one compulsory,— mandatory,— five years after 
the contract was signed. I remember very well when the con- 
tract was signed, and I was very much surprised then that 
such contracts should be signed for ten years, but considered 
that those arbitration clauses would protect the city. The 
first option that the city had to arbitrate the question was 
not taken advantage of. When it became compulsory it was 
arbitrated by the same gentleman who acted as a special 
representative of the Edison Company, or the Boston Electric 
Light Company, before. He was the representative for the 
City of Boston. 

Q. (By Mr. Moorz.) You mean Mr. Matthews? <A. Mr. 
Matthews, yes, and his decision was that the city was entitled 
to no reduction in the rate, although, as Mr. Coulthurst has 
_ pointed out, very much lower rates were existing in other 
cities under similar conditions. When the time came for the 
city to have it in its power to arbitrate the matter again, 
the matter would have gone over without being arbitrated if 
I and several others had not made a very strong protest 
against it, and we had to go so far as to ask the support of 
the Boston Central Labor Union, demanding that the matter 
be arbitrated, and finally the matter was arbitrated and 
something like a year and a half ago a decision was arrived 
at whereby the city got a reduction of five or six dollars per 
lamp. To show you how preposterous that is,— such a small 
reduction as that,— you have been told something about the 
rates prevailing in other cities, and you also have the fact 
that when this present contract was delayed the Edison 
Company voluntarily dropped to $92 for exactly the same 
kind of lamp—the Gilbert lamp —that they had _ been 
charging considerably more for, in spite of the fact that. 
they said that they had been furnishing over 3,000 of them, 
and are to furnish but 500. That is, I understand that the 
rate is now to be fixed at something like $92 a year. If you 
will read the report of the Finance Commission upon this 
matter, you will find that they found that on this contract 
the city lost something like $1,400,000, and that is a very 
moderate estimate of the amount lost on that contract. 
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Q. (By Mr. Goopwin.) Excuse me, Mr. Kimball. Where 
do you say that is? A. In the report of the Finance Com- 
mission. 

@. Where? A. I saw it in the paper awhile ago,—some- 
thing like a month ago I saw it in the paper. Mr. Kennedy, 
I believe, had it published, and I saw the statement. I think 
the exact figures were something like $1,400,000 that the city 
had overpaid on that. contract during the past ten years, and 
I will say that that is a very moderate estimate of the amount 
overpaid or overcharged. 

Q. Do you know that that is a part of the report of the 
Finance Commission? A. Well, I assumed that it was. I 
understood that it was a part of his report, because he wrote 
it as a member of the Finance Commission. It was published 
in the Boston Post. That is the only knowledge I have. 

Q. How long ago? Recently? A. Well, perhaps two or 
three months ago, I guess,— published in the Boston Post, 
and Mr. Kennedy, one of the commissioners, was the man who 
made the statement. Now, I have before me, Mr. Chairman, 
what purports to be a letter written by Mr. Emerson to the 
Mayor, in which I presume he justifies this contract. A very 
large portion of this letter is taken up with an attempt to prove 
that electric ighting is more desirable than gas lighting, which 
is not the question at all before the city and is not germane, so 
far as I can see, to the question, the real question being 
whether the City of Boston was paying more than it should 
pay for its electric lighting. However, at the latter part of 
this letter he does get down to this part of it, and he makes the 
following statements: | 

“The true comparison of the value received from the elec- 
tric are is the price of electricity per kilowatt hour. By this 
method all lamps, whatever their power, may be reduced to 
the same basis; and I append a statement of the price per 
kilowatt hour of the various lamps that have been discussed 
through the public prints in comparison with the proposed 
magnetite lamp. An examination of rates in large Eastern 
cities shows that nearly a uniform schedule exists, modified 
only by conditions, such as the price of coal and labor and 
investment in underground construction. The above are, 
as briefly as I can give them, the reasons which influenced 
my judgment in the present contract, and I can see no reason 
at the present time to change my opinion.” 

Now, he gives here a table, and I want to call your attention 
briefly to some peculiarities of this table. The table relates 
to cities in only four states — the States of Massachusetts, 
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Rhode Island, New York and Pennsylvania. He has gone so 
far as to take three cities from the little State of Rhode Island, 
which probably is the most corporation ridden state in the 
United States. You all know, of course, that in Rhode 
Island a man has to have $134 worth of property in order to 
vote. 

Q. (By the CHatrman.) That is, in order to vote away 
the citizens’ money, in Providence? A. Well, in. Providence 
that is the case. It may not apply to the whole State of 
Rhode Island, but it applies to the city of Providence, 
and, if I am not mistaken, the whole city of Providence, 
with its 220,000 or more people, has but two members 
in the Legislature, the same as any little town with 
10,000 inhabitants. So you can understand how little show 
any one has in Rhode Island for a fair deal against a public 
service corporation. He has seen fit to choose three cities 
from this little state, and cities that, as far as I can under- 
stand, probably pay the highest electric lighting rate of any 
cities in the United States— Pawtucket, paying $112.50 
per year per lamp; the city of Providence, paying $104.75 per 
year per lamp; and the city of Woonsocket, paying $146 
per year per lamp. Now, he has chosen some other large 
cities. He has chosen the city of Brooklyn, which pays a price 
of $100; the city of New York, which pays a price of $100; and 
the city of Philadelphia, which pays a price of $94. In the 
case of the Massachusetts cities, you will find that he has 
chosen cities here where there are only a small number of 
lamps. Now, there is another factor besides the cost of coal 
that he has omitted to state, and that is the number of lamps 
—which is a very important factor in determining the true 
price which should be charged. He quotes here the city of 
Lynn, which has 339 arc lamps, the price being $94, the price 
being just about the same, or $6 less than the average price 
that the City of Boston will pay under this new contract for 
something like 4,000 lamps. The average price will be about 
$100; and he quotes the city of Lynn as a justification, where 
there are only 339 lamps. Fitchburg has 324 lamps—I 
guess he doesn’t quote Fitchburg; and Haverhill has 203 
lamps, at a price of $100 per lamp. Now, if he had been 
desirous of giving information that was really instructive, 
he might have chosen an entirely different list of cities. I 
understand from the Chairman or from one of the members 
of this committee that he went to Baltimore. If he did go 
to Baltimore, it is very evident that he did not call attention 
to the fact that in 1905 the city of Baltimore entered into a 
contract for $67.59 per lamp,—the same kind of lamp as the 
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Gilbert lamp, —and only about 2,000 of them. If he went to 
Washington, as I understood, he might have found that the 
price — and this was in the year 1906, three years ago, and 
creat changes take place in the electric lighting industry in 
three years — that the price there was $85. Now, he might 
have gone to the city of Milwaukee — 

@. (By Mr. Goopwin.) How many lights are there in 
Washington? A. I cannot say exactly, but I don’t think 
more than 1,500 or 1,600; I should judge somewhere around 
there, approximately, may be 2,000. The city of Milwaukee 
has recently entered into a contract at $65 a year per lamp. 
The city of Chicago was offered a contract by the lighting 
company there at $63; and you must remember that in 
Chicago the price of wages averages 35 or 40 per cent higher 
than in the City of Boston,—a good deal higher. Conse- 
quently the basis of comparison would be considerably in 
favor of Boston. 3 

Q. (By Mr. Moors.) Coal would be cheaper there, 
wouldn’t it, Mr. Kimball? A. Yes, but I would call your 
attention to the fact that the coal cost per lamp here in the 
City of Boston is not more than $10 per year per lamp. In 
fact, I am positive that it is no more than $10 to $12. 

(. The Edison Company claim that it is considerably more 
than the cost of labor,—the labor item in the report to the 
Gas and Electric Light Commission? A. Yes; that is, as far 
as the generating and the stations are concerned. 

@. And also the other costs? A. Well, we will allow that 
that is true, if that is the case; and, as long as that matter 
is brought up, I will quote you here certain figures that are 
absolutely conclusive. As long as you have brought that 
matter up, and it is fresh in your mind, let me call attention 
to certain costs I have here. These are from the “ Illuminating 
Engineer.” Thisisatechnical publication, which is an author- 
ity on questions of electricity, street lighting, and so forth, 
and this is the June, 1906, number. I am reading here from 
an article by a man who is a recognized expert, L. B. Marks. 
This article was presented by him at the convention of the 
National Electric Light Association of the United States, 
which was held at Atlantic City July 5, 1906. This association 
is composed of superintendents and managers of the electric 
light plants all over the country, and this paper was read 
before a body of experts, certainly fully competent to judge 
of the accuracy of the statements. He makes the statement 
here that, figuring electricity at # of a cent per kilowatt hour 
— and I will enter into that later on — the cost of one Gilbert 
are lamp, including the cost of energy, carbon, trimming, » 
inspection, repairs and globe, for 4,000 hours is $19.25 a year. 
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Q. (By Mr. Moors.) That is the actual cost of the main- 
tenance of the lamp itself? A. That is the cost of the main- 
tenance of the lamp itself, the globe, carbons, trimming, 
inspection, and so on, and includes also the energy supplied 
from the electric light station — includes everything, you 
understand. 

Q. The total distributing cost? A. Yes. 

. (By Mr. Goopwin.) What do you mean by the energy, 
Mr. Kimball? A. The energy is the electrical current, the 
actual current, the electricity itself. 

Q. That doesn’t include the cost of producing the current 
does it? A. Yes, includes the cost of producing the current. 

@. (By Mr. Moore.) Includes that at 2 of a cent per kilo- 
watt hour? A. Yes. 

(). Anywhere, or in any particular place? A. In any place 
— gives the cost. At 1 cent per kilowatt hour the cost would 
be $24.25. | 

Q. (By Mr. Goopwin.) Wouldn’t the question come in 
there of the cost of labor, the cost of coal? A. I am making 
allowance for that. If you will take the schedule of the Edison 
Company —the scale of prices— you will see that, according to 
the scale of prices issued March 1, 1909, they agree to sell to 
the general public electricity at ? of a cent per kilowatt hour. 

‘Q. (By Mr. Moore.) But there are also the fixed costs 
up here to be figured as well. That is one-half of it. A. I 
understand it; 14 cents would be including the lamp, but 
if you don’t take the lamp the price would be 2 of a cent. 

Q. That is nght. This fixed cost, I understand, is the 
general maintenance, but the distributing cost is service. 
A. The cost there is on the basis that the customer will 
buy a minimum amount of 105,000 kilowatt hours, and the 
city would buy 7,000,000 kilowatt hours, for just the street 
lighting. Now, I want to call your attention to this fact, that 
the city of Chicago has recently changed its plan and it pro- 
poses to buy its current from the Drainage Canal Commission. 
You know that they have built a canal for the city of Chicago 
to drain Lake Michigan, and drain it into the Mississippi river, 
and this canal has a certain amount of head, and this com- 
mission generates electric power and sells it to the city of 
Chicago at one-half a cent per kilowatt hour. Now, the city 
of Chicago owns its own underground conduits and lamps and 
operating devices, and so forth, for street lighting, and it 
proposes to buy this current at 4 a cent per kilowatt hour, 
and they figure that the total cost of their light will be $42 
per year per lamp. If we were to figure the price of these 
lamps at ? of a cent per kilowatt hour, the cost of energy 
per year for the ordinary Gilbert lamp would be something 
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like $15 per year per lamp. At 4a cent it would be about 
$10 a year. Consequently, you can readily see that if the 
Edison Company gets a price of $65 or $70 a year per Gil- 
bert lamp for these 1,100 Gilbert lamps, at an average price 
of $65 or $70 a year for all these lamps, it would be getting a 
very liberal price upon its investments. 

Q. (By the CHarrman.) Now, Mr. Kimball, just what 
percentage would that be on their investment? You call it a 
liberal price? A. Getting fully 7 per cent, allowing for 
depreciation; but I haven’t gone into that fully, and would 
not want to be pinned down to the exact figures. But if they 
average $70 per year per lamp they would be getting a very 
liberal price under present conditions. The prices there you 
see average something like $100 a year, at what they propose, 
taking the magnetite lamp that they propose to have at $103 
and the Gilbert lamp that they propose to have at $92. That 
is about what the price would average. Now, the price of the 
flaming arc lamp, namely, $156.27 per year per lamp—it may 
be interesting to the committee to know what Mr. Marks 
says as to the cost of one of those flaming arc lamps. At the 
highest price of carbon, the cost would be $61.51 per lamp, at 
3 of a cent per kilowatt hour. So far as I can see, that con- 
tract does not prevent an indefinite number of flaming arc 
lamps from being installed. 

Q. (By Mr. Moors.) At the order of the city? A. At 
the order of the city, that is all. 

Q. It is only used, however, for large squares? A. Yes, 
for large squares. Now, I wish to call attention to the tactics 
that have been employed for the purpose of influencing public 
opinion, and apparently of influencing public officials in giving 
this contract. These tactics, if employed with an expert 
electrician, would be laughed at. It seems that they took 
Copley square and put up three flaming are lights there and 
figured the total cost at $468 a year; and then put seven Gil- 
bert lamps there and showed that at the old price of $118 they 
would cost a great deal more; while any electrician, of course, 
will tell you that you will get more candle power from the 
three flaming are lamps,—more light for your money,— but 
you can readily see that there are many situations where the 
flaming are lamp is of absolutely no use, is not available; that 
it is not the most desirable light to put in in many cases; that 
it is much more advantageous to use a number of smaller units, 
distributed closely together than a few large units, scattered 
at wide intervals. That, of course, is patent to anybody 
without the necessity of his being an electrical expert. But 
the argument used here, of course, is — 
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@. What were you reading from —that paid advertise- 
ment? A. Yes, this letter which I believe Mr. Emerson 
wrote to the Mayor. 

(. Isn’t that the letter that Mr. Emerson wrote that the 
Edison Company subsequently put into an ad.? A. Yes, 
exactly. As far as I know, it is correctly quoted here. I 
don’t know; but I suppose so. It is a letter from some- 
body, and it is signed ‘Guy C. Emerson, Superintendent 
of Streets.”” That is the only knowledge I have regarding 
the matter. Now, I only want to call your attention to the 
fact that these arguments might be very plausible, of course, 
to a man not knowing anything about the business, but they 
seem preposterous to a man who is an expert. It would be 
just as plausible if I were to make a complaint to the Edison 
Company that they were charging me too much and they were 
to come in and offer to substitute Tungsten lamps for carbon 
lamps, and point out the fact that the Tungsten lamp would 
save me a good deal on light, that I would be getting two or 
three times as much current, and that I ought to be satisfied 
to pay the price. That isn’t the argument at all. Any 
improvement brought about by way of improvement in 
lamps the city should get the full advantage of. They 
should not be used as arguments for overcharging for the cur- 
rent or the service that the city has to buy. That is what 
has been done in this case. These flaming arc lamps and 
magnetite lamps have been used as an excuse for overcharging 
the city and making it pay an improper amount for lighting. 

Q. (By Mr. Moors.) As a matter of fact, is a greater 
amount of current used in the flaming arc lamp? A. As 
far as I understand, according to the schedule, the same 
amount of current is used for the flaming arc. You can 
see from the figures I have quoted what the situation is in 
regard to this lighting matter. If a large number of other 
cities was quoted it might be interesting. Of course, the 
claim might be made that some of these cities employ water 
power. That is the constant cry that is raised when you 
quote a city, “Water power.” That is used as if it were a 
conclusive argument. But when I point out that the total 
coal cost at $3.50 per ton would be less than one-half cent 
per kilowatt hour at the station you can see that that is not a 
very valid excuse for any such prices as have been quoted 
here. In the city of Tacoma, Wash., they have water 
power, and the cost per year per arc light is $60; in the city 
of Topeka, Kan., they have steam power, and the cost per 
are light per year is $40; in the city of Seattle, Wash., they 
have water and steam, and the cost per arc light per year is 
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$66; and in Spokane, Wash., they have water power, and 
the cost per are light per year is $48; in Kansas City, Kan., 
the cost is $64.92; in Kansas City, Mo., the cost is $65; in 
Harrisburg, Penn., the cost is $47; in Duluth, Minn., the 
cost is $55; in Columbus, Ohio, the cost is: $49.15; in Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, the cost is $60 overhead and $72 under- 
eround; in Buffalo, N. Y., the cost is $56. 

Q. (By Mr. Goopwin.) How do those prices compare 
with what Mr. Emerson gave? For instance, New York,— 
have you got that there? A. New York is $90 here for the 
1,200 candle power light, $100 for the 2,000 candle power 
light, nominal. Of course, you understand that these are 
only nominal candle power. Here is some more stuff they 
pull off. They quote here a Gilbert are lamp as having an 
average candle power of 400. 

Q. (By Mr. Moorr.) Under the old contract that was 
supposed to have 2,000? A. Two thousand; but you see 
now they quote that at 400 candle power, and the mag- 
netite they give at 800 candle power, and they get twice 
as much light from that as from the Gilbert lamp. As a 
matter of fact, the Gilbert lamp frequently runs to 550 or 
600 candle power; but that is the argument used to throw 
dust into the eyes of the public. 

Q. (By the CHarrMAN.) That is the candle power the 
company guarantees? A. Yes, that is guaranteed. 

Q. Mr. Emerson said, I think, at the last hearing that they 
would probably give more candle power than was guaranteed? 
A. Very likely. I have no doubt of it. 

Q. (By Mr. Goopwin.) Under the old contract what was 
guaranteed? A. I don’t think they guaranteed it under the 
old contract. 

Mr. Moore. Simply stated it. 

Mr. Kimpatu. Called it a 500-watt lamp, or something of 
the kind. If they guaranteed a certain amount of candle 
power they were liable to get into serious difficulties later on, 
so they omitted the reference to the 2,000 standard. 

Q. (By Mr. Moors.) Do you have any figures in regard 
to the magnetite light? A. Figures? 

@. Do you know what the magnetite would cost as com- 
‘pared with the Gilbert? Of course, the difference is a ques- 
tion of electrodes. A. I don’t think the difference in 
electrodes would amount to more than $3 or $4 or $5 a year. 
I am not positive, but from the nearest information I can 
get I don’t think it amounts to a great deal. You can see 
yourself, from their own figures, that they only figure a 
difference between the two lamps of $10 a year. 
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Q. How do you make that out? A. Well, it is in their 
own quotations here, as they figure the price here. You 
have their own figures — Gilbert lamp, $92.39, and mag- 
netite lamp, $103.54. That is a difference of only $11, you 
see. 

Q. I thought you meant a difference in the fixed cost? 
A. No. Of course, this magnetite lamp is a comparatively 
new lamp; and, of course, that size, using 500 watts, is a 
comparatively new size. But I want to call your attention 
to this fact, that this whole lighting situation has been 
handled in the last few years in a preposterous manner. The 
City of Boston, I think, expends something like $900,000 
a year for its lighting, and you know what a hodgepodge there 
has been in the past — contracts for public building lighting, 
contracts for Welsbachs, naphtha, and so on. There have 
been three contracts for are lighting, and besides that the 
rate for incandescent lighting. The whole thing should be 
examined into by a commission appointed to go into the 
matter and devise some comprehensive system for solving 
the whole lighting problem. I don’t see any reason for not 
handling this in a businesslike way — excepting, of course, 
I suppose the general law might make it very difficult. But 
the city of Chicago has gone at the matter, it seems to me, 
as any other big business corporation would go at the matter. 
It bought the current, bought it at a low rate, and distributed 
it itself, and takes advantage, of course, of having its own 
franchise values and letting those values go into the public 
treasury instead of turning them into the treasury of a public 
service corporation. They have their own wires, poles and 
fixtures, and buy their current at an extremely low rate and 
distribute it; and they, mind you, have to pay considerably 
more for their help than the Edison Company pays in the 
City of Boston. Mr. Coulthurst called attention to the fact 
that in the original contract it was stipulated that the depre- 
ciation should amount to’ 7 per cent, and you will notice 
that Mr. Matthews and the other arbitrators decided that 
the depreciation only amounted to 2.4 per cent. 

Q. (By the CHarrmMan.) When Mr. Matthews decided 
that was he working for the city or for the company? A. For 
the city when it was 2.4 per cent, and for the light company 
when it was estimated at 7 per cent. You can see what 
position the city would have been in if that 7 per cent had 
been allowed as the official rate of depreciation. At the end 
of ten years the city would have paid for seven-tenths of the 
plant,— that is, the light company would have got back 
seven-tenths of its plant, you understand, in depreciation. 
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Consequently it looks, as far as I can see, as if Mr. Matthews 
was working in the interests of the electric light company 
both times. 

Q. (By Mr. Moors.) . Do you know whether the present 
magnetite lamp can be bought by the public? A. I couldn’t 
tell you. I don’t know. But you can see, of course, that 
the fact that they use magnetite lamps shouldn’t be any 
excuse for overcharging the city for the service, because if 
there comes a demand for those lamps other companies can 
get up lamps that will do the same work as the magnetite 
lamp, and there is no necessity for using magnetite lamps of 
six amperes or 500 watts where other cities use them of 525 
watts. 

@. They seem, however, not to have been satisfactory, 
as in Worcester, where new ones have been substituted? 
A. They have been? Well, if they were not satisfactory 
undoubtedly new ones could be substituted, but the point I 
am getting at is this, that there are a great many situations 
where it is not desirable, you know, to have large candle 
power lamps, especially on streets that are well shaded. It 
is better in many cases to have the amount of energy dis- 
tributed in small units, rather than to have the same amount 
in large units. Iam only pointing out the fact that the whole 
situation in Boston has never been solved or gone at by men - 
who understand the problem of lighting a large city. It has 
only been gone at in a haphazard manner, and the conse- 
quence is that at the present time the thing is being done in a 
botched manner. I am confident that the city has in all 
probability lost in the last ten years on an average of at 
least $300,000 or $400,000 a year, which it could have saved 
if it had gone at the thing in a businesslike way, as any other 
corporation handled by a board of directors would have done. 
As I said before, I will have to apologize for not being pre- 
pared to go into the thing more exhaustively, but I didn’t 
have the necessary warning. 

Q. (By Mr. Goopwin.) Mr. Kimball, in that ad. that you 
have there, there are different cities in Massachusetts, for 
instance?— <A. Yes. 

Q. For instance, we will take Fall River. They pay $91 
per year per lamp? A. Yes —a 4-ampere magnetite lamp. 

@. Then, Cambridge pays $90 and Brookline $124. A. 
Well, Cambridge has only 664 lamps, you see. 

Q. Brookline, $124. A. By the way, while you are on 
the Brookline contract, I want to call attention to one thing. 
This Brookline contract was entered into between the City 
of Boston and the Brookline Company. You know the 
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Brookline Company supplied the Brighton district with 
lamps. This contract was entered into between the City of 
Boston and the Brookline Company in the year 1901, under 
Mayor Hart’s administration, and it would pay you to get 
that contract, because you will see some very interesting 
information there. This contract provides that, starting 
with 250 lamps, the price shall be $127 a year, and for every 
fifty lamps additional there shall be a progressive reduction 
until the number has been increased to 900 lamps, when 
the price shall be $109.50 a year. Now, taking that same 
rate of reduction, if it had continued until the city was buying 
from the Brookline Company the same amount that it is from 
the Edison Company, the price would have been $75 a year 
per lamp, instead of $124 per year, which was paid the Edison 
Company. Now, this contract was in force at the very time 
when Mr. Emerson was looking for information all over the 
country as to what would be a fair rate. He had this con- 
tract right before him, because it didn’t expire until the 
twentieth day of February, 1909, and this contract was known, 
and must have been known, to the arbitrators, to Mr. Matthews 
and the other arbitrator, Mr. Hudson,—or should have been 
known to them,—showing conclusively that when they ruled 
that the City of Boston would have to pay $118 and $124 a 
year, another contract was there where they could have got 
900 lamps for $109.50 a year. Another objection that may 
be raised is that in the City of Boston we have underground 
service, whereas in the Brookline district it is mostly over- 
head service. Iam going to show that that is no valid excuse. 
Right in that contract is a clause, in connection with service 
for the City of Boston, providing that where the City of Boston 
provides underground wires there shall be a reduction of 
$3.65 per year per lamp. That is all the reduction that the 
city will have if it provides underground wires, taking the 
place of the overhead wires of the company. I simply call 
attention to the fact, because that excuse has been used time 
and time again as a justification for an exorbitant rate. 

Q. (By Mr. Goopwin.) Now, Mr. Kimball, in giving the 
prices for those different cities, you say, for instance, that in 
Baltimore they charge $67, in Washington, $85, and so forth. 
Of course, those different cities are acting under different 
laws than the laws of Massachusetts, and different laws 
from each other. What I want explained is why, in the State 
of Massachusetts, where this same electric light and gas 
commission has control to a certain extent, having the 
power to regulate prices,— why in these different cities 
there is such a great difference in cost within the state?

A. Why, that is very simple. Up in Pittsfield, Mass., 
and other cities, you can find a rate of 20 cents per 
kilowatt hour for commercial lighting, and down here in 
Boston it is 12 cents and in other cities it is even less than 
that. 

Q. What is the reason for that? A. The reason is that the 
citizens do not take enough interest to get up a fight for their 
rights —for their interest. In Brockton the price is 20 cents — 
simply because the citizens do not take interest enough to 
vet together, go to the commissioners, and get a reduction. 
I am confident of it. 

Q. But what is the reason why they don’t get together 
and demand it? A. That is it. I am confident that very 
few of them realize their rights under the law, and don’t take 
advantage of the powers that they do have. 

@. Does this commission ever reduce rates without any 
city or town asking for it? A. They have no power to do so. 
There was a bill introduced here giving them the power to 
initiate reductions, but it was protested against very strongly. 

Q. You say that in Chicago they have talked of buying 
current, or are doing it now? A. Yes, contemplating doing 
it, changing over the style of their apparatus. 

@. And you suggest that the City of Boston might do 
that, but that the general law might cause some difficulty? 
A. Well, Iam afraid the general law relating to municipal 
lighting plants would be invoked and would make it very 
difficult. ‘The city would have to vote on the matter twice 
through the Common Council and the Board of Aldermen, 
and it would then have to be approved by the Mayor, as I 
understand it. Of course, that is a very difficult thing to do. 

Q. In other words, as far as the making of this contract 
is concerned, you don’t think that could have been taken into 
consideration — the buying of the current and taking care 
of the maintenance? A. I will say this much, that I have 
reason to believe that the present administration was warned 
that this contract was exorbitant, that it was about to expire, 
and that it should have taken the necessary steps for the 
proper solution of the thing, not waiting until the contract 
was about to expire and then rushing into a new one in one 
or two months. If they had shown the ordinary business 
acumen that you would expect of a man in charge of a 
great corporation like this, that would not have been done, 
and some remedial legislation might have been introduced 
into the Legislature making it possible for the City of Boston 
to save hundreds of thousands of dollars. But, so far as I 
know, no steps have ever been taken for the purpose. 
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@. Mr. Kimball, so far as this particular contract is con- 
cerned, it has been signed? A. Yes. 

Q. So far as the five years are concerned — and there is 
in it a clause permitting the Superintendent of Streets and 
the Mayor of the City of Boston to increase that term to ten 
years, if they so desire? A. Yes. 

(. What is your opinion as to the advisability of the city 
entering into that ten-year contract? A. Why, I should 
think — 

Q. If we get a reduction of ten per cent? A. Why, I 
should think it would be a very foolish thing for them to do. 

Q. For what reason? A. For the simple reason that they 
are paying far too-much at the present time. They are paying 
too much even under a five-year contract, and if they were 
tied up under a ten-year contract they would stand to lose all 
benefits accruing through improvements in electric lighting. 

Q. What about the arbitration? A. The arbitration — I 
think it would be just about as much of a farce as the two pre- 
vious arbitrations that took place. 

Q. What if the citizens of Boston, or the city authorities 
in the City of Boston, went to the Gas and Electric Light 
Commission and asked for a reduction, and got it within the 
ten years? A. Well, I have seen General Schaff to-day in 
regard to that matter, and he gives it to me as his opinion 
that it would not be possible for the people to abrogate this 
contract. 

Q. Well, that is just the point I want to get at. Do you 
think the arbitration clause—and you say you have assur- 
ances from General Schaff that: the arbitration clause — 
A. Now, I don’t suppose Mr. Schaff gave me this opinion 
privately ; I simply went in and asked his opinion in the matter 
as a citizen, asked him as a public official, and he stated to me 
that he didn’t think under the law it would be possible for 
the city to abrogate the contract. 

Q. It wouldn’t change your opinion any if Corporation 
Counsel Babson said it could, would it? A. Well, my pri- 
vate opinion is that no contract can abrogate the right of 
citizens under the general statute where, under the general 
statute, the citizens have a right to petition commissioners 
in connection with their rights. 

Q. What if the citizens of Boston, instead of taking advan- 
tage of that right, would rather take advantage of this other 
right, this other means of getting a lower rate, that is included 
in the arbitration clause? A. Of going to arbitrators? 

Q. Yes. A. I think it would be an advisable thing to do, 
if possible. 
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Q. (By Mr. Moore.) You understand that in the new 
contract the arbitration clause says the reduction shall be 
made considering, and on the basis of, the present cost to the 
company? A. Is that the object of those fixed charges 
that are nominated in the contract? 

Q. Idon’t know about that. It says: “In determining that 
issue the investigators may take into consideration the cost 
to the company of any or all other parts of its supply and any 
other pertinent facts and conditions which they may deem 
important,’”’— oh, yes, and that the question shall be 
‘“ whether the cost to the company, including depreciation 
and interest on investments, of furnishing the service to the 
city called for hereby is, at the time of such investigation, less 
than at the date of this agreement; and if so, how much.” 
That is the basis of the investigation. A. Well, you see you 
have no hope, then, of getting anything. You can readily 
see through that,— that is merely a bunco game, such a thing 
as that. 

@. (By Mr. Goopwin.) Mr. Kimball, before this contract 
was signed the last time this suggestion was made —“ That 
his Honor the Mayor be requested to have included in the 
arbitration clause of the new contract for street lighting a 
provision which will enable the city to take advantage of the 
reduction of the price of electricity in the event of the Board 
of Gas and Electric Light Commissioners ordering such 
reduction in any specific or general cases.” <A suggestion 
was made that that provision be attached to the arbitration 
clause. A. It should have been so attached. 

(. What would you think, then, would have been the 
answer of Mr. Schaff, Chairman Schaff, to you if you had put 
the same question to him that you have put to-day? A. Why, 
I have no doubt, if it was a part of the contract, it would be 
the right of the citizens to petition the Gas and Electric 
Light Commissioners for a reduction of the rates — if it was so 
nominated in the bond. 

@. If that had been incorporated into it what, in your 
opinion, then, would have been the best thing for the City of 
Boston to have done —to have entered into the ten-year 
contract? A. Well, that is a difficult thing to answer. 

Q. Well, if we got a reduction of 10 per cent on the present 
cost? A. How much? 

Q. Ten per cent on the present prices —1 per cent a year 
reduction, as I understand it; that is, 10 per cent on the 
ten-year contract. A. I don’t think it would be advisable 
for the city to enter into a ten-year contract and tie itself 
up, prevent itself from taking advantage of any improve- 
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ments that might be brought about, any changes that 
may be made in the way of manufacturing and distributing 
electricity. 

(. Well, in view of the fact that we would get the benefit 
of whatever protection might be afforded by the Gas and 
Electric Light Commission, the only tribunal to which we 
could go. A. Well, the only objection to that is this, that there 
is a bill now pending in the Legislature which, if it will become 
operative, will completely emasculate the Gas and Electric 
Light Commission, make it absolutely impossible to order any 
reduction in rates by petition to them, and what guaranty 
have you that, even if it be incorporated in the contract, such 
a bill as that would not be passed, leaving you absolutely 
helpless? 

Q. With regard to municipal ownership, or buying, as you ~ 
suggest here, electricity from the company, and so forth, 
considering that as a possibility in the near future,— that is, 
if there were a change in the general laws permitting that, or 
if that could be brought about,— would that affect your 
opinion with regard to the desirability of entering into a ten- 
year contract? A. I think a ten-year contract is entirely 
unnecessary under the present conditions. I see no reason 
why a five-year contract is not entirely ample, especially in 
view of the exorbitant charges that the city has to pay under 
the five-year contract now. 

Q. (By Mr. Moornr.) With your knowledge of electric 
lighting, and so forth, do you think that the cost is liable to 
decrease? A. J think improvements are lable to take place 
in the art of illumination and in the art of converting electri- 
cal energy into light. Those improvements have been taking 
place very rapidly in the last four or five years. 

@. And you think they are liable to continue? A. No . 
man can prophesy that. We can only judge by what has 
taken place in the past. 

@. Do you think that is a probability? A. I think it is a 
strong probability. . For instance, cities have been adopting 
Tungsten lamps instead of are lights; have found it very 
desirable to use large Tungsten lamps, of 200 or 300 candle 
power, distributed in congested portions, instead of are lights, 
doing away with the trimming, and so on. Nobody can tell 
what may be done; for instance, with Tungsten lamps, where 
it may be possible to use them instead of are lamps, making 
it possible to do away with gas, and illuminating the streets 
even better than they are now illuminated with the Welsbach 
burners. There is no telling what improvements may be 
brought about in the next five years.

Q. (By Mr. Goopwin.) We entered into a contract with 
the Charlestown Company in 1899. That contract expired 
in 1905. Under that contract we are now paying $127 per 
light. “A. Yes. 

@. What, in your opinion, should the city do with regard 
to that contract — continue it as it is now continuing it, or 
insist upon a new contract with a reduction? A. I should 
think it would be desirable to either insist upon a new con- 
tract with a reduction, or, if we can’t get that, go to the 
electric light commission and ask for a reduction of rates 
and call attention to the fact that Lynn, which is paying for 
339 lights, is getting its light for $94.90 each per year. 

Q. Why do you compare Lynn with Charlestown? 
A. Because they are immediately adjacent. They have 
approximately the same number of lights. You see the 
question of the number of lights is a strong factor in deter- 
mining the price that should be obtained. For instance, 
now the city of Haverhill has a price of $100 a year for some- 
thing over 200 lights. 

@. What do you think about the Brookline contract? 
A. The Brookline contract falls practically under the same 
head as the Charlestown contract. 

Q. Can you give us any information in regard to the 
lighting of public buildings, and so forth, as to what rates 
we are paying for that, whether too much? <A. Well, the 
rates they were paying a little while ago were ten cents a 
kilowatt hour, and those rates, as I pointed out to the Finance 
Commission, were something like 33 per cent in excess of the 
average rate that the Edison Company received for its cur- 
rent. That is, the City of Boston was a very large consumer 
and was paying 33 per cent in excess of the average price 
- that obtained for all the current of the company. 

@. Did you testify before the Finance Commission on 
this matter? A. Yes. 

q. And how long ago was that, Mr. ea A. About 
a year ago. 

(). ‘And. you made that statement to them? <A. Well, I 
showed them the figures,—showed them the price the City 
of Boston was paying, — and I called attention to the sworn 
statement of the Edison Company on file with the Gas and 
Electric Light Commission, showing the average amount that 
they received for their current. 

Q. Did Mr. Matthews examine you on the matter? A. He 
was not present the day I testified. 

Q. Mr. Crocker? A. They all cross-questioned me — 
that is, the most of them did. 
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Q. Were you summoned, or did you go on invitation? 
A. I was invited by one of them. I don’t know whether he 
would call it a summons. I received a letter from them 
asking me to call with any information I had regarding it. 

Q. You gave information the last time there was a hearing 
here, Mr. Kimball? A. Yes, I did. 

Q. In 1906? A. Yes, in 1906. 

Q@. This is your testimony here —L. E. W. Kimball? 
A. L. W. KE. Kimball; the initials are not in the right order. 

Q. At that time you took up and dissected the statement 
made by Mr. Burdett? A. Yes. I called attention to the 
preposterous argument he put up, trying to justify charging 
some of the people of Boston 18 cents a kilowatt hour and 
charging others only 2 cents. 

@. Well, your whole argument that you made at that time 
applies to-day just the same as it did then? A. I couldn’t 
say as to that. It was several years ago when I delivered that 
argument, and I couldn’t quote it-from memory, so as to say 
what part would apply to present conditions. 

@. I mean in a general way? A. Yes. 

Q@. (By the CuatrMaANn.) Mr. Kimball, you are familiar, I 
suppose, with the ordinary business house that perhaps uses 
ten to fifty lights, are you? You know about how many 
lights they use and the rates that they are charged? A. I 
wouldn’t say now, because the rates have been changed and 
modified considerably the last year. 

(. For instance, among the craft, that have to do with the 
manufacture of electricity, the laboring man, and so forth — 
have their wages been increased in the last few years? A. 
Well, those who manufacture electricity in power stations, 
you mean? 

Q. For instance, labor employed by the company? A. I 
don’t think there has been any increase in the last two years. 
I believe two or three years ago they were increased 10 per 
cent, but I don’t know of any sweeping increase or general 
increase previous to that. 

@. In your opinion, for instance, they wouldn’t be paying 
25 or 33 per cent more now than they did ten years ago for 
labor of engineers, firemen, wiremen, and so forth? A. No. 
I believe I wrote an article for some of the papers some three 
years ago in which I showed that the dividends had increased 
something like 38 per cent, and the salaries of the off- 
cers had increased something like 200 per cent, while — 

(. Now, Mr. Kimball, do you know, for instance, whether 
there has been an increase in the price of oil, machinery, coal 
that they put on the fires, cotton waste — all the stuff they 
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use? Have the prices increased in the past ten years? 
A. They have increased some, yes; but not enough to justify 
any great increase that I know of. 

Q. In going the rounds as you probably would, as an 
electrician, do you find the haberdasher, the clothing man, 
the liquor dealer, the book store, the men in different lines of 
business, paying more or less for their light than they did two 
or three years ago? A. I couldn’t say as to that. Il 
wouldn’t be surprised if they were paying about the same, 
because custom or habit has made it compulsory upon them 
to use a great deal more light to attract trade than they did 
three or four years ago. What would have been a well 
lighted store three or four years ago would not be a well 
lighted store nowadays. Consequently, although there has 
been a reduction in rates, places would be better lighted and 
they would pay approximately the same, perhaps. 

Q. For instance, don’t you think the prices for labor have 
materially increased? A. Labor has not materially increased, 
I am positive of that, in the last four or five years. 

Q. (By Mr. Goopwin.) Mr. Kimball, do you know of any 
difference in charges in the City of Boston, or do you know of 
any instances where they are charging different concerns 
different prices for electricity? A. Well, this matter was 
threshed out pretty thoroughly, I think, at that hearing you 
have reference to, and I showed there that there were certain 
people who were getting very low rates. I showed, for 
instance, that the Chelsea Gas and Electric Light Company 
was getting current and power at 1.6 cents per kilowatt 
hour; that the Boston Post was getting it as low as 1.9 
cents; that a big department store on Washington street 
was getting it as low as 2 cents. 

Q. How did that 2 cents compare with what the City 
of Boston was paying right here in this public building? 
Was that 10 cents, do yousay? A. What the City of Boston 
was paying I don’t know, but at that time they had a flat 
rate of 10 cents, and the city was a very large consumer of 
current, of course. 

.. A larger consumer than that department store? 
A. Yes. The City of Boston at that time consumed some- 
thing like 800,000 kilowatt hours a year. 

Q. Shouldn’t the company receive more from the City 
of Boston for maintenance charge? A. Yes, should receive 
some more, but there is no reason why it should receive 33 
per cent more than the average price obtained for all its 
current, in view of the fact that the City of Boston is a 
very large consumer. 
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@. What do you mean—as far as the streets are concerned, 
or buildings? A. No, just buildings. I simply called atten- 
tion to that fact, that at that rate, with that quantity of 
750,000 odd kilowatt hours a year, the City of Boston paid 
at 10 cents, whereas the Charlestown Gas Light Company 
paid 3 cents and the Chelsea Gas and Electric Light Com- 
pany 1.6 cents. 

Q. To the same company? A. To the same company. 

Q. Of course, there shouldn’t be the same charge to them 
for maintenance as to the City of Boston? A. Not at all. 
I will agree with you there. But there is no justification 
for a wholesale rate that would be three or four times as 
great as another customer’s wholesale rate, merely due to 
that fact. That would hardly account for the City of Boston 
paying an average price of 10 cents and another consumer, 
using 150,000 to 200,000 lilowatts, paying only 3 cents. 

@. (By Mr. Moore.) What concern was it on Washing- 
ton street that was getting the rate of 2cents? A. I 
wouldn’t care to state, because it was given me, for 
instance, by a gentleman who saw the prices; but I am sure 
it was pretty nearly correct. It came about in a very peculiar 
way. This gentleman said that he considered the people 
of Boston the biggest lot of jays that he had seen, and he 
quoted, in justification of his statement, the fact that some 
people were paying 18 cents and other people only paying 
2 cents. Those were his words; I know nothing else. I 
asked if he knew that to be the fact, and he said, “I saw 
the contract myself, and know it to be a fact.” 

(). (By the CHAIRMAN.) Do you think the time has come 
when the officials of the City of Boston, the Mayor and 
Superintendent of Streets, the Corporation Counsel, the 
Superintendent of Lamps, and others,—do you think the 
time has come when they are not able to combat with the 
array of talent, of engineering and electrical experts, that 
these public service corporations have,—that is, the Edison 
Company, the gas company, and others? A. Mr. Chair- 
man, there is an old saying, ‘There are none so blind as those 
who won’t see.”” (Laughter.) 

The CHArRMAN. That doesn’t quite answer the question. 

Q. (By Mr. Moore.) You spoke of the Tungsten light. 
A. Yes. 

Q. Is that a comparatively new thing? A. Yes—only 
on the market about a year, to any great amount. 

Q. As I understand, the filaments in that are very fragile? 
A. They are fragile, but are being improved very rapidly; 
and they are not fragile where they are used for street light- 
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ing, because where they use heavy currents they are making 
the filaments very thick and extremely well adapted to 
street lighting. The larger the lamp the thicker the fila- 
ments, the longer they last and the less breakage. 

Q. They have good candle power and give good illumina- 
tion, but do you consider them a nice looking ight? A. A 
very good looking light, the nearest approximation to day- 
light that I know of. You will find that they are used in 
connection with colors, where they wish to get the nearest 
approximation to daylight. It is the nearest approximation 
to daylight of any artificial illuminant known. 

Q. (By Mr. Goopwin.) Mr. Kimball, can you give us 
any further illumination with regard to the statement which 
you said you had» seen in the paper, that came from the 
Finance Commission? .A. I only know that I saw that in 
the Boston Post, connected with an interview with Mr. 
Kennedy. 

@. Oh, an interview? A. And Mr. Kennedy read from 
the report of the Finance Commission, I understand. 
It was published, apparently; I saw it in the Post. You 
can very easily find out about it by calling up Mr. Kennedy, 
and he would probably quote it to you. That is as near as 
I know about it. I was out of town, and I read it in the 
Post. : 

@. You don’t know whether it was one of the official 
reports of the commission? A. I cannot say as to that. 
I only know that I saw that in the Post. 

The CHAIRMAN. Mr. Kimball, we are very much obliged 
to you. 

The hearing was adjourned at this point, subject to the 
call of the Chairman.

To the Honorable the Mayor and City Council: 


GENTLEMEN,— The Finance Commission in its report of 
February 5, 1908, on incandescent lighting in the public 
buildings intimated that the cost to the city of lighting streets 
and parks by electric are lamps was being considered and 
would be the subject of a future report. 

Owing to the magnitude and volume of the work assigned 
the commission, it was found to be impossible with the lim- 
ited time at its disposal to make as complete and comprehen- 
sive an investigation of street lighting as the great problem 
requires and to which a special commission devoting its time 
solely to the subject might well give months of study in order 
to devise a solution. Nevertheless from its investigation the 
commission finds the city has lost thousands of dollars by the 
inefficient and unprofitable methods adopted in street hght- 
ing and by the exorbitant prices paid for are lights under a 
contract which did not protect the interests of the city. 

On February 7, 1889, a ten-year contract was entered into 
between the city and the Boston Electric Company which 
amongst other features provided: (1) That the net return to 
the company upon that portion of its capital engaged in 
furnishing light to the city was to be limited to 6 per cent. 
(2) For a sliding scale proposition rate to the number of arc 
lights in use. (3) That the price might be arbitrated two and 
one-half years after signing in order to decide whether the 
city was entitled to any reduction. (4) That in five years 
arbitration was compulsory. (5) That in seven and one-half 
years another opportunity for arbitration of prices was to 
be given the city, if demanded. 

No arbitration took place in 1901. In 1904 the city availed 
itself of the arbitration clause of the contract, and an inves- 
tigation was held to determine whether at the returns then - 
being paid for are lights the company was earning more than 
the stipulated net return. The committee decided in the 
negative, and the city received no reduction. In the “year 
1906 arbitration was demanded and took place, and the city 
was granted a reduction of about $6 a light a year. 

Although this contract appeared to give the city ample 
protection, safeguard its interests, and to guarantee that 
despite its long term the city should receive all benefits that 
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might accrue to the savings effected, due to improvements 
in the manufacture and distribution of electric light, never- 
theless the city has paid hundreds of thousands of dollars 
during the past ten years more than other cities doing busi- 
ness either on short term contracts or making their own light 
- by municipal plants. 

The commission calls special attention to and emphasizes 
the fact that shortly after the signing of this contract with the 
Boston Electric Light Company, the city entered into a con- 
tract for similar lighting with the Brookline Gas Light Com- 
pany on vastly more advantageous terms. 

A brief study of the appended scale of prices paid under 
both contracts will readily show how the city was mulcted 
under the contract of the Boston Electric Light Company, 
afterwards merged with the Edison Electric Lluminating 
Company. 

In the Edison contract the initial price is $127.75 per year 
for 2,365 lamps, and the price is reduced as the number of 
lamps used is increased until the price falls to $109.50 per 
year per lamp for 5,000 lamps. 

In the Brookline Gas Light Company contract the initial 
price is $127.75 a year for are lamps for 249 lamps and the 
ratio of reduction is such that the price for 900 lamps is 
$109.50 per lamp per year. Thus under the latter contract 
the city paid the same price per lamp for 900 lamps that it 
paid for 5,000 lamps under the Edison Company contract. 

Under the ratio of reduction in this contract for 3,000 - 
lamps the price should have been about $75 per year per 
lamp instead of $124.10. 

In explanation of this glaring discrepancy in rates between 
two companies in adjacent territory it has been stated that a 
certain proportion of the lights under the Edison contract 
are supplied by underground wires, but it must be borne in 
mind that in both contracts it is stipulated that if the city 
furnished the underground wire, a rebate of only $3.65 a year 
per lamp would be allowed. 

In the year 1905 the city of Baltimore advertised for com- 
petitive bids for street lighting, and a contract was entered 
into with the Consolidated Gas and Electric Light and Power 
Company to supply are lamps for a period of five years for 
$67.49 per lamp per year for less than 2,000 lamps. | 

A recent report submitted to the Mayor of Chicago by a 
. firm of public accountants and a firm of electrical engineers 
on street lighting of the city of Chicago by the municipal 
plants, shows that the average price per are lamp per year 
for the past five years to the city of Chicago for street lighting, 
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after making every allowance for interest, depreciation, 
insurance, lost taxes and water supplied by the city was 
$81.46, notwithstanding the fact that the rates of wages of 
employees of this plant average about 35 per cent in excess 
of wages paid by lighting companies in the City of Boston. 
This report also shows that with a modern equipment, and 
at present being installed, the city would be able to reduce 
the cost to $42.17 per lamp per year, buying its electricity 
from the sanitary district at 4 cent per kilowatt hour. Esti- 
mating a price of double this amount for power from coal, 
which is a very liberal estimate, the total cost per are lamp 
per year would be $52.64. 

To show that these figures are pertinent as applied to Boston 
conditions attention is called to the fact that the Chelsea Gas 
and Electric Lighting Company is buying electricity at the 
present time in much smaller quantities than would be 
required by the City of Boston for street lighting purposes 
from the Edison Company at 1.6 cents per kilowatt hour. 

A contract has recently been entered into between the 
city of Milwaukee and a public service corporation for street 
are lights at $65 per year per lamp. 

The Detroit Municipal Plant is furnishing the city arc lights 
at $56 per year per lamp. 

Chelsea pays about $100 per year per arc lamp to the 
Chelsea Gas and Electric Light Company, which buys its 
current fram the Edison Electric Company, and Cambridge 
pays $96 per year per lamp, neither city using one quarter 
the lamps used by the City of Boston. 

The records of the Lamp Department show that the city 
has paid approximately $125 per year per arc lamp for street 
’ lighting during the past ten years. The average number of 
arc lamps used by the city during this period has been 3,482 
lamps per year. Considering the number of lamps used and 
comparing prices paid by other cities under similar condi- 
tions and for similar service under short term contracts or 
municipal lighting plants, Boston should not have paid during 
this period more than $85 per year per lamp; consequently 
during this period of ten years the city has lost on vs street are 
lighting $1,392,800. 

The evidence of Electrical Engineer L. B. Marks, presented 
before the National Electric Light Association at Atlantic City, 
N.J., July 15, 1906, shows the cost of arc lighting is as follows: 

“That the actual cost’ of energy, carbons, inspection 
repairs, etc., of the are lights, 500 watts giving 4,000 hours, 
with a station energy cost of 1 cent per kilowatt hour, is 
$24.25 per year per lamp.” 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 


(1.) That a special commission be appointed to devise a 
comprehensive solution of the lighting problem for the City 
of Boston. 

(2.) To make a thorough investigation of the legal and 
engineering feature of the ten-year contract of the Edison 
Electric Company for the purpose of determining the possi- 
bility of recovering for the city such rebates as this commis- 
sion may decide the city is entitled to. 

(3.) That pending a decision or report from the commission 
the Edison Company and all companies supplying are lights 
for street lighting reduce the price of same that it may not be 
in excess of $75. 

(4.) That all contracts for lighting streets, alleys, parks 
or public buildings negotiated by the Mayor receive the 
approval of the City Council. 
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INVESTIGATION OF BOSTON PUBLIC LIGHTING, 
BY THE FINANCE COMMISSION.

L. W. E. Kimpatu (not sworn). 


The Witness. I was going to discuss the whole system of 
street and public buildings lighting. 

Q. (By Commissioner KENNEDY.) What is your occu- 
pation? A. New England organizer of the International 
Brotherlood of Electrical Workers. 

Q. (By Chairman Suutrvan.) You are a practical elec- 
trician? A. Yes; I have been in the business for twenty 
years. | 

Q. You have made a study of public lighting? <A. Yes, 
of different kinds. I have always been more or less interested 
init, because I have had a great deal to do with lighting plants. 

Q. Did you also sell supplies at one time? A. Only inci- 
dentally. 

Q. Are you in the electrical work? A. Not at present. I 
suppose I can qualify as one from my past experience. 

Q. What experience have you had? A. I have worked a 
ereat deal in installing electric light plants — in the installa- 
tion of all kinds of machinery, fitting up buildings, mills, light- 
ing plants, etc. Ihave done a great deal of that kind of work. 

(. Have you taken contracts for the installation of electric 
light plants? A. I have done estimating for men who have. 
I have been employed by them. I have superintended the 
construction. I will try to give you a comprehensive idea 
of the whole thing, leaving out many of the details as far 
as possible. I shall prove that the city has lost a great 
deal of money by reason of very inefficient and unprofitable 
methods as adopted in public lighting. I suppose the city’s 
public lighting may be divided roughly into two branches, 
namely, the lighting of public buildings and the lighting of 
public streets, areas, alleys, etc. I will take up first the light- 
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ing of public streets, dividing that into three branches,— the 
are lighting, the Welsbach burning gas light and the naphtha 
gas lamp lighting. By turning to the report of the Lamp 
Department in the year 1906 you will find the total amount 
of street lighting amounts to over $800,000,— something like 
$826,000 a year,—the great bulk of which is contained in 
three contracts. The first is for $288,187.95, the other for 
over $459,000 for electric hghting, which is really divided up 
into three contracts, one for $56,000 for naphtha which, 
with a few incidentals, brings the total up as I told you to 
$826,000. Now in addition to that — 

Q. This does not include the buildings lighting? A. No. 
In addition to that is the buildings lhghting account, some- 
where in the neighborhood of $74,000 a year,— brings the total 
up nearly to $885,000, which I think I can show you is a very 
excessive sum; and if you were a board of a private corpora- 
tion you would never stand for that, not for a minute. I will 
try briefly to point out to you wherein it is excessive, and 
wherein it could be remedied. The largest contract of all — or 
the largest item — is the item relating to are lighting; that is 
divided according to the report here into three contracts,— 
one with the Edison Hluminating Company for 3,189 lamps, 
which in 1906 were paid for at about $124.10 per lamp per 
year. Now, there is a reduction in the case of some lamps 
which I have not mentioned, wherein the city supplied under- 
ground wires and the electric company makes a reduction of 
$3.65 per lamp: To be perfectly fair, since this there has been 
an arbitration held, in which there was a reduction made, 
bringing the price down to something lke $118.50. The 
Brookline contract calls for 329 are lights, $124.10. "The con- 
tract with the Brookline Gas Company arranging for the 
Brighton district electric lights is entirely separate. It approxi- 
mately covers Brighton, but also some parts of Boston. The 
exact property is laid out in the Lamp Department report. 
The Charlestown contract calls for 266 lamps, $127.75. This 
Edison contract, which is the principal one, was entered into 
under the administration of Mayor Quincy — 

Q@. Can you tell me the number of lamps in the Brookline 
Gas Company? <A. Yes, 329. This contract was entered 
into under the administration of Mayor Quincy, and provided 
for the following scale of prices — perhaps I had better say 
the contract was a ten-year contract, and provided that after 
two and a half years the contract was made so that it was 
optional with the city to demand arbitration to decide 
whether it was entitled to a reduction. Five years after 
signing the contract it was compulsory to have arbitration. 
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According to the terms of the contract they did have 
arbitration. Seven and a half years afterwards there was 
to be another opportunity for arbitration in case the city 
demanded it. 

Q. (By Commissioner Krennepy.) What took place at this 
first arbitration, or would you leave that until later? A. The 
first opportunity for arbitration came under Mayor 
Hart’s administration, but there was none,—the Mayor 
did not ask for it. Under Mayor Collins he demanded arbi- 
tration and it was held, and according to the terms the city 
was to appoint one arbitrator, the electrical company was to 
appoint another, and the third was to be a disinterested 
party appointed by those two; this was in 1904. This arbi- 
tration was held and the Board of Arbitrators decided that 
the city was not entitled to a reduction. The Board was 
composed of ex-Mayor Matthews, who represented the city, 
the Edison Iluminating Company was represented by an 
electrical engineer by the name of Wagner, and they selected — 
Professor Kenneally of Harvard University. 

Q. What were his duties at Harvard? A. I think he was 
professor of electricity,— I think, — something like that. 

Q. In your estimation was he a practical man enough to 
serve on a committee of that kind? A. I don’t know. I 
don’t know anything about him at all; he might and he 
might not have been. 

Q. The problem to be solved by that committee was 
stated in the contract, was it not? A. Yes. 

Q. It was not a broad question of whether the city was 
paying too much or too little; the question to be solved was 
whether A. To briefly state it, the question to be 
decided was whether the electric light company was getting 
6 per cent on its money and 7 per cent on its depreciation ; 
that was a broad question to be determined. They figured 
about 6 per cent interest and 7 per cent depreciation. 

Q. They did not have the privilege given of going into the 
broad general question of whether the Edison Company 
ought to furnish light cheaper or not; it was only the ques- 
tion of whether they were getting 6 per cent on the cost on 
that portion of their plant which was devoted to municipal 
lighting? A. Yes. As long as you brought up that matter 
I would say that this first committee decided the company 
was only getting about 53% per cent interest and 23%; per 
cent depreciation; that was the decision arrived at by this 
arbitration committee; that was at the end of five years in 
whieh Mr. Matthews represented the city. The one held 
two and a half years after,—the city was represented by 
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Mr. Hudson, now Excise Commissioner, and Mr. Wagner 
represented the Edison Company, and Professor Jackson of 
the Institute of Technology was the third party. They 
decided, I think, that the city was entitled to a little less 
than $6 per lamp. 

Q. In the meantime Mr. Wagner had left the employ of 
the Edison Company and had gone somewhere else? A. Yes; 
he had gone to some company in New York, and they brought 
him back here to this committee. 

Q. Was that second committee brought about by the 
Central Labor Union at that time? A. Yes. 

Q. Then the Mayor actually sat up and took notice? 
A. I believe so, although he said he had already sent a letter; 
but the facts are simply these: The committee went down 
to see Mayor Fitzgerald and Mayor Fitzgerald told them that 
he did not want the public under misapprehension, and he 
assured them that he had sent a letter to the Edison Com- 
pany demanding an arbitration. The representatives of the 
Central Labor Union were there and also representatives of 
the Press, and one of the Press representatives had a little 
dispute with Fitzgerald and said that he would like to see a 
copy of that letter, and Fitzgerald became very indignant 
and thought it was an improper request; and so the gentle- 
man went down to see the Edison Company, and they said 
they had never heard of such a letter; and the next day the 
letter was sent. 

Q. You were not on that visiting committee? A. I was 
not, but I was told the facts by a gentleman who went there. 

Q. Then the arbitration committee was started? <A. Yes; 
the reason they took this matter up was this: This matter 
was called to the attention of the Mayor three months before 
the time the city would ‘demand the arbitration; if they did 
not do it within a certain time they lost it. This matter was 
dragged along a couple of weeks before the time elapsed and 
the Central Labor Union took up the matter and demanded 
that this be held. I believe that the men were not ap- 
pointed until a long time after that. I should say, though, 
that this was made retroactive,—to reach back,— conse- 
quently the city got as much as if the arbitration had been 
demanded immediately, but it did not take place until a year. 

. How was the Central Labor Union interested in this 
matter? A. There had been promises sometime previous 
to that that the city employees should have their wages 
raised from $2 a day to $2.25 a day, and that had been prom- 
ised them before the election, but after the election they 
went to see the Mayor and he informed them that the city 
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did not have money enough to give that raise. The Central 
Labor Union proceeded to point out to the Mayor how he 
could give the men that 25 cents increase and yet have 
money left over; so that is why they demanded this arbitra- 
tion. These are the terms of payment provided for. 
[Reads from page 22 of City Document No. 25 for the year 
1906. It is the Annual Report of the Lamp Department.] 
My reason for reading you the above was that it will have 
considerable bearing upon another issue. Now at the time 
this contract was signed the city of Detroit, Mich., had a 
plant of its own, and it was shown and demonstrated that 
there was a gross cost for light for the year ending June 
30, 1898, of $83.50 per lamp, and including interest, deprecia- 
tion and allowance for taxes, which the city lost or which 
they would have otherwise received if they bought their lights 
from a private company. In 1899 the price fell to $75.56; 
in 1900 it was $66.45; in 1901, $67.31; 1902, $63.82; 1903, 
$64.36; 1905, $59.34, and according to the last reports, 
which I have not seen, I understand it is down to about 
$55 or less per lamp; that is the tenth annual report of the 
Public Lighting Commission of the city of Detroit. 

Q. Can you recall quickly, that is, from your memory, the 
difference in the cost of fuel in Detroit and Boston? A. 
About a dollar a ton. 

Q. Which way? A. More in Boston. Figured in Detroit 
is short tons; and another thing in favor of Boston coal is they 
make it a practice of buying only the higher quality of coal 
because the freight rates are just as high on expensive as on 
cheap coal, and no higher. I mean, of course, the Edison 
Electric Company does. 

Q. You don’t mean the City of Boston? A. No; the City 
of Boston is supposed to but I don’t know about that. Even 
if a dollar a ton was allowed for that, that would only make a 
difference of $3 per year per lamp. 

Q. How do they get their power in Detroit? A. They 
venerate it from a steam engine. I call your attention 
to this fact, that the actual cost of the station — cost of 
eenerating electricity in a big station —1s only about six- 
tenths of a cent per electrical unit, per kilowatt hour, deliv- 
ered to the consumer. This item where you use the water 
plant, thinking you are getting it cheaper, has not much to 
do with it; the fixed charge in the water power plant is SO 
much more that it more than offsets the cost of fuel. 

Q. Then you don’t consider that an important item? A. 
It will not make a very wide difference, not more than five or 
six dollars per year for an arc light. 
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Q. Do you want to call attention to the fact that in 1905 
the number of arc lights was very close to the number of arc 
lights used in Boston,—that is, the number in Detroit was 
very close to the number of arc lights in Boston. In Detroit 
there were 3,005 and in Boston 3,189? A. That is a good 
factor to be considered. 

Q@. How about the respective areas in which these lights 
are located, is it larger or smaller? A. I think about the 
same; there is not very much difference; the area I never 
made any particular consideration of; I think the under- 
ground portion of both cities are about the same. You 
will find all that you wish to in this report. There is 
another thing I want to call your attention to here. Under 
Mayor Hart’s administration, I think in 1900 and 1901, 
another contract was entered into by the City of Boston with 
the Brookline Gas Light Company. This contract has the 
following schedule. [Reading from page 10 of City Docu- 
ment No. 23 for the year 1906, Annual Report of the 
Lamp Department.] ‘‘The price paid the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company for are lamps is as per the following 
schedule: Number of lights for not less than 2,365, nor more 
than 2,749, price per year $127.75; for not less than 2,750, 
nor more than 2,999, $125.92; for not less than 3,000, nor 
more than 3,249, $124.10.”’ This goes down until the price 
is $109.50 per light per year. If this price were to be reduced 
at the same ratio as has been here,—when you arrive at the 
same number of lights as contained in the Edison contract,— 
the price would be between $60 and $70 per light. Reducible 
ratio makes $70. 

Q. How does that compare with the price of the Edison 
Company? A. The Edison Company charges $120. 

@. And this comes down to what? A. If the same arith- 
metical ratio had been kept up it would be brought down 
to between $60 and $70. 

Q. One thousand lamps would cost how much under the 
new contract? A. $109.50. 

@. While a thousand under the Edison would cost what? 
A. $127.75,—$18 difference. This contract was in force 
at the time both arbitrations were held and both may be 
found on page 10 of City Document No. 23, the Annual 
Report of the Lamp Department for the year 1906-07. This 
contract was in vogue at the time, and the arbitration deter- 
mined that the city was entitled to no reduction. 

Q. Is that right, that the city was entitled to no reduction? 
A. No. | 
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Q. I thought they directed attention to two things— 
A. That was the first. 

[Here a conversation took place between Commissioner 
Crocker and other members of the commission, which the 
stenographer was requested not to take down.] 

Q. Can you tell me the practical difficulty in the way of 
taking the lamps from the Edison Company and giving them 
to the Brookline Gas Light Company. A. The three contracts 
divided the city up into three districts and forbade en¢roach- 
ing on any other company’s preserves. The Charlestown 
contract has expired—it has expired for some time. 
Although the city is paying in Charlestown $127.75 per 
lamp, the city of Chelsea is paying about $100 a year per 
lamp, but gets it from another company known as the 
Chelsea Gas and Electric Company. It buys from the 
Edison Company at 1.6 cents an electrical unit. 

Q. How do you account for that? A. One is a better 
bargainer than the other. 

Q. Charlestown sells to Boston and can pay any old price. 
whereas Chelsea buys close? A. I would not want to say 
that as a fact. You may draw your own inferences. 

Q. Will you give us the expiration of the contract? 
A. The Brookline Company and the Edison Company con- 
tract expires one year from next February, 1909. 

Q. The city may then, in regard to Charlestown, demand 
a reduction? A. Yes, the contract has expired. 

Q. I was going to call your attention to the fact that this 
contract with the Edison Company, as originally entered into, 
was the Boston Electric Light Company and they at that time 
had had what was then called a single acting noncondensing 
engine in small unit. And under those conditions the elec- 
tricity cannot be generated any where near as cheaply as it 
can be in larger units, and consumes probably somewhere 
between five to ten, or possibly ten, pounds of coal per kilowatt 
hour. After they united with the Boston Electric Light Com- 
pany they took over that contract and built a station in South 
Boston with the most modern up-to-date apparatus, whereby 
they were generating electricty at a considerably lower cost 
than the old Boston Electric Light Company was able to do. 
Now, I want to call your attention to the conditions in 
Baltimore, Maryland. I have here the “Municipal Journal 
and Engineer” of November 7, 1906, and they give there a 
comparison of the conditions between Boston and Baltimore; 
probably the reason for that is that they are both on the same 
population,—that is about,— and both are on the seashore. 
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Consequently the conditions are very similar for generating 
electricity and candle power, for are lights must be about 
the same. It shows here in this report of 1905 Boston has 
3,750 are lights, pays $124.10 per lamp, and Baltimore had 
1,736 are lights and must pay a price of $67.49 per lamp. 

Q. Was that a municipal plant? A. No, it was a private 
plant. It seems they had a good deal of competition in 
Baltimore. There are two companies. At that time I don’t 
think that it was a trust, but I can’t vouch for that. 

@. Do you know whether that Baltimore Company,— 
whether that was paying or whether they were losing money? 
A. That I can’t say. 

Q. Was there overhead and underground wires? A. I 
don’t know. I call your attention to this,— what I was going 
to say was, as long as you brought that point up,—by refer- 
ring to the three contracts of are lighting existing with the 
three companies in Boston, you can say this much, that if 
-Boston should supply the underground wires from which 
the current is derived the city should have an allowance made 
of $3.65 per lamp, this is according to the company’s own 
estimate that they have made a difference of $3.65. That 
is the point I wish to make to you,— one cent a lamp per 
night. | 

Q. Is it not a fair deduction, that we must not draw too 
hasty a conclusion from Baltimore. You know sometimes 
certain railroads get to fighting; one line is running for less 
than the other. During this period there may have been a 
ereat loss to property owners? A. Certainly. My reason for 
calling your attention to this was to show you that there are 
erounds for a thorough investigation on this line. Of course . 
it devolves upon you to make a much more thorough investi- 
gation later on. 

@. You would not say that if the coal is nearly the 
same that it would make much difference? A. I can’t tell 
you exactly, but it would cost,—the cost would be very 
slight. Now, as long as you brought that matter up, it brings 
up another question. I have here the “ Iluminating Engineer’s 
Journal,”’ page 284. It is the number for June, 1906. I found 
a statement contained in an address presented by L. B. 
Marks to the National Electric Light Association at Atlantic 
City, July 15, 1906. It is composed of nearly all of the big 
electric light companies from all over the United States. Here 
is the statement made, which may be of interest to you 
[Reads as follows]: ‘That the actual cost of energy, carbon, 
inspection, repairs, ete., of the are light, 500 watts giving 4,000 
Pa 
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hours, with the station energy, cost one cent per kilowatt 
hour, $24.25 per year. Station energy, coal and water’ — 

Q. Inclusive of everything but interest on the investment? 
A. Yes, and depreciation. 

Q. That includes every cost of the lamp in that figure? 
A. Yes. Ifyou take it at three-quarters of a cent per station, 
which is more than the Edison station costs, the price is 
then,— it would be $19.25, according to the Edison Company’s 
own report, on file at the Gas and Electric Light Commission 
at the State House. The actual cost of coal per kilowatt 
hour delivered to customer is only fifty-nine one hundredths 
of a cent at the Boston price of coal. So, that if you made 
the reduction of a dollar a ton to make the difference in 
freight charges between Baltimore and Boston it would be a 
few tenths of a cent difference in the price per kilowatt hour. 

Q. Was it not so that the arbitrators must have found the 
greatest part of the cost was interest on the investment and 
depreciation and administration expenses? A. I could not 
say what they found. 

Q. Is it not necessary, if they found the facts of the pro- 
duction correct, the difference between $24 and $127 or $118, 
—that must have been the difference ininvestment? A. That 
is a question which will be very hard to determine unless you 
had access to the books. I think it is this —it is just as 
logical to appoint a lawyer to try and investigate the business 
of an electrical engineer as it would be to appoint an elec- 
trical engineer to try a case in court. He could not find out 
the facts of course as if they had an electrical engineer on 
this arbitration committee — 

Q. Do I understand you that there were three elements 
excluded? A., The administration charges were not excluded. 
I did not make any mention of the administration charges. 

Q. Tell me whether there were any other elements excluded 
in this estimate of the cost of $24.25 besides interest, depre- 
ciation and administration charges? A. No, none that I 
know of. 

Q. Don’t you think in that illustration of yours that if 
that lawyer is sitting as a judge and hearing these experts who 
come before him,—is not that where your illustration is an 
error? A. No; because in all the arbitration I have been a 
party to the third man has nothing to do or say about it if the 
other two agree. Suppose there is a commission of three; 
and the two men agree, the third man has nothing to do 
with the matter other than to act as a decider,—I think in 
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all electrical cases of that kind the city should appoint an 
expert electrical engineer. No man is in a position to under- 
stand that unless he is an electrical expert. The Edison 
Company had an electrical expert and the city should have 
been represented by an electrical expert. I don’t see how 
he could have been a judge of electrical matters any more 
than for an electrical engineer expert to get up against 
a lawyer. I think I have covered the question of are 
lighting. 

Q. What does the station cost per energy per kilowatt 
hour? A. Making all possible allowance I think about one 
cent per hour. It is a well known fact if their electrical 
engineers could not generate their own electricity and carry 
their own current up there for less than three-fourths of a cent 
they would get through. I believe the city has the cost of 
the lighting contract, made under Mayor Quincy’s admin- 
istration, with the Rising Sun Gas Light; they had 1,171 Wels- 
bach gas lamps at $28.20 and $29.40 in Charlestown. In 
this report here, from Baltimore, you will find they have the 
Welsbach incandescent lamps, 6,663 and the price they pay 
for them is $16.25, the difference you see of about $12 ora 
little over per lamp. They do the thing, however, under dif- 
ferent basis than Boston does. They pay a contractor who 
furnishes the gas lamps at $9 a year and then buy the gas 
direct from the gas company at $7.25 per lamp; whereas the 
City of Boston makes a contract with the contractor; and he 
buys the gas from the gas company and sells it again to the 
city, that brings the price up to $28.20 per lamp. That is 
practically, I think, the difference as stating it roughly. 

Q. You are quoting from Baltimore and Detroit. Have 
you looked up other cities? A. Yes, but I haven’t the facts 
with me. 

(. May I ask if those two cities were the most striking? 
A. No, Chicago buys for still less. Chicago is down to $52 
for an arc light. The one reason that I took Detroit is, that 
it is much more exact. 

Q. Is Boston the highest that you know? A. It is pretty 
nearly the highest. I think St. Louis was at one time a little. 
higher than Boston, but Boston is about the highest now. 
Providence has 2,000 at $109.50 and they have the old style 
lamps. 

@. I would like to ask if whether in Baltimore and Detroit 
the hours for burning are the same? <A. Yes, four thousand 
hours,— just the same. In fact I think in Detroit it is a little 
bit more. 

Q. That is one of the things the people would naturally bring 
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up? A. Yes, that is true. Ihave tried to get them as nearly — 
apalogous to Boston; the conditions in Baltimore and Boston 
are nearly alike,— about the same size cities; there is a differ- 
ence of a dollar a ton in the transportation of coal. The city 
also buys 1,791 naphtha Welsbach lamps at $29.20 per lamp. 
I will take up the public buildings contract. I want to 
make a complete résumé of the whole thing and show you 
what it amounts to as a whole. Public buildings contract 
entered into during Mayor Collins’s administration, June 1, 
1904. The contract is found here in City Document No. 
23 for 1906, Annual Report of the Lamp Department. It 
provides that the city should buy a minimum amount of 
$50,000 per year and pay a flat rate of 10 cents a kilowatt 
hour. Also provides that if the city make any extension in 
its existing private plant that the Edison Company should 
sell the current for such extension and should not get it from 
a private plant. According to a year ago report, the number 
was 740,000 per year, making the price about $74,000; that 
does not include Charlestown and Brighton; the city buys 
the current from different companies; I don’t know how much 
they buy of it; $75,000 would cover the total amount the 
city buys for public lighting. The Edison Company is sell- 
ing, or was selling at that time, to private parties at very much 
lower rates. The Edison Company was selling to [reading 
from. Public Documents of 1906]— It shows that the Edison 
Company was obliged to state the prices it was charging the 
city. In this report it goes on and gives the different rates, 
and it shows that a private concern, known as Mr. Perry, on 
Washington street, bought his current from the Edison Com- 
pany at 5 cents, while Boston was paying 10 cents. And then 
he sold it to his tenant at the retail price that the Edison 
Company charged for it. He had a private plant, and the 
Edison Company wanted him to abolish those private plants 
and he shut them down. The city bought of the Edison 
Company 740,000 units, and the Charlestown Gas and Electric 
Light Company bought 840,000 units, 60,000 units more, and 
paid 3 cents. The Chelsea Gas and Hluminating Company 
paid for about a million and a quarter units, about 50 per cent 
more than the City of Boston buys, and pays 1,%5 cents. There 
is this to be said in extenuation of the great difference. Of 
course, the city’s lighting is scattered, some only use a small 
amount and some a large, consequently the city would not 
be entitled to 1,55, as Chelsea, because they buy it in one sta- 
tion and then transfer it to different places that they want it 
for, but there is absolutely no reason for so wide a variation. 
The Edison statement is at the State House. The average 
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rate of all the Edison Company is only about 74 cents. The 
City of Boston, instead of being charged 33 per cent more, 
ought to be charged 33 per cent less than the average. A 
creat deal of the city lights are burned right in the daytime, — 
when the peak of the load comes in the daytime. I was 
going to complete the whole thing and then I will be 
through and you can ask me any questions you want to. 
What I was going to say was this, in recapitulation, that if 
the City of Boston were a private concern, such as a big rail- 
road corporation, they would have solved this lighting problem 
long ago, in an entirely different manner, by putting in their 
own lighting plant and generating their own electricity and 
substituting different forms of light by electricity. There 
is no doubt that electricity as generated could beat all 
other forms of illumination, so I will show you what it 
would be if the city were to adopt such a policy as that, 
and substitute for these different forms of illumination some 
sort of comprehensive electrical appliance. The 3,784 arc 
lamps could be installed at a saving of at least $60 a year in 
which the supply by the city per lamp as charged here would 
make a saving of that one item alone of $227,040 a year. 
The 1,071 Welsbach gas lamps and the 1,791 Welsbach naphtha 
lamps could be —that is, the electric incandescent lamps 
could be—substituted for them, and would not exceed $16 per 
year a lamp, making: an average saving of at least $12 a year 
for each one, which would make a total saving of $142,344 
per year on public buildings in the city, that they could save 
at least 5 cents a kilowatt hour, which would bring a further 
saving of $37,000 a year, making the total saving of $406,384. 
Now, as I understand, although I am not positive, that 
within the last few months a reduction has been made in 
Welsbach lights of $2 per lamp a year — 

Q. That contract with the Rising Sun is not in operation 
now; the city now does the lighting of the lamps and fur- 
nishes the men and does all the work— A. Yes, I under- 
stand that, but that under such changes the city pays $2 
per year per lamp,— that is, I have been so informed. 
That would make a saving of $20,000 less than what I 
stated a year, I want to be fair. That would pay for the 
installation of a plant in a very few years, and the city 
would have the lamps free and no interest to pay on its 
investment. It would seem as though the city should have 
adopted that long ago,— some comprehensive way such as 
a big corporation would do. No mill would think of allow- 
ing such a thing to run on, especially could this be done by 
reason due to great improvements and new things in the 
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way of electrical illumination, a great saving could be made. 
I think I have stated the whole thing now. If there is any- 
thing I have omitted — 

@. How much does Baltimore pay for the are lights? 
A. $67.49. 

. And how much does Boston pay? A. The Boston 
price is as I told you around $127.75. 

Q. Is that the average? A. A fair average would be $119. 

@. We pay about $51 more than Baltimore? <A. Yes, 
about that. 

. Both buying from outside sources? <A. Yes. 

Q. That was in 1905, that Baltimore report? A. Yes. 

Q. That might be more and it might be less now? A. No, 
it could not be more, the introduction of turbines and every- 
thing else has made the cost of electrical illumination far 
less. 

@. You don’t know it for a fact about Baltimore? A. I 
don’t know — 

(. And does Boston pay for incandescent lamps about 
$30? <A. Yes. 

@. And Baltimore pays asmaller amount? <A. They don’t 
have any incandescent lights, — that is, I think they don’t; I 
will look that up. Here are some reports from different 
cities: here is Portland, Me., $61 for are lights, 1,200 candle 
power. Boston is supposed to have 2,000 candle power. 

Q. What is the difference? A. There is very little differ- 
ence except in the salesman’s mind,— the balance exists only 
in the imagination of the salesman. When electrical illumina- 
tion was first brought into vogue the man who sold the are 
lights did not know much about electricity, and just called 
it 2,000 candle power; when they got instruments capable of 
measuring accurately they found the exact power was not 
more than 600 or 700. 

Q. That is something like a trade list. It is a well recog- 
nized fact that there is always a price list, — there are always 
discounts made from price lists? A. Sure. I did not intend 
that as any reflection. | 

Q. In arriving at that conclusion of price per kilowatt 
hour in the Boston service, etc., did you have in mind the 
fact that certain buildings were scattered all over the place? 
A. Yes, I made that point. I showed the city was not 
entitled to any such reductions as other people. For instance, 
the Boston Post only pays 1;°; and the City Hall, which 
is only about 150 feet away, pays 10 cents. 

Q. Why then, as regards buildings, —why is not the city 
entitled to the difference? You say the city is not entitled to 
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a discount because you say the buildings are so scattered? 
A. I said the city was not entitled to such a big discount. 
You must take into consideration that it is greatly scattered. 
If the city buys its current, and just pays the average price, 
they would get it at less than they do now. 

Q. Why does the Boston Post get such a low price? 
A. That is a case,— it is this way,— they were going to put 
in their own lighting plant and that meant that people in 
other blocks would buy the current of them and the Edison 
Company would lose their trade, consequently the Edison 
Company gave them the low rate. Take Siegel, for instance; 
you know when he built his building he contemplated putting 
in his own lighting plant, and his engineer found that elec- 
tricity could be generated at 1? cents. The Edison Company 
claimed that they get 3 cents from Siegel, but if he does 
pay that he is much less of a business man than I give him 
credit for being. In this public document it says that Siegel 
pays 3 cents, but I think that is misleading. I can show 
you concerns in New York who have put in a plant and the 
estimate by the engineers that the actual cost, including the 
interest and depreciation and everything, is 14 cents. Cer- 
tainly Siegel is not the shrewd business man I think he is if 
he is paying 3 cents. 

Commissioner CrockER. In regard to that Perry case, — 
do you know anything about the circumstances of that or the 
Boston Post,—is that what the Edison Company calls an old 
special contract or are they made under regular schedules or 
not? A. I brought that question up to Burdett and he made 
that excuse. When I asked him if Siegel was an old special 
contract. he would not answer,— said he didn’t know. 

Q. It would be very valuable to me to know. This isa 
very important part, and I would like to know of any special 
contract that had been made within the last two years,— any 
contract outside the regular schedule rate. I have heard 
rumors of them. Can you give me any information on that 
or any tip where you think there has been any special contract 
made? A. I could not tell you; I don’t think it could be 
possible to discover that nowadays, but I am pretty certain 
that Siegel has a contract, but it was entered into after the 
new schedule rates were figured out. Of course they depended 
on certain prices before the new schedule rate was made public, 
etc., but I am pretty positive that it was entered into and that 
it was a special contract, because they knew that was the 
only way that they could get it. I know a man who said 
he saw figures for 2 cents or even less than 2 cents; it was 
told me by a man, and I know he knew what he was talking 
about. 
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Q. Could you give us the name of that man? A. This 
man’s name — he lives in Lewiston, Me. He is a big owner 
of an electric light plant down there; he is connected with 
a man named Dingley in a big Lewiston Power Plant. He 
was in Boston and said he saw this Siegel contract, he saw 
the price; he was talking with a friend of mine and he said the 
people in Boston,— they are paying such prices,— just think 
of the difference in the prices existing in Boston. Look at 
Siegel’s contract, 1§ cents. 

Q. Do you know whether there is any case where the 
Edison Company is treating as one customer,— a person who 
has more than one building,— that is, any one besides Perry. 
Do you know anybody that has more than one building where 
he is being treated as one customer? A. No, I don’t. They 
may be, but I never made any investigation of that. 

Q. Why are not all these cases matters of discrimination 
which are contrary tolaw? A. They are. 

Q. What did you say this man’s name was? A. His name 
is Libby, in Lewiston. 

Q. Do you know his initials? A. It is Libby & Dingley. 
He owns a lot of electric light plants. 

Q. I have here estimates made by the Edison Company as 
to the amount it would figure out by kilowatts on the regular 
contract rates for the city business, and it runs 565 to 233 per 
kilowatt hour, if they billed it to us on their regular public 
rates. A. I don’t see how that could be, the maximum rate 
as I understand is 15 cents. 

Q. It runs up to 233 and down 565; which department 
gets it at 565, the Public Library at 233? A. That is a new 
rate then; I never heard of it. : 

Q. (By Commissioner Ernst.) Why should the Public 
Library pay more than the Boston Post? 

Commissioner Crocker. If you turn the light on at the - 
Public Library only one hour once a year you have got to pay 
whether you use any more current or not,— you have to pay 
for 400 hours at 20 cents per hour, even if you only burn a cur- 
rent for one hour. The Public Library owns their own current 
and they use the Edison only when a breakdown comes. The 
library last year used 12,000 kilowatt, hours and they would 
have had to pay for that $27.96, which is 23 cents per kilowatt 
for a breakdown service. A. That breakdown service is 
another peculiar institution. I know a case where a party 
has got to have a breakdown service in, and they have it just 
in case that their plant was to break down. If it should 
break down once in ten years it would put them out of 
business. They pay over $4,000 a year just for the privilege 
of having that service in there. 
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Commissioner Ernst. That is all right — 

The Witness. Suppose the Edison Company had 100 
breakdown services and charged 4100 apiece, they would not 
have to supply 100 breakdowns, they would not break down 
all at once. 

Q. Do you know what the entire output would be, after 
the Edison Company’s bills on the maximum, etc., —do you 
know what relation they would be to the actual capacity of 
the Edison supply, if all these breakdowns should break 
down? A. They could not supply it if they were to break 
down. 

Q@. Then they are charging for it just the same? A. Yes. 

Q. Commissioner KENNEDY. What about the plant estab- 
lished at Holyoke? A. There they take hold in an entirely 
different way. They have their municipal electric plant 
and supply the citizens as well as the city, and according 
to their last report they are supplying electricity at a 
maximum rate to the citizens of 6 cents. In Tacoma, 
Wash., they have a municipal plant there, where they do 
the same. In Jacksonville, Fla., they have one and they 
supply the citizens at 7 cents, and out of their surplus 
earnings they are building additions to the plant every 
year,— they spend $30,000 or $40,000 a year. This long 
termed contract for street lighting is a most effective means 
for tying up,— making it impossible for the city to put in 
a municipal plant. The argument for a municipal plant is 
half killed— 

@. Keeps lapping? <A. Yes. Here is another point: If 
the city should put in a municipal plant and sell the elec- 
tricity the same as Holyoke at 6 cents, is it equivalent to gas 
at 60 cents a thousand feet? Now, even the maximum 15 
cents paid, a great many people would use electricity, pre- 
ferring it to gas if a municipal plant was put in and sold 
electricity to everybody who wanted it at 6 cents, that would 
mean that thousands and thousands of people would use it 
who can’t afford to pay 15 cents. The gas company would 
have to reduce the price of its gas to 50 cents or 60 cents a 
thousand feet, thereby the people would get cheap gas for 
cooking and heating and it would not make any difference 
about the price of Anthracite coal. They would use gas for 
cooking and heating. 

(. I suppose the price of coal would come into the question 
of gas? A. It is a very difficult matter — 

Q. I was going to say that one set of figures you quote 
don’t quite agree with mine. I have the figures here for six 
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months anahie July 1, what the city paid for incandescent 
lighting at this 10-cent rate and it becomes $45,561 for six 
months, ending July 1; that is quite a bit more. A. The 
reason for that i is, I made my estimate on an investigation 
of two or three years ago when the city was probably not using 
any such amount. 

Q. That is the actual bill Ny paid? A. I guess that 
would be fair.

Denar Sir,— Your communication under date of August 
26, 1909, addressed to Hon. Rolla Wells, Mayor, has been 
referred to this department for reply. 

You ask if the amperage and voltage per lamp is to be the 
same: for the new lamps as for those furnished under the 
old contract, and in reply will say, yes, as nearly as possible. 

Under the new contract, we shall install a new general 
electric magnetite arc of 6.6 amperes. Iam inclosing you a 
blank form of the contract and specifications under which 
the new contract beginning September 1, 1910, was let. 
The price per one thousand lamp hours under a schedule of 
4,0904 hours per year is $12.25 per one thousand lamp hours. 

At the time the new contract was let we did not contem- 
plate installing the new magnetite arcs, but bids were asked 
for and contract closed, after which an association of busi- 
ness men of this city subscribed about $30,000 for the installa- 
tion of 520 new magnetite arcs in the business district of 
this city, the city to take them over and pay for their opera- 
tion, and the Union Electric Light and Power Company 
agreed to charge for them anticipating the new contract. 
price. 

This caused the Union Company to either operate two 
distinct street lighting systems, or furnish station equip- 
ment for a complete magnetite system, and they have found 
it cheaper to do the latter than continue both systems. 
After September 1, 1910, they will furnish and install general 
electric 6.6 amperes magnetite arcs to replace the 480 A. B. 
arcs now in use.

Dear Srr,— I return herewith letter from John F. Dever, 
Clerk of Committees, sent to the Mayor under date of May 6, 
1909. 

In reply to the communication I would state that the 
duties of the Board of Gas and Electric Light Commissioners 
are governed by statute; that there is no statute under which 
any action such as is spoken of in the vote of the committee 
could be taken by the Board of Gas and Electric Light Com- 
_missioners in regard to the service to be rendered by the 
Edison Company under the contract. 

As the contingency referred to could never arise, the 
provision would be useless and a contract of importance like 
this should not contain useless provisions. 

~The arbitration clause in the contract with the Edison 
Company was drawn by myself with great care with regard 
to the experience that the city had had relative to arbitration 
clauses in previous contracts. It was intended by me to 
act automatically, that is, the city at any time could allege 
to the arbitrators that the cost of electricity had been reduced 
since the time of the making of the contract without making 
any proof of the truth of such allegation,— that then it 
would become the duty of the arbitrators to investigate the 
whole subject matter and say as to whether the price paid 
should or should not be reduced. The price fixed by the 
contract is not a permanent one, but is subject to be dimin- 
ished at any time when investigation by the arbitrators shall 
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show that there have been improvements of any kind made 
which diminish the cost either of the lamps or carbons fur- 
nished or the electric current. 

Undoubtedly the suggestion was made by the committee 
with the best intentions in the world, but at the same time 
the making of it is a distinct violation of the Act of 1885, 
which prohibits the City Council, or either branch of it, or any 
member of it, from interfering directly or indirectly with the 
making of contracts or the performance of any executive 
business.

My pear Sir,— In submitting to you the copy of the 
report of the arbitrators selected to determine certain matters 
in accordance with the terms of the contract between the 
City of Boston and the Boston Electric Light Company and 
the Edison Electric Hluminating Company, Assignee, which 
seems to justify your request of August 1, 1906, to the com- 
pany for an arbitration, I beg to make a few suggestions in 
relation to the subject matter which may be of assistance to 
you or your successor when the question of a new contract 
arises. 

The third clause of the extension of the original contract 
which provides for arbitration recites that the ‘said arbitra- 
tors shall hear and consider the evidence and arguments of 
the parties and determine” various matters, implying that 
the arbitrators shall act in a judicial capacity. The practical 
result, however, in the absence of any evidence and argu- 
ments on behalf of the parties, is for the two arbitrators 
appointed by the city and the company to act more in the 
capacity of advocates in presenting evidence secured by them 
or arguments on their interpretation of the contract. This 
result works no harm to the parties to the contract, provid- 
ing the third arbitrator has a thorough knowledge of the cost 
and maintenance of electrical lighting plants of this character, 
and is a man of integrity and independence. Such a man we 
were fortunate in selecting in Prof. Dugald C. Jackson of the 
Institute of Technology. Thoroughly equipped in every way 
for the important work which the arbitration calls for, he has 
decided all disputed questions that have arisen with absolute 
fairness to both parties to the contract and with a firmness 
and courtesy that practically eliminated friction in our many 
consultations. 

From an examination of the contract, I was early con- 
vinced that the only possible chance for reduction in the 
price charged the city was in a different method of computing 
the company’s investment from that provided for in the 
contract. Clause three of the contract provides that a 
different method may be adopted if the three arbitrators 
unanimously agree that such a method would be more fair 
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and equitable. I appealed for the adoption of such a method 
when the first computation provided for in the contract 
showed that the cost of manufacturing and distributing public 
lights, after the allowances specified in the contract, amounted 
in the aggregate to $45,700 more than the sum paid by the city. 

We unanimously agreed that another method should be 
followed, and this is described in our award. From this point 
we proceeded with various results until we finally reached 
the reduction of $17,300 per year or $45,250 reduction for 
the last two and one-half years of the life of the contract. 
It must be apparent to any one that a contract which will 
show a change from $45,700 on the debit side of a reduction 
to $43,250 on the credit side of a reduction is not a suitable 
one, and suggests the difficulties we have met. Had the 
representative of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company 
not consented to adopt the method that was suggested, the 
city could reach no possible saving, and the arbitration 
would have been a useless waste of time and money. 

Again, certain clauses in the contract admit of two inter- 
pretations: for instance, the interpretation of the word 
“output”? might mean a loss or saving to the city of $5,000 
in one year, and there might be an interpretation of that 
part of the contract relating to the operating expenses that 
would work an injustice to the company. Considering the 
difficulties that arose in construing the whole contract, 
when a different method for computing the investment 
from that provided for in it was adopted, concessions had to be 
made on both sides, and we have probably reached the best 
result possible, having in mind the interests of the contract- 
ing parties. If, however, a new contract is entered into 
between the city and the Edison Electric Illuminating Com- 
pany the city’s interests should be much better protected, 
inasmuch as the present form of contract is no longer a 
workable one. 

I think it my duty to state to you that the officers of 
the Edison Electric Illuminating Company willingly gave 
us all the information we requested that affected the terms 
of the contract, and its representative, while ably protect- 
ing its interests, recognized that concessions should be made 
in the interest of each party. In all differences between us 
Professor Jackson’s rulings were accepted as final. 

I return herewith the records sent me with your letter of © 
September 4 last, and trusting that the result of my efforts 
in behalf of the city meets with your entire approval, I am,

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CLOSING PROCEEDINGS OF THE LAST COMMON 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Boston, February 3, 1910. 


The Presipent. The business before the Council seems 
to be at an end, and the Chair will call Mr. Meins of Ward 21 
to the chair to take charge of the exercises. (Applause.) 

The Council rose and applauded as Mr. Meins took the 
chair. 

The CHarr. Gentlemen of the Common Council and 
honored guests; I thank you most sincerely for this indication 
of your esteem, and I assure you that I appreciate it far more 
deeply than I can easily express in words to-night. This is 
the first time, and necessarily it is the last time, that I have 
ever had the privilege of occupying this chair, and I am cer- 
tain that the honor which the privilege implies will remain 
with me for many years fresh in memory. Doubtless there 
are many in the city to-night who will view with satisfaction 
and equanimity the dissolution of this body, but I believe © 
that there are a great many more who will note with keen 
regret the passing of representative government in Boston. 
For well over three-quarters of a century, eighty-eight years 
to be exact, the Common Council has been an integral part 
of the government of our city, and while, during the latter 
part of that time, many changes were enacted which sub- 
tracted from its powers and limited its sphere of action, 
nevertheless, it has distinctly remained, in accordance with 
its fundamental character, the representative branch of the 
city government. Therefore, as we of this last Common 
Council are assembled to-night in final session, forced to 
dissolve by the most un-American legislation ever enacted _ 
on Beacon Hill, we may well pause a moment to contemplate 
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with pride on the long, useful and honorable history of this 
body in which we have had the honor to serve. <A few days 
ago I took occasion to hastily look into the records of the 
Common Council and a most cursory examination disclosed 
that some of Boston’s most distinguished citizens who have 
attained prominence in nation and in state contributed their 
first public service in this body. Five governors of Massa- 
chusetts, a member of the President’s cabinet, a chief justice 
of the Massachusetts Supreme Court, a chief justice of the 
Boston Municipal Court, many prominent in the commercial 
life of the city, and last, but by no means least, an ex-mayor, 
who honors us by his presence this evening, comprise only 
a small part of the roll of honor. Thus from membership 
in this body Henry P. Gardner and Alexander H. Rice pro- 
eressed in the esteem of their fellow citizens until they reached 
the governor’s chair, and in later years there went forth 
from this historic chamber, hallowed by memories of all that 
is best in public life in Boston for over forty years, the ven- 
erable John Q. A. Brackett, the eloquent Roger Wolcott, 
and the able John L. Bates, all of whom also became chief 
magistrates of the Commonwealth. So, too, the Hon. 
George von L. Meyer, once a member of the Council, has 
achieved enviable distinction as a member of the cabinet 
under two presidents, and such well-known Boston names 
as Curtis Guild, U. H. Crocker, Moses Williams, Osborne 
Howes, and many others, crowd the membership roll of 
past years. In the light of this revered and honored record 
the malicious insinuations and malignant calumnies which 
have been directed against this body by the poseurs in our 
recent municipal life shrink into insignificance, and the 
prattle of their satellites becomes the veriest chatter. Long 
after they and their poor works are forgotten, long after the 
monstrous anomaly in government which they have provided 
as our successor, without reason in logic or precedent in 
practice, has perished, the memory of the Boston Common 
Council will endure as the true type of adequate representa- 
tive government. (Applause.) 

Mr. Auuston of Ward 10. Mr. Chairman, I will move you 
that we now extend the privilege of the floor to our invited 
guests. 

The motion was passed unanimously. 

The Cuarr. Mr. Ex-Mayor, it is my pleasure to introduce 
you to the Council of 1909. (Applause.) 

Ex-Mayor Harr. Mr. President and gentlemen of the 
Council, it is a pleasure to come here to-night to meet you 
as members of the Common Council of the City of Boston. 
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I began my political career, if such it may be called, in this 
very room, in 1879, and Mr. Whitmore was then president of 
the Council—a Democrat. I came as a Republican and I 
had the honor of an appointment to the Committee on Paving 
on the part of the Council. That committee met at that 
time once a year (laughter), and Mr.,— well, never mind the 
name,—an alderman, was chairman of that committee. 
He called the Council committee together, and I took my 
first dinner that day at the expense of the City of Boston. 
(Laughter.) I was curious to know just what that dinner 
cost; we had pretty good things, it was perhaps the best 
dinner that I ever had in my life, but the fact was, sir, that 
the bill for that dinner was a little over six dollars. I didn’t 
have another dinner for a good while at the expense of the 
city. (Laughter.) And that is the way the thing has gone 
on; from that time to this I have never lost an interest in 
what is being done by the city government of Boston. You 
have now come to a great change, a change which I do not 
think is desirable. The plan of the city government of 
Boston which commenced in 1822 is to my mind the nearest 
to the people’s coming to their own of any plan that has 
ever been in force. It is the plan of the United States gov- 
ernment; it is the plan of all the states nearly, particularly 
of Massachusetts —the plan of two branches. And for the 
City of Boston to be compelled to give up a plan under 
which it has lived for eighty-eight years, and which has 
memories worth cherishing, does a wrong to the people. 
Under the old system every person in Boston was represented ; 
every ward had three representatives in this Council. And 
to-day we have nine men to come here, in the place of eighty- 
eight men. Now, in the smallest towns in Massachusetts, 
each- selectman represents about 2,000 people; from this 
time on the City of Boston with nine councilmen and a mayor 
—making ten—will have 60,000 people for each representa- 
tive. It isn’t a fair representation, and it never ought to 
have passed the Legislature of Massachusetts. (Applause.) 
There has been something going through the towns all 
around to the effect that the Council has encouraged debt. 
The people have called for all the debts that you have ever 
passed, and there isn’t a man in Boston in my judgment 
that would reverse a single debt that has been incurred by 
the city government. (Applause.) The only question is 
as to who administers this thing, and who spends the money, 
whether they do it correctly or not. But as a rule we have 
had our money well spent; there may have been some steal- 
ings—small, inconsiderable — but we got along much better 
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with a large body than we will with a small one. I have 
heard sometimes something about logrolling, that the Mayor 
if he was a smart fellow could bring the thing around between 
the aldermen,—to have two or three here and half a dozen 
there, so that he would finally shape things to pass through 
anything that he wants. But there were eighty-eight men 
to be cornered; to-day there are nine men, and a mayor 
would not be much of a mayor that could not control five 
or six of those men immediately. (Laughter and applause.) 
But that is neither here northere. I am glad to be here with 
you. I did not come to find fault with anything but to cheer 
you on. Do not ever lose your interest in what is going on 
in Boston, no matter whether nine men are going to repre- 
sent this city or ninety. Keep your eyes open and watch 
things, and see what is going to happen next year. If you 
can do anything to help, do it; do not do any criticising, 
but go on and help the men that are here to do the work. 
And that is all I have really got to say to you. Be men, 
act like men, and you are all right. (Great applause.) 
The CHarr. Ex-Mayor Hart is by no means the only 
young old-timer who is with us to-night at this reunion, so 
to speak, of ex-members of this body. Coming as I do 
from Ward 21, I may perhaps be pardoned if I feel somewhat 
anxious to introduce at this time and as the next speaker 
one of our former eminent citizens in that ward, and one 
who likewise served this Council as its president in the years 
1889 and 1890, ex-President Horace G. Allen. (Applause.) 
Mr. Auten. Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the Council 
of 1909, I came here to-night to listen and to renew my youth. 
I did not come here for the purpose of taking part in any 
swan song of the Boston Common Council; there are those 
who can do that far more ably than I. But I assure you ~ 
that I consider it a privilege and an honor to be here. I 
want to find out how the Chairman knew that I came from 
the same ward that he did, away back in the middle ages. 
I am glad to have the opportunity to say a few words to 
you to-night, and I assure you it will beshort. It does not 
seem possible, gentlemen, that I have not attended a meeting 
of the Common Council since nineteen years ago when I 
went out of it as a member. Why, I don’t believe it! Let 
us look about a bit. Anything new in the Clerk? Not a 
feature changed, nor a hair. (Laughter.) This Alvah 
Peters is a little out of place. At the same time he is here 
as he always was; he is ready to take up any order that may 
be offered even to-day—to an electric light company. 
(Laughter.) Why, I even see the busy fingers of Mr. Harn- 
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den here, taking down the talk as he used to in the good 
old years of 1888, 1890 and 1891. There was a young man 
named Silloway—yes, oh, there he sits. He was here then, 
too. I do not doubt,—I do not doubt,— Mr. O’Kane, but 
that Miss McCarthy can be found behind some screen in there, 
modestly waiting until she can do something for you in the 
way of records or something of that kind. Away over there 
is a man who used to be Clerk of Committees—we all know 
him—sitting beside Colonel Parker; he was in the Council 
with me. And another queer thing, I have been trying to 
discover where I have seen your officer before (laughter), 
and it has come to me. He wasn’t here, in this soft snap 
of waiting on the Council in those days, but he had a beat 
round side of my house, and he has often seen me coming 
home early in the morning from the Council. (Laughter. 
Gentlemen, I always considered it a mighty good thing to 
be in the city government of Boston. It’s good for your 
experience and education. Heads of departments who 
wouldn’t look at you, but would throw you downstairs if 
they could, were always very glad to see: Councilman This 
or Alderman That. You could get things, you could find 
out where things were. In the Council in my day there 
were a great many men who have become prominent since. 
There was Francis C. Lowell, who is now judge of the Circuit 
Court of the United States for this district. Secretary 
Meyer was in the Council with me. Governor Bates was in 
the Council with me. Louis M. Clark, who is now a judge 
of our Land Court, was in the Council with me. Mr. 
Ratshesky, who long since gave up the hopeless task of either 
counting or taking care of his own wealth, has become a presi- 
dent of a bank—a much easier job, to take care of the wealth 
of others. There was Colonel Parker, and a great many 
more. But I want you to understand there was a good 
healthy democracy in those days in this Council Chamber, 
and there were some old war horses, and you will remember 
their names when I speak them, and it is with love. 
and affection that I do speak of them. There was John 
Fraser; I don’t know that many of you knew him at all. 
He was an expert on parliamentary law—when Mr. O’Kane 
was near him. There was Dave Barry (excuse these col- 
loquial names), who was about as hard a fighter on the 
Democratic end as I ever saw, and I saw most of them, 
including John Lee and a few others. Then there was Ned 
Jenkins; he was a candidate for office when I was here. 
Then there was Dick Sullivan; you remember Dick Sullivan. 
Then there was Tom Noonan. (Applause.) And what 
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those gentlemen couldn’t find to say about the Republican 
party, Republican measures and Republican men wasn’t 
worth printing! (Laughter.) We had very strange times 
here. I was elected for the first, last and only time in my 
life by a Democratic majority to anything. I don’t think 
that it was very popular for a time, but they had to take 
things as they were and make the best of them. And it 
seems to me those were the good old days, when we didn’t 
have any $6 dinners—not at all. The limit was $1 if a man 
attended the committee meeting. And I remember one 
member had every day but Sunday during the year a lunch 
at the expense of Boston and therefore, of course, attended 
the committee meetings. (Laughter.) The committees were 
very full—of food—in those days, and as for the attendance 
—well, you perhaps might find them round the hall, but I 
think they must have held some of their meetings in restaurants 
adjoining the City Hall or thereabouts. But with all our 
fighting, with all our differences, with all our bitter words, 
I can say this from my experience, not only here, but in 
the aldermen,—I don’t know that I ever made an enemy, 
not one, that I ever knew or heard of, in the city govern- 
ment of Boston. And that is saying a good deal, because 
I wasn’t a very mild spoken man when some of these other 
gentlemen were talking on the other side. We always got 
along afterwards; we talked harsh, we talked rugged, and 
then we were friends forever afterwards. The only ripple 
that I remember on my little stream was that I didn’t approve 
a bill calling for $10 for the use of a hack from City Hall to 
what was then the United States Court on Temple place. 
I thought that was then a short haul for a long bill. The 
member said it took place on Sunday and it was for some of 
his constituents. He has been my friend ever since, but 
the hackman has not spoken to me from that day to this. 
Never mind what we think of this to-night, we have got the 
same duty as we had before we changed. Our duty is to be 
good citizens, doing what we think to be right and honest 
for the City of Boston. Let us do the same thing after the 
change; it may be right and it may be wrong, but let us make 
the best of it. There is no use of crying about what has 
gone before when the thing is established for the future; 
stand up to it, do the best you can for it. The Common 
Council of 1909 is dead. Long live the new Council. Thank 
you. (Applause.) ;

Broruer Merns.—lI gratefully acknowledge the receipt of your invita- 
tion to be present at the last meeting of the Common Council this evening, 
and regret, as already explained to you, that an engagement, from which 
I now cannot escape, forbids my acceptance. 

It is indeed fitting, as stated in your invitation, that a meeting appro- 
priate to the occasion should be held to mark the passing of this historic 
body, and I gladly comply with your request to write you this letter to 
be read to the meeting. 

The report of the committee which framed the first Boston charter, 
devised by some of the wisest men who have lived in the city, made the 
best provisions for a city government of efficiency and power, namely, 
a board of selectmen, whether called aldermen or commissioners, to do 
the business of the city, and a large council to stand in the shoes of the 
town meeting and to do the work which the town meeting does in town 
government. Unfortunately, the charter was amended in its provisions 
for the Mayor and aldermen so that these were given not only the execu- 
tive functions of selectmen but were made a second legislative board 
with a negative upon the action of the Common Council. The evil of this 
mistake was intensified when subsequently the Mayor was given the veto 
power and was separated from the aldermen as a distinct official. 

This arrangement of two legislative bodies, each with a negative upon 
the other, and of a Mayor, with a veto upon their action, is an anomaly 
and is unknown elsewhere. In fact, in Europe it would be considered 
absurd to establish a council and then establish another power separate 
and distinct. The cities of Europe are controlled by a council, the mayor 
either being a paid official chosen by it as in Germany, like the president 
of a corporation here, or the chairman of the council as in Great Britain. 
British, French, Italian and German councils wield all the powers of the 
city and these cities are well governed. 

In a city, as in every other enterprise which is to succeed, there must 
be one central authority, and this authority must be full and absolute. 
If we really believe in democratic principles there can be only one body 
which should be clothed with such authority, and this is the body elected 
to represent the people, the Council. It should be a large council so as to 
secure representation and greater freedom from machine domination and 
corrupt control. The civilized world elsewhere adopts a legislative body 
of considerable size for its city governments. Glasgow has 77 councilmen, 
Manchester 124, Liverpool 134, London 137, Berlin 126 and Breslau 100. 
No one ever has questioned the efficiency of these governments. 
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It is idle to complain of the quality of the men who within recent years 
have served in the Common Council of Boston. Much of this complaint 
is without foundation. The very men who serve in the Common Council 
are those who later generally serve in the Legislature, and the mere change 
from School street to Beacon street does not in itself make them more 
capable. If we are not able always to get large men to serve in the Council, 
it is because they have so little responsibility that able men have no desire 
to serve. Experience has shown that when power and responsibility are 
taken away from representative assemblies the quality of the represen- 
tatives deteriorates, and that, on the other hand, when the people’s repre- 
sentatives are vested with real and effective power good government 
follows. If we want great men we must give to them great duties, and 
experience shows that then it always is possible to find them. 

The solution of the problem of the city government in the United States 
can be accomplished best by democratic methods and by making the 
government the expression of local policy. Schemes without number 
have been brought forward to remove the admitted evils of our present 
complicated systems and if at first they succeed, nevertheless they all so 
far finally have failed, and their failure is inevitable because of the limita- 
tions they impose upon full control by the people, and sooner or later this 
breeds discontent and legislative interference. While, then, it is not 
probable that the Common Council in its present form will again become 
a part of the city government, I am strongly of the impression that, after 
trial of the new scheme of an absolute Mayor and a small commission, 
we shall revert to the principles upon which our nation is founded and 
establish once more a representative body by the people. .

(Applause.) : 

The Cuatr. Gentlemen and guests, the next speaker whom 
‘it will be my pleasure to present has already really been 
introduced to you by ex-President Allen. It is true that not 
all the older members are Republicans, and I am pleased to 
present at this time ex-President David F. Barry. (Applause.) 

Mr. Barry. Mr. President, members of the City Council, 
Mr. Mayor, it is with a great deal of pleasure that I accepted 
the invitation to be here to-night, and my mind wanders 
back to the night when I was elected to this body, in 1879. 
When I came over those stairs to come up into this hall to 
get the returns for mayor I was a mere stripling. I did not 
weigh at the outside over 130 pounds, and well I remember 
the remarks made when I came up here, “‘ Look at the kid!” 
(Laughter.) That was thirty-one years ago. Gentlemen, it 
is a long time. I have spent some very pleasant evenings in 
this Chamber. It has been an education to me. I was unable 
to get what I would have liked in the way of education when 
I was a boy, losing my parents before I was eleven years of 
age. There were no night schools in those days; there was 
no appropriation made for that purpose from the taxes. What 
little education I received after that I received in the Rey. 
Henry Morgan’s night school in the South End, where there 
were about 400 boys; and it is not out of place for me to say 


here now that out of those 400 boys — while he was a Protes- 
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tant minister —nearly 350 were Catholics. I have always 
said, and say to this day, that if there is a place known as 
Heaven — and I believe there is — if the Rev. Henry Morgan 
- has not gone there, there will be but little chance for me, in 
view of the good he did for the poor boys of Boston in those 
days. (Applause.) I well remember this’ Chamber being 
crowded when I was elected President of the Council, and 
my old friend Alvah Peters came to me and said, “Mr. Presi- 
dent, we have a gentleman outside who would like to get in, 
the Rev. Mr. Morgan. I have used every chair I can get that 
is available.” The Chamber was packed — galleries, entries, 
hallways and floor space. I said “Alvah, isn’t there any 
chair left in the President’s room?” He said, “No; only 
your swivel chair at the desk.” I said, “‘Alvah, bring that 
chair in and bring the Rev. Henry Morgan in. I want to have 
him seated upon this platform.” As I look back in memory 
to-night I can see the Rev. Henry Morgan coming into the 
Chamber —a man about 6 feet 3 inches in height, and I 
don’t believe he weighed 175 pounds. When he came up I 
offered him the seat, and he said, “No, I will be leaving here 
shortly.” He reached out and shook hands with me, and said, 
“Thank God, I have lived long enough to see one of my night 
school boys the third highest officer in Boston.” Gentlemen, 
he meant it from the bottom of his heart. (Applause.) It was 
an education for me to enter political life, coming to this 
Common Council, and I regret very much that the Common 
Council is not to exist under the new charter. But, gentle- 
men, I will predict that inside of five years — and probably 
in less time — I believe a good deal less time — there will be 
a change in the present method, and we will again see two 
bodies, one of which, though perhaps known under another 
name, will be practically what the Common Council is to-day. 
I have myself witnessed some of the largest improvements in 
this city in my early days. For instance, we had the improved 
sewerage system. In those days the sewage all drained 
into the different docks. Those docks had to be cleaned out 
about twice a year to get rid of the residue of mud and filth. 
I remember well when they built the improved sewerage 
system. I remember Mr. Wightman saying to me — and, 
by the way, he lived in the district that I lived in — “ David, 
{ hope to live long enough to see the improved sewerage 
completed.” I was then a member of the committee. And 
he did. He lived for about a year after it was completed. 
We have had many, many great improvements. I remember 
the appropriation for the City Hospital in those days. They 
then had only about 250 or possibly 300 patients. ‘To-night 
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there are probably 1,000 souls under that roof. The appro- 
priation in those days amounted to from about $100,000 to 
$175,000, and to-day the city makes that appropriation an 
annual appropriation of $500,000 for maintenance. So you see 
that Boston has grown to bea great, big city. What would 
happen to-day if the Mayor of Boston should die within a 
week or ten days? It would be a very serious matter. The 
Mayor would have to be one out of ten men. What would 
transpire if you got a man there who was not the proper man 
and had to have him until an election could be held? I say 
it isa great mistake. I cannot understand why an intelligent 
Legislature, and intelligent people, in a case where the City 
of Boston is paying from 35 to 37 per cent of the total expense 
of this state, should permit either of those plans to go through 
—why, if it felt that it must present something, it should 
not have formulated one bill and submitted it to the people 
for acceptance or rejection. I cannot understand why they 
submitted the thing to the people of Boston in the way they 
did, compelling them to accept one of two plans, neither one 
- of them fit to present to the taxpayers of this city. 
(Applause.) Gentlemen, I have probably taken up too much 
of your time. I simply want to say in closing that I shall 
always have pleasant recollections of this body. It has been 
my teacher. It taught me that I must educate myself, and 
I did. I worked nights as hard as any man ever worked 
swinging a sledge, working to get what training I could. I 
had no opportunity to go to college, had nobody to assist 
me. I had to depend upon myself; and, gentlemen, as I say, 
the memories of this hall are pleasant to me. I shall always 
remember it. I remember that it gave me my start in life, 
taught me to know what was right, taught me to understand 
my native city and to know its wants and its people. I thank 
you very kindly. (Applause.) 

The Carr. Gentlemen, we have present this evening as 
another guest one who is obliged to leave very shortly because 
of another engagement; and without further introduction — 
for as a matter of fact he needs none to a Boston audience 
— Iam pleased to call upon a past member of this Council, 
who served in the year 1897 and who now sits in his old seat, 
Hon. William T. A. Fitzgerald. (Applause.) 

Mr. Firzaeratp. Mr. Chairman, fellow members of the 
Council, I came here under cover of darkness, quietly, expect- 
ing to get away in a few moments and not knowing that I was 
going to be called upon. But I saw my old friend Ned Leary 
standing up and whispering to the President, and I expected 
something. (Laughter.) Asa matter of fact, I left a meeting 
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about fifteen minutes ago in a neighboring hall. I introduced 
a gentleman who is speaking to-night, giving an illustrated 
lecture, and while the lights were out I slid down here, and 
I have got to be back there at about half past nine to dismiss 
the audience. I thought I would come here and would get 
back there without anybody taking notice of me. Of course, 
I am glad to be back here in the old hall. It brings to my 
mind old memories. I am still a young man, as young as 
any man in this hall, but it is thirteen years since I was in 
this Chamber before, and as I see around the hall some of my 
former associates I think I must be getting old — although I 
don’t believe it! Isee across from me ex-Councilman Kinney, 
who had some very bitter fights with me thirteen years ago, 
and his son is a member of the present Common Council. 
(Applause.) My son is not old enough to be a member of 
the present Common Council, and I am sorry to say that, 
by reason of the recent vote of the people and by reason of 
the act of the Legislature, he probably never will be a member 
of the Common Council — for which I am very, very sorry. 
Some of the most pleasant recollections of my life are those 
of the years I spent here. I never missed a meeting of the 
Common Council. I remember that I was appointed chair- 
man of the Committee on Legislative Affairs, and when we 
tackled a committee of the Legislature no one ever felt bigger 
than I felt. I went up and presented the case of the Council 
and attacked the then Mayor, Josiah Quincy, for what I then 
thought were his high-handed and. haughty methods. Of 
course, what I then wanted was not granted, but still I was 
fighting for a cause. I was associated here with Timothy L. 
Connolly, who was chosen the following year President of 
the Council. Among the members of this body have been 
many who have achieved fame in the Board of Aldermen, 
the Massachusetts House and Senate and the halls of Congress. 
It was a great education to be a member of this body, and I 
know I never tackled any subject with as much sincerity 
and vigor as I did when a member of the body. Any wrong 
that I thought should be righted I tried to right, and when 
I couldn’t do it myself Joe O’ Kane helped me out. (Applause.) 
I was interested to-day in looking through the City Council 
minutes to see about some of the things I spoke upon. I did 
not know that I had spoken upon so many, and I did not know 
that I had had so many fights; but as I looked along the line 
and saw the men I had fought with I realized how many of 
them had made a success. I remember that directly back 
of me sat George Holden Tinkham, who at that time wore 
long Dundreary whiskers, and he only said, “ Yes,’ or “ No,” 
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when the time came for him to vote. In front sat Mr. Cadigan 
of Ward 15, who did not like the way in which George said 
“Yes” or “No,” and several times I saved George’s life, 
because Cadigan was going to hurl a bottle of ink at him 
because of the way he uttered those words. (Laughter.) I 
understand that the following year nobody talked but George. 
(Laughter.) He found his voice and was a great reformer. 
I was glad to hear the last portion of the remarks of the most 
wonderful man in America, ex-Mayor Thomas N. Hart. 
(Applause.) I don’t know how many years old he is, but he 
is over fourscore, and I have seen him walking along the Com- 
mon, and have walked behind him, and have admired him. 
I saw him to-day in the Registry of Deeds, where I preside, 
passing papers, and nobody would think he was not as young 
as any man present. I wish to say that I am very, very sorry 
for the action taken by the recent Legislature, submitting 
to us a bogus referendum. If anything was ever submitted 
to the people under false pretences it was the referendum, 
so called, submitted to us. I do not understand, gentlemen, 
how any intelligent people could have selected Plan 2 in 
preference to Plan 1, although neither was perfect. I am 
a very strong believer in district representation. I don’t 
care whether you have three, two or one from a district, I 
think the districts should have representation. The people 
of this city are cosmopolitan, and we should have at least 
one representative from each district, and I think we would 
get much better results if we had even one man from a ward 
than we ever can get under the present system of nine for the 
whole city. While this year it may work out fairly well, 
certain great districts are without representation, and next 
year, or in years to come, all the members of the City Council 
may be from one section of the city. I think it is a very bad 
thing to have all the councilmen from the Back Bay, all from 
the South Cove or all from South Boston. I do believe in 
the people, and believe that each section of the city is entitled 
to representation. It worked well for eighty-eight years and 
it would have worked well for a good many years in the future. 
But, gentlemen, the will of the people must be done, and 
we must abide by the will of the people and stand by the City 
of Boston. I don’t know what was said before I came in, 
but if nothing has been said along this line I would suggest 
that there should be formed an association of the former 
Common Councilmen of the City of Boston. There are a 
good many old-timers, like ex-Mayor Hart, Dave Barry, and 
a good many of the younger men, and while there is life in 
them there should be a Common Council to perpetuate the 
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pleasant memories of this body and the good it has done to 
the city. I know I am much better for having served here. 
I know that with my experience in the Common Council I 
was much better qualified for my six years in the Legislature, 
three in the House of Representatives and three in the Senate, 
than those who came from various ranks in life and who had 
never had any parliamentary training or any such experience 
as went with membership in this body. A great many men 
in the earlier days would not go to the Common Council. They 
felt that it was not quite high enough for them. I was glad 
to start at the bottom of the ladder, and other men have been 
glad to start there. It has afforded a magnificent training. 
I remember that at a recent meeting of the City Club, where 
I was assigned to speak for Plan 1, I assigned as one of the 
reasons in favor of it as compared with Plan 2 the fact that it 
gave the young man going into public life a magnificent 
opportunity to become familiar with public questions. Pro- 
fessor Munroe of Harvard College did not like that suggestion. 
He thought that the people of Boston should not have to 
pay for a debating society or a training school. But, gentle- 
men, I tell you I think it is much better to give the young 
men in Boston an opportunity to be discovered. They will 
not in the future have the opportunity to be discovered that 
they did have under the Common Council system. In the 
last analysis, in the future, what chance will the young men 
in the various districts of the city have to be discovered, to 
prove their worth, when only three men are elected each year? 
Why, a strong political leader will be able to pick out the 
three men who will serve his interests best, and no man who 
is willing to serve the city, who has merit and qualifications, 
will be as able to show that merit and those qualifications 
as he might do to-day under the Common Council system, 
under which he has been able to serve one, two or three years 
in this body and show his worth. The Common Council has 
not lived in vain. It has had a magnificent history, and, 
gentlemen, I feel that the time will come — as it oftentimes 
comes when one has gone — when more will be thought of it. 
When the Common Council has passed into history I feel that 
posterity will be glad to give to the Common Council its due. 
It has been a magnificent institution, and if an association 
of the former Common Councilmen of Boston is formed I 
want those who have it in charge to count me in, and [| will 
be present at the meetings of the association as often as I can. _ 
(Applause. )

The CHatr. Gentlemen, it is, of cotirse, extremely grati- 
fying to everyone present this evening that we have been able 
to have with us so many of the older members, and particu- 
larly the ex-Presidents of this body. The gentleman whom 
I am now about to have the pleasure to present served as-a 
member of this Council in the years 1882 and 1883, and as 
President during the latter year,—ex-President Godfrey 
Morse. (Applause.) 

Mr. Morse. Mr. President, gentlemen of the Common 
Council and invited guests, Iam a great deal in the position 
of my friend and successor, Mr. Allen. I came here to listen, 
not to make a speech, but I find the penalty of coming is to 
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be called upon to say something. A great many thoughts 
enter my mind as I look round these walls, see these familiar 
scenes, and see but few familiar faces. I enjoyed my service 
of two years as a member of the Common Council as I have 
enjoyed nothing else in my life. I believe there is no greater 
satisfaction, no greater pleasure can come to any human 
being than service to others, service to the community, ser- 
vice to our neighbor, doing something for somebody for the 
general good, and in that respect I never enjoyed two years 
of service as much as I did the two years that I served in the 
Common Council. One who has served in this body naturally, 
from the very fact of his service, feels keenly the act of the 
Legislature in abolishing this body. To me it means that the 
Legislature in Massachusetts has lost confidence in the democ- 
racy,— in the people governing themselves. They have taken 
away from the people their representation. It may be that 
I am a little old-fashioned, and cling to old theories and old 
methods, but, as a Democrat, I have always believed in the 
people, and I believe the people know best how to govern 
themselves. Your chairman, in opening, mentioned a great 
many names of men of distinction who took their first lessons 
in public life in this body. Five successful governors; two 
chief justices of the Commonwealth,— John Tyler Bigelow 
and Walbridge A. Field; a judge of the United States Circuit 
Court; judges of the Superior Court; judges of the Municipal 
Court; members of Congress; and even the famous Martin 
Milmore, the sculptor, once sat as an official in this hall. I 
was impressed a great deal by what Mr. Fitzgerald said as 
to the benefit that comes to the city from so many men serv- 
ing. Now, hereafter, the city government will consist of 
ten men, nine councilmen and a mayor, a mayor chosen once 
in four years, with a right of recall, and three councilmen to 
be chosen every year,— three men out of a community of 
600,000. What opportunity is there for training any number 
of men to take those three places annually? What experience 
will any man have prior to being called upon to serve? None. 
Here, at least, amongst seventy different men, was a training 
school for the higher duties of civic officers. Here, at least, 
could be learned that which is essential for the better conduct 
of the affairs of the city. Gentlemen, I do not know whether 
to rejoice or whether to feel sorry, but I believe with Mayor 
Hart — God bless him!—that we must have faith in the 
people, and that as the will of the majority rules in a republic, 
and as the majority has decided on this new form of govern- 
ment, it is more incumbent upon us, and upon you who 
once have taken the oath of office to serve the city, to help 
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with might and main the new form of government which has 
been adopted, and let us all pray that it will be a success. 
(Applause. ) j 

The CuHatr. Gentlemen of the Council, we have all listened 
with attention and with sympathy to the sentiments that 
have been expressed by the guests of the evening. We would 
not have it believed, however, that the Common Council of 
1909, the last Council though it be, is entirely devoid of those 
who can speak for themselves, and who also hold very decided 
views upon some of the subjects which have been touched 
upon to-night; and, while there are several other past mem- 
bers whom I trust I shall have the pleasure of calling upon 
this evening, I feel that it is perhaps permissible at this time 
to call for a few brief remarks upon our own councilman, 
William 8. Kinney of Ward 10. (Applause.) 

Mr. Kinney of Ward 10. Mr. President, fellow members 
of the Council and invited guests, we assemble to-night at 
the last meeting of the last Common Council of the City of 
Boston. When we shall have departed from this Chamber 
to-night the Council will have passed into history. Boston 
was first incorporated as a city in 1822, and at that time it 
adopted a bicameral system of government consisting of a 
Board of Aldermen and a Common Council, and that system 
of government has been preserved from that time until to- 
night, making a period of more than three-quarters of a 
century during which this Council has existed. Of late we 
have been passing through an age of unrest; the agitator has 
been abroad; and after a campaign ostensibly in the interest 
of good government, but in which personal ambition biased 
the opinions of those who made the change, this system has 
been abolished. It is therefore eminently fitting to-night that 
we, the members of this Council, should have called this meet- 
ing and by a recitation of the real facts refute the ill-conceived 
and flimsy arguments of the calumniators of.this body and 
demonstrate conclusively to the people of Boston the real 
worth which this body has been to the city. As one glances 
at the municipal register and looks over the long line of emi- 
nent men who have served in this body, we strike the names 
of eminent gentlemen who have been mentioned by pre- 
vious speakers to-night. This body has contributed five 
governors to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts,— Henry 
P. Gardner, Alexander H. Rice, J.Q. A. Brackett, the lamented 
Roger Wolcott. and John L. Bates. There is now serving 
in the Cabinet of the United States as the present Secretary 
of the Navy an ex-member, the Hon. George von L. Meyer. We 
have contributed, as has been said, two chief justices to the 
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Massachusetts Supreme Court, and the City of Boston has 
seen fit to elect to higher office three men from this body to 
the Mayor’s chair,— Josiah Quincy, Thomas Norton Hart, 
who is with us to-night, and the present Mayor-elect, the 
Hon. John F. Fitzgerald. Prominent merchants have sat 
in this Chamber, among whom might be mentioned as notable 
examples Benjamin F. Stevens, president of the New England 
Mutual Life Insurance Company, Francis H. Peabody, of the 
firm of Kidder, Pedbody and Company, Moses Richardson 
and William M. Osborne, bankers, and William T. Van 
Nostrand. Right in our own time now we have such distin- 
guished men as the Hon. William T. A. Fitzgerald, who was 
present to-night and addressed us, and many others now 
serving the state and nation in high office. Gentlemen, if 
this Council had done nothing more than prepare for higher 
service such honorable men as those whose names adorn the 
record of this body, it would have more than justified its 
existence. But the Council has a long and honorable record 
in the administration of the city’s finances, of which it 1s 
justly proud. A statistical table has been prepared by an 
eminent member of the present council covering the expend- 
itures of the City of Boston for the last twelve years. During 
that time the city has issued for permanent improvements 
$82,000,000 in bonds. Of that $82,000,000 the City Council, 
on its own initiative, is responsible for only $20,000,000. 
The rest of the indebtedness has been imposed upon the citi- 
zens of Boston by the Legislature, or by petition to the Legis- 
lature by some citizen or mayor of the city. Add to that 
$82,000,000 of indebtedness $39,000,000 more, representing 
our interest in the metropolitan debt, and you have 
$112,000,000, of which the City Council is only responsible 
for $20,000,000. So it is conclusively demonstrated that if 
Boston’s tax rate has been increased ,— if the bonded indebted- 
ness of this city has been increased,— it has been not through 
misconduct or misappropriation on the part of the people’s 
duly constituted representatives, but on the part of the 
Massachusetts Legislature. Now, gentlemen, the new charter 
has made material changes in the distribution of power. 
Under the first charter, in 1822, both the executive and the 
legislative functions of the city government were vested in 
the City Council. The Mayor was merely a presiding officer, 
without virile power. In 1854 an amendment was made 
which gave him a partial veto. In 1884 a citizen’s committee 
was formed, by action of the City Council, to make recom- 
mendations tending to a revision of the city charter. That 
committee made such a radical report that the Council failed 
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to act upon it. By the next year there had been a civic 
awakening and that committee made its report to the Legisla- 
ture, and thereupon the Legislature passed the acts which 
have since been known as the charter amendments of 1885. 
By those acts the Legislature took all of the executive func- 
tions and some legislative functions of the city government 
from the Council and vested them in the office of the Mayor. 
Since that time the efficiency of the City Council of Boston 
has decreased, and, if we are to judge the future by the past, 
the efficiency of the City Council of Boston will continue to 
decrease until such time as the people shall revest in the City 
Council strong, virile powers both executive and legislative. 
The commission which recently investigated existing con- 
ditions made the following synopsis of their report — that 
since 1885 the powers of the City Council of Boston had been 
so diminished as to destroy their importance, but that the 
mayors of Boston had a great and unchecked power which 
some of them had used to the great detriment of the City of 
Boston. In view of all these facts, while, as good citizens, 
we will do our part to co-operate in making the new charter 
a success, we cannot restrain ourselves from suggesting that 
a system of government which deprives the city of an ade- 
quately representative chamber, which is so far removed 
from those principles of government on which our state and 
nation is founded, will not prove a success in an American 
municipality. So, gentlemen, when we give up our offices 
and surrender them into the hands of the people,as we shall 
do to-night, we are conscious of a great pride in having served 
in this Chamber and in this honorable body, and we leave 
as our closing recommendation to the citizens of Boston that 
in the event that the new system of government which they 
have adopted shall prove a failure, they shall return to a 
system of government which shall give Boston a large, repre- 
sentative, virile City Council, to the end that government 
of the people, for the people and by the people may be pre- 
served in this grand old city. (Applause.) 

The Carr. Gentlemen, while the hour is growing some- 
what late, it becomes my pleasure to call for a few words upon 
one who served for three years as a member of this Council, 
and who since then has achieved great distinction in the 
financial circles of the City of Boston,— Mr. A. C. Ratshesky. 
(Applause.) 

Mr. Rarsuesky. Mr. President and gentlemen of the 
Common Council, without any excuses for speaking, I want 
to tell you that I am delighted to be here to-night to renew 
my acquaintance with this grand room in which I have spent 
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so many pleasant hours of my life. I served here for three 
years, perhaps when some of the present members were very 
young in years — twenty years ago. It is a long time for 
me, but I tell you that the good I derived from being a member 
here I have never stopped appreciating. I have spoken of 
it many and many a time. If I have succeeded in life to any 
extent, I thank my experience of three years in the Common 
Council for a goodly portion of that success. It gave me. an 
insight into men’s character, disposition, earnestness and 
vigor that I have never witnessed in any other body with 
which I have been associated since. As I look around me 
and think of the few men who sat in this first division in one 
of the years that I had the honor to serve here, and as I think 
of those men at the present time, I can assure you that the 
memory is an inspiring one. In the first seat was a man who 
was loved for his honest manhood, a man with practically 
no education, a poor boy when he came to this country, 
but a man who died in the hearts of the citizens, because he 
served the people so well,— Isaac Rosnosky. You may all 
of you remember him because of his sincere charitable work, 
with which I was personally familiar. He did much good, 
and his memory [I shall always respect. Next to him sat no 
less a person than the one who has been referred to here 
several times to-night, the Hon. George L. von Meyer, a man 
who, not unlike Senator Tinkham, in his first year here hardly 
spoke a word but “Yes” or “No. But when you think of 
the record he has made in this country, you will not wonder 
at my thoughts when I say again that I am always proud 
to refer to my membership in this Common Council. | Just 
beyond him, in the next seat to the last in this front row, sat 
one of the most genial men imaginable, perhaps known to 
many of you, certainly to the older men, a man who has 
since died, who became a congressman of the United States, 
a man whom we all loved at that time and of whose memory 
we think very, very often. As I remember, in the third seat 
—I am simply now thinking at random of the men who 
were here in one year, so you can see the class of men who 
served in the Council in one year — was a man who occupies 
a responsible position in the city to-day, the Election Com- 


‘missioner, Mr. Burlen; and as I look over to the left of the 


room I find in the last seat in section four, in the fourth divi- 
sion, Judge Lowell, of the United States Circuit Court. If 
ever a true gentleman lived, one who at that time showed 
the manhood and humanity for which he is noted to-day, 
it was that gentleman who sat here, and his words of wisdom 
were always listened to by every member of this Council. 
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And so it goes on. Nor shall I forget or lose the privilege 
of telling you that in that very year we had here a gentleman 
whom you all know, Mr. John F. Fitzgerald (applause), who 
sat in the last row, the second seat, if my memory serves me 
right, from the end. And so it goes on. As I look into the 
second division, there sat the Hon. John L. Bates, the second 
seat from the end; and I see another man with whom you 
are all familiar and of whom you often hear, in the fourth 
seat in the second row, honest John Quinn. In the third 
row, the third or fourth seat, was our good old esteemed 
friend Tom Keenan. I often think of these men who sur- 
rounded me in those days during the three years I had the 
honor of serving in this body, and I shall always esteem it an 
honor to have served in this Council. As I look around me 
and think of the pleasant times I had here and of the good 
it did me, I thank God that I had that privilege. A great deal 
has been said about different forms of government, pro and 
con — not very much pro here, mostly “con” (laughter) — 
and I am not going to enter into the question of whether or 
not the benefits that have in the past been given to the city 
by the present City Council may inure to future City Councils. 
I have the honor at the present time of personally being a 
member of a small city government, a commission of the city 
of Chelsea. I have nothing but words of praise to echo for 
the work that that commission has done for that city. I 
believe that good work will come to our city from the incom- 
ing city government. I don’t wish you gentlemen to mis- 
understand me in my position— that I was an advocate of Plan 
1 and not of Plan 2. Good comes from all, whether a large 
body or a small body. Whether it is Plan 2 or Plan 1 good is 
coming from it. Our city is going on just the same, and we 
are going to have a good city. Every gentleman, every per- 
son who has ever served in this Council, I know, feels in his 
heart the same for our old City of Boston, whether it is 
governed by eighty-eight men or by.nine men. It makes no 
difference. You are going out of existence to-night, and I 
am going out with you. I have always been proud of this 
body; I have always spoken of it in the highest terms. I 
have always felt that it was a great benefit to the City of 
Boston. But still, gentlemen, I am going out with you, and 
will simply say this, that we are all for this city of ours 
whether it is governed by eighty-eight men or twelve men. 
I thank you, Mr. President and gentlemen, for giving me this 
opportunity to speak. (Applause.) 

(Mayor-elect Hon. John F. Fitzgerald entered the room at 
this point, and was greeted with great applause.) 
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The CHartr. Gentlemen one of the younger men, and one 
of the most uniformly persistent and finally successful men 
in our public life, and the only representative of the state 
government present to-night, will, I doubt not, be glad to 
briefly address this assemblage. I am pleased to present 
Councillor William F. Murray. (Applause.) 

Mr. Murray. Mr. President, Mr. Mayor, ladies and gentle- 
men: I am delighted, of course, to be here, but I have some 
misgivings about undertaking to measure up to the introduc- 
tion of the President as the only representative of the state 
government that is present, because there have been several 
things said this evening that have not reflected entirely to 
the credit of the state government of 1909. I desire to say 
at the very beginning that I was not a member of that state 
government, and I think if I had been an adviser of the 
Governor in 1909 I would have gone to the front, Mr. Presi- 
dent and gentlemen, to advise him not to sign the charter 
bill that was passed by that Legislature. Of course this is 
not the time to discuss the wisdom or lack of wisdom of the 
Legislature. I am mindful that the members of the Boston 
Common Council in my day, and in every day, I believe, 
were Boston boys who had caught the spirit of Boston and 
who loved liberty, and I think that the definition which is 
high on the courthouse of the Commonwealth at Worcester, 
that obedience to law is liberty, is one of the finest defini- 
tions that mind has ever conceived. Obedience to law is 
liberty, and as men who love liberty we are obedient to the 
law of 1909 which radically changed the character of Boston’s 
government. I could not help thinking as I sat here to-night 
of the very first day that I served in the Council in 1904. 
Inauguration day was a few days after a terrible fire which 
happened in a theater in the city of Chicago, and so great 
was the agitation for fire escapes and fire devices to protect 
human life and property that on that very inauguration day 
an ordinance was introduced and adopted to provide that 
every theater in the city should have plainly marked places 
for fire exits. An ordinance was also introduced on that day 
to provide that no person — an actor or any other person — 
should be permitted to smoke a lighted cigar, cigarette or 
pipe on the stage of a Boston theater. I was at a theater 
last night, and I could not help thinking how different it is 
to-day. Smoking on the stage is quite the accepted thing; 
smoking in the theaters —in some theaters in the city — is 
permitted now; but at that time, in January, 1904, if such a 
thing had been done there would have been a terrible clamor 
about it. That is simply one example of the way in which 
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the radical action resulting from public outcry is followed 
by the inevitable reaction. I believe that the wiping away of 
the City Council of Boston was largely due to a clamor for 
reform. I remember that the slogan was for Plan 2, ‘‘The 
people against the bosses,’’ but I am sure that if the eloquent 
speech of Councilman Kinney had been made once in every 
ward in the City of Boston that alone would have put that 
proposition in a very different light to the people, and I 
believe the people of this city would have had a very different 
estimate of the worth of the Common Council. I believe 
that the popular clamor which caused the legislation in 1904 
against fires and against smoking and against that sort of 
thing will swing backward even as that clamor did, and that 
there will come a time again in our history when there will 
be a council which will be more nearly representative of the 
popular will of our city. Of course the Council of 1904 and 
1905 is so fresh in the minds of all of you that I don’t need 
to tell you anything of the men who composed that body. 
There were college men who did not understand the point 
of view of the other fellows, and there were “gang” men, if 
you will, who did not understand the point of view of the 
college fellows. And you may imagine my very great diffi- 
culty, still an undergraduate at Harvard, who came to the 
Council not through the auspices of the political organization 
in my ward, but rather against the wishes of that organiza- 
tion, not entirely understood by the organization fellows and 
quite entirely misunderstood by the college fellows of an 
older generation. But pretty soon we adjusted ourselves 
each to the others, and we came in here and did our work. 
We tried to measure up to the best traditions of the history 
of Boston and we tried to catch the spirit of Boston’s institu- 
tions. And if I say that we had some measure of suc- 
cess, it 1s not in the spirit of boastfulness but rather in 
the spirit of sincere tribute to the work of the people’s body 
— the Common Council of Boston. (Applause.) 

The CHAIRMAN. Gentlemen of the Council, four ex-pres- 
idents of this body have exhibited sufficient interest in this 
final meeting to favor us with their presence to-night. I am 
pleased to introduce to you now ex-President Timothy L. 
Connolly. (Applause.) 

Mr. Connotiy. Mr. Chairman, Mr. Mayor, ex-mayors and 
ex-presidents of the Common Council, I heard my friend 
William T. A. Fitzgerald say here this evening, as he looked 
about him, that he missed George Holden Tinkham’s whiskers, 
‘ —his red whiskers. As I look around me here to-night I 
miss Jerry Watson’s red lantern. (Laughter.) Jerry used to 
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criticise me when I was chairman of this body because I 
didn’t recognize him often enough. Jerry went to our friend 
Holden, of the newspaper staff, to the representative of the 
Traveler, and to my friend Kelly, and criticised me; but I 
assure you that a red lantern and red whiskers could not go 
through the Council at the same time. Jerry and I have 
become firm friends since that year. George Holden Tinkham 
and I were always friends. George Holden Tinkham was one 
of the best men I ever knew; he was a man who had a heart, 
and he was a man who had brains. And I recognized his 
ability when I was presiding officer in this Common Council, 
and I placed him on the Finance Committee; that is one of 
the reasons why Mr. Tinkham the following year commenced 
to talk in this Council, and proved himself to be a man of 
ability. I believe that the people of Boston have made a 
ereat mistake in taking away direct representation from the 
outlying districts of this great city. Nine men will never be 
able to take care of such districts as Roslindale, Dorchester 
and all the outlying sections of such a large city as the City 
of Boston. I have always believed that the condition of . 
affairs in this city lies not with the city government. I 
served in the city goverment for six years, and I was criti- 
cised as much as any man who ever sat in this body, but I 
defy any man to ever connect me with a single contract or 
with anything while I was a member of the city government, 
before or since. I have applied myself to my business, have 
observed affairs in this City of Boston, and at times I have 
been one of its heaviest taxpayers, and I had an interest 
in the people whom I represented. I believe to-day that the 
fault in the City of Boston lies not with the legislative branch, 
but it does lie with the financial kings of the City of Boston. 
I know one institution in the City of Boston with $30,000,000 
of deposits, which invested last year in mortgages in the City 
of Boston $55,000. I know of another institution in the 
City of Boston with $16,000,000 deposits and it invested 
$56,000 in the City of Boston. But I know for a fact that 
with two and three names on notes, backed up by collateral, 
they have invested millions. We have factories in the City 
of Boston lying idle to-day, and I believe with the proper 
financial backing they would employ thousands of men. The 
fault does not lie with the City Council of Boston. It hes in 
lack of financial backing of the real rich lifeblood that these 
financial kings are able to give to men who are willing and 
able to make Boston what it should be. I want to say to- 
night as I look around me and miss a good many of the old 
faces of men who sat here in this City Council that I believe 
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that before many years have passed we will be back here in 
this same old City Council, fighting not for ourselves but for 
some younger men who will take our place. And I want to 
say further, that I hope, from what I understood the pre- 
siding officer to say here to-night, that the 1909 Common 
Council will organize as a body. I would like to become a 
member of that organization, for I remember what Dave 
Barry said, ‘““Once a member of the Common Council always 
a member.” Gentlemen, I hope we will go out from here 
to-night and back up our incoming Mayor as business men, 
and not criticise him, and make Boston what it should be — 
one of the greatest cities in the world. (Applause.) 

The Cuair: The spirit of this meeting has appealed not 
only to past members of this body but.as well to past officers. 
And to-night there is among our guests the predecessor of 
our own Ned Leary, a gentleman who bears the reputation 
of being able to recall with absolute accuracy every event 
and every instance that ever occurred in City Hall during 
his term of office. I have no doubt that he will live up to 
his reputation once again,— former City Messenger Alvah 
Peters. (Applause.) , 

Mr. Prerers. Mr. Chairman, members of the Common 
Council and invited guests, I came here this evening as a 
spectator, or an invited guest. I did not expect to be called 
upon to make any extended remarks. It certainly is grati- 
fying to me to see so many of my old friends sitting round 
here to-night. Amongst others is Mayor-elect Fitzgerald, 
ex-Mayor Hart and several past presidents of the Council as 
well as members. In looking around this Chamber to-night 
I see only one member of the Council who served as a member 
of the Council at the time I was City Messenger. I refer to 
my friend Mr. Allston, from Ward 10. (Applause.) I have 
spent many hours in this Chamber; I served in the capacity 
of City Messenger for twenty-four years, and four years 
previous to that as assistant messenger. I don’t know as 
there is more than one person in this room who has spent 
more hours in this Chamber than I have, and that is my 
friend Mr. O’ Kane, the present Clerk of the Common Council. 
I feel very glad to be with you on this occasion. As the hour 
is getting late, and there are other speakers, I do not know 
as I will make any further remarks. If I had known that I 
was to be ealled on no doubt I could have prepared many 
reminiscences during my term of office that no doubt would 
have been interesting to some of you. I thank you very 
much, gentlemen, for calling on me. (Applause.) 

The CHarr. Gentlemen, there is still another who has 
presided over the deliberations of this body, and who has 
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made it a particular point to come to this meeting to-night 
for a few moments. In the years 1899, 1900 and 1901 he 
had the reputation of occupying this chair with the utmost 
dignity and grace and with a profound knowledge of par- 
liamentary law. Iam pleased to present to you ex-President 
Daniel J. Kiley. 

Mr. Kitey. Mr. President and former associates in the 
city government,— because I see a number of them here 
to-night ,— Mr. Ex-Mayor, Mr. Mayor to be, and ladies and 
gentlemen,— I think now I have included everybody,— it is 
quite pleasant to be here to-night, and the only thing I regret 
now is that my arrival was rather late. I know that there 
have been some very pleasant things said here to-night as 
well as some very interesting things. It is true that I occu- 
pied the chair of the presiding officer here for three years, 
and perhaps those three years have been and will continue 
to be the most tempestuous years of my earthly career. 
(Laughter.) However, one of my weaknesses in life has been 
my fondness for excitement (laughter), and any man who 
loves excitement can always feel at home in what has been 
the people’s forum in this city during the past number of 
years that the Common Council in concurrence with the other 
body passed upon the important matters of city government. 
It is with some feelings of regret that I appear at the wake 
of the Common Council here to-night. (Laughter.) To-mor- 
row I suppose its earthly career will have ended and it will 
have passed into oblivion. Some of its men and some of its 
acts will live when its traducers have passed into oblivion. 
I have always believed that the Common Council was the 
most useful branch of the city government. It is true that 
a good many things happened here that perhaps were not 
all that they should have been. Many incidents have taken 
place here that some of us would like to have eliminated. 
But those are the incidents attending the deliberations of 
any large and popular assemblage. Disgraceful scenes have 
taken place in the House of Commons, in England; exciting 
episodes have taken place in the House of Representatives, 
in Washington, as well as in the Senate chamber,— and some 
exciting things have happened in the Common Council. 
(Laughter.) In the years 1899 and 1900, the financial year,— 
the first financial year during which I presided over this body, 
—the Common Council passed upon about fourteen and a 
half millions of dollars to meet the current expenses of the 
City of Boston. In the year just closed, in round numbers, 
the Common Council passed upon appropriations to meet 
current expenses of something over $18,000,000, showing in 
ten years an increase in the city’s current expense as passed 
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upon by this body — and that regardless of school expense — 
of approximately 33 per cent. Now I mention this because 
I want to draw a comparison. In the financial year 1899 
and 1900 the School Committee, then consisting of twenty- 
four members, appropriated something like $2,600,000 in 
round numbers for school expenses. The School Committee 
of 1909 and 1910, consisting of a smaller body,— five men, 
selected and controlled by the same men who are responsible 
for the abolition of the Common Council,— spent approxi- 
mately $4,200,000. So you can see that the current expenses 
of the city as passed upon by the Common Council and the 
Board of Aldermen increased 33 per cent during the last ten 
years, while the expenses of the School Department of the 
city — which now is controlled by a body of five of these 
eminent gentlemen, selected by the same class of citizens 
who do not believe in the existence of this body — have 
increased the expenses of the School Department a little more 
than 50 per cent. Now, then, that may be or may not be 
a fair comparison, but to me it is some reason and some argu- 
ment which favors the larger body as against the smaller 
body. The expenses of the School Department of the city 
have grown with leaps and bounds since the membership 
of that body was reduced from 25 to 5. All kinds of 
expensive fads have been introduced into the administra- 
tion of our school affairs, and the expenses of the city 
have been jumping accordingly. During the time, the ten 
years, that you have only increased your departmental 
expense 33 per cent, they have increased it 50 per cent. 
Now, I do not suppose it is fair that I should talk too 
long here to-night. In 1898 the Legislature of Massachusetts 
created the Board of Estimate and Apportionment. That 
took from this body the control of the finances of the city, 
giving to you and to the Board of Aldermen somewhat similar 
powers to those blank powers to be exercised by the City 
Council of 1910 — nothing but negative power, no affirmative 
power whatever, no power to create or originate whatever. 
And after the Board of Estimate and Apportionment was in 
existence for twelve months the same Governor who wrote 
his approval to the act creating the Board approved the act 
causing its repeal. I refer to the distinguished ex-Governor 
Wolcott. The same Legislature which repealed the act 
creating the Board of Estimate and Apportionment gave to 
this Council power to summon persons and send for papers, 
which power had not been enjoyed by this body or any of its 
committees since 1885, and which power, I think everybody 
will agree with me, has never been used, certainly has never 
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been abused. Now, then, a great many people have said that . 
the Common Council was nothing but a debating club for 
young men. Why, that is one reason why it should be pre- 
served. In the first place, the young man who comes into 
this body of argumentative tendency, the man who has 
belonged to the social or debating society, the man who 
wants to know about things, and the man who if he doesn’t 
understand gets up here and demands an explanation — he 
gives to the citizens at large the advantage of the publicity 
which all public acts ought to have. And the citizens of 
Boston, with the smaller chamber of nine men or five men, 
will be at the disadvantage of not knowing what is going 
on two-thirds of the time. Now, that always appealed to 
me as a strong reason why the Common Council was a bene- 
ficial body. It is with some feeling of regret that I join here 
to-night in the wake of the Common Council. It is with 
feelings of joy that I come here to-night and see my old 
friend ex-Mayor Hart, with whom I co-operated in 1900 and 
1901; to see my old associate Mr. O’Kane, whose advice and 
co-operation I always sought when a member of this body 
and when presiding officer. The six years of membership 
that I had in this body were years of great advantage, of 
great education to me, and years which formed association 
with men for whom I have the highest respect, some of whom 
have advanced into higher offices, some of whom have retired 
to private life, but all of whom I am very glad to call my 
friends. I do not know that I can say anything further 
to-night. Perhaps I am trespassing on the time that should 
be occupied by others, but in closing I presume that we ought 
to say of the Common Council as we might say of an individual, 
‘“Requiescat in pace.” (Applause.) 

The CuHarr. Any reunion of old Common Council associates 
would have been incomplete without a word from the former 
City Messenger, and likewise it would be incomplete without 
a word from the former Clerk of Committees, Mr. Hillard, 
whom I now call upon for a word of greeting. 

Mr. Hiztarp. Gentlemen, I did not expect to be called 
upon for any remarks, but sitting here I can hardly realize 
that it was in 1869 that I came into City Hall. I find that 
we here all seem, to be friends of the Common Council, and I 
certainly want to range myself on the side of the friends of 
this body. I have always believed in it, and I am old- 
fashioned enough to keep to that belief. I have seen a num- 
ber of Councils come and go, and I think I feel somewhat 
of a stranger here now; it is only the officials I recall when I 
was here and an Official of the government. I see Mr. Allston;

I know he was a member of the Council one or two years. 
I supported Plan 2 of the two presented. I have always 
believed in the Common Council, and I hope that at some 
future time we shall return to the form of government that 
we have had so many years and which has been so beneficial 
to the city in my opinion. I thank you. (Applause.) 

The CHarr. Now, gentlemen, all things have a beginning 
and an end. This meeting is exceptional in many ways, 
and is particularly exceptional in that it marks not only the 
close of the old but as well the beginning of the new. We are 
fortunate to-night in having with us an honored citizen who 
can speak from both standpoints — old and new. Iam pleased 
to present to you as the final speaker of the evening one who 
served in this body in 1892 and one who will serve as the 
next Mayor of Boston — Hon. John F. Fitzgerald. (The 
Council rose and applauded, and Councilman Burroughs called 
for three cheers for ‘‘Our next Mayor,” which were given.) 

Ex-Mayor FirzageraLtp. Mr. Chairman, members of the 
Common Council of 1909 and honored guests, I do not know 
when I have had more pleasant moments than in the past 
half hour, when I have been given the opportunity to listen 
to speeches by former members of this body. It seemed most 
appropriate when I came into the hall a short time ago to 
find one of my colleagues of the Council of 1892 with whom I 
crossed swords a great many times, Mr. Ratshesky, speaking 
right here in the front of the Chamber. It brought back the 
days when I occupied the seat in ““Murderers’ Row”’ there, 
No. 73, I think. (Laughter.) I remember when we were 
called to order how anxious we were to get the front seats, 
and how badly Tim Sullivan and myself felt when we both 
chose seats in the rear section and almost under the clock. 
But it was a lucky section, I think, for both him and me, 
because we had fairly good success with our orders all through 
the year. I think we achieved distinction for our districts 
in the matter of appropriations and loans, and I was rewarded 
with a promotion to the Massachusetts Senate. I have never 
forgotten those days. I think the people of Boston will 
always look back with a great deal of pleasure and satisfaction 
when a calm review of the legislative record of its Common 
Council is put before the citizens, if it is ever written by some 
historian; and I hope it will be, because I think no body of 
public men in the world, all things considered, have left a 
cleaner record than the Common Council of Boston. I speak 
not only of my own experience here in 1892, but I have kept 
closely in touch with the politics of the city for years since 
then, and while I was in the Mayor’s chair there wasn’t a 
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breath of a scandal connected with this body — not the 
breath of a scandal either in the matter of the appropriations 
or in the matter of loans. Well, of course we all must bow to 
the new order of things. Those of us who have had experi- 
ence in the larger Chamber, such as the Common Council, 
know from personal experience the good it accomplished for 
all the citizens of the city. We hope that no mistake has 
been made, and we are all going to work, and I know the citi- 
zens of Boston will work with me. I know the former members 
of the Common Council and those that are present here to- 
night will work with me for the best interests of the city, so 
as to get the best results from the new charter even if we do 
not believe that the change was a wise one. I think, 
all things considered, that Boston has had the best gov- 
ernment of the large cities in this country during fifty 
years. And the fact is that the people of Boston have better 
advantages at the present time, a better public service in 
practically every direction. I think that proves the case. 
It shows that somebody was watching and somebody had 
an interest in every activity of the people’s life here in order 
that those results should have been achieved. It is admitted 
that the poor in Boston have a better chance than the poor 
of any big city in the country. We spend more money for 
our hospital service; our poor here have better agencies in 
times of distress, not only at the City Hospital but in various 
local agencies distributed throughout the city. Those who 
are compelled by circumstances to resort to the public insti- 
tutions — whether it is the one at Long Island, the one 
maintained for boys at Rainsford Island, the one maintained 
here in the Parental School or our insane institutions — know 
how well they are run. There never has been a scandal of 
any kind connected with those institutions; a minor disturb- 
ance here and there, and sometimes a little leak, but nothing 
of the kind that has characterized the administration of sim- 
ilar institutions in practically every big city in the country. 
Our park system, our system of schools, our playgrounds, 
our public libraries — those activities of city life that are near 
and dear and close to the people —are easily better man- 
aged in the City of Boston than in any of the other big cities 
in the woild. I think that is admitted by all students of the 
large municipalities. As I said a moment ago, I think it is 
due practically entirely to the public spirit of the men running 
those institutions. Thomas Jefferson said, “Eternal vigi- 
lance is the price of liberty,’ and eternal vigilance is the 
price of good government, and it seems to me that the care- 
fulness, the watchfulness and the jealous eye of members of 
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the city government from every section of the city, looking 
out for the interests of their constituents, has compelled that 
kind of service. I remember when I became a member of 
this body that we had no playground in the North End. I 
eraduated from the Boston Latin School, was a member of 
the baseball team and the football team, and we had no place 
to practice but on the cobblestones of Hanover street. And 
when I came to the Common Council here —Governor Bates 
was a member at that time, and assisted in getting the pro- 
ject through —I laid a proposition before the members of 
the body calling for the establishment of a playground in 
that section of the city. I could speak from personal experi- 
ence of my own school days in the Latin School, and there 
wasn’t any trouble in securing the support of Mr. Ratshesky, 
Governor Bates, John Flynn and dozens of other men whose 
names I could mention here to-night. That institution was 
established the first year that I was in the government, and 
the money appropriated by the government of that year — 
$450,000. It seems incredible now, but when the matter was 
presented to the Common Council there was no trouble in 
securing the assent of the body, and that park, which has 
accomplished wonders for the poor people of that section of 
the city, is a monument to the Common Council of 1892. 
And so it is in every section of the city. If the work done here 
could be set out in the archives of the city and spread before 
the people of Boston, there is not a citizen but would say 
that, on the whole, the work of the Common Council had been 
splendidly done, and that a vast amount of good for the 
whole city had been accomplished. The new order is coming. 
I know just what it means. I think we are going to start out 
well. We intend next week, ten members of the City Council, 
to visit every section of the city to get in touch with the 
people. That was impossible under the old order of things. 
Of course we can’t do that every week, we can’t do it every 
month; I presume we may be able to do it half a dozen or | 
a dozen times in the year. What the people will do without 
the Council in the other seasons of the year I don’t know. 
America is peculiar; we have a heterogeneous population in 
the big cities. In Boston at present we have twenty different 
civilizations — the civilizations of Ireland, England and Rus- 
sia and Austria and France and Scotland and other nations. 
They have all come here imbued with different thought; 
many of them people whose heart breathes forth a different 
language than the language that is spoken here. And dealing 
with those different civilizations, of course, is not as easy as 
it is in Berlin, where the people are all of one civilization 
and one blood running back for hundreds of years, or in 
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London or in Paris; it is an altogether different problem. 
And when the members of the city government are absent 
from the thick of the civilization in some of our congested 
cities, and those men and women who are strangers to our 
shores find themselves looking about for somebody to tell 
their tale of woe to, no matter what the signal of distress may 
be,— it may be somebody in prison, somebody in the poor- 
house, somebody afflicted with consumption,— it will be our 
care to look out for every one of them. We are apt to mect 
with difficulties that we can’t see at the present time, difficul- 
ties which never arose under the popular form of govern- 
ment which gives representation to the different sections of 
the city; but we have simply got to do the best we can. And 
if the agencies which have been elected in the past, composed 
of gentlemen such as I see assembled before me here to-night, 
disappear by the law, it doesn’t remove your opportunity 
to do public good in the same lines in which you have been 
doing it as officials. In our own private way and in humble 
personal capacities we can connect ourselves with different 
organizations in the city to do this work, formerly done by 
the Common Council, to be of assistance at different times 
to the poor and the unfortunate and the simple in a great 
metropolitan city like this. And that’s the spirit that I hope 
will imbue every member of this body in leaving this Chamber 
to-night. Do not forget because you have been called from 
public life that there remains a duty to every citizen of Bos- 
ton. The history of the city calls upon us to do it; the life 
of this body and its glorious work in the past impresses every 
one of us with the necessity for the continuance of such work; 
so that even though Boston is without the Common Council, 
the things that the Boston Common Council has done in the 
life of this city, the good that it has accomplished, will not 
remain undone, because we men, whether in official life or 
out of official life, will see that the good name of our city is 
always kept at the front. I thank you, Mr. Chairman and 
gentlemen, more than I can tell you for this opportunity 
to come into this Chamber where I spent the first days of 
a happy public career. I thank every one of you also for the 
kindly greeting that you have given me, and I do ask and 
earnestly pray for the support and assistance of every one 
of you in governing this city of ours, which we all love so 
much and which we all ought to be willing to do so much 
for during the next four years. (Applause.) 

The Cuarr. Gentlemen, before the last Common Council 
of the City of Boston adjourns forever, it is only just and 
meet that we should afford an opportunity to the gentleman 
who has presided over our deliberations for the last thirteen 
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months with such eminent fairness to say a few formal words. 
I am pleased to call to the chair President George C. McCabe. 
(Applause. ) 

President McCabe took the chair and said: 

Fellow members of the Common Council and distinguished 
guests, our Council, as a part of the government of our city, 
is now about to go out of existence. We have listened with 
interest and pleasure to the speakers who in days gone by 
have helped make the history of the Common Councils that 
have preceded us. Their presence among us this evening is 
a testimonial to the worth of this body in the past, an argu- 
ment against its abolition at the present day. Many of us 
believe that the power for good which this body has exerted 
in the past was ample reason for its retention. But the Legis- 
lature has seen fit to change our city charter and give our 
functions over to a new body differently constituted. We 
are to be succeeded by a small body of nine which assumes 
our duties and responsibilities. In them power is more highly 
centralized, and representation is more thoroughly limited. 
We view these radical changes in the old ideas of municipal 
government with uneasiness. Accustomed as we are to large 
representative bodies, we look upon the new City Council 
as a wide departure from recognized forms. We feel that 
it is at best an experiment. Though doubtful, we hope for 
the sake of our fair city that the result will be successful. 
Our feelings towards the new City Council are the friendliest. 
Every one of us stands ready to co-operate with our newly 
elected successors, to assist, support and encourage them on 
their way to a successful administration. While it is with 
deep regret that we go out of existence by adjournment this 
evening, yet we hope that the new City Council may merit 
a life of equal length. Our most earnest desire in the inau- 
guration of the new system is an era of peace and prosperity 
to our city. 

The Chair will now entertain the final motion to adjourn.
